Narrative of Events, daied October 10, 1857- 

NO events of imimrtanco iji ronncction with the rebollion ]iav(( occurred in any 
part of tlic Lower Provinces of lleugal durijig llic wih'U under report, ending 8Cth 
September, 1857. 

2. Patna Division . — In the I’atna I)i\isiou, with lli<' (;\coption (tf portions of the . 
Shaltabad and Behar dislrieis, tpiiot prevailed tjiroiighout the districts. 

3. The 5th Irrcgidars rcacluul Sa-sserain on tlio lOth, ami burned tvyo marrellahs 
and the Railway Company’s bungalows there. Tltey were joined uti the samo evening 
by Ummer Sing, but appear to liavc remaiued only a day or (wo. iind to have proceeded, 
.southwards with their .own followers — Ummer Sing .still contiiiuiiig to infest the neigh- 
bourliood. 

4. Tlic telegraph wire was cut; and as IIk? dak from llenares did not come in to 
Dehree on the 20th, Lieutenant Stanton stojiped the dAk, which was proceeding tip 
eo'intry. The communication was restored on tlie 25t]i through the exertions of tho '' 
Officiating Postmaster General tlNlr. Dove) and a party of signallers, vvlio advanced up 
the I'oad on the 24th, escorted bv twenty-five men of the Police Battalion. 

5. On (he 25th Lieutenant Stanton also went out witli a party of Sikhs in search Of 
e.scaped prisoners and stolen property in the lillages near Dchrei' and succeeded in 
ca|itiiriug several jirisoners and dacoils, and in recovering some pliui'iercd goods. In file 
house of one of the principal men in the village of Ktawah some property' belonging to 
Mr. Soiaju) was found; and, as tliis nfturwas know-ii ais.) to haw aided the sowars of the 
(jth, it was determined to niake an cxamplo of him by dcslroyiiig his liousc, which w;i8_^, 
ac cordingly set on firel Some men of an adj-rining village took (he opportunity to oct, 
lire to Ollier, houses in the village, and the whole village was cle-sti-Oyed, which, though 
not intended, niny prove a salutary example^ and was not unclescjrved, as every inhabitant 

the place is believed to have been implicated in the late disturbances. 

G, Tlic, column under Colonel Fischer reached the Soane on the 23rd, but did not 
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crpiA, itiforination having been received that the Ramghur mutineers; having crossed the 
gha4t bn the 19th and^ 20th, were marking westward, and were within two or three 
diys’ march of the Soane. This information tnmed out to bo incorrect. The jnurty 
moving in this direction were not the main lx)dy of tlic mutineers. 

7. In the Nowadah Sub-Division of the Biehar district some bands of raj wars were 
reported at the beginning of the week to be still setting the police at defiance. The 
Dejjuty Magistrate had been ordered back to his ]^t by the Commissioner ; and the 
Magistrate, writing on the 2Gth, states, that “ the presence of Mr. Worscly, at the seat of 
his jurisdiction, has had a very beneficial cfioct. Two bands of rajwars and bndmashes 
have escaped into the hills ; a third band is, however, too strong, in his o{)iiiion, for him 
to attack; but as he will, since writing, have n'ceived a reinfpreement of 52 inijeebs 

. from Patna, J have no doubt this band also will be di§iK!i’sed shortly. The country 
about Behar to the north-cast is tolerably quiet; the eapture of Hydor Alii Khan and 
24 of his followers has restored tranqnillit} The late Nazir of Patna had, by his 
exertions, contributed much towards producing this state of things, and had sent in a 
large number of prisoners. 

8. The north and the west of this district continued unsettled, and the police, though 
largely augmented, wore unable to cope with the insurgents. With a view to restore 
order, Mr. Money had directed the Joint Magistrate to proceed to Jelumabad to inquire 
into the numerous complaints from that quarter, and, with the assistance of the zemindars 
and their follovvei’s, to pul down the disturbances by force. The Commissioner, 
considering this an imprudent, movement, as the rajpools of Jehanabad arc a turbulent 
set who had lately opposed a party of mi jec'bs under Mr. Lindsay and killed a darogah, 
directed the recall of Mr, Taylcr to the station till lu; could be accompanied by an 
efficient guard. 

9. Under the erroneous impression tliat the 5th Irregulars intended to proceed to 
Urwal, and thence to Arrali, the Commissioner had directed the civilians at the latter 
station to retire to Buxar. 

10. Anticipating that some, of tlu' zemindars of Shahabad and Behar would liavo 
difficulty in paying in tlieir reveiuu! at tlu^ trea.snries of tliose districts, the (\)mn)issioner 
proposed that the rules in this respect slionld be relaxed, and \vas authorized to allow 
payments to bo made in any of the treasuries of Ins division, in sneh manncjr as miglit be 
best suited to tlie exigencies of tlie tiim^, Ix'ing earcd'nl to koej) the accountant fully 
informed of any orders he issued to this <iflcc't. 

11. The Commissioner Jiad inquired into tin; eireunislanccs under wdiich several 
individuaLs wore still in confinement, having be<‘n inqn’ispned by his predecessor on 
suspicion, or for political reasons. Those named in tin? margin* were released ; the rest, 
it was tliought advisable, to detain for the present. 

12. Complaints had been made of tlic overiw'aring and oppressive conduct of some 
of the Sikh detachment. At Mozulferimre they had n'fused to pay the bazar rates for 

* their supplies, and endeavoured to intinudate tlie shopkeepers into continuing a system of 
gratuitous supplies wdiieli, it appears, juTvailcd on tlie first re-occupation of the- district. 
There is reason to fear tliat these uien have become impresssed w'ith tlic notion that their 
assii^ance is indispensable to us: and. if tliis is not cliecked, it is likely to become the 
source of mucli future Iron blei and embiirrassment. The Commissioner’s proceeding, in 
causing the nalive ofllcer to be informed that Ik' will made resjionsiblc if the 
misconduct of his men is not checked, was approved. 

• 13. Mr. Money having, in one of his' ieltcrs, comnienlod somewhat freely on the 
acts and arrangements of the Ciovernment, tlie opjiortnnity was taken to explain to him 
the difficnlties of the present position of affairs, the impossibility of accomplishing 
anywhere all that could be wished with the means available, and that, while each 
subordiiiuti' authority in Ills own sjilierc is bound to do all in his jiower to forward the 
interests for which ho is immediatel) responsible, it must be loti to the Supreme 
Goverument to consider and decide NvJiat is, on the wliolc, the best application of the 
resources at its disposal which present emergencies admit 'of. 

14. In compliance with the reco.mmcndation of tlic Lieutenant-Governor a khillut 
of the value of KKOOO nqices, and a siinnud, under the seal and signature of the 
Governor-General, .was b(\stowod on SJiah Kubeer-ood-deen Ahmed, Sujjadeli Nushen of 
Sasseram, who continues loyal and zealous in the service of Government. 

15. At the reeonimcndation of the Commissioner, the powers of a Commissioner, 
under Act XIV of 1^57, were conferred on Mr. Lynch, the Deputy Magistrate ofc 
Sewan.

16. All application from tlie saine officer ibr a pcDKioii, on, behalf (tf tlic widow, of 
Syed-ood-deon a Koteg;o8ht Dart)gitili, who died of the wounds he received in oppoaiuf;^ the 
instiBgents dnrinf? the emejite at Patnu on the night of the tJrd Jiily last, was ibrwardiid 
to the Government of India, with a strong recommendation bj the Lieutenant-Governor 
for its favourable consideration. 

’17. Bhav.ffulpore Division . — All continued (luict in this division, but tin' f.'ommls-. 
sioner -was apprehensive lost the success of the 5t1i Irregulars, nr tlu'ir career of plunder 
might have a l^d effect on the il2nd Regiment MatiAc Infantrt. Mr. Vide also 
, <i[Wted that a nunour of the stoppage of opium advances wliich liad readied him, was 
likely to cause alarm and discontent amongst the zemindars and ryots, ft was explained 
to him that it was not the. intentioi.i of Government to depart trom the usual course in 
lh(j matter of those advances, exce])t in one or two of the lltdiar ilistriels, where the 
Agent hM been direct'd to exercise discretion and due caution in making or withholding 
the advances. 


18, On receipt of a communication from the (iov(>rnincnt of India, in which it was 
incidentally nu'ntioiK'd lliat lh(‘ Ollieiating 'Magistrate of Monghyr had given out that 
the. orders of the Government of India prohibiting ladies entering an\ <»f tin; districts ol* 
the Bhangnlpore Division were not to be eiiforeed, Mr. 'riicker was ladh'd ujion to 
state on wliat authorilv lie liad made this annonnremeiil. if it were the cast' that, he had 


done so. 


19. RHjshaiiiji' lYnusion. — Onlt'i's were issued for iht' sti|)()l\ of aceouirenients and 
ummnnitioii for tlu' u.-n; of tlie corps of Volunteer Gavalrv vvliicii, as n'ported in a 
jirevious Narrative, lijul bt'en raised for the jiroteclion of tlie station and district of 
Rajshahye. 

20. 'J'he asiK'ct oi' atfairs at, .Iclpigorie was deeidedlv tavourtddi', the e.xtra batla 
lately granti'd to the sepoy,?, luning made Uiem eheorful and oonlented. An in(|iiirv 
had been, instituted into the eanse of a fire, by wiiieh the elepliaut shed at Titalui had 
been dt^stroyed. No salisfactoi’V (.'vtdence was procuvalde. flumgli, in IIk* opinion of the 
Magistrate, it was tlie act, of an iuccniliarv. 

21. Dacca Divlsiou. — 'Phe detachment of sailors sent on the e.xpedition to Assam 
arrived at Dacca on tlu* I7tli September, wlicn a ])orti(.m of the force exhibited a 
mutinous spirit by di.sobeying tin; oi'ders of tlnar eommand^ig offici'v, and refusing to go 
any furtliCr, asserting that (law hud oid) been ('iigaged for service at Dacca. By the 
prompt and energetic measures taken by Mr. Caniac. the Magistrate, and Liciiteminl 
Lewis, commanding the sailors at lliat station, the di.saUccled men, with the exception of 
tw'o, who deserted, Mi;iT brought to r(':i.si)ii. and consenti'd to go on to Assam, and the 
steamer jiroCeeded njnvard.s the ibllowing morning. 

22. One trial was ludd in Backergungi', under Act. .XIV, in ’.viiich the prisoner was 
sentenced to seven years’ im])risoninenl, wiili labour in irons. 

23. Chittagong D/r/.v<oif.--St('ps ha\e been laki'n by the Ollieiating Coinmis.sloiU'r of 
Cliittagongx towards raising levies i'or the Polic<^ cor])s, and the veijuisitc nuinbiT of men 
is expected to be collecli'd in a very siioH liiiu'. 'Plu' mea.sure is slated to have added 
much to tlie general cimlideiicc. 

24. This dividon Inning bei'ii from the lir.st, lice ti’oni dislnrbanccs, no opportunity 
has occurred for the disjilay of individual acts of fidelity or loyally : but the Maharajali 
of Tipperali is staled to have ri'adily re.sjKntded to a call for assistance from the residents 
of Tipperali, at a lime when iears were, though without cause, cnlerlniiicd, and to have 
shown every disposition to aid (he tlovi'nmieiif. 

®25. TKc Oifieialing Comiiiissioner has .si't about collecting cleplianls fiir employ- 
ment in military operations dmdng the cii.suing cold sea, son : all iliat can obtained will 
be sent to the Goverjimoiit Kiiddah, at Dacca, until tlu'y can be forwarded on to 
Rancegunge. 

2G. Nuddea Divinion . — in (he Nuddea Division not,}iiiig connected with the revolt 
had oceurreil during tin; week under report. 

27. The Mohurrum was reported to havi' ]ia,s.scd i)ir without any disturliaucc, and 
the , people continued to be everywhi'rc well disjioscd towards the (buenimenl. In 
Baraset tluire had been a fnrtlu'r arrest of som^ followers of tli<^ King of Oude. 

28. Everything remained poifeefly quiet in GalcuUa. 

29. From a report from the Magistrate of Jpssore, then* is reason to suppose that 
the rumour which had prevailed at one time of up-eounirymi n coming to Calenlta, in 
.(large nuinbers, in boats, via the Sunderlmmls,. was iihfonndcfl. All suspicious looking 
boats iverc .stopped and reported to the Magistrate. 

,30. .Bardwan Division , — 'fhe districts of the Burdw tin Division .showed no appcai-anci: 
of popular movement or excitement during the week.

40. The troops and ollicers Jiad at linS. to (ii'jiciul on the ^Uajah of OJiota Nagjmrc 
and his subordinate zemindars for supplies, the bazar Jiaviug he.en ]iluiul(;r('d and dosertwl; 
but conddeiiec app(;ars immediately to have been re.slored, and the former iiilmbitunls 
were 3'Oturning to llu'ir homes and ve.snming llieir oreiipalions. 

41. The mitlineors seem to have been uudeeidecl in whai dircetion to proceed, and 
it ,is proliable, from the cuutrmlietory reports received on the siibjeet, that they divided 
into two bodies. Oin^ ol’ tliest* wa.s said lo bo at Balooinat (lifty-llirof; miles from the 
head-ipuirlers of the divisiviii) on tin 2Jst of Se}>tcnib(;r, mnl was then advancing in the 
direction of ihdamow. Tlu y liau tired several ’.iilages (ui the i-oad and murdered a 
nninber of villagers, 'fin; tore.; under (lolouel Fischer, it was expected, would intercept 
them. .Previous lo this they had beeji siimniinled at a ]>ia«:c called Opaghant and their 
progi'ess arrested by a large body of nien, tlie followers of Bhola Sing, Buraik of 
Churea, in Ciiota Nagporo. 

42. Again, on tin; 2(ith t.f Seiiteinher, a parly were said to be plundoringfumd 
burning villages near Shergliotty, tiiroiigli which ])lace it w as reported that they intended 
to pass. Tins party was said to have witli thofn ch'phants and guns, and to be 
accompanied by several zemindars. 

•13. 'i’lic case of the liavildar-major and two st'))oys t)f the Sikh batlaiiou at 
Hazarcebnugh, who were arrested (ni a ciiargi' (jf inciting llie Sikhs to mutiny, was 
brougiit before a Court of Im.iniry fl»r investigation: bid as tlierc appeared to exist 
among tiie Sikhs a ^ery strong ] tarty-feeling against tlie accused, wljo arc Ilindoostanees, 
it was t nought, better that tlic case should be tried by a court martial, when one could be 
formed on t lie arrival of the force. The result iT the investigation has not yet been 
reported, 

44. Lieutenant Birch, as w'as reported in last week’s Narrative, has re-occupied 
’CJhyebassa. The Rajah of Serai Kellah welcop.ted him on his return, and' continues in 
(Lfif^y respect well disposed. He is not, however, powerful enough to oppose the 
;^ jl^ighbouring chiefs, of whom the Bajah of Porahat and Phakoor of Khursooah arc the 
j'gwost prominent in hostility to the Government.

34. The Naval Briarade reached CJowhattv on tin' 25th. 
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45. Tho Porahaut I^jah had pforaised to go into Chyobaissa and deiivn* up to 
Lioutauaut ^rch the tuutinaers who had taken service under him, and the Government 
treasd*^ which they had plundered; but there was reason to believe that these promises 
were not sincere, and Lieutenant Birch obtained information, on the 21st of September, 
that he was making preparations to attack Serai Killah. The (bmmissioin'r seemed 
dfepoaed to think tliat our re-occupation *)f Ranchie and Dornndali u o?ild liav(! tlio ( Jlcct, 
of keeping this rajah to liis allegiance ; but; liia demeanor and conduct did ‘not jnstify 
this expectation, and, on the circumstances being represeuU'd to tlie {rovernmeiit. (jf’lndiji, 
it was deterinined to send awing of the Midnapore Shekawattee i)stttaii<tn, under (lie 
command of Colonel Forster, to assist Lieutenant Birch in re-i-stal dishing the aiithoritv 
of Government. 

46. The latest hitclligeiice from Maunbhooin is not sutisj'aclorx . The oonduct of 
the zemindar' of Paclielo continues to wear a snsiacious and ho^t'ito aspect: and the 
Commissioner is of opinion that his n]»prehension and oonfi»i< nuriit had become necessary, 
A large body of Soiithals had assimibh'd n<*ar Jy('}>or(^ for the purpose of committing 
depredations ; but, upon the appearance of Caj)tain Montgomery’s small detachment of 
Sikhs which moved out against them, they dispersed and Ih'tl into the jungles. 'I'lu'y 
had, hovvevan', re-appeared in great forca*, uiul it was I’cpoiied that a body td’ uoi. less 
thanGOOO liad asseini)led, had plundered some villages, and pi"'pefat(*(| sev(!ral innrd«'rs. 

47. Under these circumstances it was deemed advisable to comply w ith Cajdaiu 
Oakes appilication for an additional force to enabl(? him to ])u( down the Sonthrils 
eflectually and to t.‘stablish onlev throughout bis district. Accordingly, tla^ 32Hd 
Regiment Native Infantry stationed at B(twsee has been f»rd(‘rcd to move into 
Maunblioom. 

48. Tho gangs of Soiithals and others who plundered (iolah, (;hilter]>ore, and otlier 
villages of tho Hamghur estate, have ceased their depredations since the celunin under 
Major English marclied througli Rainglnir; but as they ha^<• Committe.l s 'vcral 
murders, and aecumulated an immense quantify of plunder, Maj(tr Simpson has l«'eu 
directed to proct'cd against, fliese num willi n d(daehmeni of Sikhs of the ])i>lice 
battalion. 

4b. The iunouut in cash and bank ladcs wliich was in tlie Maunblnann tri-asiiry at 
the time when it was plumlensl by tlie i.mtinc'ors is estimated at ni|); (‘s !to.S44 : .’I ; 8. 

50. The value of tlie stamps stolen or destroyed eannot be ('xaetlv ascevtaine.l ; but 
it is approximately put. down at 16,000 rupi'es. 

5]. l'|i to llu' elosi* ol the week all eontinueii ijuhl at Snmbidpore; but great 
sickness priwailed among the detachment of tlie lOlh Madras Native liifanirv which had 
been sent to protect that station. 

0,2. Tlie late Rajali ot Oodeypore, Dheraj Sing, vvlio, after the expiratiou of his 
term of impri.soiuu('nt., was di'[)i'iv(:d ot his raj and kejit at f-hota N.tgjiore ujxm a 
subsistence allowance, look aiEantage (\l the temjiorary abandonment ot’ tin* place bv 
the (jovciminent oHicers to go to Oosleyporo nnd jivoelaiin himself. 'I’he Commissioner 
has ordered liiin to coim* iiilo the .sudder station. 

.53. The Resolution oj’ the (lovi'nmient of India, dati'd .sth September, 1857, 
relative to the. dispatch of troojis, was communicated to Mr. Ward, tlu' Snperivitendent 
of Carriage and Supplies, fur llie (lisjmleh of troops from Kaneegunge to Hmiares: :uid 
the bbjoct of liis ajipoinlnient clearly explainedfto him. The < 'ommissioner of Bimares 
and the ex«.aitivc oijicers on the Grand 'rnnik Road weri' at the same tilin' flesired to 
afford him every assistance. 

54, The Supremo Government in the Military Department having intiniaU'd iliat 
the Omimander-in-diiof had appointed Major .f.'G. Stephen to be Snjmrinlendent of 
Depot at Ranceguuge, Mr. Wanl was informed that this would not interfere wil.h his 
operations, or diminish Ids responsibility, as the Superintendent of Depot was probably 
only intended to b(' the medium of eomnnniieation Intween him and tlie niililurv 
commanders. 

5.5. Chi tlie 25tli of September, Mr. Ward rejiorted that carts collected liy liim liad 
been irregularly taken by a dotaelmiOnt about to march u]> the road, aiul bis arrange- 
ments thereby disturbed. He had written 1) the SnjK'rinlendent of tin.* depot at 
Ranceguuge on the subject with a view of preventing a r<'cnrn'hee of sucli irregularities. 

, 56. On the 21 Ht of September, Mr, G.li. Hampton, Deputy Magistrate and Deputv 
Collector ot’ lloogldv, was appointed Officiating Assistant to the Superintendent of 
Carriage and Supplies for Troops. 

57. On’Mr. Ward reporting (hat lie was ready to commence storing provisions 
along the Grand Trunk. Road, the Supreme Government were asked to appoint tiyelve 



officers— onf to be stationed at each of the lialiinji; places noted on the margin.* 
T\v('lv<» officers were accordingly ])laccd at the disposal of this (Joverument by the 
Gqvoramcut of India. Thes(i gentlemen were at once ordered to proceed to Rancegnngc' 
and report themselves to Mr. Ward, who wa^; rctpicstcd ((» assign a station to each, and 
to communicate instructions for (heir guidance 

o8. Tn reply to a reference as to the proper person to whom Mr. Ward was to look 
for early intimation of the intended march of troops, the Government of India in the 
‘Military De])artmcn(. nded tljat he was (o look for .such notice to (he Quartermaster 
General of tJu* Army. 

ol). JV’o notic(.' was tak(‘ii of a petition received from Treeluehun Ghowdry, of 
Howrali, snggi^sting that (lovf'rnnu'nt should ajipoint sonn* Brahmins to offer up prayers 
to God for the .speedy (h'struction of thii rebellious sepoys. 

(50. A p(;tition was received from tlic British Indian Association remonstrating 
against the apjioinlmenl of lloiu)r:irv .Magistrates in the Mofnssil. It was explained to 
the j)cti(ioners that the measure at present is inerely ex})crimental, and tliaC it.s continued 
adoption wunid mainly deitend on the results of the cxp<‘rimcni, whicli, so far as it has 
gone, .seems lo have- worked well. 

01. The Depul \ Magistrate 'if Santipore liroiighi to the notice of Government 
that several coal-boals Inul sunk in tln^ river williin a short lime, when .scarcely any 
other description of boats had met with any accidmil. A.s the crew and churnndars arc 
all up-countrymen, I)e was ilisposfvl to .snspeci that there is some tampering going on 
with tliem on, the part of the ix'Ik'Is.* This communication has been forwarded lo the 
Superintendent of Marine for his infor.iuuion. 

(52. A p(;tilion was" receive,! from Moliarajali Snmboonath Sing, zemindar of 
Rainglmr, expre.^siug his gratilicalion on the iirrival of Goverpmjmt troops w,ith guns 
at Ilazavcehangli, and reporting ihe ndreat of the miitincers from Dovundah. 

I>’5. lntimaii(‘m was ivceiicd from the Govi'rnmcnt of India, Foreign Department, that 
Major Herbert laid l)(;cn dir<'cl(ul to grant a pass to every inemb<a’ of the KiJig of Glide’s 
establishment moving beyond Ckilculta. This was communicated to the (kimmissioner of 
the Calcutta Police, and (he ('ommissioners ol‘ Nuddc.a and Biirdwau for (heir hifbrma- 
tiou and guidance. 

(>,4. liieuP'uant Bakt'r, in command of the sowars attached to the Bengal Police 
Battalion, having ascertained from (Jm native oHicors of (.he corps that the latter had 
themselves lo.st conlidcJicc in (lie. men, and doubted, whether the majority of them would 
[irove faitlifnl if brought agaijisl tlic 5(h Irregulai's, towards whom (lie .force w’as 
marching, roportc'd tlu' matter to Captain Rattray, who recommended that tliey should 
be disarmed. He was accordingly authorized, on the lOth September, to disarm and 
dismount all, <jr us many as bo thought projier. Eighty of them were disarmed under 
this order when the rcssalah r<‘aelu'd Sliorghotty, where Captain Rattray joined the force 
proceeding up t1i(‘ (Jrand Trunk Road. How to dispose of the horses at this place 
became a quevstion I’or wiiicli no solution could bi; found, and the men, therefore, were 
not dismounted. .Apprehending danger from l,h(' iik'ii being left bebiud with their 
horses, and only twxmtv -live Sikli- to control or clnick them, tlie Lieutenant-Governor 
desired that some arrangement should 1«: made t’oj* depriving the men of their horses, or 
for more effectually preventing tln'ir lusing tlumi and ve-posscssing themselves of arms. 
Eventually the men re-joined Cajitain Rattray and accompained him to Baroon. A 
portion ot them liave since done good -sei-vif.M? in an micounter with thft rebels near 
Deliroe, and Captain Rattray Inis been allowed (oexenisc his di.scr(diQu in restoring their 
arms to such of them as lu' considers (rn.s( worth). 

65. The Commis,sioner of Nuddea liaving brought to notice the ineonvenience t6 his 
office of a practice which has latterly ]>revaile(l of Magistrates unnecessarily addressing 
Government direct on subjects connected with their duties, was informed that tWs vvas 
not approved or cncourged by Government, , by whom these officers were authorized to 
resort to the direct mode of cqrit'spondcncc only in (;ases when the emergency does not 
admit of the delay of a refi'rcnce to the Commissioner, and in respect to tlieir brief 
weekly reports of the state of their di.'^tricts, A circular to the .same effi'et has been 
issued to all ■Commissioners.

Narrative of Events, dated October 1 7, 1857. 

NEARLY the whole of the territory, subject to the Government of 
remained undisturbed during the week ending on the 3rd of October. 

2. Patna Division.— -The only exceptions in the Patna Division were some portions 
of the Shahabad and Behar Districts, which were kept in a state of ferment by the pre- 
sence in the neighbourhood of Ummer Sing and the mutineer.^ of the 5th 'Irregular 
Cavalry. 

3. Some alarm was also caused by rumours which had rcaclu'd the authorities that 
the Eamghur mutineers intended to proceed viH Sherghotty to (iy a, in neither of which 
places wa.s there a sufficient force to op})Ose them, and it n as supposed that they had 
taken this route in communication with .ludhnr Sing, who, with a party of rebeds, had 
taken up a position in the west of the Behar District, and had been previously instru- 
mental in crossing the 5th Irregulars o\ c'r the Soauc. 

4. The people of tlie Burakur Hills v\ere, moreover, reported by the Commissionei’ 
to be assembling for the purpose of dc'stroying what, they had formerly spared of 
Lieutenant Pcilo’s w^orks. 

5. There was a rumour prevalent that Koer Sing intended to return to Behar 
with the mutineers of the 5()th a'nd 52nd Regiments, which tended to keep up the 
unsettled state of feeling among the people. 

6. For the purpose of reducing the Shahabad District to order, the f ’ommissioiUT 
proposes sending up the Naval Brigade, dispatched for service in the Patna Division to 
Buxar, and to make use, of the detachment of Sikhs whicli now garrisons Buxar, in 
enforcing his authority in the interior of the district, ('aptain Sotheby’s Brigade would 
be at hand as a support in case of nee<l. But the orders of the Government of India, in 
regard to the, employment of these seamen have not been lost sight of, and it is (juitc' 
understood that they are not to be called out except with the entire (;oneurron(;e of their 
eommauding officer in tin? safety and advisjibility of the measure, 

7. Two mountain-howitzers, lying at the Patna opium godruvn, will be sold up to 
Buxar with the brigade. * 

8. Colonel Fischer, with his brigade, was at Dhoondwa on tin; 29th ScjitemlxT. 
The direction in which ho moved from thence has not been r<'])ortcd. 

9. On the 28th, a party of Sikhs and Sowars, under the commitnd of Lieutenant' 
Baker, surprised Ummer Sing’s village of Sarohee, and brought away a large (|uantily of 
grain and other plunder, with some ammunition. Ummer Sing was ri'ported to be stiil at 
'Kachina, twenty miles distant from Deliree. 

10. Among the prisoners captured were a jemadar of the 4t>th Regiment, a 

havildar of the 37th, a sepov of the 7th, and another sepov, all of whom were Imng on 
the 30th. . 

11. The sowars,' who had been disarmed, but were allowed to take part in this 
expedition, were reported to have behaved .so well on this occasion, that tin' l.ieutenant-* 
Governor authorized Captain Rattray to give tliom anotlnjr trial. 

12. A portion of the 12th Irregulars are reported by tin' Magistrate of Sanin to 
have joined the Nizam of Goruckpore. This rebel would seem t<» be daily gaining 
strength, and it cannot be concealed that this circumstance threatens real danger totin' 
districts to the north of the Ganges. The attention of the Government of India was 
again drawn to this subject on the 3rd October, 

13. Major Nation, Commandant of the Behar Station Guards, having been consulted 
as to -the best means of rewarding a detachment of the nujeebs, for good conduct w liile 
engaged under Mr. Lindsay, in an attack on a party oi‘ the rebels, proposed money 
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rewards. This was deemed objectionablo by the Lieutenant-Governor, and the Coin- 
missioner of Patna was requesKiii to suggest some otiier plan in communication with the 
Commandant. It was iv'raarked that the proniol,ion of the deserving men as super- 
numeraries to the next Ifighi-r grade would perhap' be the most suitable way of recog- 
nising their good servici*, and if there was no objection to this he was desired to subndt 
a nonunal list of the men, with a meniorandiuu of their present position and pay, and 
tliat of the grade to which they woidd be proinoteil. 

14. In reply to an imjuiry on the subject, the C-omndssioncr reported that, with the 
exception of tin; (!X}jlanation already rendered by Mr. Taylor, there is nothing on record 
in the Commissioner’s offie(‘, to show on what grounds Moidvie Aolid Ali, one of the 
Wahabee leaders, had, as rejiorted in a })revi(ms narrative, been apprehended and 
confined. Mr. Saniuells was requested to report further after commanication with 
Mr. Tayler, if necessary, whether the doenments alliidcd to by Mr. Tayler; in his 
letter of the 1 Ith .Inly last,* as evid<aiee tire fortheoming or not. 

15. It was pro])(»sed by tlu; (’-oinmissioiuT, that Mr. Worsh'y, Dejnity Magistrate, in 
charge of the JJowada Suh-Divisiou, sliould be \('sted with the powcirs of a Commis- 
sioner under Act XIV of 1H57. to ol)viat(' the hmt.nvenience to proseentors and witnesses 
of having t o a ( paid at tlie sadder station. As seel ion 10 of the Art, however, seems to 
contemplate (hat ofleiuh'rs sliould bo committed for trial to Commissioners by officers 
exercising the powers of a Magistrate, it. is doubtful, whether, under that section, 
Mr. Woreh^y, or any other officer loeabid at an outpiist, where there are no other officers 
present, can cxerei.se lh(' powcM's of a ConmiKssioner under tlie Act. Tlie ronnnissioner 
was desired to consider and n'] ort how this diffieulty in the case of Mr. Worslov is to 
be got over. 

Ifj. A copy of a h'l tev rt'caaved from th<* Commissioner, explaining the eiirumstaiiet s 
under which ho had detained tla* detachment of the I7lh Madras Native Infantry landed 
at. Dinapore, and urging that he had ainliori! y from the Lieutenant Governor to ajiply for 
it, and tou.se it for the defenet' of (duipra. was forwardi'd to the Siqu'cnn* Governnn'iit 
on the 8th instant. TIki M.ulras detachment was to have started fur Mirzajipre on tlu; 
1 st instant. 


17. With refon'iicc to (he letter from th<“ Supreme GoviTnment, Mdative to (li<; 
unsafe stale of the river aho\o Dinapori', and tin' representation of .Messrs. Durrsehmidi, 
Grob and C'o., on the subject therein inelosi'd. a eoinnmnieation was n'ceived fiiom tlie 
Commissioner, from wliieh it api'teavs that l.lie attack on their coal-boats was made in (he 
Ghazeejiore District, iind not within (lie limits of the Patna .Division. A eojiy of (liis 
report w'a.s .sent to the Siqireme Government on (In' lOlh instant., ■ 

18, An luv.ei^ received from Maharajah Kissore f’hund, of lletliah, by (ran.sfi'r from 
the Sujm'me Government, in which a])prehensi()us wi'ro oxiirc'ssed regarding the .seeiiihy 
of his file and pvoper(y. owing (o (he depredations comniitled by the mutineers in 
Goruckpore, w^a.s suitably responded to, and the ojiporlnnitv was taken to announc,' (o 
him the discomtilurc' of tin* rebels at Delhi, and the rc.Iief of Lucknow'. This aiinoimee- 
inent had also bct'ii made to the CominissioiK r (>f Patna, immediately on tlie ivceipt of 
the intelligence, tor general inlbnnalion. 

10. Th<' Supreme Govi'rnmenl in the Foreign Diqiartment forwarded a translated 
copy ot an urz<*e from Maharnjali Moliessur llnk.sh Sing 'of Shahabad, detailing the 
service.s.lie had rei^iTcd to the llritisii troops during tlie ilisturbances .in Arrau, .and 
olTering to advance a lae oi' nqii'cs to Govi'rmnent, on account of tlu; future revenue of 
his zemindarei^ A comninni<‘ation of a similar tenor having been received from the 
game person by this Guverniinnit. and ri'ferred to the (.^oinmissionei'of Patna for rejiort;, 
tlie SupreiiK’ C>overunienl were iiirbi'ined that on receipt of Air. Saniuells’ reply, a copy 
of the same w’cmld be forwarded t'or their information. 

20. The. Executive Engiiv'cr of the Dinajiore Division submitted a report on the 
snbject of (he armament {)f the entveiicliiiient at Uankipore, for which he considers 
8 pieces of field ordnance (vi-/., (5 guns and 2 howitjsers), with 500 rounds of ammunition 
Tor (aeh gun, and . ‘150 rounds for each howitzer, vvoiild be sufficient. A copy of this 
conuinuiication was forwarded to tlie Supremo Governmci»(. in the Milit.ary Dejiartment 
on the 2nd in.stant, 

21. The (iovoriiiiient of India in the Military Department intimated (h:i(, in com- 
pliance with a suggestion ©f tlu' Lieutenant-Governor, the Comiriaiider-ini-chief had been 
requested to convey the thanks of Government, to Lieutenant Thomson, of Her Maj, Misty’s 
iff^th Regiment, for the good sciwice vendert'd by liiin and the detachment under Iiis 
i&ommand, in tlio safe cimdiiet of G.ovcrnmeiit treasure from Gy'u to Calcutta. 

The oviLlence oonsisfs oP some letters prorhicod by nn informer, one of which appears to be genuine ; the 
others may very probably be fabricated. , 
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22. In reply to an inquiry of the Government of India, in the Military Department, 
relative to the authority and order under which the movement against tlio Irregular 
Cavalry was undertaken by Captain Rattray and his men, the Commissiontir of Patna 
stated that no orders were'issned by him on th<‘ subject, and that lie only expressiul his 
views abotit it in a demi-ofHcial correspondence with Captain Rattray, in which he 
clearly gave Cajdaiu Rattray to understand that lit; was to act upon his own judgment. 
He has called upon Mr. Money and C^iptain Rattray to state iiiidm’ what authority the 
expedition was undertaken, and, on receipt of their replies, will again report on the 
subject. 

23. In a letter dated th(' 2nd instant, Mr. 'fayler, tlu' late C^snmissioner of Patna, 
represented certain circumstances which, in his opinion, uerre. euleulatcd to do much 
injury, if not to endanger the safety of the province of Jh;h.'ir. A copy of this letter 
has been forwarded to the Sn[)renn^ Government, and aiiotluT eojiy has heen sent to 
Mr. Samuolls for report. 

24. The Deputy Magistrate of Sasseram \va.^ directed to recei\e any vtnemie that 
might be brought to him at Dehrce, 1/ienieuant Stanton liaving left lor Slierghotly after 
having received all revenue tendered u]> to tlu' 1st instant, which was tlu; last day fixed 
for the payment of land rout. 

25. A statement of the cas(!s Irnal under Art XVI of IH57, in Tirhoot, during the 
month of September, shows that four ]K'rKoii.s ha\e hecai sentenced to transportation for 
life, eight to foiirteeu years’ imjmisonment with hard jaboiir, (wo to s('ven years’ impri- 
sonment, and eight to five years’ im]>nsonm(mt, all torfeitiitg (heir ])ro]K'rty and cflects.

— In coimeelioii with (he scheme for ('Sial)lishing Station 
Guards, tlu; Otficialing .Indge of Rungpore has snggolcd that, iiist('cul of raisijig a new 
corps for the pnrppsc, it would be lietler to fill (he ranks of th(' pres'-nt i)olicc with 
Goorklias, who might readily b<* hireil in the Hill Distriets, hovdering on Darjeeling’. 
The Commissioner of the division has been authorized to giv^e the exi)erimcnt a 
trial.

33. Chota Nagporc Division . — The advance guard of tlu; mutineers entered Chuttra 
on the evening of the 29th, and the main body ob the day following. Their halt there 
enabled the detachment of Her Pdajesty’s 53rd, under Major English, and a party of 
Rattray’s Sikhs, under Lieutenant Earle, each about 150 stiong, to come up with them, 
and oh the morning of the 2nd October, an engagement took place, which resulted in the 
complete defeat and dispersion of the enemy, who fled, leaving in the hands of the 
gallant little band of victors, 4 guns and a large (quantity of ammunition, b(;sidcs several 
boxes of treasure, their, camp equipage, and the whole of their plunder. The loss iu 
killed and wounded on our side was considerable, as our troops had no artillery with 

C2 
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them, and had to charge the guns which they captured in succesaion. The enemy were 
iipwards of 000 strong, and about 1 50 are bidieved to have lieen killed and wounded. 

34. In Sumbulpore, the Senior Assistant Commissioner lias been authorized to enter- 
tain an exlra burkundauze guard, of the strength noted in the margin,* and also’ to raise 
'a semi-military police, consisting of 1 subadar, ] jemadar, 5 havildars, 5 naiks, and 
bo scjwys. 

35. ^ In this district, Sooitmda Suiee and Oodnnt Saiee, both prisoners, released by 
the mutineers from l.he Hazareebaugli jail, were collecting men, with the supposed 
intention of attaeking Snmbidjiorc;. Captain Leigh liad offered rewards of 250 rupees, 
tor tlur apprehension of caeli of tliese individuals. 

yt). In lh(^ Singbhoom District, the Porahuat RajalMvas still contumacious, and had 
not delivered up either the mutinous sepoys or the treasure they took with them from 
Chyebassa. Captain Dalton was dis])osed to pursue a conciliatory course towards him, 
and to blame Licuttmant Birch for the severe measures he had adopted. The Licutenant- 
Coveruor, howevei*, entirely approved of the proceedings of the latter, which the conduct ^ 
of the Rajah had not only justified, but rendered necessary : leniency under such circum- 
stances would haM* been a mistaken iiolicy, and not so likely as prompt and vigorous 
measures to effect the desired result. 

37. The Rajah had addressed the Commissioner, offering to deliver up to him’ the 
treasure he had taken from the mutineers. 

38. denernl . — The Lieutcnant-Ciovernor h.ad received from a zemindar a document, 
purporting to be a copy of a jierwannah issued by the Colh^ctorale of a district, requir- 
ing all ztMnindars to furnisli returns of the number of bullocks procurable for slaughter, 
with a remonstrance against its tenor and purport ; and on inquiry it was ascertained 
that the issue of perwamjahs of tliis character had originated in a requisition from tlw 
Commissariat Di^iiartmc'nt, and that all the Executive Commissariat Officers had been 
directed, by a circular from the Coninus.sary-General’s Office, to make the same inquiry 
tlirough the local Civil authorities of the several districts of their division. 

39. Re(jnisitions of this sort arc so opposed to the i*eligious prejudices of the Hindoos, 
that had the Lieutenant-Governor or the higher civil authorities been aware of whatw'as 
projwsed to be done, such objectionable perwannahs would never have been issued, and 
the information nu|uired could have been obtained by other means. 

40. To prevent the recurrence of any mistake oi* tliis kind, it lias been suggested to 
tlic Supreme Government in the Military Department, that the Commissariat Department 
be instructed to apply on all oceasion.s of their rotjuiring aid or information from the 
district, authorities, ('itlier to the Local Govenimi'nt or to tlio Board of ReveniU!. 

41. With reference to (he arraugcraeuts authorized for the location of officers at the 
halfiug-plaees on the Grand Trunk Road, an intimation w^as received from the 
(Toverument of India in tl'.e Military Department, that can; be taken that no officer be 
stationed for tins purpose at any place where then; exists the slightest doubt of his 
security. A copy of tliis order has been croimminietited (o Mr. Ward for his guidance. 

42. A dispatch was rccei\ cd from the Deputy-Seerctarv to the Government of India 
in the Military Department, inclosing a ledm* from (.^xptain Hobday representing the 
inaliililv of Mr. Ward to taki* iqi tlie duties of his aix]tointment, and stating that lie 
(Captain llobd:n) had. tlu'n'forc. taken iiji those duties, and had provided the 
requlreinent.s of t ^ detaelimmils of troops which moved from Raiieegnnge-on t he 22nd and 
the 2.3rd SeptimiWr. Mr. W'^ard ('xidains that it was not till lli(; 1 51.h instant tliat he received n 
from Captain Hobday u memorandum of the arlieleswanted for each station, lindtliat though 
lie indented for those’ articles imim'diately, owing to some misunderstanding and the 
intervention of Jiolidays, the stoves wei-e not served out fi'om the Commissariat godowiis 
before the iDtli, and did nol rmich liim till the 20tli. To send these uji, required time ; 
but between (he 20th and the 26th. llie wliolc of the supplies liad been sent up the road, 
and the troops wliicli started on tin* 22nd and 23?d found everything they wanted. It 
was of ooiii’se inqiossiblc for him. under (he circumstances stated, to undertake ]>rovisioning 
til!.' troojis on the 23rd, (la* date on wliicli Ciiptaln Hobday reported having assumed 
charge of his duties. 

43. Mv- Ward also brought to notice that (he <4lieers appointed to taki' chargx; of 
(he lialling depots had nol, with one exception, joined up to the 26th, stud only four had 
reported tliomselvcs up to the 3()th, and that ho coidd not serve out stores or be 
j-esponsible for mishajis till his staff was complete A copy of this explanation was 
forwarded to the IMilitary Dcparlmeul on the 3rd instant.

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44. The names of those officers who Jjad not arrived at Kaiiecgiaigc up to the 30th 
September were reported to the Adjutant-General’s Department, with a rcHpicst that 
their departure might be exi)edited, as until they all arrived at their stations the 
arrangements for supply could not be completely carried out. 

45. A letter was .received from Mr, Ward, dated the 27th September, in wliich he 
reported that notice of the requirements of a detachment of troop.s which moved from 
Raneegungc on the 26th w'as furnished. to him only on the morning on which t.ht' troojis 
were to march, and that he hmi consequently found it impossibh; to makc^ pro]K‘f 
arrangements for the occasion. A copy of this comnumication was Ibrwardetl to tlic 
Military Department on the 30th September. 

46. Mr. Ward having submitted a memorandum regarding the stops proposed to 
be taken for the working of his officcj the o])port.unity was taken to impre.ss on liim that 
too much care could not be taken by him for pn'venling the use of coercion by the 
officers and men subordinate to- his ordei’s, and that no recourse should be liad to tla^ 
gettuig of supplies through the Magistrate. 

47. To prevent intricacy and confusion in the atljiistincnt of accounts willi tlu; 
several detachments to whom carriage is supplied, Mr. Ward has l)e(.‘ii authorized to pay 
all hire and demurrage, incurred on account of carriage, up to tlie dale of his making 
over the same to the Commissariat Department.. 

48. A reference having betm made on the subject by Mr. AN’arcI, (he SujU’eme 
Government in the Militai’y Department have be«;n asked whether any travolluig 
allowance is to be assigned to the officers placed luulor him to join their Hlations. 

49. Some retainers of the ex-King of Onde, who had been arrested by (he .loint 
Magistrate of Barraset, have been order(;d by the CoNornor-Geiieral in Council to Ije 
made over to Major Herbert, who will give tlu'in \)ass<!.s to resume their journey, if it. bi' 
thotight proper to do so. 

50. Several intercepted IclUirs have bcicn handed ov(U’ to the Supi tnue Goverimn.'ut 
in the Foreign Department during the week. 

51. As the Supreme Government, from a recent communication, appeared to be 
under the impression that the; Lieuteuant-G over nor liad neglected to enforce tin: ord(‘rs 
prohibiting the departure of women and children from Bengal towards the North-Wc.st 
Provinces, an inquiry was made into the facts of the ease, from whicli it w as a.sc('rtain< (l 
that no women or children had been sutfered to proceed up the country in any t)f the 
river steamers, except in one instance, under the express sanction of the GovfU'nmcut of 
India in the Home Department, without (he knowledge of, or coinmmiicatioii with, (li:: 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

52. Tliis prohibition against Eviropean women and children ))roccediiig to thi! novtli- 
west continues in force, but the operation of the orders of the lOtli Sepleml)er regarding 
the removal of •women and children from the Beh.ar districts have been sii.spcjKlcd. 
Immediate notice of this modilicatioii «)f ilie orders referred to was g1v(;u to tiie 
Commissioners of J’atna and Bluuigulporc. There ai»j)cared to be generally an 
indisposition to act on the order, and some difficulty might have been fonnil in 
ontbreing it.

Narrative of Events, dated October 24, 1857. 


Fort William, October 24, 1857. , 

Patna Division . — ^The districts «»i‘ (In? I^atuu Division were ivudisturbod dviring- the 
week ending; on the lOlh October, with the <'xc<^ption of some portions of Shahabad and 
Bchar. 

2. The interior of the Shahabad District was tohsrably <{iiiet, but the inhabitants 
of several villages in the neiglibourhood of Arral> \\(;re guilty of outrages, and had 
resisted the police wlien sent out to iuv(‘stigate or to apprehend the oircuders. To 
prevent a recurrence of such disturbances 1 he* Al agist rate intends making a tour through 
the wliole district, as soon as Captain Sothebv :irriv«'s at Iluxar with a detacluucnt of the 
Naval Brigade. 

3. 'riie stat(5 of the Htdiar District was reported by Mr. Mujicy, on the- 7th instant, 
to be still very unsettled, particularly in tin* north and we.st, where Judhur Sing, with a 
band of Bhojpor(^ nam, was conunitting a great deal of mischief, lip had attacked 
villages, killing and wounding tliost* who o])]»ost;d him, had ])roclaimcd our riilo at an 
end, and was nniking grants to his foHow<n*s of lands ami whoh; villages whicli do not 
belong to him. 

4. In spite of tliese disturbances, as tlie latest day tor tlic rcccapt of revenue 
approached, large sums were p('iiI into tlu! sud*ier .station for payment into the treasury 
— the (a)llections amounting during (he hist live days to lialf a lac .j>er diem. Some of 
the zemindars who had bc('n unal)i(! to collect tlicir rents, sent in gold coins and Sicca 
rupees, which have since been replaced by Comjniny’s rupc.'os. 

5. Tlie o]niim advjinees had cnmme'jua'd in all but the western perguunahs, in which 
it has not been cousidemed safe to m:ike a<l\ uuc.es. 

6. A iKirt y of tin; Jiamgliur mutineers, and .some of Kocr Sing’s men, having taken 
up a station in the village oi' Akbcr})ore, were attaclo'd on the 3vd instant by the Sikhs 
and Sowars under (!aptain Rattray, who di.-^lodgcd ti\cm and drove tlicm with .some lo.«s 
into the Jungles towairds llholas. 

7. On the 6tii iustuTit Lieutenant Stantoji set out with a detachment of Her 
Majesty’s 93i’d Regiment to reinforce tin; parly at Clmllra, under hlujor English, and to 
escort the guns, fimnuinition, and tn.'asurc taken from the Ramgluir ’nuilinccrs : but-ti 
letter having been rCctoivc'd from Major English on the niarch, hi which he stated that, 
finding himsidf strong enongli to mo\c, he had proceeded to llazarccbaugh, the detach- 
ment of the 93rd rctnrncd to Shevgholly. 

8. On a rociuisiliou from LienU'iuoU Stanton, orders have bc'on i.'jsuettby the Obm- 
.inissary-tl ent'ral for tlu; immediate disjiateh of elepliaul ■; to facilitate the crossing of the 
Soane. 

9. A letter Avas veecdved by the ( Vmunis.'^h/ner of the Division, from a Mr. ('ooke, an 
indigo ])lant( r at (.•ortickpore. v(']>r<'senling (hat tlie ( ioruckpore District could now be 
easily re-occupied, as tlio supporters and t’oll(>\ve}*.s of tlie rebel iNlaJiomed Hossoin were 
without intluenec and a mere rabbk'. while the principal rajahs and /.emindars were still 
faithfully attaelu'd to tlie Jlriti.sh (iovermnent. The Commissioner, in submitting this 
letter, slated that he liad hoard it rumoured that tlu; 5.3rd Regiment laid received oi*ders 
to enter the CJoruckpore District from tla* Azimghur .side, and suggested tlmt, in that case, 
the Goorkha reginumt stationed at Retliah sliould movii to Sewan fur tin; purjwse of 
jiroteeting tlie Sarun District, and pi’cvmiring th(U*eb(‘ls from retreating in tliat direction. ' 
A copy of this eoimminicalioii wa.s tin-w arded for information of the Supreme Govern- 
ment on (he 9th in.stant. , 

Jo. 'The Deput.v' Magistrate at Sasscram having received a consid<n*able sum of 
money on aecomit of Government revenue, was authorized to casn ])ay-bills which 
are due. 

11. A letbir was received from the Supreme Govei-miiont in the Military Depart- 
ment, eomnmuicating the concurrence? of the Govcriior-deneral in Council in (he opinion 
cxi>resscd by (lie Commandcr-in-chief, tlial the circumstances under which Major- 
General Lloyd di'tached a party of the .’»th Irregular (’avaliw from {.ilnijiva to Segowlee, 
as reported in the Narrative for the vvi'ek ending tlu? loUitvf Augu.-^t last, did not render 
him amenable to the strictures iiasscd on his iire-cecding.s by the civil autlioritios, 

12. An c.xplanution li.-iviug been sidimitted by Mr. (Justly, Deputy Magistrate of 
Sasscram, through tlie C’ommis.sioner of the division, representing the circumstances 
which had compelled him to h'ave his station, and to proceed to Benares on two . 
occasions during the disturbances in llic Shahabiid District, tlie Coniinissiouor was 



informed that the first movement of Mr. Costley having been reported to Govcniment 
the time the reasons now assigned for it, namely, illness and the nc’cessity of obtaining 
medical advice, were considered sutticiont ; but that th<! ox{)I;uuition oilered' for liis second 
retreat, namely, that he was afraid that the budniashes wouhl cut t he t('lt)grapli wire 
and iuterrnpt the dfik communication, seemed t«) tlie .Lieufenan(-ti<»\<!rnoi* to be quite 
unintelligible. 

l3: A petition from Rajah Bhoop Sing of Patna, eoinmunicating expressioins of 
contim\ed loyalty, and his thanks for the efficient measures takot by (Jovernmeui lor 
protecting the countn', \va8 suitably acknowledged. 

• 14. To a petition from Maharajah Chutterdharcc S.ihye liehadur of Sarun, 
enumerating the measures taken by liim to prevent tlu^ rebels from ent<‘ring Sarau, and 
the services he had rendered to the British troops geiu'rally, a reply has been addressed 
conveying the approval of Cjoveniment. 

15. Bhaugulporr T>ivi}tion , — In a letter dated tlie lOih instaiil. tIh' (’ otnmissionerof

17. Th<! imunaliate catise of the mutiny of the delaclimenl stationed at Deoghur is 
believed to have been (liat the sopo 3 's were under the impression that they were distrusted, 
a rumour having readxid (lann that Europeans were coming to disarm (lu ii). 

18. The two officers, (lajdain Morgan and Lieutenant Rolx'vts, wlio had been sent 
to Monghyr for the purpose of raising a levy for the ])rotee(ion of i!ie ]ilaee, w<'ve with 
the sanction of the Supreme Government directed to suspc'iid their operations aiul ixdurn 
lo Dinapore.

.*12. Mr. Skinner, the Joint Magistrate ofMagoorah, has explained the circumstances 
under which he issued a circular which the Lieutenant-Governor considered calculated to 
excite })anic among the people to whom it was addre.ssed. He asserts that no panic was 
tlien'hy er(?:ited, and this is also the opinion of the C^ommissioncr. 

33. Tin? Government of India in the Military Department have been requested to

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41. Captain Dansey, posted at Doomrec to do dnty npdcr Mr. Ward, also reported. In 
a letter date<l 3rd instant, that a large body of Sontlials plnndered two villages near 1 looniveo 
the day before. These Sonthals.had also plundered Palgungc and shown tlieniselvi's (o 
Caplain Clerk’s detachment of the 93rd Regiment. A large body of tlioni wtjre surprised 
by Biigadier Berkeley’s column not far from Doomreo on the 4t]t, \yhen .-i low were 
killed and some token prisoners. 

42. Two successful attacks were nuule by the detachnumt of troops under Lieu- 
tenant Graham’s command again.st a gang of Sonthal marauders at Nurainpnre and its 
vicinity. 

43. Major Simpson, while o\it with a party of Rattray’s Sikhs, sirrpri.sed Rengca 
Manjee’s Sonthal village, and as tJic Manjee, with a larg<^ nunil)er of ff)llower.s, liad 
recently committed a most alroeions murder at Mandoo, and plundered several villages, 
his house was burnt down. 'J'wo laudhold(!rs, in^plicatcHl, by confessing prisoncirs, as the 
instigators of those crimes, were appndu'uded. The (’oininissiopor of t’hotaNagporo has 
been requested to cause (he law to be jnit in force against tlu'se two men. 

44. Captain Oakes, Deputy Coiiuuis.si()ner of Cliota Nagpon', lias been ajipoiutcd 
a Comniissioner under Act XIV of 18/>7. 

45. Lieutenant Birch has submitted detailed reports of liis proceedings in Singbhooin. 
lie appears to have been very sueeessful in n'stoving peace and re-o.stahlishing autho- 
rity throughout the district, though unsTippofted by troop.s. TIu' advance of a force! to 
Chyebassa, how'over, sTibse(inentjy beeame nec(‘ssary in consetinoncc of the d<iriant 
conduct of the Poralifiut Rajali ; and the main body of the Sikh voluntecjrs, who were' acting 
under Captain Oakes, W('re ordered to be sent to his assistaiuH'. I’Ik'sc were' expected to 
proceed to Chyebassa' oii liu^ 3rd instant. 

40. The Rajah of Porahant, whose defiant eondnet. is alhuhsl to in the above 
paiMgrapli, and who was declared a rebel for having attenqited to raise ih(! C!oles, has 
since imjilored forgiveness for past ofreuees, disarmed his followers, and ex]»ress(!d hi.s 
willingness to give iq) the rebels, with the tnnisurc' llnw brought with them from 
Chyebassa. 

47. With tin; exception of the Pachete '/emindar, all llie landholdm's in the Mann- 
bhoom district are stated to b(i wcdl disposed tow ards tlu' (iovernment. 

48. A khellnt was received from tin; Supreme Government for Ix'stowal on 
Chnekudhun Sing, rajah of Seraikillah, in Singblioom. for liis eonsjacuous loyalty an<l 
valuable services during the recent distnrbanei's. 'fhe articles liave, tiir the present,. lx ‘(m 
retained in this ofticti ; and, in the meantime, the Senior A.ssistant Commissioner of 


Singblioom has been dc'sired to coniinnnicaU? to the rajah in what maimer it is proposi'd 
to rew^ard Ins good conduct. 

49. The loyal conduct and' .serviei's of llie native officers of the Senior Assistant 
Commissioner’s Com*t at Singblioom, nannxl in tlu* margin,'^ having been lironglit to the 
notice of Governnient, the Senior Assistant 1ms been reqnesii'd to eonv(;y to them tlx* 
assurance that tlndr service, s are duly aiqireeiated. 

50. The Princi]):il A.ssistant Commissioiier at Pnrulia. liaving intiinat('d throngli the 
CommissioiKu* of Division that lu' iiad no cash in his treasury, the (Commissioner of 
Bnrdw'an was reqiu'sted to remit to him .10, (XH) rupees, whieli has lu>en aeeordiiigl\ doiu*. 

51. Detailed rejiorls have now Ixs'ii received of the sueet'ssfiil attack made on tlx; 
Ramglmr nuitineers at Clint tra on tht^ 2nd instant. From thesi! it apjiears that, tlx' 
engagement wms not without heavy lesson our side, the total niimlier of our killed and 
wounded amounting to 56, men, of whom 46 were Knropeans and 10 Sikhs. Two of tlu* 


prineijial mutineers, named .ryemnngni Panday and Nader Ahx

52. A request submitted by the prineijral Assistant (knninissioner of Ha/.areehangh, 
for Major English’.s detachment to be allowed to remain at I la/.an'cbaugh for tln‘ present, 
was submitted to the Supreme Government for consideration. A reply lias been received 
from that Government, intimating that it is impossibh' to oonqily with Major Kinqison’s 
request, as the advance of the detachment towards Cawnpore is more urgently lu'cded. 

53. Assam Division . — It having been aseertaim d that Kimdorjicssur Sing, the Sarnng

.'55. A Iclegraj.Jiic message from the Magistrates of Mqngliyr, intimating that the 
Clmnar,” being unable to tow (he “Alplia,” had left her and gone onto Patna, and 
that the Alpha ’’ was lying sixteen miles below Monghyr wholly unprotected,- was 
referred for report to the Snpmanlendent of Marine, who was recpiested to state what 
arrangements lie would projioso to make ip iTspoct to the “ Alpha.” 

50. On a represontaliuu f rom tlui Commandant of the Bengal Police Battalion, of the 
m(*ritorioiis and. faithfnUservices I’l'ndered by Slu'ik Iledaynt Ally, a subadar of his 
corps, and formerly belonging to the 8th Kegiment Native Infantry, the Supreme 
(loverninent in the Aliliiary Dejmrtment havi* been solicited to confer on him the rank 
of “'subadar behadur,"’ and the tirst class ordi'r of merit. 

57. In vejily to a refen'iice made by him on the subject. Captain Rattray w'as 
informed that the uum named in tlie margin * wer<; to b(^ considered as supernumeraries, 
tmtil the oeeu.vreuee of vaeaucies in the ranks to which they had been promoted. 

58. A eojiy of the (leiiei'al Orih'r of the (iovernor-tjleiieral, dated 25th ultimo, 
admitting some native ollieers and nn'ii of tin; Ihmgal Police Battalion, who had 
distinguishi d (lieinselves at. Arrali, to the lir.st and third classi's of the Order of Merit, 
lias been forwarded to (^ipiain Rattray, together with one star of the first and eleven 
stars of (hi! third class, and the prescribed ci'ctilicates, for delivery to the men. 

.5t). A letter was reciivial from the Supreme (Jovenuuent in the Military 
Departhient, dated (Jth Octolier, suggesting that the local ofllecrs of BhaTigidpore, Tirhoot, 
and Piirneah lx.* reipu'sted to furnish returns of the elephants in their divisions, and to 
secure ('hfphauts, t!ic ju-ojierty of '/.c*mindars and other individuals, for the use of the 
public service. In rejdy, it has been intimated to the (Tovernment of India that, on 
ri'eeipt of a .similar eOmmunieation from the Home Department, instructions were issued 
to the Comiiiissiouers of tlu* divisions noted iu the margin, t to use every endeavour for 
the purchase, hire, and loan of elephants for military si'rvice during the ensuing cold 
seasort, and that, from the mea..sures that have been taken, it is confidently expected that 
every available elci>hant in (he districts of those divisions will b5 obtained. 

60. A copy of a letter i'j-om the Ck)nimissioncr of the Burdwaii Division, reporting 



had returiu'd, in coiis(X|n(mce of having l>een detained for twenty-four liours without 
food or money, was submitted to Uic Siqm-me (Joverunumt for consideration and orders. 

61 . 'I’lu^ Commissioner of the Nuddea Division having been asked to i*eport whether 
the allegations iu the “ Knglishmau ” of (he lOth instant, in a letter signed “ Observer,” 
that, the greatest, jiossibie opjire.ssioii was being exercised by the police of Baraset and 
Nmhlect ill llu! ]U‘oenring of carriage for troojis, wa.s true, lias stated, in, reply, that in 
the .Nuddea Distri'^ t thei*e has b(a.in some oppression committed by the nazir of the 
Colloctoratc, who has been susjieuded, and is, he believes, about to be committed for 
trial to the Magistrate, but that tlion^ has been no maimer of compulsion used in 
Baraset. 


62. The Coiinnissioner of the Burdwan Division brought to the notice of Government 
that when (ho ih'tachmont of Her Majesty’s 35t.h Regiment ai’rivcd at Rancegungo, the 
iiicu had to sju’oad their bedding on the Uooi; of the godowns allotted, to them as barracks, 
till the Joint Magistrate of Raneegunge supplied them with thick bamboo mats, which, 
the Commissariat officer jnrsont said he had no authority to furnish, aud that even these 
proving insufficient, he (the Commissioner) at last supplied them with thirty-six or thirty- 
seven cots at Mr. "Wbird’s reque.s(. A co^iy of tliis letter was forwarded to the Government 
of India in the Miliiaiy Dejiarlincnt for information. 

63. On the Ctli in.stant. Mr. Ward reported that all tlie officers appointed to do duty 
under him at tlu; luiltiiig-iilaces on the Grand Trunk Road, had joined with the exception 
of Lieutenant Lucas and Captain Robinson. A copy of this letter was forwarded to the 
Military Deptirtmcnt for the information of tlie Supreme Government.

65. Mr. Ward Ixas been vested willx the powa’s of a Magistrate in tlie xlisti'icts of 
Baticoorah, •Beerbhoom, Maiiiibhooin, Hazareebaxxgh. Behai’, aiul Shahahad, lo enable 
him to punish the numerous persons oini>loyed l>v him in petty cases of ihiifl, &<•. 

66. A follower of the t'x-King of Oiidc, known as Hajah Eusaf Al!i Klian, otlicrwise 
called Bcsaldar Sahib, having abseixted himscli’ from the jiremiscs occupiinl by the. 
cx-King’s family ami suift*, contrary lo }»rohil)ition, (!te Commissioners of tlio T’atna, 
Bhangulporo, Rajshahyo, Nixddca, and Biirdwan Divisions, !iav('bc(:n rccjiawled to direct 
the Magistrates of the districts in llieir respcc(iv(i divisions, lo l»iok oat for tlxo individual 
in fpiestioix, and, if he bo found, lo watch his , movinncnls, and rcporl on thi* sixbject to 
Goverixinent, A letter lo the same purport has been addnssed to I ho (knmnissioner of 
the Calcutta Police.

Pntnn Division. — Tu the Patna, Division, the disivicts id’ Behar iind. Sarun were kept 
in a state of alaxun dui’ing the week, the. fui’iner hy the imnt inonis of the two compiinics 
of the {1 2nd Native JnfaiitiT, which mutinied at DeogluXr', and the kilter i)y ji threateneii 
xticursion of the, Goruckjiore rehcl.s. 'I'he other <iistric.is liiive been umli.dnrbcil hu! 
dacoitic.s on xi hirge scale are imported to have occurred in souio of them. 

2. The detachments of Her Maje.sty’s o-trd liegiineiit lisid been ordered i> thi! 
military authox’itios to jiroi-ced from llazarei-haiigh towards Cy:i for tiie prolection o (hat 
city, but some mistake sippcJirs to have oceuiTi-d in tlie transnii.ssion of thisindoi :ind 
Major English hailed at Sherghotly for further in.siruction.s. ’^fhi.s dei.-xy, and the liipnl 
marches of the mutincci's, made it appx'ar likcb," at one time liuit the latter would reach 
(Sya before the reinforceimmt had arrived. 

It was anticipated that the nuitineers wmuld folhov the sauu' route lhi«t. the .‘>th 
Irregulars had taken, and precautions wci'c adopted to ]>revcnt some of the iicl.s of mi.schief 
these had conixxiitted. Kunners were ]i]aced iilong the roiids ];,ading to N<»wa<la. to givii 
early intimation of their approjxch ; l5()]*risoxiers were sent into Cyji tVoni that out station, 
and prepixratioiis were .made for forwarding these ;uul others froni the- <Jya jail to Piitna, 
should that city^bc threatened before the troop?; . .rriv(*d. '^I’he opium aifvanees had ch'arcd 
the. treasury. T|fC records were moved ixito (he fortilital house which the residents were 
prepared to defend, with a garrison of ninety xiicii. 

The direction taken hy the inutineCi’s, however, soon af ('r they left Deogh.iv. was 
such as to xuakc it appear to be their intention rather to cros.s the Soane to the south of 
the Grand ^rxxuk lioad. They were at Khurruckdea on the 12th, Noiiidah on the Idili,

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DImnwar ami Kisiice on Ihe Mtli, Karruniiiih on the Singhai on the 16th, and 

Dangra on Iho 17<h. !Notice nas sent to Captain Jiattray of their movements, that he 
might, if possilJe, intercept them, and Major Simpson ivas directed to send as many of 
the Sikhs he h.nl with him at llazarcchaugh as he could spare to Behrce,, to reinforce 
Captain Rattray. 

Measures were also taken for counteracting any attempt on the jmrt of the head- 
qnai'ters of the I12ml to follow the example of the Deoghur di^tachment, a wing of Her 
Majesty's Clth Regiment and tw'o guns being sent up to Raneegunge to be at hand to 
act in case of being required. 

Jb Tn the ho])t‘ of ])utting an end to the depredations of the rebel Joodhur Sing, who 
was still plumiering and liarassing the whole of the district around XJrwal, a party of 
foriy-lwo nnje<d)s was simt out by the Commissioner to etfect his capture. This expedition 
unfortunately failed in its object. On reachingdoodhur Sing’s house at Kuramine^ they 
found it snrroumb'd by lofty inml walls, loop holed, and the place garrisoned by sixty or 
seventy men, auned with guns and matchlocks. The attempt to force an entrance into 
the I)uilding was repulsed with the loss of one man killed and three men wounded, 
attem])t to set tire to it also tailed, and the assailants were finally compelled to fall back 
and retire to IJrwal, liaving succeeded only in capturing Joodhur Sing's uncle and nephew, 
whom they found in the'village, hut Avho, it is believed, had taken no part in atrocities 
eoimnitted by their relative. 

It is proposed to attack this rebel again shortly, and the Commissioner has written 
to the offiircr commanding at Dinapore for a.ssistauce. 

4. .The Shahahad Distriid generally is becoming, more settled. The Magistrate has 
taken advantage of the arrival of the Tfaval Brigade at Buxar to proceed with the Sikh 
detachment into the intta’ior of the district. Ununer Sing, with a eousidcrahlc number of 
rabble folloAvers, still remains in the neighbourhood of Rhotas; and, as he has small parties 
j)ostcd all along the road to Sasst'vam, it will he difficult to surprise him. 

r>. An expedition undertaken by Captain Jiattray against a large body of these 
rebels asscinblecl at Akberpore, at the foot of Rhotasgurh, under the command of a 
noted rebel named Dilawar Khan, and which consisted principally of sepoys w-ho had 
mutinied, was sncecssfiil, two of the enemy having been killed and the rest dis- 
jiersed. As the sowars were reported to have behaved uncommonly w’oll on this 
occasion also. Captain Rattray has’ been })C!rniitted to restore to them their carbines 
and ammunition. 

6. The Judge of Shahahad has declared the ])ropertics of both Koer Smg and 
Umnior Sing to be forfeited to the Government ; and steps are being taken for their 
resettlement. 

7. In the Sanm Districts gicat fears were entertained of an inroad, on the part of 
the Glide rebels, who with Molmmed Hossein at their head, have seized on Goruck- 
porc, and were believed: to be fast augmenting theijr numbers. The Jiuttooee Rajah, is 
reported to have joined them ; and this has emboldened many minor zemindars who 
liad hitherto stood aloof to follow the bad examjile On the J3th Mahomed Hossein 
Avas said to be advancing on Chujira with 1,000 men and 0 guns ; but up to 
the clo.se of the week had not moved in that direction. The Commissioner had ordered 
one of the Goorkha Regiments to advance for the protection of the exposed frontier. 
This regiment left Scgowh'c accordingly for Sewaii on the 17th October; The Naval 
Bri’gado has also be.en ordered to Chiipra, and the Patna ferry-boat was stopped on 
its way to Allahabad, for the purpose of crossing the brigade over the river* The 
retention of this vessel on t!u! Gogra till the arrival of the “Jumna” has been since 
sunctioued by the (roverninent of India. 

8. Tlie Commissioner having reported the withdrawal of the European guard 
from the opium gudowns at Patna, and pointed out that a fortified post' like those 
gpdowns, containing property 'vorth upwards of a million sterling, ought not to be left 
entirely in the hands of the nnjeebs, a reference has been made on the subject to Uie 
Government of India in the Military Department. 

1). Mr. Solano, an indigo jilanter, in the districts of Siiahabad and Behar, having 
submitted a sehcnrc for forming a body of mounted police, from among his. ryots, for the 
appreheiisi<»n of the mutineers and rebels in those districts, and the sujjgiresslon of the 
disorders still prevailing in tiiem, and the unprotected state of the districts having 
freqm.ntly been l>ronght to the notice of Government by the local authorities, the 
I.icutenant-Govc riiov has submitted a minute on the subject for the consideration of the 
Supreme Goiermm iit, stating rou.sons against the project devised by Mr. Solano, and 
suggesting in prefcrence the reorganization of the Patna Nujeebs, or station guards, 
upon the footing of Captain Rjittray’s police corps, . 
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10. The Deputy Magistrate at Shergliolty having, at Major English’s request, 
conveyed to him by Captain Srayfh, asked permission to slop the detuchmeut of Her 
Majesty’s O.lrd Highlanders, was informed that General Mansfield had already sent a 
message absolutely forbidding any interference with or stoppage of the bullock train 
parties. 

11. 'I’he period for which Moonshce Ameer Ali .Uad tendered his services as 
Special Assistant Commlksioiicr in the Patna Division having expired, he has been pt'r- 
raitted, at his own request, to resign the appointment, and to return to the Presideucy. 
The Commissioner bore very strong- tcsiimcny to tlie value of the . services rendered by 
Ameer Ali, and the sound policy which dictated his appointment. It has therefore 
been recommended to the Snpreme (lovcrnment to confer on him a khchit on 
his return, in acknowledgment of tlic valuable services he has rendered to the 
State. 


' 12. Bhaugulporc Divluion, and ihc (^onthnl — Notwitlistanding the recent 

mutiny of the two Companies of the ;32 ik 1 Pegiment, at Deoghur, the. Districts of the 
Bhaugulpore Division, and the Sonthal Per^unnahs, are reported to have remained 
perfectly quiet. 

13. A letter from the .Toint Magistrate at llaneegungc, containing particulars of 
the mutiny and murders committed by the Deoghur Mutineers, was forwarded, to the 
Home Department for the information of the (Jovernment of India. The, deposition of 
Mr. Ronald’s bearer, which accompanied this rejmrt, probably gives a true account of* 
what occurred! The head writer of Mr. Ronald’s office states that, in plundering the 
Treasury, and in other acts of mischief committed at Deoghur, the nizamnt guard took a 
very active part. These have joined ihc mutineers, ami accompanied tliorn in their 
march. Mr. Grant is reported to have arrived safe at Bhaugulpore. A greiit part of 
the Deoghur records have been left Unarmed. 

14. The bead-(iuarters of the ;i2nd Regiment remained steady and obedient to 
their officers up to the end of the week, under report. On the I7ih they rcacluid 
Nangolea, a place seven miles distant from Soorie. A seditious letter which was 
received in camp at this place, advising the regiment to be ofl’at once, as preparations 
were being made to disarm them at Soovie, was immediately made over to Colonel 
Hurney by the men of his regiment. 

Jo. Mr. Wood, Deputy Commissioner of the Sonthal Pergunnahs, stationed at 
Rajmehal, was empowered to hold the trial of oneChummun Sing, a resident of Maldah, 
accused by the pilots of the river steamers of cutleavoriug to jirevcut them from taking 
charge of steamers by threats, and arrested and made over to Mr. Brown, by Captain 
Sotheby of the JVaval Brigade. The trial, however, did not take place, as the prisoner 
died of dysentery in the llajut Guard on the 9th instant. 

10. Rajshafnje Division. — Tlic tranquillity of the districts of the Rajshahye Division 
remained undisturbed during the week, but the Magistrate, of Rungporc has reported 
that at Jelpigorie there - were still a few sepoys of the 73rd Native rnfautry who 
seem ill dispo.sed, some of Ihem having being heard to express regrets that they had hot 
joined Koer Sing. ' * 

17. Burdwan Division. — The. districts of the Burdwan Division have been all quiet 
during the week. Some apprehension was naturally enough felt at Soorie on account of 
the approach of the head-quarters of the 32ud Regiment, who, as stated above, 
reached Naugolea on the 17th, and were expected at Soorie oii the day following. 

18. In the Bancoorah District the probabilities of danger were considered so remote 
that the Joint Magistrate has reported having dismissed the extra burkundauzes 
temporarily employed there in addition to the regular police. 

19. Nuddset. Division. — All remained perfectly tranquil in the Nuddea Division and 
ill the city of Calcutta during the week. 


20. In connection with the scheme of reorganizing the Bocal Police corps in the 
Mofussil, the Oonnnissioncr of Nuddea has been authorized to. raise lUOmcn at the Sudder 
Station of (!ach district in his division, st'h'cting recruits from the classes from which 


zemindars and plantcr.s choose their retainers. 


31. -The Governor-General’s agent at Mooi^l.edabad having rcportetl that Avhen flu; 
63rd Native Infantry and the llth Irr<*gular (Javalry ivere disarmed at. Berhampore, all 
the disciplined troops in the service of the Nuwab Nazim were also disarmed, with tlic 
consent of his Highness, and their guns, muskets, and ammuniti on made over to Colonel 


Hannyngton; the olficer commanding at Berhanqiore, was informed that the proeaution 
was a very proper one, and the promptitude Avith Avhich it \a as carried out wa,s creditable 
both to the Nmnib and himself. 
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22. The Lieuteimnt-Govemor hiw approved the proceedings of the Magistrate of 
Jessore, in reference to the twelve n\yecl)s attached to the dacoity Commissioner’s office 
In that district, who were denounced by Pairag Dobay, but whom the Magistrate after 
investigation lias ordered to be released on each man furnishing two securities of 100 
rupees each. One Surjoo Persaud Itazpie, who is not a nujeeb, but was under trial in the 
)^mc case in which the nujeebs were concerned, has also, at the recommendation of the 
Magistrate, been released on approved security. 

, 2^1. Dacca and Chittagong Divisions. — The districts in the’*l3acca Division, including 
the town of Dacca, have been perfectly quiet during the week, as have also the districts 
of the Chittagong Division. 

24. The Commissioner of Chittagong has selecfbd 45 men for the new police corps 
of that district, and expects to be able to enlist a greater number soon. 

25. The Magistrate of Tipperah having ajqilied for the sorvi'ces of an European non- 
commissioned officer, for the jnirpose of drilling the local corps raised in his district, has 
been told that no such officer is jn’ocurable at prc.sent. 

20. Intimation Imving In^en received from the Military Department that orders have 
been issued to the officer in charge of the prsenal to make over to the Bengal office 1 44 
muskets, with ammunition, &,c., for the use of the local corps to be raised at Noakhdlly, 
the .loint Magistrate of that district has been requested to make arrangements for 
conveyipg these articles to his station. 

27. Chota Nagpore Division. — The princij)al Assistant Commi&sioner at Maunbhoom, 
* on hearing that the 32nd ifative Infantry were on their way to Pnrulia, and possibly that 
a portion of them had mutinied, reported that he had no further need of their services. 
The vacillation of purpose or ignorance of the real state of his district betrayed by him in 
making a sudden and urgent call for troops at one moment, and again suddenly de.siring 
to dispense with their services, rendered it difficult (as he was told) to act on his recom- 
mendation, and the Lieutenant-Governor felt unable to countermand the march of 
the ^ 32nd regiment without further and fuller information, which ho was directed to 
submit through the Commissioner of Chota Nagpore for that officer’s opinion on 
the subject. 

2fe. Notice was given to the principal Assistant Commissioner of Maunbhoom, of 
orders having been issued i o the officer in charge of the arsenal, to forward to him through 
the Joint Magistrate at Itaneegunge, 100 muskets, with a due proportion of ammunition 
for the use of the zemindar of Burrabhoom and Makoond Narain Deo of Maunbhoom, 
who were faithfully assisting the officers of Government in the restoration of order. 

29. Tn consequence of the Senior As.sistant Commissioner of Singbhoom having 
intimated that he was not in a position to make arrangement fpr the supply of provisions 
for the force proceeding to that district, Colonel Forster was requested to carry wifh him 
a month’s supply of all such articles as were likely to be required by the men under his 
command. 

30. A representation from the Joint Magistrate of Goyindpore, of the necessity of 
directing officers commanding detachments proceeding up the Grank Trunk Road to 
restrain their men from entering the houses of the villagers, which he had been unable to 
prevent, and which creafes great dissatisfaction among the people, ivas forwarded to the 
Military Department for consideration and oi'ders. 

31. The landholders and others named on the margin,* ivere reported to have 
rendered good service to the state by assisting Captain Oakes in restoring order in the 
district of Maunbhoom. Before noticing their sciwices, however, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has asked for further information as io whether those who arc called rajahs have any claim 
to that title, and also as to the names of the zemindar of llaepore anil the jaghcerdars of 
Pergunnah Kusseepore. 

32. Mr. Biddle, the agent of the Bengal Coal Company at Rancogunge, has been 
thanked for the hearty assistance rendered by him to the officers of Government, and the 
exertions of two police darogahs, favorably mentioned by Captain Oakes, have been 
suitably noticed. 

38. ITic Menior" Assistant Commissioner of Singbhoom has been requested to report 
on a petition ri'.ceived from Rajah Chetrc.ssur Deo, of Ghatsillah, enumerating the services 
rendered by him to the state. 

34. A sum of 15,000 rupees was sent in to the Commissioner of Burdwan by the 
zemindar of Pachete, with a request that it might be accepted as an offering from him to 

* Mookoond Narain Deo, of Mav.nblioom ; Rajah Kadha Kiat Sing, zemindar of Burrabhoom ; Rajah 
-Sutrooghun Ditt, xcmindar of Fatcoon ; Rajah Reedoguath Sing, zomindair of Hogtnoondie ; zemindar of Raeporc, 
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Government, evidently under an idea that a gift of this kind would best secure him ngaiunt 
the conseijuenccs of his laHI improper conduct, 'fbe Commissioner has been directed to 
return the money, and to insist on the zemindar’s immediate obedience to the orders of 
Government and of its officers, which he has neglcctod to cotnply with np to the present 
moment. 

Sfl. Assam Dmsion. — In reporting that there is no longer any cause for appr^'hending 
an outbreak in Assam, or 4 iiuy necessity for declaring martial law in that Province, Colonel 
Jenkins records his opinion that tins hapjiy result is owing principally to the Judicious 
measures adopted by Lieutenant-Colonel Hcamuiy, (•j)minanding the 1st Assam Light 
Infantry, and to the exertions of Captains Jirvar and Reid, lie ex])rcsses also great 
obligation to Major llichurdson and Lieutenant Chambers, of the 3nd Assam Idght 
Infantry. 

3G. The Sarung Rajah Kunderpessur Sing has arrivetl in Calcutln, and been safely 
lodged in the Allipore jail. 

37. Colonel Jenkins has been askc»l whether it is desirable that proceedings should 
be taken against Muniram 13utt, with a view to bring hi>n to punishment for the seditious 
and treasonable jwactices in which he is believed to have been engaged, and w'hether 
sufficient evidence Avill be forthcoming to convict him. 

38. The Naval llrigadc dispatched for Assam arrived at Lebrooghur, and were landed 
on the 2nd iu-stant. Accoiinnodati'ou has Ix'en proviiled I'or tlu'in in the Principal 
Assistant’s cutchery, close to tin? fortified square. 

39. Lieutenant Davies, 1. N., in command of this force, rc])orted the misconduct of 
some of the men at Dacca, which has boim noticed in a fornicr Narrative. 

40. and Cachar. — The Commissioner of the Dacca Division has been informed, 
in reply to an inquiry as to the effc(;t ou his functions of the appointment of Mr. Allen to 
exercise the powers of a Commissioner, as well as of the Board, in the districts of Sylhet 
and South Cachar, that his authority as Commissioner of Revenue and 8nj)eriiitendeut of , 
Police in those districts is to be considered as suspended for tin' present. 

41.. A copy .of a report from Mr. Allen, intimating the arrival, at tJhcrra Poonjee of 
ucarly 300 recruits from Muneepore, and that a larger number was expected before the 
close of the month, and requesting the Government to appoint a serjeant-niajor and 
quartcnnastcr-serjeant for the new corps, has been forwarded to the Military Depart- 
ment. • 

42. Darjevliny. — Everything has been quiet at Darjeeling during the past week. 

43. The conveyance of some ammunition required by the olTicer commanding at 
Darjeeling I'or the use of the convalescent depot at that phice, having been entrusted 
by the Govcrnf)r-General’s agent a'l Moorshedabad to a party (jf men furnished by the 
Nawab Nazim, and the ammunition having been safely delivered over to Mr. Deputy 
Magistrate Pei'ry at Kissengunge, the GoviTuor-Ceneral’s Agent has been authorized to 
make a present of 70 rupees to the men who went in charge of the same. 

44. Genaral. — 'riic conduct of a detachment of tlu* Bengal Police Battalion while 
engaged in the late aciiou at C'hutlrabung, iavourably reported to Government, has been 
suitably, noticed. 

45. The Commandant of the Bengal Police Battalion having ht^en requested to 
report the circumstances under which one havildar and oiu^ sepoy of his corps were 
executed, as' entered in the return of the Police Battalion for Sepiemlnu- last, has stated 
in reply that he is ignorant of the particulars himself, but has called for a copy of the 
proceedings from Lieutenant hlarle, and a report on tlie subject from the Commissioner 
of Chota Nrtgpore, whi(b will be forwarded to Government when received. 

46. The death of Lieutenant E. A. Powys of the Bengal Pcdic^ Battalion has been 
reported to Government. 

47. A remonstrance has been received from Captain Rattray against any reduction 
of the pay of tlie Bengal Police Batbilion, which he thinks w ill make the whole rcginient 
discontented. His men are beginning to grumble already, he says, on account of being 
two and a half months in arrears. The cause of dtday iu the adjustment of these inen’s 
accounts is .some misconception which has arisen regarding the intent and meaning of an 
order passed in the Military Department of the Government of India jpegarding the 
allowances to which they or .some of them , are entitled while the regiment has been on 
aciiye service. 

48. An intimation received from the Government of India, Military Department, to 
the effect that instructions have been issued to the Quartermaster-General of the Army 
oh the subject of giving timely information to the Superintendent of Supplies of the 
intended movement of troops from Raneegunge, has been communicated to Mr, Ward for 
his information. 
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49. A niemorandura received from Mr. Wawl reporting his observations dming a 
visit to all the stations used as baiting places by the bnllocl^rain, (us far as .Sherghotty, 
and the instructions he has given to Captain (jiuhh, the officer ip charge of the depot at 
that place, to superintend the proceedings of the officers at the halting places beyond it, 
has been forwarded to th<j Supreme Govt'nuncnl. 

50. The Cprmnissiouer of Patna having reported tliat he does not anticipate any 
difficulty in supplying Mr. .Wanl with carriage, in addition to what he has furnished, and 
is about to furnish, for the use of the army above Bc«ares, )>rovided Mr. Ward will give 
him some definite idea of the-extent of assistance he requires. Mr. Ward has been 
directed to lose no time in jdacing himself in comnmnication with Mr. Samuells on the 
sulqeet. 

51. Mr. Samuells has, at the same time, been requested to take particular care t^t 

the carts required t<»r troops arc invari.'ibly procured through the Collector, and never 
througli the Magistrate and ])oIice. Tic has also been authorized to employ Mr. Deputy 
Collector Davis of Bhaugulpore, if necc.*;sary, in comnmnication with the Commissioner 
of the Bhmigulpore Division, to co-operate with Mr. Macleod of Chupra in procuring the 
carts required. • 

52. Si.x, certificates granted by the offuers in command of the detachments of the 
95rd Highlanders, which lately proceede<l iq) the Crand 'frunk Hoad, expressive of their 
satisiaotioii with tin* arrangements made at Sherghotty f<n- accommodating and supplying 
till" troops umler their ccmimand, w'cre r<!(;eived from the l)ei)uty Magistrate of Sherghotty. 

(J5. Mr. Ward’s prompt compliance w ilh the rt‘([uisition made on him by the military 
antliorities for stort's for the iletachmeiit of troojjs sent from Sherghotty to assist Major 
hhiglish in hringiiig. up the guns and anmmnitioii captured by him at Chuttra, was approved 
by th(^ Lieutenant-Governor. 

54. The Supreme Coverrimont have sancti<>iusl the grant of a deputation allowance 
to the Su])eriniendent of carriage and supplies at the rate passed to acting Collectors. 

• 55. The olficovs placed iintler Mr. Ward to do duty on the Grand Trunk Road were 

directed to proceed to their destinations by railway and hulloek train atthe puhlur expense ; 
hut oil Mr, Ward representing on receipt of those orders that, with one exception, all the 
officers in question had previously joined their posts by horse daks, the Lieutenant- 
Goveruov authorized the actual travelling charges incurred by them to be paid. 

.50. Lieutenant Frtmchjvnl joined his appointment under Mr. Ward, on the 12th, and 
Lieutenant Lucjis on the 1 7th. The latter had been detained by illness. 

.57. Lieutenant I laig, whos^e services have been i»laccd at the disposal of the Lieutenant- 
Governor for duty umler Mr. Ward, in lieu of tlu).sc of ('aptain Hale, removed to another 
appointment, has been <lirected to jwoeeed to Raneegnnge without delay. 

58. A copy of a letter from the .Toint Magistrate of Pubna, soliciting the issue of .such 
instructions to the Commissariat Department us would insure the timely receipt in his ' 
office of all orders for supplies for t roops ])assing xq) or down the river through that 
district, has been forwarded to the Military ] )epxirtnxeni for consideration. 

59. Copies of sonu' letters from the Commissary-Genei-sil -received through the 

Military Department of the Goveniment of India, in which arc noticed certain remarks by 
Mr. Samuells on sujqxosed delay on the i«u t <d' the Commissariat Department in making 
aiTangements for the movement of troops from Kaneeguugc in August last, have been 
fonvarded to Mr. Samuells. j 

, CO. fn reply to a reference made on the subject, the Supreme (lovenxment liave*been 
informed that arrangemmds have been ixiaile by th(‘ Local Authorities for providing the 
))arty of seamen lately sent up to Assam with all necessaiy supplies. The Supreme 
Government have at the same time been requested to issue instructions directing tlmt, in . 
esise of any difficult}** being cxiH-rieueed in procuring elsewhere articles- which can’' be 
supplied from the C’oimnissariai stores ou the spot, such articles- may be advanced upon 
the rc'oeipt of the olUccr in c-ommand, on condition of being hexeaftor j’eplaced by the 
Local Authorities.

Narrative of Events, dated November 7. lK.->7. 

Fort William, November 7, 1857 . 

1. THE Dcoghur mutineers continued their march nnoi)i)os('d, and at tlieir h'isnre, 
through the districts of Rebar and J’atna, but did not visit Gya, at which slatimi Major 
English, with his detachment, arrived on the 22nd. 7'he niiiLineers wert* on that day at 
.Tehanahad, whence they jn'oeecdcd to Urwal, and on the 2l(li vrossed the Soane.. 

2. In the meanwhile, two other companies of the o2nd Regiment Native Infantrv. 
which were on their march from Rurhait to join (be hcad-i|uarfers at Soorie, bad mutinied. 
This detachment had got as far Jis Kam])ore Ifant, where, on tin* I7lli Octolier, tliev 
suddenly made olf, with the exception of ten men. who reniaiinsl with (heir Knropenn 
oincers. The direction they took, viA. Noni Haut, which they wen- re))ortcd to have 
plundered yn the 2ls(, seemed to imlicate an intention of following (he same route as t hat 
taken hy the 5th Irregulars and Deoghur detaehmenl of tlieiv- own regitneiit. and had it 
Inen found x^ufticahle to pursue them immediately, it is impossible that they shoultl 
have escaped. 

3. Dcc])ly sensible oi the disastrous ctfects ol these r(.'|»caled jn'ogrc.'ses of imeheckc'd 
mutineers, through one of our richest and most valnahle districts, of (he snlfevijigs that 
must thereby be inflicted on the jicople, and of (he humiliation (o uhieh (he authority of 
Government was subjoeR'd by tlicm, the Li<‘u(enant-tfovernor coiisideicd it Ids duty 
strongly to urge on the. military authorities the ne<>essity «if making an (dfoi t to pursue 
and punish these rebels, if it wore at all possible to withdraw a party of Mitliciv-nt strength 
from the troops hurrying up to Lucknow. • 

4. In compliance with this requisition, two companies of ll(*r .Majesty s LUli Light 
Infantry and a detachment of the Yeoinanrv Uavalry were jnomised I’or (Ids scM vicc on 
the 23rd October. Immediate preparations were made for snp])]ying this forve with 
carriage and supplies on tlu* read, and Jdcutenaut Roddam, who is’well ac(|iiaiii(ed with 
the country, was ordered to hold himself in readiness to accoiiqainy (lie j»ar(y. 

.5. As the mutineers had obtained six tlays’ start, it. was l«ardly expeu-ted that the 
pursuing column would come up with them ; but. tlu* pursuit could iiot fail to have the 
effect of hurrying them on, and keeping them in some alarm, ami thus in some degree ol‘ 
mitigating the calamitous eon.scquences of their march, and it ndght even perhaps 
embolden the people themselves to resist ami attack them. 

6. The head-quarters of the 32nd Regimen treacned Ifanecgunge on the 22nd October, 
and of their own accord delivered up their arms to tla-ir (annm.indiTig ollicm-. 'fheir 
conduct on the march through the Reerhhoom district, is reported by (he Magistrate (o 
have been very orderly, not a single eomjdaint of oppression or oinrage having i>een mad(‘ 
against them. 

7: Oil the 19th October, the Oommiasioner rejiorted that 500 men bad enterctl the 
Sarun District from Gomckpore, and plundered Rubouram's factory, near Dorowley. In 


his letter of ilio 20tli, Mr. Maelood’s facioi’y at (lUgjjoah was also stated to have been 
pluuder(;d and dt'stroyed, not lunvever until after the Christian assistants of the factory 
iind succeeded in ettfecting^ their escape, owiiif? to tlie rebels not finding' a boat to cross a 
little river which intervonod between them and the liu tory. Of the subsequent proceed- 
ings of tiic insurgents in this district nj) to tlie end of the week, no report has been 
received, ))ut they 2 >robably I'etived after doing this mischief, as in a telegram from the 
Commissioner, dated the 20th October, all was reported to be well in Chu 2 )i'a. 

H. To prt'vent as far as practicable any further depredations, the (.kmimissioiicr has 
been instrncte.d to do all he can with the (Soorkhas and the Naval Brigade, acting for the 
preseut,iq)on the defensive only, and above all things to protect the sudder station o^the 
district . 

Jk As it was ossi'iitial t.o the nioviMiumt, of the Ooorklia corps that British 
ofliccu's should be altaelied lo them. lh<‘ military autlioritics at Dinaporc, at the Commis- 
sioner’s n^rincst, apjxanlcd certain otliccrs belonging to regiments wliich had mutinied 
to do duly with tlic.se troiqis in Cdiujira. In riynorting this to the Military Dciiartincnt, 
tlu' ld('ix(.enant-ljovernor made it a recjucst Unit the jiroceedings of the Comniiasionor 
hi Hu* niattor, tlumgli not in strict accordance with rule and usage, might not be cen- 
sured ill eousidoratioji of the urgency of tlie case, and that the oiliccrs ordered by the 
military anlliorities to Cliujira might lx* allowi'd lo remain there till those apiiointed 
by Covorninent joined their imisIs, 

10. The vciiel Joodhur Sing, priqiaralions for attacking whom \vero»behig made 
by l.ho (Commissioner, lias ctfeeted liis escape from lirwal, but a neighbouring talookdar 
iiiiined Tookseeram, who was a 2 >ris()iu‘r in the (jlya jail, and wliose family .loodhur Sing 
has outraged, has underlfikcn l.o bring liiin back dead or alive, and for that jiurpose 
ha.s bi'cii set. at. large tor twm mouths on the security of his talook. 

11. The otlicers named in tlie margin*' were on the 22nd iilaeed at the disposal 
of this (iovevnnieiit. for einiiloynient with tin' (ronrkha regiments. Tliey wei’o directed 
to proceed, without li)s.s of tinii', to Patna, anil llu're re^iort iheir arrival to the Com- 
missioner. 

12. ']’h(' eajilain of tlu* steamer ‘Mnmua’' having cxi>ressod doubts as to thciiossibility 
of tbat.‘v(’ssel ('utijring the Cogra at this lime of the year, was directed by tlie Coniinis- 
sloner lo 2 >roe('ed to (./hu[)ra and (examine jicrsonally whether this is tlie case or not. 

I. '5. Air. Sanmells has been informed that the Suiircnio Govermneut have approved 
the instructions which were conveyed to him by the local Government on the 23rd of 
Sejitomber, with refercnei* to Afr. Afoncy’s letter regarding the wants of the Bchar 
Distriel.f and that he has been absolved from all blame for the detention of the detach- 
ment of the 17l.h Afadras Native Infantry on' their way to Allaliabad. 

11. An exjilanation submitt ed through the Commissioner by Mr. Aloncy ami Captain 
Rattray regarding the moNoment of the force under the command of the latter against the 
mutineers of the oth Irregular Cavalry, lias liecn forwarded to the Alilitary Department. 
The expedition ajipcars t.o have bemi niidertaken at the suggestion of Air. Money, but 
Captain .R:it tray aloiu' seems resjjonsible for tin; crossing of the river, which left Gya 
exiiosed to danger. 

15. The (loiiiinissioner has submitted a letter from Air. Tayler, in which he states 
that he has no I’urt.lier jiapers with him bearing on tlu^ subject of the arrest of the 
Walmbee leaders, but tliat if reejuired he Ls.willing to enter into a full explanation of his 
reasons for placing them under restraint. It aiijiears then that., although evidence was 
stated by Mr. Tayler in liis letlm* of the 10th July last to be forthcoming to justify their 
arrest, none •lefually existed ; or, at all events, none can be found in the Commissioner’s 
olhee, and Mr. Tayler has failed to produce any. , 

JO. The following gentloiucii have been aj>jioint.ed Hoiiorai’y Assistant Magistrates 
in Tirhoot, vi/; Mr. U. Holloway, Mr. G. Smith, Mr. G. Anderson, Mr. H. Hudson, 
Air. M. .1. Wilson, Air. W. C. Biiddely, Air. J. Gale, and Mr. (k Gale. 

17. The niinuyulpore Diimion and the Sonthal 'Pei'gunnnhs , — The districts of the 
Bhaugiiliiuve Division and the Sonthal Pergunnahs have not been distiirbed during the 
week, with the (^veeiition of those jiortions of the former which the Ramporo Haul 
mutim^ers passed through on their march. 

18. Cainunissioner of Bhaugnliiore has rciiortcd tliat the price of rice is still 
very high in the* districts of his division, and is expected to lisc. still higher, which will 
cause grtiM sutrering among the jiaorer elassqs, unless rail and ferry fund works are 
carried on, on an extensive scale, so as to give them remunerative employment.

— On tlu^ 24t.h October, tlu' Magisti-ate of Dacca reporltul tin* 
cvisicncc »)f a feeling of unea.sihe.ss among lln^ se[)oys of the detachment of (lie 7*>rd 
Nativ(' Infantry statioiu'd there, but this has sinc(‘ subsided’. It apjicars that their 
fears were oxeited by idle stories given out by cNil-minded persons, that the sailors we re 
coming to disarm and destroy (licm, I’lie* Magi.stral<‘ has ((X])lamed to tlie men Lhrongli 
their native ofHc<‘rs that such fi'ais arc iill,erly groundh'ss, and they liave bcf'u directed 
to seize the first man attempting to impo.se on tlieni with similar stories, that, lie may be 
bronght t{» punishiinmt. 

24. An intimation having hecn received from the in,s]>eetor-GeneraJ of Ordmniee, 
that the arms, &c. rcquireil for the Dacca VolunkaTS, ha(knot been fqn\ardcd to Dacca, 
owing tt> no stouiucr being available for tin' jiia-pose, the Conmiissioner oi' Dacca has Ih'cu 
rctpic.stcd to make arrangcnn;nt.s for their conveviuice, and to jcport the .same to this 
oflicc for communication to (.'olonel Abbott. 

25. The Commissioner has al, so been directed to lulorni K.Iiajeh Abdool Cunnee and 
Abdool Ahmed Kluin that the bieutenant-Coveinor has jiernsed with satisfuigioii Ids 
report on their loyal conduct ami readiue.ss in affordiug aid to the lo<*al autliorilics during 
the late crisis. 

2(5. ChiUagontj Division. — 'fhc districts of the (ndtlagong Dixisioii have been jicr- 
fcctly quiet during the w(;ek, and the delaiduiient of Die •■*-lih Native Infatilry, .stationed 
at Oliittagong has been behaving in an orderly immiu r. 

27. 'I'lio (Jommi.s,sioner reporfs that abonl 90 luen have lieen eiitcrlained for the ui'vv 
levy, onc-hnlf of whom are Rajlnuisecs or Buruiah mugs; and that an attcmjit to imliico 
the native Cliristians to enlist has not succi'eded. 


2b. A co])y of an extract from tlic jirococdings of the Financial I )e|)avtnu;nt, dated 
2nd October, relative to the jia} incut of the amounts of lost bills of e\<’bangt“, drawn on 
and by Ircasnrics not now in existence has been Jbrwardcd to the Coininissioncr in ro]»ly 
to a reference made by him regarding dx’afts remitted by the sepoys of tlie .”41b Regiment, 
Native Infantry, from Chittagong to their homes, long helbve Die mutinies occurred, foi- 
which no acknowledgments have bcou received by tlicm. 

29. Cuttack Division.----h\ the Chdtaek Divishm ami the 'I'nbutaryAb'bals, the puhlie 
mind has remained ill a satisfactory 'stati*, nor ba.s anything occurred to’ give ri.se to 
anxiety, except towards Baruiiughatty in Aiohunbhuiige, the rajab of wliicb jilacc is again 
apprehensive of ah 'outbreak among the Dhurrooa,s, mpl has been authorized by Die Com- 
missioner to take every necessary 4ueasiu*e for the protection ol‘ his territory. 

30. Chota Nfigpore Division . — In none of Di(‘ di.strict.s of Dio (’liota Nagpon' Division 
can order be said to have licen as yet fully re-established. 

31. Jii Alaunbhoom, the zemiudnr of Fachete, Xilmoney Sing |)co, nas reported by 
the Commissioner to be arming bis retainers, and making pnqiarations of def'enee. It 
was ascertained, too, by the lyiagisiratc of Ranccgiuigc that a number of workiuou had 
been gumtmined from Calcutta to the residenee of this zemindar at Ka,s.soepore, ami had 
taken advances for the mauulacturc of arms 6ii his aceouul. It has also hecii discovered 


by the Magistrate of }lowrah, that .sonic tents haie j-cc'cnDy been juncln.se<l l‘or Ibis 
zemindar, and orders given on bis btdialf for the manufactuve of a <*on.sideral)le number of 
spear heads. 

32. fn Bingbboom, notwithstanding that the people generally seemed to be vesimiing 
their avocations, and the isalt, and other traders, returning to tbeir bu.sinc,ss, it was still 
uncertain what line of conduct the Porabaut Rajah would pursue, or w bat might be the 
effect of hia intrigues on the Colo population of that district.

,’11. ('ujilain Oakes, willi some of whose n'eeiit acts his llonor Jia,s had reason to ho 
dis.sii([slii*d, lias lievu removed from J’urulia to the sudder station of Ohota hlagpore 
tinder th<‘ immedlale -eye'ol’ the Oommissioner, who has heeu requested carefully to 
observe his proeei'din.<;s, as in tin* ojiiulon of the lacMiteuant-Oovernor, this oHicer, 
though possessing iimch experieuee. is greatly winding in judgment and discretion. 

o5. The Senior As.sislaut (.'ommissiouer of Sumbulporc had sent out messengers to 
jirocure intelligence of any large bodies of arnu'tl men tliat Soorunder Saiec might be 
collecting: with the exception of fifty men at Khiiula, and the same number in another 
place, none wen* tiiscovered. Nevertheless, from the reports of these messengers, and 
the fact of the (Jhuroote<‘ahs having a,«sistctl rather than endeavoured to oppose the 
progress of Soorunder Saiee throngli the district, it is gathered tliat the general feeling 
towards the Gov evnnient is not good. Ji Is possible, bowever, that the neglect of the 
Glmrouteealis to give the information <rf' Soorunder Saiee’s progress jnay have been the 
result of fear, as they are a ‘timid race of people. Soorunder Saiec is at Suiubulpore, and 
his brother, Oodunt Saiee, at -Khinda, and it is suggested that the tranquillity of the 
district will, ill a gi’eut measure* dcjieud \ipon the decision of Government with reference 
to these two persons, 

JM). Thirty men of the Sebundee Corps, whom the tehseeldar ol‘ Hoad had brought 
with him to Sopepore, in pursuit of. convicts, were detained by Captain Leigh, and three 
more Companies of Hie 401h Madras Native Infantry, with 50 paiLs and 2 mountain 
howUzi'rs were <!xpeetcd to arrive in a few days. 'Phe presence of so considi'rahlc a force 
in Suiubnlpore, will, no doubt, have the ctl’eet of rc.storing confidence iu the power of 
Governinent. The rev'cnuc, the payment of wdiich liad almost entirely ceased, i.s gradually 
coming iu, and the attinidance at cutcherry i.s larger than usual. 

The CommissioTier ajiplicd for, and was furnished with, tlie originals of the letters 
said to have •been- written liy the native officers with the mutinous force at Dorundah to 
the native officer commanding the detachment at Sumbulporc, to enable him, if possible, 
to identify the signat ures of the supjiosed writers of those letters. 

38. Assam, C'«c/iar, Darjeelincf, and Arracun. — The peace of the province of Assam 
continued undisturbed iqi to the 2}(h October, and the public mind appears to have been 
restored to its former confidence, (/iichar, the AiTacau Provinces, and .Darjeeling have 
also rentained quiet. 

39, General Suhjecls. — The right wing of the Shekawaltee Battalion arrived at Purulia 
on the October, and it w as then found that, owing to the disturbed state of that and the 
Singbhoom District, the requisite provisions could not he su]>plied. 'fbe C-oinmissjoner of 
Burdwait was directed accordingly to usd every elfort to send wliat was required from 
Banegunge. and it may he mentioned as an evidence of the completeness of the arrange- 
ments there that, within five liours of the receipt of this order, fifteen elephants wefeoA 
tlie road to Purulia with full siqiplios for a month for the whole of this fiirce. 

•to. 'J'he station of Barra having been abolished, owing to the fall of -the river 
bciween llai ra and Hlu rghotly, the Supreme Government have been .reqrmsted to replace ■ 
the services of Lieutenant Trenchard at the disposal of the Commander-in-chief. 

■] i . The Accountant to the Government of Bengal has been requested, in communica- 
tion with the Accountant-General, to issue early instnictions to the Superintendent of 
carriage and sujiplios prescribing the form of account and the system of adjustment to 
be luhqited bv him for ensuring a quick audit and settlement of his accounts. 

42, In reply to a reference made by him on the subject, the Superintendent has been 
infonned that althongh his a])pointment has been made with special reference to the 
progress of troops along tlie Grand Trunk lload;r it is not .at all unlikely that he may 
occasionally be called upon to assist in procuring carriage and supplies for troops marching 
ill other directions, and that he must be prepared to afford every assistance in his power 
on .siicli occasions. , * • 

•13. A letter from Mr. AVard,. bringing to notice the very indifferent fore which

officers proceedings bj bullpck-train are obliged to content themselves with, while their 
men arc served with fresh meat, bread, and vegetables, and asking whether they su-c not 
entitled to rations, has been forwarded to the Military Department for orders. 

44. . A report from Mr. Ward on the measures adopted by him for furnishing .supplies 
to the forces under Lieutenant-Colpnel Fischer and Majoi* English, of Hpr Mnjesty’.s 
53rd Kegimont, has been forwarded to the Military Department. 

45. A Memorandum prepared by Lieutenant-Colonel Hope, of Her Majesty's 93r<l 
Highlanders, having been received from the Supreme (iovernment, in which certain 
triffirig defects in the arrangements for the accommodation of officers and men were 
brought to notice, ox-ders have been issued to the Superintendent to take the necessary 
steps for providing all thg^ stations on the Grand Trunk Road with the i’equisite.s thereiii 
])ointed out, and the Deputy Magistrate at Sasseram has been instructctl to have 
temporary accommodationjj for officers constructed at Dehree, the bungalow there being 
occupied by the officer in charge of stoi'cs, and the clerks ol’ the electric telegi-aph 
department. 

Ifl. With reference to the orders issued to him on the 24th Oclobcr, the* Superin- 
tendent reportbd that the requisite <|uantity of carriage and provisions for the detach- 
ment of the 13th Light Infantry, proceeding in pursuit of the Rampon> Haut mutineers, 
had been supplied before the receipt f‘f those orders, 

47. A letter received from Mr. Wai'd, repoi-ting to what extent he will be able to 
afford asswtance to the postal authorities in carrying out the bullock-train arrangements, 
has been forwarded to the Government c*f India in the Horae Dej^rtnient. 

48. With reference to a report received from the Gommissiqner of Patna relative to 
the anangements made by him for the siipply of carriage for ti liops, t he Government of 
the Central Provinces has been requested to adopt measures for preventing the detention 
of carts supplied from the Lower Provinces longer than may In? absolutely necessary, and 
their impi’cssraent beyond Benares on any account w’hatc‘v<'r. 

40. An intimation received from the Military Department, that the necessary 
instructions have been issued to the Oomiuissary-tbmeral for the ado]>(ion ot measures 
for ensuring the timely receipt in the office of the Joint Magisti-ate of Piilinaof all indents 
for supplies for troojis passing up and down the river through his ‘ district, has been 
communicated to the Joint Magistrate of Pubna through the Commissioner of Rajshabye. 

50. A communication has been received fi‘om the Military Department lorwardmg 
extracts from a military letter from the Court of Directors, of the 9(h Sejxteiuber last, 
detailing the reinforcement of European troops for India. 

.51. A. letter has been received from the Home Deixarlmeiil forwarding copy of a 
(iorrespondence relative to the jxroposed cx<*mption of tlui (tliristiau inhabitants of the 
Presidency from the application of Act No. XXVHJ of 1857. 

.52, Baboo Isser Clmndcr Gbosaul, Deputy Magistrate of Santipore, having offered 
to submit further suggestions regarding the formation of a Bengalee coips of niilitia or 
police, on being furnished with a copy of the inslruetions already issued by Government 
on the .subject, has been informed that the Al.'igistxate of llooglily, by whom the experiment 
of raising a local coiqis is being tried, has been desired to report on the progress which 
he has made, and that, onreceijit of his i-eport, further oi-ders will he ]»assed on the letters 
suhmitfed by iluyDeimty Alagistrate. 

53. A Statement received from Air. Money, AIagi.strate and Ccdletitor of Behar, in 
answer to the reflections cast on his, conduct l>y Air. Tayler, in his appeal to the Sujircine 
Government against the oi’ders of the Lioutenant-Govei’iior ivmoving hinx from the 
(.'ommiksionex-ship of Patna, has been forwax'ded to the Government of India in the Home 
Department for coixsidex’ation ; hut Air, Aloucy’s application for j)ei*mis.siou to publish that 
statexneixt has not been complied with, as the publication of siu'h eorrespou deuce would 
he in dix’ect contravention of the ordei's of the Hoiioi'ahle (^)urt, as conveyed in their 
xlispatch No. 9 of 1845, of Kith April. 

54. A letter received from the Coiumissioner ol‘ Bhaugiilpore, witli an aixuexurc from 
Air. Tucker, explaining that the opinion he is stated t() have expressed that the orders of 
Government for the removal of women and, childj'en from the districts above Rajmehal 
were jiot intended to he enforced, was givexi as his private opinion only, and not in rep],\' 
to any .reference made to him in his official capacity, has been forwarded to the Government 
of India in the Home Department. 

55. Ten intercepted letters have been made over to the Goveinmcnt of India in the 
FoxTign- Department durin'g the week. • 

50. A. ..copy of a.' communication from the Supreme Government in the h^oreigu 
Dc})artnient, directing the adoption of \igilant measures for preventing the subjects of 
foreign state.s, especially military adventurers from Europe from penetrating ilxto the 
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interior of the country, or proceeding anywhere boybnd the Presidency capitals, where 
suspected ])crsons can be koj)! under strict surveillance, has been forwarded to each of 
the authorities noted in the margin * for their information and guidance.

Narrative of Events, dated Novembci' 14, 1857. J 

Patna Division . — THE insurgents of Coruckporc having formed exaggerated notions 
of the forces assembled at Sarun to oppose them, have committed' no further inroads into 
that district. 

2. On the western frontier of the ('humjtarum District, however, the retainers of the 
C'lmckledar of I’eCrorona were ri*])orted to be plundering the vilhige and oppressing the 
]>eppie, and to be deterred from crossing the boundary only by the two companies of 
<.b)orkluts who guarded the ghaut at Bagha. 

lb One of the Goorkha regiments, and the Naval Brigade under Captain Sotheby, 
joined by that under Lieutenant Radclifle, have arrived at 8ewan. 

4. The command of the military forces on the Sarun frontier has been assumed by 

Cobmcl 'I’empler. ' 

5. 'fhe Deoghur mutineers were believed at first to intend going to Goruckporc, but 
they -were subse(j[ucntiy seen at Roop Sadar on the 27th October, and on the 29 th at 
Dhunsollcc, sixteen miles below Buxar ; and it was then supposed they would cross the 
Karramuassa and enter the Ghazccpore District. 

(i. No precise information has been received dui'ing the week regarding the movements 
of the Rampore Haut mutineers. They were reported by the darogah of Kiirruckdea to 
have been at Chuckaye on the 24th October, anil by the Deputy Magistrate of Burhee to 
have been at Kurruckdea on the 27th, but the direction they took on leaving the latter 
])]acc was not known. 

7. The forces sent in pursuit of these mutineers were reported by Lieutenant Boddam, 
who has joined llicm, (o have reached Patrole on the 31st October. Jjieuteiiant Boddam 
has been directed to remain with this force till tlie arrival of Mr. Wilson; and some 
diflieultic.s having been experienced on the line of march for want of sufficient carriage, 
the Comniissiurier of Burdvvsm has been directed to send up six clojihants as soon as 
practicable. 

8. The “ .kimha ” steamer being unable to enter the Gogra, has been sent to lie off 
the 8omp<)re glu.ut during the fair. 

9. Bhah Kubeerooddeen Ahuied having reported that LImmer Sing, with a party of 
the Ramghur mutineers, was at Rhotas, and collecting the revenue of the Hills, and 
havi!!g solicited permission to raise a biuly <»f 200 or 300 men, to be supplied with arms 
and ammunition by Govermneut, for the purpose of apprehending the rebel, the Deputy 
Magistrate of Sa.s^eram and Lieutenant Stanton have been requested to report whether it 
would be expedient to comply with bis request. 

10. 'ri'.c.C’ouonissioncr of Patna has been informed that Lieutenant Burlton of the 
'bull Native Infantryhas been upjiointcd to do duty with the Goorkha regiment at Sewan, 
in the room of Lieuienanf Roberts, w ho is unable from ill health to take iqi the appointment, 
and that Lieiilcnant. Bishop has been appointed to do'duty with the regiment at SegowJec, 
in the room of Captain Fisher, appointed to the .\rmy Commissariat llejiartmcnt. 

11. Mr. \'ule, the Commissioner of Bhaugulpore, having proposed that the indigo 

])lanters of Tirhoot and Purneali be invited, wit^i the aid of Government, to raise volunteers 
for the defence of tho-se districts, and offered his own services and his horses and elephants 
to assist ill currying out the proposal, haS. been informed that the metusurcs already taken 
for repelling agg!,es.sion in the Northern districts of the Bchar Province render it 
mniccessaiy at iirescnt to adopt the course he has suggested, but that his advice and 
assistance will be roadily taken advantage of should tbe' State of affairs in those districts 
not soon mend. • , " . 

* Commissiouer.- oi' I’atna, Bhaugulpore, K.ijsliahyc, Burdttui, Nuddea, Dacca, Chittagong, Cuttack, Aisam, 
and Chota Nagporc, am' the Commissioner of Cfdcutta Police. 
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12. The Board of Revenue haVe been furnished .with an extract from ihe letter o 
the Commissioner of Patna, dated, the 12th of September last.dn which he su^r^estctl a 
modification of the provisions of the Sale l 4 a\v in favor of su<di Atalj^oozavs as really 
prevented by the disturbed state of tins districts of. the Patna Division from piiyini*' in 
tlieir revenue with punctuality, which modification he uas authorized by the Covorninctit 
to carry out. 

13. A copy of a letter received from t he Home Department, inlinuiliu*'' approval by 
the Government of India of the services reiulcvod by Alooiishee Ameer AU as Assistant 
to the Commis.sioner of Patna, and their satisfaction at the testimony borne, by Air. 
Samuolls to the f^encval loyivlty of the ATahomedan inhabitants of iJoliar, lu>s been 
forwarded to Air. Samuells. His Lordship in Council did not consider that the occasion 
was one on which a kliillut for special service could suitably be conlcrred on Ameer Ally, 
as had been recommended by the Lieutenaut-Govtu'nor. 

• 14. A Petition received from one Kuwal Kaulh, pf Sfilieb,£vun<;e, report inp- that 
Aloonshee Ameer Ali and others had joined the- bud mash e.s and ])luiiflerod the city, 
has been forwarded to the Magistrate of Bchar for report. 

lo. .A petition submitted by .Togendro Doss, of Arrah, representing that from his 
Kotee having been plundered by the followers of Koer 8ing, and Ummer'Sing, he was 
unable to discharge a security bond for' 16,550 rn])ees, for the payment of which he 
was much pressed by the Collector of ^be district, and requesting that instructions Ix* 
issued to the Collector either to defer realizing the money for one year, or to receive in 
part payment of the demand a decree obtained by the petitioner for 1 l.OO)^ rtipf'cs 
against two other parties, which on account of the disturbed state of the conntiy tins 
not yet been enforced, has been forwarded to the Oommissioner'fpr iiupiiry and repoit. 

16. lihauyulpoi'e Division, rind tha Sonf hal Perpunnahs . — All the dlstri(;ls t)f the Hhau- 
gulpoi'e Divi.sion, and the Sonthal Pergunuahs, have been perfectly (|uict dui iug the 
week ; but iii Sarutli Deoghur, numerous dacoitees and p’etty plunderings were 
reported to have 'taken place, which were eventually put a stop to by the a[>proacli 
of Lieutenant Boddain and the t.roop.s marching in pursuit of the Hampore Haut 
mutineers. 

17. The Commissioner of the Bhaugulpore Division having reported favPrnhIy on 
Mr. Kerry’s proposal to raise a corps front among the Purbatteahs inhabiting the 
country to the north of Purneah, has been directed, in commumcalion \viih .Mr. Kerry, 
to enlist men of that tribe, as station guards, for the District of I’urneali. 

18. Jiajsitnh/iie Division . — The districts of the Rajshaliye Division remained quiet 
and orderly, and the trc)()p.s at Jelpigorie were .slated to liave been steady and well- 
behaved during the week. 

19. Burdwan and Nuddm Divisions, and the City of Cnlcvttn. — All has been pcrfceliy 
tranquil' also in the di.striets of the Burdwan and Nnddea Divisions; and with the 
exception of the murder of a chowkeedar on the night of the 31st ( Iclober by some 
.seamen of the ship “ llot.s|mr,’’ wlio w'cre undergoing their trial before tlu; (’oromr. 
the city of Calcutta likewise remained undisturbed, although fille<l with soldiers and 
sailors. 

20. An intimation has been received from the Military Department, that the head- 
quarters of the y2nd Regiment Native Infantry, \vhi(;li, had been di.sarmed at 
Kaneegunge, has arrived at Rarrackpon?. 

21. The Commissioner of Nuddea has been informed that tlie Supreme ( Joveniment 
Have sanctioned, as a teinjtorary measure, u charge of 201 rupee's, 8 auuas. on aceonnt 
of additions to the police establishmcul of the Sub-Division of Khoolmi in .Ic.'.sot e. 

22. Dacca. Division. — In the districts of the Dacca Division the public miiid has 
remained quiet and undisturbod, and the uneasy feeling which had ‘before e.visied 
among tile troops stationed in the city of Dacca lias in a great mea.sure .suh'^ided. 

23. Mr. R. Alorrell has .been apjioihted an llortornrv As.sistant Magistrate at 
Backergunge, and Mr. T. li. Kerr has been similarly appointed at Alymensing. 

24 . ChiiUtr/onp and Chotn ^agpore Diri.sions . — ^’^Phere has been no appearance of 
popular movement or excitement in any of the districts of the Chittagong Division, ;rul 
the news from the Chota Xagpore DivisionJias heou very salisfaetory. 

25. Chota Nagpore Diinsion . — In the Disiiict of Singbhoom, the (’oles have pc'aee- 
ably commenced to gather in their harvest, and nearly all their head men have recognized 
the authority of the Senior Assistant-Commissioner, and paid their- resfieets to jiim. 
The arrival of 100 Sikhs of the detachment under Captain Montgomery, has been also 
reported; and Dr. Hayes having accompanied the detachment, the presence of an 
Kuropean burgeon in the district has afi’orded much gratification to natives of ail 
classes several pf whom have placed tlir.mselvcs in his hands for surgical assist aiu-e. 



2(). In the Mantibhoom District, Colonel Forster has arrived at Puriilia with a wing 
or'tlieSliekawattcebattali'^nsUnd'has reported that throughout his march to that station 
he found the country perlpctly quiet and tranquil; the only disaffected character in the 
neighbourhood being the zemindar of Pachete, whom a small detachment, of troops, 
with a couple of guns would, he thinks, soon rcduco to obedience. 

27. Even in the Suinbulporc District, though some conflicting repoits were re- 
ceived bytheSernor Assistant-Commissioner of an assemblage ofarmed men at Khinda, 
the village <»f Oodiint Saiec, and ol* their having proceeded thence in the direction of 
Kolabera, file gluiroteea of which had principally assisted Soorender Saic'e with men 
during the recent disturbances, order has been so far restored that tlie revenue has 
commenced to be ])aid in. Captain Leigh imagines that the ghuroteea of Kolabera, 
having got alarmed as to what may be the result to himself of the share he has had in 
the recent transactions, is making preparations for self-defence, and he has dispatched 
spies to Kolabera to bring him accurate information on the stibjcct, besides summoning 
the glniroleea to appear before him at the snddt‘r station, as Soorender Saiee has done 
already. 

28. The Commissioner of Cliot<a Nagpore having reported that Lrjoon Sing, Rajah 
of Porahaut, liad at last delivered up to him the wlnde of the detachment of the llamghur 
Light Infantry baitalion that had mutinied at Chyebassa, together with the arms, ammu- 
nition and treasure he had taken from tliem, and that prej)arations were being made for 
s<unling him to Chyebassa lor trial before the Senior Assistant Commissioner of Singbhooni 
for tile ofleiKTs charged against him, a copy of Ca]>tain Dalton’s letter has been forwarded 
to tli(» (jovernment of India, and the (commissioner of Rurdwan lias been requested to 
lv(‘ep IJie local Covernmoht iuforim’d from lime to time of the jirogress of llie Uajalfs 
ease, 

29. The conduct of tin* zemindar of Pachete being still equivocal and suspicious, and 
he having disobeyed to -atlcMul the repeated summons of the Commissioner of IJurdwan 
r(‘qiiiring him pei'sonally to apjiear before him and explain his bcdiaviour, the presemee of 
( ’olone) Forster and his men at Piirulia was considered a titling opportunity for securing his 
arrest, and the Clouimissioner lias been empowered to proclaim liim contumacious and 
have liira arrested, his house occupied, and his estate attached, if Colonel Forst(‘r shoiihl 
consider it practicable to do it with the force under liis command. If the projiosed attempt 
to capture the llajah sliould fail, and he finds means to abscond, the Commissioner lias 
l)t‘en furtlier authorized to oHer a reward of 1,0(M) rupees for his apprehension. 

In submitting an explanation from Captain Oakes regarding his recent conduct 
ill at one tiiiu' submitting an urgent demand for tioops. and immediately after reporting 
1o rjlo\cnimeut that their sc.rvices >\eit' no longer wanted, (Japtain Dalton lias mentioned 
tlial tlH‘ combination of Sontlials, wliicli Captain Oakes s(*ems to liavc principally appre- 
hended, was never so sm ious as it liad been re])resente(l to him, and that the necessity for 
a large fon^e in Maunblioom thcrefori* never existed, and does not exist at present. He 
lias accordingly ivcommend(‘(l that the march <>!' the Regiment be coiuilennanded, 

and that the Sheka.watt\ battalion having proceedtal so far as Ihirulia^ be employed in 
p itting down and punishing the gaui;s of ^inutbal marauders in the Maunblioom and 
Ufimghur districts, without furtlier advancing iuu» the district of Singblioom. 

31 . Lieutenant Boddam. ot the Sonthal Pergunnahs, has boon vested witli the jiowevs 
of a Diqiuty Commissioner in the district of Ilaznreebaugh. 

52. The confessions of subadars Jye Mungul Panday and isadir Alii Khan, of the 
itamglmr Liglit Infantry battalion, taken lielbre Major Simjison at llazareebaugh, after 
the action at Cliuttra, ha\e bean submitted to (Jovcnmieiit, and seem to implicate many 
of the landholders i\i the guilt of their rebellion. 

5:}. The Principal AssislanI (Commissioner at liazari^ebaugh has rejiorled lo tlie 
Accountant to the (lovernment of P»engaL that lie has cvediled to Profit and J-oss,” in 
the aceonnts of his Collecliirate, a sum of 50,*Uj2> rnjiees, and 1 maund 20 seers of opium, 
recovered by the force under Major Englisli from the mutineers at (diuttni. 

51. andDarjt^elimj Dirlrions,’-- In Assam the agitation which liad of lateltroublcd 

the public mind had entirely subsided, and at Darjeeling everything remained quiet. 

Arracun Division, —In the Arracau districts also everything was qui^t and 
orderly during the week. The Commissioner of Arr^j^can had previously received a report 
that a conspiracy was on foot among the convicts in the Kyouk Phyoo Jail ; but he was 
subsequently informed, by the Magistrate of the district, that the jail was perfectly quiet 
and tranquil. 

3fi The officer commanding the Arracau battalion, has sent an European officer to 
Kyouk Phyoo to assume command of the detachment posted in that place, with a reiiiforeo- 
ment of 10 men, the largest’ number that could be spared from Akyab. 
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38. Uttum Sing, a sepoy of the 2nd Company Bengal Police Battalion, having 

been prompted by a ■detachment order, issued by Major English, to the rank of havildnr 
for diatingmsfaed gallantry displayed by him in the held at Kbuttra, hb nanie has been 
directed to be bprhe on the rolls as a snpenmmerary havildar pending the occurrence of 
ayacancy in that/grade, and the Supreme Government have been requested to sanction 
the arrangement. » 

39. The Commissioner of Chota Nagpore having submitted the names of certain 
noa'<^mmi$sioiied officers and men of the Bengal Police Battalion for reward for dis- 
tinguished conduct on the field of Chuttra, Captain Rattray has been recjucstcd to offer 
his opinion on the recommendation submitted by Captain Dalton, after communication 
with Major English. 

40. The Supreme Government having rccjuestecl to be informed of the results of 
the measures taken for collecting elephants fur the pu))lic service, the officers nanwd in 
the margin^ have been directed to report how many elepliauts have been procured in 
each district of their respective division*, showing, so]>arately, the ntimber borrowed, 
hired, and purchased. 

41. Baboo Sree Kisseu Sing having presented an elephant to the Government for 

the purposes of the State, the acknowledgments of the Lientenant-tfovernor have been 
directed to be conveyed to him through the Collector of llooghly, the officer through

42. A copy of a letter received from the Home Department .intimating that the 
results of Mr. Ward’s inspection of the several halting stations up to Sherghotty were 
considered to be satisfactory, has been forwarded to Mr. Ward for his information. . 

43. Mr. Ward has been informed that it has been decided by the Military Depart- 
ment that the average load for the inferior two bullock-cart.s supplied to troops marching 
from Raneegunge shall be six instead of ten maund.s tlie load established by regulation 
for the superior carts of the Upper Provinces, 

44. A charge of 499 rupees, 7 annas, 2 j)io, incurred by Mr. Ward on account of 
temporary establishment employed during the mouth of September last, pending tlie 
formation of a regular establishment, has been sanctioned.

JN continuation of our letter No. 117, dated the 7th instant,* we have the honor to 
i'P])ort our further proc('(*(lings in this DijpartiiH'iit connected with the revolt of the native 
iiviny of Bengal. 

2. The Lientciiant-Governor of the CcntT*al Provinces, in a telegraphic message 
dated the 30lh idliino, brought to our notice the disturbed state of the country near 
AllahaViad, to tlio north of the Grjuul I'nink Road. “ From near Gopeegungo to 
Allahabad,” the Li(!ut(aiaut.-Goveriior observed, “ the whole eountry is in the hands 
of various large jtarties of Oude talookdars, and zemindars, each having several guns, 
who are systematically acquiring without much violence village after village. These 
parlies already i)0.ssess the country as far south as live neighbourhood of the road, which 
they threaten immediately to cross and occupy .... A person, calling himself the 
Na/.iin ot Allahabad, has seized Papamow, a A’illagc about five miles on the east. side of 
the Ganges, anil with a very large numbin* of men, and some guns, tlircatcns to interrupt 
our communication.” The lJout,cnant.-Gov(!rnor accordingly proposed that a small 
body of Europeans shotdd be detaclu'd trom the garrison at Allahabad, to disperse the 
ri'bi'ls and rccov<;r lost, ground ; but wi; cojisidercd it necessary that Allahabad should 
not. bo weakened hiTove thi^ first detaehmeul. of the Naval Brigade, under Captain Peel, 
arrived t.]iero. Orders wore, liowcver, issued to Colonel O’Brien, commanding the garrison, 
to pTe]iaT’e two guns, and to liav<* 300 men ready to march against the rebels as soon as 
(’aplain Peel arrived, (’olone.l O’Brien was to take command of the force, leaving 
C’aj (lain Poe] in charge of the fort. 

3. You will find in the collection a cojiy of a dispatch from the Govern- 
ment of the C'lmtral Provinces, reporting a successful attack made on the rebels by 
a didaclnncnt of the Goorkha force at the village of Mundooree, in tlie AzimgUur 
District, on the 20th ultimo. The Lieutenant-Governor lias taken the opportunity of 
I'xjiressing to Colonel Puhlwaii Sing, the commander of the Goorkha troops, his general 
admiration of tlu ir conduct since they have been serving in the British Provinces. A 
translation of the Lientcnant.-(iovcmor’s letter to the Goorkha colonel will be found in 
the collection. 

d. With reference to the 12th and 13th paragraphs of our lettipy No. 98, 
dull'd the Dth September last, wo hog to inform you that the late Lbutenant- 
Govemo)* i.f (he North Western Provinces represented tliaf. more recent circumstance? in 
the position ami conduct of Rao Bhowany Sing, of Mynpoorie, render it proper to 
postpone for the jiresent the grant to In'm of the sum of money authorized .by us .as a 
mark of approval of his loyalty and devotion to the British Government. 

5. In continuation of the 11th paragniph of our letter No. 110 of 1857, dated the 
23rd September, vve forward copy of a further report by the Agent in the pjU irracts of

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Orissa, on the state of affairs in his jurisdiction. The Agent states, that he continues to 
receive most favorable accounts as to the state of all the Khond districts. 

6. You will pcrctave that we have appointed the Rev. Robt;rL Henderson, 
junior ...minister of the Chuntli of Scotland at Calcutta, to do duty with Her Majesty’s 
93rd Regiment, Highlanders. 

7. \Ve forward in tlic collection a correspondence on the subject of the grounding 
of the steamer “River Bird,” on her return to Calcutta, a little above Jungypore, and 
the measures that are being adbpb^d to get her off. R apjiears fj’om the report of the 
Su])erintcndent of the Nuddea Rivers that the grounding of this vessel is'to bo attributed 
entirely to the ignorance of the native pilot . The vessel docs not ai>pear to Iiavc sustained 
any injury, but fears arc entertained that it, may not Ixi possible to bring her round to 
Calcutta before next rains. It has therefore been considered tlie more ccoufunical course 
to purchase her at once on iiccount of Cdvcmnnont ; and we have accordingly authorized 
the payment to the owners of the sum of 1,98,000 rvipees, being the etpiivalcnt of 90,000 
dollars, the amount of the guarantee given when ' the vessel wa.s taken ii)) by CJovorn- 
ment. Since the above was written, it has been reported that the River Bird ” is 
a total loss. 

8. We also forward, as usual, .some other corrcspoudence, <iu matters of minor 
importance, which call for no special notice in this letter.

1 lllitiUET to sa\ (liat Mr. Ilonu', the Magistrate of the district, is too unwell to 
write, and he has ref{uested, me to send, for the information oi’his Honor, an account of 
the re]nilse of the rebels which took ])lace yesterday. 

2. On Saturday night we -were Joined by the Shcro rc'giment of the (Ioorkha force 
which htid marched from .lounpore in a day and a half. At l'4.!5 a.m. yesterday, [the 
ibreo no1('d in the margin,* marched to dispense the rebels. We reached the village in 
whieli they w<‘re ]>o,sted at a little after sunrise. Colonel Slmmshero Sing at once 
ordered the ad\une(‘. 'Plu' (loorkhas rushed on at the doidde, andwlnm we got within 
gun-sliot of tlie village fir*' was opemed by the insurgents. Tin; (loorkhas eoniimied to 
advance, and, as soon as they l\ad an opi>ortimity, returned tlx' enemy’s tin'. 

3. Wc knew that tin* main body of the reltels was posted in a clump of trees ojj the 
far side of th(* villag<*. The (loorkhas eoutimied tlu;ir rapid advanei». Tlie rebels' 
artillery opened upon them, Init were spce<lily'taken at. t he point of tlie bayonet, and tlie 
enemy lied towards C^aplaingungc. 

4. Tlie rout was comidete; all tlie artillery, three brass guns, with ammunition, and 
bullocks, and the camp equipage, fell into our hands. The enemy were pursued for 
more than two miles, and numbers were shot down, but wc had no cavalry', and fi’om 
the rapidity of the advance, it. was impossible that our guns could be brought up. The 
GoorkheVS had marched eight miles and liad advanced above a mile in double-quick 
time, each regiment vying with the other, wliicli should be first at the enemy’s position. 
They were therefore unable to overtake and destroy more of tin' rc'bels, who were flying 
for their lives. 

5. Mr. Venables, a$ his gvin was left boliimi, led the Magistrate’s sowars. He was 
always where the fighting was hardest. He was first up at the first gun taken, and killed 
three of the enemy witli his own hand. 

6. Many of the enemy were found couceaied in a jheel, and iu the sugar-cane 
fields, where they had tried to conceal themselves or were lying in ambusli. The men 
wore principally Hindoos, and appeared to have come from Oude. 

7. The force was commanded by Colonel ShumsKere Sing ; Captain Boileau was 
in military cliarge of the (jloorkhas. 

8. The loss of the enemy is, e.stunatcd at 200. Onr loss is 2 killed, 3 dangerously, 

18 severely, and 5 slightly , wounded. • ^ 

9. 'Pile rebels retreated on the Atrowlia road. The force returned to Azimghur 
about noon yesterday.

Captain Boileau to Lieutenant-Colonel Wroughton. 

.Sir, Azimghur, September 20, 1857. 

I HA V E the honor to report that, having been reinforced by the arrival of the Sherc 
Regiment of the Goorkha force from Jounpore at 6 r.M. yesterday, I determined to attack 
the largest body of insurgents in our neighbourhood at once. 

2. At half-pa.st one o’clock a.m., I accordingly moved out against them, and reached 
their position at the village of Mundorec, ten miles from this, a little after sunrise. 

3. I found them strongly posted, the village covering their centre, and extensive 

fields of sugar-cane (now at its greatest height) protecting both their flanks, with a grove 
of mango trees in rear. * 

4. They had received no notice of ray approach, and I am told that many parties 
liad quitted their camp in search of plunder ; the number left amounting tt) not less 
than 1,000 men with 3 guns. 

6. AVhen within a quarter of a mile of their position, the Goorkhas broke into five 
columns, and advanced with groat rapidity and spirit to the attack, rushing straight to 
tlie guns, receiving their fire, and capturing them in less than ten minutes after the first 
shot was fired. • 

6. The uvsurg(’nts retreated at once, dttd were pursued for nearly three miles, losing 
men at every step. They finally dispersed in tbe^ sugar-scanc. The country is ooverw 
with fields of this j’llant, arid afforded an admirable shelter to the enemy, whose loss .on 
this account was much less thari it would otherwise have been ; vye were also unable to 
make use of our guns against them, as owing to the rapidity of the advance, they were 
unable to keep with the troops. 

* f tlld not see a dead man, but 1 am told there vrere two killed as above. , 
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7. I would estimate the loss of the rebels ai from ICO to .200 killed, and ’ 
many wounded must have crept into the sugar-cane. Our loss is 2 killed and 
26 wounded. I annex a return. Lieutenants Dunbar and Hay, and Assistant Surgeon 
Wright, were present in the field, and Messrs. Wynyard, of the Civil Service, and Yenablcs, 
Deputy Magistrate, volunteered their services, and accompanied the troops tliroughout. 
The latter gentleman killed three of the enemy with his own hand. 

, 8. Lieutenant-Colonel Suinshcro Sing who comnianded tJjc Gporkha troops on this 

occasion is a very old apd deserving ofiicer, and has seen much st'rvicc. I \voiild solicit 
your bringing his name to the notice of the Ncpauleso authorities with a recommendation 
for advancement. Majors Chumpa Sing and Piirboo greatly distinguished themselves, and 
I hope will receive some mark of approbation from the Dnrbar. 

9. The guns captured are brass, upon nearly new carriages, and in talibre are, I 
think, 5-pounders. The troops were back a little alter 1.2 o’clock noon, having been 
ten hours on foot.

THE Lientenaut-Governor desires me to ilirect your particular attention to the 
march of the Shore Regiment .from .lounpore to Assirnghiir, reported in your letter, dated 
the 19th instant. 

2. This march, together with that made a few days ago by the Goorkha detachment 
which came in for the guns and ammunition on its i-('tuni from Benares to Jounpore, 
altc^ethcr, and finally, disposes of the assertion that lias lately more than opce been 
made, in excuse of the very little use of which tliest; excellent troops have been made, 
since they entered the Central Provinces, namely, that the Goorkha soldiers arc 
incapable of rapid movement. 

3. A of 40 miles completed betweett. 10 a.m., of one day, and 6 p.m. of the 

next, followed up by a fresh advance at mulnight to attack an cBemy posted at a distance 
of ip miles, the defeat of that cnenliy, and the return of the rogiinent to its quarters by 
noon, Wing again been on foot for ten hours, is an achievement which cannot be 
surpassed by apy troops ip the woyid. Yet of siicii men it has been said tliat with them 
all rapid movements are out of t|ie question. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that Ih-'se ix.s.ser(ions were made without 
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tiiiottglit, blit libw mistaken they were, is now patent •?' and he trnsis that both yon an^ ail 
the British officers %vho have dealings with tim Goorfcha hencefoi^i a(^ 

relation to them upon a juster estimate qf Uieir efficiency. . The ptiblic sejWice in these 
provinces has greatly suffered by the mistake. “ 

5. In your valuable report to Major-General Sir James Qutrain, of a POp^ii^s 

been sent to the Lieutenant-GovemOr you, obseive that “it is evident to me that the 
Nepalese officers have not been accustomed to act independently, and tliey consequently 
shirk rt^ponsibility whicli they dread.” The Lieutenant-Governor has no doubt of the 
correctness of this representation, but the circumstance is one which vvilL be no 
impediment to the most vigorous action, if the British officers attached to the force do 
what the Lieutenant-Governor expects of them. « ‘ ’ 

6. It was natural to expect that foreigners, and those foreigners momittiin^rs 

unaccustomed cither to the plains or to their inhabitants, should at first feel sbme 
awkwardness in the new position in which they were placed, with everything strange 
around them, • 

7. The sagacity of General Jung Bahadoor had already foreseen this, difficulty, ^nd 
it was at bis urgent desire that British officers were attached to the Goqrfcha fprep, tb 
encourage the officers and men, and explain how operations should be berried bn 

a country and siudi a climaU; as that in which tliey now, for the first time, tnarcHfed, and 
against such an enemy, as they now, for the first time, met. 

' 8. Moreover it is to be always borne in mind that these foreign troops, who are 
not operating against any defined enemy, cannot act in onr country, except upoii Hie 
specific requisition for a particular scrvict* made by the District Officers and conveyed 
to them by the officers placed in political relation with them. 

9. The Lieutenant-Goyernor will not disguise his opihioA that, for the inactidh which 
has marked the proceeding of the Goorkha force both in.Goruckpore and Azimghur, 
and for the impunity with which a small collection of undisciplined men were allowed, 
in the latter district, to insult the head station, by a pfblonged liostile demonstration 
within nine miles of it, no blame, even the most minute, attatshi's to the GoorkJia officers 
or men, or to their military system ; but all the blame nnist tall upon the civil officers of 
the districts and the British military officers attached to the force. TJio Lieutouant- 

• Governor will, however, say no more upon tht; pa.st, than to express a lio])e tliat it maybe 
made a wiarning for tin* fut ure. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor will now confidently look to yoil that the Gobrkha 
force is henceforth actively employed in the si'rvico for wliich it was ])lac<*d at tlic 
flisposal of the Britisli Government by the Nej)Hlese, the suppression of anarchy or 
rebellion in these provinces. He knows well that the .spirited Commander of tlieso troops 
will only require to have pointed out to him \vin*re the insurgents or others to bo 
punished are posted, and that to march against- them and -to defeat them will be the 
immediate consequence;. 

n. The exact nature of your operations against tliq rebels oh the Oude;frontier, it 
is of course beyond his Honor’s province to dictate. This will be arranged betiVeen 
Colonel Puhlwan Sing and yfur.self in concert with the Civil officers of Jbuhpore and- 
Aziroghur. . 

12. It is very desirable that you should make some regular plan ofa siiiallcampaigh' . 
against tlie insurgents, having regard to the principal strongholds or residences of the 
leaders, and the expeditney of destroying those places and tlie chief haunts of diox in 
arms against the Governmilhl, .Any isolated action like that wliich has jusf taken pu^ ’ 
has its good effects. But the trampiillity and jieacc of this frontier, will be secured only 
by systematic and continucil operations. The rebels must be entirely dispersed ; miHtary 
execution must be done upon those who oiler armed resistance ; the heads ,oP the ■ 
movements must be hunte<J out and brought to trial, and a proper example made, ,iu 
places where barbarities have been practised against Englishmen, or those, under theiir 
jirotection, and where sedition haa been fostered. The Lieutenant-GovCriior has little ' 
doubt that the operations of a few weeks caiTied on with the spirit and activity sivliich 
forms so striking a point in the Goorkha military character, and directed by British 
officers according to the spirit of these instructions, will, completely and finally, pot a Step 

to all disturbance in Jounppre and Azimghur. 

You will be good enough to furnish a copy bf this hitter to Captain Boilean, as 
well as to every officer who now' or hereafter is placed in ipdepeudent charge of any

THE Lieutonant-Goveruor directs me to draw your particular attention to the 
circumstances under which the recent engai^einont Ixitwcen the Goorkhas and the 
insurgents near Azimghur has taken place. 

2. The station of Aaimghur was risoccupied by the Goorkhas towards the end of 
August. The Civil Officers returned at the very commeucement of the present month. 
B'rom that time till tlu? 20th, th(iy appear to have remained in a state* of entire inaction ; 
their ideas turning to the construction of barricades and eut renchmouts, and the demand 
for reinforcements, rather than to an advance against llie uudiscipliueil rabble vvlio wore! 
collecting to insult them, and whose numbers at last turned out to 1><^ no greater than tlie 
Goorkha force all along available to them. 

,3. The responsibility of this discreditable inactivity rests primarily with tlu* 
Magistrate. It was his duty to have made a requisition for th(* troops, tlie first 
moment that correct and certain, information of the collection of insurgents in his 
ireighboiuhood was obtainable. That the collection of these men took place within ten 
miles of an overwhelming force of Goorklms, makes such a falling short in an obvious 
duty, the more open to animadversion. 

4. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor cannot consider the excuses, made by the Magistrate 
for his exaggerated estimate of the insurgents to be worthy of serious notice,

(Translation.) • 

(After Compliments,) Benares, September 24, 1837. 

1 HAVE had the pleasure of making the acquaintance of I.<icUt(!nai?l-(k)lonel 
Mudoman Sing, and of the offieex's of his regiments, which came to Benares to i*eceiv(? 
a supply of ammunition, and to take charge of four guns, which I have had great 
pleasure in obtaining for the use of the brave Goorkha Corpsilkndcr your command. I 
was present at a parade of these regiments, and I wa.s much gratified by their martial 
aixpearance.and desciplined manoeuvre.^. 

I regret that I could not at this oiiijortunity hava* an intervit'w w ith yourself, and I 
was yen' much gxneved to learn that 3 011 were unwell. 1 trust that 3 on are now ent irely 
restored to health. 

I have heard on every sidi*, since f took charge of the government of these pre- 
viiices, of the admirable conduct, in eveiy resjxect, of the troops undi>r 3’our command. 
Whilst their brav'ery has been conspicuously displayed. 011 the only two occasions that 
have yet been afforded them, namely, at Glxoogha, siiid at Moxxdarce, tlxeir orderly and 
honest behaviour, day by day. in camp and bazar, have hetii equally admirable. * This 
soldiei'ly conduct deraaiufe the warm acknowledgments of tlm Bi-itisJi Government : and, 
knowing'how much the conduct of troops depends on their Commandii*, 1 beg to be 
permitted to cxpi’css in the strongest terms my thanks to xoiir-self, and the great esteem 
for your character which these cix'cumstanccs have raised in my mind. 

* I have been especially gratified to bear of "tlyi long march( s which some of your 
regiments have lately made; 1 mean the inarch of the four compxiiucs irom Jouiiporc to 
Azimghur, a distance of 40 miles, in less than 30 hours : immediately after which the\ 
sallied out with the rest of the force and attacked the cncm3 , and won a victory. In this 
way tlxe internal, tranquillity of a district, when it has been suspended, is restored, and in 
this way, namely; by quickly marching against the enemy, and attacking him in a 
moment wherever he collects, a district is defended against the predatory incursion's of 
•such unorgani/.ed assailants from without, as now annov Azimghur. In tins w.iv. too, the 
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renown of troops and commanded is obtained. That no opportunity of this.sort may be 
lost to any one of your regiments, I have ordered the complete carriage remu^d for 
vour whole force, to be continuallv maintained ready, so that wherever, by aiay or 
night information of work to be done, in any directiop, is obtaiped and communicated 
to thc,BritWi oificers attached to ypnr troops, there will be no obstacle to the most 

hoprsoou tolmvc the pleasure and advantage of a personal interview. In the 
meantime I send this friendly letter to be delivered into your hands by Lieutenant-

The Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinres, to the Goverwr-General of India, in Council. 

(Telegraphic.) Benares, September 30, 1867, 1 1*45 P.M, 

A detailed report was received to-day from Mr. Mayne, the able Magistrate 
appointed to (iopecgnnge/ of the state of the country between the Trunk Road and Oude. 
The result in short is, that from near Gopcegunge; to Allahabad, the whole country is in 
the hands of various large parties of Oude talookdars and zemindars, each having several 
guns who are svstetnatieallv acquiring, without much violence, village after village. 
These parties alrVadv possess the country as thr south as the neighbourhood of the road 
which thev thn aten'iimnediately to cross and occupy. Some mutineers from Oude are 
begiimin'’-' to join tiiom. On receipt of this report, I immediately telegraphed to Colonel 
O’Brien To ask tlii' stale of his garrison. I know that he is positively forbidden to send 
a man out of it for au\' pnr]iose. I have got his answer. He has 439 etfective Europeans, 
and 131 Sikhs. C'aptain Peel, with about 300 men, starts for Allahabad by steamer 
lo-morrow morning, and sliould arrive in three days. 1 have now just received a 
messa^n* from Colonel O’Brien, dated 9 p.m. to-night, saying that a person calKng himself 
the Nazim of Allahabad, has seized Paparaovv, a village about 5 miles on the east side of 
the Gam.’-es and with a verv largo number of men and some guns, threatens to interrupt 
our communication. Papamow is to Allahabad what Howrah is lo Fort William. There 
can be no doubt lhat tho telegraph wire will be immediately cut,, and the dak and other 
communication immediately stopped, unless the country north of the Trunk Rpad is 
[rSatSy recovered and secured. Two weak Sikh posts, of 50 men each, at 
Gopecguu'm and Sydabad, may hold their own. but cannot proceed to other points along 
a road running' through the enemy’s cotmtry. But if 2 guns and 160 Europeans are 
added to the 100 Sikhs, tliis force, with 50 of Matheson’s sowars, and 200 of Catania’s 
levy whom I dispatched to Mr. Mayne to-day, will be able to drive off and punish the 
Oude men, and lo recover the country north of the road, whilst the remnant of the 60th 
Native Infantry, ivho have come in from Nagode, hold the posts of Gopeegunge in the 
rear The Goorkhas are ^his moment fighting on the Oude border, bothin Azimgnrh 
and Jounpore It is for y^r lordship to elect between leaving Allahabad with about 
300 efiectivc Europeans, and 160 Sikhs, and sacrificing our telegraph and d&k, and 
bullock train comimmication* I believe Allahabad, with such a garrispti, to be safe, 
with a force at Futtehpore to the north, and another on the Trunk Road to the east, and 
sailors close at hand ; and I strongly recommend saving the road. It would be a 
inconvenience and disgrace, at this moment, to have our communication stepped almost 
under the guns of Allahabad. An immediate decision is neOessary.

' IN the complete uncertainty in which we are left as to events in Oude, Allahabad 
must not be weakened before the first detachment of the Naval Brigade arrives tliere. 
But orders v ill go to Colonel O’Brien immediately to prepare 2 guns and to have 
300 men ready to march against the rebels as soon as Captain Peel arrives. Colonel 
O'Brien will take command of the force, leaving Captain Peel in charge of tlie Fort.

IN continuation of my letter, dated the 19th ultimo, I have the honor to stiite that 
I yesterday received a report from the tohsccldar of Boad, dated the i’2ud tiltimo, 
reporting that the spies sent by him at my request to ascortuui the static of affairs in 
Sumbhulpore, had returned on that date. 

2. Inclosed I have the honor to forward a translation of the report made to the 
Thasildar by the spies, also translation of a deposition taken from a Scbiindec^ sepoy, 
who proceeded to Kalahundy, or Karonde, of Nagpore. 

3. Srcc Oodita Pretaub Deo, the Rajah of Kalahundy, in a letter to my address, 
dated the 22nd ultimo, reports that every -thing is tranquil in his zomindary, and I con- 
tinue to receive most favorable reports as to the state of the other Khond districts. 

4. The tchseeldar of Boad has pi’occeded to the village of Paickbahell with a view 
of apprehending Bhabosoye Mullicko, and Chaholo Mullicko, mentioned by the spies as 
living in thnt village.

Translation of a Statement made in Ooryah before the Tchseeldar of Boad on September 22, 
1857, by Ramo Mahanty, and two other persons. 

ON our ^v•ay to Sumbhulpore, we met at Boeluuka of Sonapore a man named Ahalad 
Bhogato, an inhabitant of iSunihhulporc ; w<; told him that we were merchants. On 
questioning him (Aihalad Bhogato) he replied tliat some of tlie siqioys of tlie Sircar, 
stationed at Ilazaroebaugh, and also .some of the godiahs and rajahs of Tanialagodo, 
GoonderegodOjToonderegodo and Pilloorc Goda, &,c., under t he jurisdiction of Nagporc, 
had combined together, and liaving consulted, committed a crime against the Sircar, and 
released from the jail some prisoners who had been guilty of murdi.'r. Also that the 
mutineers had released two brothers of the rajah of Sumbulpore, named Soondur Sahib, 
and Oodnntho Sahib. I'liat the mutincei’s, acconqianicd by tlicse two jiersons, were 
stationed on the bank of the Sunko River, and that it wias their intention to proceed to 
Sumbulpore. This we heard from Alialud. On making inquiries from UtC inhabitants 
of Beelunka, &c., of Sonapore, we everywhere heard to tlicfame cfleet. And as regards 
ithe prisoners who had been released, two ]>ersons named Blmbasaye Mullicko and Cliohala 
Mullicko, these two individuals being afriiid that thc^ would be seized, were Iravcdling 
about from village to village, not residing in their own village. Wc were also informed 
by a 'Woman named Danec, that those two ])ersons above uhtikhI uero at pre.sont residing 
in the village of Paick Bahall ; on hearing which we ]>roeeod(Hl to that village to lind out 
whether tbo above statement was true or false. At the village of Paick Bahall we met 
the above two MuUickocs, who questioned us, “ Whcr(? arc you come from ?” w o replied 
that vve are from the south, and intended going to Sinnbtilporc in order to jnirchasc 
some coarse silk cloths, but having heard that there w'as a disturbance at Snmt)ulj>ore, 

’ wc, owing to fear, did not proceed fo that place ; also, on lieariiig that }oii have arrived 
irom that country, wc have now come to ascertain from you tht' circiunstaiices, and if it 
ts true, that there is a disturbance, we shall return to our own village. Chphcla Mullicko 
then said, “ it is true that disturbancc.s prevail in that part of tin; country, but at prc.sent 
tliere is no fear at all in Sumbulpore. Many individuals of DuspuHah, of Boad, of 
Sohonporc, of Sumbulpore, of Ongole, &c., who were confined by the Sircar at Hazarec- 
baugh, have been released by rajahs and some sepoys who combined arid consulted 
together and killed some servants of the Sircay ; they (the prisoners) have all returned to 
their respective villages; we were both of us confined in tliat jaU, but having been 
released have come away. At the time of our being released, the persons who set its free 
told us that they intended coming by Sumbulpore in the month of Kartceka (November), 
to overthrow the raj of the Sircar ; till that period we were told to stop at home and to 
come when we have" heard of theii- (the rebels) arrival at Sumbulpore, when we arc to 
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l)rocccd afidl nipct them.” We heard Irom those two persons the i^bo\c cireumstruicef^. 
Tlic ucip;h1)ouTiu{r ^ilIager» believed the siatonionts which these two prisoners are 
c’ircnhiting and talking of, aw., that the Sircar raj was about to come to an end, and that 
a nabab would romc. The whole of the country people are of one mind, and am aiding 
the prisorn'r**. In consequence of this, and also owing to the villagers talking in a 
rebellious manner, we could not apprehend these two prisonerst

us that 050 prisoners, •who were in the j«iil of Hazareebaugh, had been relcasisi b\ the 
r.ijah of Ronma, and by the nabab of Delhi, and that the} Imd beaten the Sircar, 'fhat 
one of those prisoneis, named Pooroiuloro Baboo, .m inhabitant of Nagporc, had prepared 
an .xnned force, and intended going to Nagpore, which lU'W's ha\ing been heai*d by 
Soorondoro Baboo, serAant of tlic ••Koompau}” Sircar at Sumbulpore, that lie had 
collected 900 armed men from the rajahs of Karial, Patng, and Sumbulpore (300 men 
from each rajah), and were proceeding to assist the Sircar. After we had learnt this 
news we proceeded to .loouagudda, and delivered the jmrAvanah to the rajah, and having 
received an answer from him, we left tliat place and rc'turned through Daudpore, Onthorla 
(rontapuddah, Kclapadee, Feringiah. Bondoghor, Ciootingiah, to Russellcondah. In 
passing through all the above places, wc found everything ijuiet.

Sir, ' Chunar, off Gurrifth, Sei>lembcr 20, l8o7. 

1 BEG to at;<]uainl you I arriveij here on Friday c\ cuing, and found the “ River 
Bird” ashore on a bank about 30 feet from the channel. J immediately endeavoured, 
by towing, to move her, wiUiout any success.; the next fnoniing we layod out two anchors 
astern, and took upon myself to detain the “ Madras” on passing to assist. Mr. Forbes 
obtained a large party of coolies with poles to loosen the mud dll around her, bnt as 
there was no current tlie large liples tliat wore made, filled up again from the suction; 



■ Ju tlie afternoon we endeavoured with the two steamers, with four cables and two 
. anchors^ towing astern and on the quarter, without producing the slightest efiedt. She 
. apj>ears to be completely fixed, al^ut two feet out of water, and consequently a dead 
weight of about 260 tons. Byer^* available article has been removed ; the two steamers 
having so little power, vyith so slight a hold in the water, the ’anchors and cables so 
slight, and every Uiiug so deticient for moving such a heavy weight, I tliink it is perfectly 
hopeless w ith our present means, and it is the opinion of" myself, Lieutenant, and Car- 
penter and Mastera of the, steamer, it is only wast’e of time and expense waiiting any 
long<a', ])articularly as our men, in this confined steamer, are getting sickly. I therefore 
immiidiately proceed. The “ River Bird'* is perfectly safe in her present position, and 
the measnres to adopt would be to send ways from Calcutta and launch her into deep 
water when the river falls, which it must do before camels cUuld be made or Casks sent 
up to endeavour to float her. As I do not consider she can be made available for this 
year, as the water I hear will have fallen too much to get her to Calcutta, the best way 
would be to purchase her. She would be always a serviceable vessel. 

It appears, from the information 1 cau gather, the vessel was in charge of a man 
named Chundar, a dandy belonging to his brother’s boat (Nufrat) who* is a Oovernraent 
pilot, and came on board wit h his badge (No. 3 Government pilot). The captain natu- 
rally concluded he was the right one, though thought he did not appear clever when ho 
brought the vessel up, but there was no other pilot to be obtiuned.in the.Cfanges; the 
steamer appears to have had a very short and inexperienced crew ; and, after grounding, 
the captain appears to have done all he could with , his very limited means, though the 
speed of the vessel w'as rather fast for intricate channels ; he wished to keep to port, 
which would have cleared the vessel, but the pilot said otherwise ; but of course all these 
matters can be readily got at in Calcutta.

I HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of ypuf letter of 28th instant, forward- 
ing copy of a letter from Cqpi;ain. Sotheby, of Her Majesty’s steamer “ Pearl,’’ reporting 
thefailnre of fie attempt made by him to low off the “ River. Bird,” and requesting that I 
will report if any and what measnres have been adopted by me to float that vessel, and 
what arc my expectations of getting her dovvn before the further fall of the Bhaugarutti 
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River. I am further requested to advise Government as to the expediency or otherwise 
of purchasing the “ River Bird,” or coming to some understanding with the owners in the 
event of failing to float her. 

■ 2. With reference to the above, 1 beg to state for the informatiott of the GovcrniUN 
General in Council, that immediately on hearing of the “ River Bird’’ being on shore, the 
manner on which she jgronncled, and the locality where the accident took place, I felt 
convinced that unless a considerable rise in the river took place, it would be inipossil)io 
to tow or .heave her ofl*. I therefore at once prepared the means of launching lier, 
which I dispatched by the steamer that lejfc Calcntm on the 22nd instant, togetlier With 
a nninber of carpenters and bromadars, and thc^ first assistant to the surveyor and 
builder, with detailed instructions for his guidance in laying the ways. 

3. From a sketch of tltc river and channels forwarded to me by Mr. Hampton, the 
Government Officer sent in tlic " River Bird,” to assist in taking the v(5sscl up, I .saw that 
there would be little difficulty in launching her when the water had subsided sufficiently 
to allow the people to work under the vessel’s bottpnj in laying down the ways : that 
sketch (as in the one forwarded with 3'our letttrr under reply) sliowcd that witliin fifty 
feet on tlio broadside of the vessel, there was ^vatcr nion; than sufliciont to float her. 

. 4. As the river had fallen, and is not likely to rise again this season, I have 
instnicled Captain Boon of the ‘‘ Fire Queen,” who went in charge of the ])artv Sent up, to 
desist from all attempt to he.ave the ve.sscl off, as the onl_v result would be to strain 
.and otherwise injure her, but to direct all hi.s efforts to laying down waxs to 
launch her. • • 

5. With reference to the concluding part of your letter in which I am requested to 
advise regarding llie purchase of the vessel from tlu; owners.

I have no doubt of 
our being ablu to launch the vessel into d(!ep water, but it is yet a question as to o»if b^ing 
able to got her to Calcntta before the next rains, 'fhere is an understanding tliat 
Government is to pay 90,000 dollars for the “ River Bijvl,” in case she be lost, and to pay 
a certain hire, whilst she is away from Calcutta. It may become a question wliether it 
would be better to keep her on pay until she can he brought to Calcutta, or to buy her 
at a price considerably above her value.

1 HAVE the honor to inform you that agreeably to your order I left this on the 
mil instant, in company with Mr. Markham, Supervisor of Nuddea Rivers, taking with 
me a pinnaneo, two boleahs, and four pulwars, with 160 boatmen, for the purpose of 
rendering assistance to the steamer “ River Bird ” aground at Ghareeah, six miles 
above Jungipore. Wt; reached the vessel on the evening of the 12tli and offered our 
assistance to thp Captain on board, but he declined accepting of it because the steamer 
is too firmly aground to be got off without 'launching her, which cannot be done until the 
necessary tools and materials arrive from Calcutta. Being of no use there, I returned 
to Moorshedabad with the men and boats. The steamer is aground on the western side 
of the channel in 2 feet of water, and about 30 feet from, deep water. The vessel is 
Wing broadside on to the channel, which, at that point, is 300 feet wide and 24 feet deep. 
Whether the steamer be able to procetnl to Calcutta this year or not,- it is necessary 
that she be got off her present position and floated, with as little delay as possible, to 
prevent the bottom fronj being injured, and ta allow her to proceed to Calcutta as soon 
as the river opens next year. If the vessel be floated by the 10th of October, she might 
be taken to Calcutta this year before the closing of tlie river. If she has to* remain 
here, it would be advisable to cover her over with bamboo mats (o prevent her hull from 
being injured by the sun during the hot season.

1 HAVE the honor to report for your information, that f acconqianied Captain 
Sothebv of the ‘‘'Pearl,” with the naval brigade under his mnimand in the “f^htinar,” 
to see iff could be of any use in helping him to extricate the •‘ River Bird” from th(( 
bank where it had grounded in the Bhangarutti, a few mih's abo\e .Jungi|)Ore. Wr 
left this at 2 p.m., on the 17th instant, and i\rrivcd atGoriah, the place when^ the “ River 
Bird ” grounded, at 3 p.m. the following day. 

2. Immediately on arriving, preparations were made for trying to tow the “River 
Bird” off. and observations made as to the best direction to commence in. 

3. The “ River Bird” was lying on a, mxid bank with its head down the stream. It 
had upwards of .5 feet of water at the sU:rn, about 4 f(jet under the paddle wheels, and 
only 2i feet at its bows. 

4. It was not morci than .5 or 0 yards fi-om the deep channel both in its rear and on 
its left side, but the vessel hadlxmn taken along the extreme edge' of t he in oper channel, 
as it is here of a good width, and as we came up we left the “ River Bird ” at least (iO 

yai'ds to our left. . . , i , • , , 

5. The evening we arrived, operations were commenced by laying out anchor.s and 
fastenino- chains and cables to the “ River Bird,” but the anchors all (■ame home and tins 
chain snapped, but the vessel did not move in the least. .lust before dusk the “ Madras ” 
ioiued us, so it was determined to try with both the steamers in the morning, and at the 
same time I was to procure as many coolies and bamboos as possible to loosen the mud 
and sand under the vessel, which would thus bo carried off by the strenglh of the current. 
The' following day I had 300 coolies at work till nearly 12 o’clock, and it wasthmi 
thoiight that Sie sand was sufficiently loosened, and both steamers made fast.cliains and 
cables to the “ River Bird,” and every one seemed to entertain confident hopes that the 

vessel would .get off’. . > .. i i u .. v. , . 

6. It certainly was an exciting moment when both steamers began to steam away, 

and wc anxiously awaited the resqlt of our labours, but after half an hour’s steaming 
and tugging, it was not found to have moved an inch. 

7 After this, one or two other attempts. were made, but without success; so after 
consulting with Captain Sotheby and several other naval officers, I came to the conclusion 
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that the plan proposed by Captain Hampton (whri was sent np‘ with' Captain Peel, in 
charge of the “ River Bird ”) was tlio only feasible oiu^ viz., (6 get tip ways arfd blocks, 
&c., from the doe|| yard in f’nientta, and to regnlarly launeli the vessel again, bht as no 
time should be lost, owing tot the falling of the I’iver, 1 started oil' that same night in a 
boat with Captain Hanjpton, and arrived yestei*ilay morning at Berhampore. Captain 
Hampton went off’at 12 o’clock in a small boat, which the dewan of the Nizam at 
Moorsheaabad was kind enough to lend ns, and lie liopes to be in Calcutta to-night or 
to-morrow. ' • 

8. r would now beg to offer a few remarks upon the reason why the “ River Bird ” 
grounded, as far as 1 hav(‘ been able to ascertain from in(]niries made on the spot. At 
the time the ‘‘ River Bird ’’ was coming down the Bhaugarntti, it most unfortmiately 
happened that it was only piloteti by a dandy, there being no pilot present. 

• 9. This dandy, by name Chunder, is a* brother of one of the two pilots on that 
beat by name “ Nafrat.’’ Tl>o second pilot, 1 liave been told by Captain Hampton, Has 
been dead some time, and his ])lace lias not yet been filled np, but why I cannot find but. 
Chunder has only been on his present, water five months as a dandy only, and cannot 
therefore know anything of the navigation of steamers, especially one of suCh draught as 
the “ River Bird.” | ought to mention, that on the occasion of Captain Peel’s going up, ’ 
the 'same man Chunder came on hoard to pilot the vessel, but as 1 had supplied 
Captain Pe(d at his request with luy two best river darogahs, one of whom has been 
thirty years on this river and knows it thoroughly, and as there was also a pilot belonging 
to tlte Indian General Steam Navigation Company on board at the same time, it was not 
left to his ignorance to steer the vessel. 

10. On the *‘'River' Bird’s ” coming down, he came on hoard at K unsat on the 
Ganges, where his boat commences : and as lie had taken' the vessel up, and as he also 
had on the badge or ehujirass of the Government pilots (which he had,no right to put on 
at all) Captain Hampton was deceived into believing him to be the proper pilot of that 
.station, but as he had .some doubts regarding the man, ho took the precaution of taldng 
on the pilot of the preceding station, a man named Bharosah, wlio had sometimes taken 
steamers down that water in the absence of the proper pilot. 

1 1 . On arriving at Geriah, the pilot Chunder directed the vessel to the left. Captain 
Hampton, wlib was standing by, wanted the vessel to go to the riglit, but the pilot said 
there was a sand-bank, and as he seemed so positive and confident, Captain llanipton 
could do nothing,, when all of a sudden it wont from three fathoms to two fathoms, and 
thou on the bank. Every means were then taken to get ofi’, by backing the engines, 
throwing overboard the coals, and taking out the guns and machinery that could be got 
out, and the I'essel was lightdned as. much as possible, but without any avail. 

12. The “ River Bird ” having been sent up in such a hurry from Calcutta, was 
quite unprovided with proper ropes and tackle required for inland navigation, ami very 
badlv supplied with a crew. Captain Peel had to lend Capmin Hampton four mmi from 
his h lat, and that only made fourteen or sixteen men for his crew, when for tlie work 
required not less than forty or sixty sliould have been on hoard. 

1.3. The men that were there were quite unacquainted with their work, and could 
not evi'u lay out an anchor ; the cajjstan on b<}ar(l was absurdly small for a vessel of the 
size ami weight of the “ River Bird,” and in other respeeis it is C(|ually badly pi'ovidcd. 

I inquired from those on board at the time of the vessel’s grounding upon whom the 
blame Yested in their opinion, and they said uj)on the native ])iIot, as he had been warned 
by Captain Hampton not to go so much t<» the left, but he persisted in doing so till he 
grounded the vessel. 1 think the native pilot should be most severely punished for 
presuming to pilot the vessel when ho is only a dandy, and strict inquiries shoidd be 
made as to the absence of his brother Nafrat, and why the vacancy has not been 
filled np. 

I Chunder has piloted other vessels since the “River Bird” grounded, 

rhis >1058 not matter so much, as the Government vessels, when they ground, draw m 
hftle water, that with very little lightening they float off ; but I certainly think that 
Chunder ought not to be allow'ed to pilot any more steamers, and he ought besides to be 
severolj' punished for his recklessness and presumption. 

I.). It was proposed, previous to trying to tow' the “ River Bi^d ” off, to take out all 
Its engines and tnachiuery, biit they were found to be solitronglv put together, that time 
would not admit of it. » . r » 


1 6. J he resison why the “ River Bird came down the Bhaugarntti, instead of 
going round by the Sunderlmnds, was that all the* pilots&have been removed from that 
roll e to the Bhaugarutti, and Captain Hampton was of opinion that it would I>e more 
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dangerous that way than the way he came, owing to the wide spread of the water, which 
would prevent his seeing the proper channel at all. 

17. If I might offer an opinion, I certainly think that great praisg is due to Captain 
Hampton for his unceasing eifforls to save the “ Rjver Bird,” as all accounts agree in 
stating that he never left the deck .before the vos-scl grounded, and since that has done 
everything to get it off that ho possibly could, ajid hi.s plan of launcliing it is the only one 
that seems at all practicable. 

18. If immediate measures are taken for giving Captain Hampton all that he 
reijuires, and if the ways, blocks, &c., are sent up by the very lirst steamer, it is mofc 
than probable that, in about three weeks from the dale \ve commence work, tlie 
vessel might be floated off and taken over the bar at tlio moutli of tlie Blmugarutti into 
the Ganges, and thence down the Sunderbunds. The river is still high, and tlie water 
w ill. I think, continue sufficiently so for a month yet, l)ut after that I fear it will not bo 
possible. 

11). In conclusion, f am of opinion that the “ Uiver bird ’’ grounded solely from the 
ignorance of the native pilot, but that if it had been properly provided with men and 
tackle, it might have been got off that same day. 

20. Since the ‘‘ River Bird” grounded, the water has fallen a great deal, and llu; 
vessel has begun to make a bed for itself in the mud, which makes it the more dillicnlt b» 
get off. Captain Doeg, the ‘‘ River Bird’s ” reguliir sea pilot, also accoiujjuuiod llu' vessel, 
and lias rendered every assistance to Captain Hampton. He is now in charge of the 
vessel on the part of Government during Cajjtain Hampton’s absence in Calcutta, and 1 
am sure it cannot be in better or safer hands. 

21. 1 am ^lad to be able to add that the ‘‘ Biv.cr Bird” docs not S(;cm to have 
injured ils('1f at all, and everything on board Is in ])crfect good order. The river is still 
rising, and is at present 27 feet 4 inches on the masonry gauges Iutc. '^fliis great, height 
is very unusual so late in the season, aud will facilitate the launching of the “ River 
Bird ” a month hence.

WITH reference to the ])rcsent position of the ” River Bird,” aud to the probability 
of her not being floated in .sniricient time to enable lu.’r to be brought to CUIciilta nntil a 
rise in the river takes place, which cannot be e.xpected until th(^ month of .Juin! next, I 
have the honor to inform you that with a view to coming <o some agreement with the 
owners of the vessel,*! have had an interview wdth Mr. Aslibunier, the agent for the 
vessel. 

2. The v.alue of the; vessel as fixed by the agents on her being lent to Government 
was 90,000 dollars, or at the usual rate of calculation 2,02,500 nip(!o.s, but Mr, Ashburner 
showed me a letter from their con.stituents in China, in which they desired him not to 
dispose of th^ vessel for less than 2,25,000 nij)ees. He could not. tln'relore eon.scut to 
take less than the snm required to bi; paid by Government in the event of lotul loss. 

3. As the vessel, as 1 have ascertained, in the judgment of competent parties, in 
which I concur, is not worth to Government more than 1,50,000 rupees, and if she is 
retained on demurrage for nine montlis from the first of this raontli at the ifate of 200 
rupees a day, the least I iraagme that it could be fixed at, (Jic amount would bo 54,600 
rupees, it would tlierefore appear desirable tliat the vessel should be taken ovt‘r at once, 
as the ionger she remains'the property of her present owners, llic more Government will 
have to pay for her daily. 

4. Mr. Ashburner, tlie agent of the vessel, has made an apjihcation for tae amount 
of the hire, wllich he states was understood by him (o be 450 rupees a day until the vessel 
returned to Calcutta, but such a claim I Should scarcely think could be admitted, a.s 
steam tugs on this river do not charge more than 300 rupees demurrage with steam*, 
and 200 rupees without. 



5. Mr. Asliburnor asks to bo permitted to draw 30,000 rupees on account, but at 
present the vessel has not earned that amount even if she is charged at the rate of 450 
rupees a day from the time she was taken in the Government service, on the 21st August, 
1857, to this date, fifty days. ,

I HAVE the honor to Kubniit herewith for the iiiforjnation of Government, a letter 
in original, relative to the dispatch of coal from Allahabad to Mirzapore. . 

2. On the receipt of your letter, dated the 31st ultimo, forwarding a copy of a 
telegram'from Major-General Sir James Outram, K.C.B., to the effect that there was 
no coat at Benares or Mirzapore, a letter was sent to the Government coal agent at 
Allahabad, directing him to send down to Mirzapore 2,000 maunds, or as much more as 
he could spare from his dep6t, due regard being had to his own wants, a good stock 
having been sent uj> to Allahabad by steam, and more being on its way. 

3. When the coal was on the point - of being dispatched from .Allahabad, the 
Collector ol' Mirzapore wrote to the coal agent at the former station not to send any 
coal to Mirzapore, at the same time intimating that he was surprised that any coal 
should be sent back to Mirzapore under the. circumstances stated, without consulting 
him as to the necessity of the measure. 

4. Mr. Tucker was not aware of the measures adopted here for supplying Alla- 
habad with coal, and he had, it appears, on a former occasion, sent 6,000 maunds from 
Mirzapore to Allahabad ; still, the necessity of sending coal having been made known 
here, and orders having, been conveyed to the coal agent to supply the demand, this 
officer must, 1 submit, be left to obey his orders without consulting any intermediate 
authority at Mirzapore on the subject, or otherwise great inconvenience may arise to the 
public service.

IN reply tx) your h>tt<'r of the I llh in.stanl, I ha\(! the liojior to report as follows : — 

2. Azimghur. — No boats laden with coal pjiss up the Gogra ; but, since the outbreak, 
boats .have hardly been able to pass up or dinvn, a larger number of the landholders on 
both the Goruekpore and Ax.imghur banks having taken to plundering boats in transit. 
Indurjeet Sing of Nync(;jorc is said to liavc robbed some ladies and officers, fugitives 
from Fyzabad, and "to wear ii pistol be took from them. Tlie Dobarcc people have made 
themselves notorious: and on the Gonickpure.side, phindoring has been going on from 
NurhuriJore to Pyjiii op})ositeto Dobaree. 

3. Tlie ordinary police arc unable to put down this system of marauding. The 
orders of Governnient have been translatx^d and made widely known along the river 
bank ; and Mr. Home intends, as soon as he receives ammunition, to inflict severe 
punishment on all who may be ijrovcd guilty. Mr. Venables, however, considers that it 
will be useless to proceed against , Dobaree until there is a Ibrce to go against Pyna at 
the same time, as the Dobarcc people would cross oven- to tlioir relations ut Pyua, tliq 
moment they lieard of a force approaching, and leave only an empty village. The village 
might be confiscated, but witli these large Rajpoot communities, it is very difficult to 
give complete possession to a third party. 

A. Jouupore . — Has no river frontage. . , 

5. Mirsapore. — Owing to the severe punishments inflicted upon the dacoits of 
Gowra and Rammiggur Sikrec, the river is quite safe within the Mirzapore District, and 
no attacks upon boats laden with coal or other cargo, have taken place during. tlie last 
two montlis. 

G. Benares.^^ii .lime last, shortly after the mutiny, .some boats were attacked and 
plundered. In two cases the marauders were convicted, and some of them luingtHl, 
which has put an end to the practice, no cases having, occurred within the last two

■ TN continuation of our letter No. 124 of 1857, dated the 214 ultimo, we hive the 
hohor^ tb report our further proceedings in-ihis department connected with the revolt of 
the Native Army in Bengal. 

2, We forward, in’ the collection, a narrative of proceedings from the 15th tb the 
30th' September, 1857, submitted by Mr. llcade, the officer wKo, on the death of Mr.* 
Colvin, assumed temporary charge of the Gavernment of the North-Western Provinces. 

3, Mr. Reade having reported that, in obedience to our orders, he had made over 
charge of the Government to Colonel Fraser, we deemed it proper to explain to him 
that our object in placing a military officer at the head of the Local Administration 
was to meet the necessities of the time bj' combining the Civil and Military power in 
the same hands, and that the arrangement must not be supposed to imply the slightest 
disparagement of his capacity to conduct the civil affairs of the province, a duty which 
he had discharged during his temporary incumbency to our complete satisfaction. 

4, Under the altered state of affairs at Agra, the Indore force'having been dispersed, 
and Agra being no longer immediately threatened, the Chief Commissioner, Colonel 
Fraser, ordered the pursuing column from Delhi, under Colonel Greathe<l, to march 
direct on Cawnpore, for the purpose of reinforcing Brigadier Havelock’s army at 
Lucknow. In issuing these instructions, however. Colonel Fraser wished it to be 
clearly understood, “ that the moment spare troops are available at Cawnpore, in conse- 
quence of the arrival of soldiers from below, a portion of Colonel Greathed’s column, or 
others in their stead, shall be sent, without loss of time, to Agra,” where there are now 
only i| weak European Regiment ol' Infantry, and a Horse Artillery Battery. Colonel 
Fraser also thought it proper to direct that Colonel Greathed should leave 200 of his 
Sikh Cavalry behind at Agra, as their services were greatly needed there. 

6. Meanwhile, we had sent a telegrajihic message, on the 19th October, to the 
officer commanding at Cawnpore, requesting that he would inform Colonel Fraser that 
the presence of Colonel Greathed’.s Column was urgently required in Oude, and that 
the cavalry attached to that force was especially needed. We trust that upon the 
receipt of this message Colonel Fraser has found it practicable to modify his' orders as 
regards the detention of the detachment of Sikh horse at Agra. , 

6. In compliance with the recommendations of the Chief Comnnssioner, we have 
sanctioned the raising of a corps of Jat horse, of the strength noted in the margin,* for 
the purpose of restoring and maintaining order in the Allyghurand adjacent districts, at 
n monthly cost of 11,804 rupees, exclusive of the salaries of the Commandan't, the officer 
second in command, the Adjutant, and the Assistant Surgeon, It is intended that they 
should hereafter be amalgamated with the Sikh horse now being organized for* a similar 
purpose in the Meerut Division, with the assistance of the Chief Commissioner of the 

mjadb. ^ , . 

■ ' -^7; It will be seen that, owing to the present state of the entire border of the 
Central Provinces contiguous to Oude, between the Ganges and the Gogra, and to the 
expected invasion, in force, of the districts of Jounpore and Azimghur, a small detach- 
"rnent of troops, t under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Longden, with two guns, 
has been Ordered to proceed to the defence of the Azimghur frontier. This force will 
be joined by 1,200 Goorkhas, who were marching against the rebels in the pergunnahs • 
of i>Iorthern Allahabad, but who have been recalled for the defence of Jounpore. As 
regards the Allahabad pergunnahs, we hayc been reluctantly obliged, in the present 
state' of things at Lucknow, to refuse our assent to a proposal for the detachm'eut of a 
small force fvom the garrison dt Al^habad to act against the rebels. 

8. ‘We forward a correspondence with the Lieutenant-Governor of the Central 
Provinces on the state of affairs in Rewah, Bundelcund, and Saugor. ^ Captain 
Osbornd’S' position at Rewah has greatly improved. He reports, under date the 21st 
October, as follows : —

' "‘l am happy to say, I have been able t6 pot thihf^s all right here. The presence 
of the wing at Loriadtiir relieved me from the unpleasant position in whiph I was placed) 
, aii<3 assisted me very, greatly In arranging matters. ; ■ 

"The Sirdars, this morning, gave up the man of the 50th they had seized, and 
threw themselves on the mercy of the British (government. As seyere measiires ju;i^ 
now are not politic, I pardoned them, deprived the man of his arm’s and accoutrements, 
and ordered him to join his regiment. The Rajah has expressed his deep regret at the 
outbreak. The dignity of the Briti.sh Government has thus been asserted, and the 
territory put quiet. The latter is of great importanpe for the following reasons : 

"All the chiefs tin Bundelcund having a’ssiired llewah if he rebels they all rebel,; 

" Daily, at lea.st 200 bullocks, laden with grain, pass through en rouU to 
JWirzapore, 

"The Commissioner, Saugor and Nerbudda territories, requires reinforcements, 
which most probably will have to go from these parts, and 100 m'iles of the road lies 
> through Rewah ; liierefore it is a great thing that they should pass through unmolested. 
The Rajah has paid up his troops, and declare.^ himself strong enough now to put down 
any outbreak. Things being in this state, 1 consider it my duty to remain here, where 
1 can be of great service.” 

9. Captain Osborne was anxious that' the Madras Brigade under Colonel Carthew, 

which had been ordered to Cawnpore, should remain fora few days at the Chuttya Pass, 
but, for reasons which we quite approve, the T.ieutenant-Governor did not sanction that 
proposal. ' ‘ . 

10. In compliance y.'ith the recommendation of theLieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
we have sanctioned the re-organization of the Patna Station Guards on the footing of 
Captain Rattray’s Bengal Police Corps. This measure originated in an oft’er made by 
Mn Solano, an European planter in the Shahahad District, to raise a body of horse for 

■ service io that district. For the reasons assigned in the correspondence, we agreed 
with the Lieutenant-Governor tjiat it would iiot be expedient to accept Mr. Solano’s 
proposal ; but we have authorized his Honor to take steps for raising in Behar a trust- 
worthy body of Mounted Police, or Irregular Horse, for general service. 

11. We have also acceded to the Lieutenant-Governor’.s proposals for raj^ing a 
body of European mounted police for service in the districts of Shahabad and Behar, 
and a body of 200 6r 250 -European seamen, for service at Puineah, Dinagepore, and 
Rungpore. Four light field guns are to be attached to the latter force. 

12. We forwai'd a copy of a report by Mr. Samuclls, the Commissioner of Patna, 
on the services rendered by Moonshee Ameer Ali,*during his temporary incumbency of 
the office of Deputy Magistrate and Assistant to the Commissioner of that division. In 
this report Mr. Samuells also beans gratifying testimony to the general -loyalty of Maho- 
medans in the province of Behar. 

13. We did not consider it expedient to comply with the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
recommendation that a khillut for special service should be conferred on Moonshee 
Ameer Ali. 

14. His Excellency, the Naval Commander-in-chief, having requested that Her 
Majesty's ship "Sanspareil” might be allowed to return to Hong Kong as soon as 
possible,- we informed Captain Key that we did not wish to detain his vessel any longer. 
We took tl>e opportunity to express to that oTKcer our regret at the necessity which 
deprived us of a further continuajtce of his valuable services, and our cordial thinks* for 
'the zeal with whicli they had been rendered. 

15. We have appointed the Rev. Thomas Smith, a Missionary of the* Free 

Church of Scotland at Calcutta, to do duty with Her Majesty’s 42nd Regiment of 
Highlanders, on a salary 6f 500 rupees }>er mensem. * 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor of the Central Provinces having expressed sorrie 
• doubts as to the means of the bullock-train between Allahabad and Cawnpore' for tfoe 

conveyance of troops, the Director-General of the Post-Office assures us that the bullock- 
train between those places is fully organized, with sixty pairs of bullocks at each stage, 
and that it is capable of conveying 200 men daily from Lohuifda (where the railway 
from Allahabad ends) to jCawnpore. ^ 

17? We forward a copy of a dispatch from the Government of the Central Prot^inces 
contajUiing a report on the measures taken by the Collector of Allahabad for promoting 
the cultivation of land in his district for the khurreef and fubbee crops. 

18. M e also forward, as usual; some other correspondence, on matters of minor

IN continuation of inv address dated 1.5th instant, I have the honor to continue the 
NaiTative of events to the close of September, 1857. 

2. It was not till the 27th of this month, owing probably to our cossids having been 
intercepted, (hat offieial intelligence was received of the complete re-occupation of Delhi, 
the imprisonment of the. king, and jiisi retribution inflicted on the princes'Mirza Moghul 
and Khuzzur Sooltnn, Ids sons, and Aboo Baknr, his grandson, who had taken prominent 
shares in the combination agjiinst the Government. 

3. The intelligence has been disseminated by every available means to Native States, 
to the Presidencies, and principal Stations. 

4. In anticipation of orders, having enemies within hearing, and loyal: subjects 
disquieted, I deemed it advisable to direct that a royal salute .should be fired. > from; the < 
ramparts of the fort. 

5. A crow d of fugitives, consisting of mutineers of many regimentji, felons from jails 
fanatics and nn.screaj)ts of every description, have found their way to Mnttra during the 
past three days, where they have been busily engaged in con.stmeting a bridge of boats 
over the Junma, and opening a communication with the mutineers of Indore apdHolkar’s 
troops, mentioned in my previons narrative, who have remained at Dholepore wratching the 
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uiprofn^ iof erients;^ now evident, thai thfsir fovoes w,Ul combine, in consequence of 
the column of pursuit detached from the army at Ilelln, w^h was replied to be,movmg' 
by tbe right bank of the Jumna, having, through '^me^ unexpected chf^nge of orders, 
proceeded into the Doab towards Aliy^ur. 

6. This is much to be rcg’i’ettcd, as, in the event of the original plan having been 
,, followed out, the pprsuing forct'. would have come upon a .boyde of inspirited fugitives 

before they could have time to cross the i river, and would hiavc Iwd no , difficulty in 
dest]K>ying and dispersing them, rec'overing at the same time 20 gunSi and. 50* elephants 
witH other property of Government. 

7. In support of this strongly urged and promised movement, the detachment of tlic 
European troops, iVrtillery iiiul Miliiiji., under Major Montgomery, had been moved to 
Seydabad, the apex of the triangle from Muttra and Agra. The result of this unfortunate 
alteration of plan must be the lapse of some days before decisive measures can be taken 
against an enemy refreshed by rest, and eiieouragcd by reinforcements. 

8. Anticipating that tbe fall of* l)ellii would bring llowii a stream of tugitiyes towards 
A gra, i deemed it necessary to seeurt* the entrances to the city of Agra lying within range 
of protection from tbe fort ; under fbe able supervision of Captain Munbee, the narrow 
lanes and alleys have been blociked up, and the main streets secured by solid entrances, 
through tbe gates of which no sudden rush could be effected, and moiTar batteries in the 
fort have been placed so as to cast shtdls with precision beyond the enclosed space upon 

'any gathering for that purpose, 'flic proceeding ha.s given confidence to the people 

in j, foi-i, by mutineers from Gwalior is at ah end. 

Sindia having got rid of the mutineers of Indore and Ilolkar’s troops, with or without the 
co-operation of the Kami of Dholepore, has sunk the boats ‘on the Ohumbul. By the 
latest advices he had the mastery of the mutinous contingent regiments, the great body of 

which were dboiit to leave for the l.)oab and Oude. , , , , . 

10. The death of Mr. Creathed, who has shared the. labours ot the siege oi Gelhi 
from the first, in the hour of triumph, has rendered it necessary to make a special an-ange- 
ment for that division. Mr. Saunders has heeii directed to assume charge for the present, 
and to be guided by the instructions of the chief Commissioner of the Punjauh, who has 
volunteered his assistance, until communications are re-established with Agra. 

] 1 Mr. Cocks continues w ith the. force detached from Agra to Ihe Allygurh di.strict. 
His suciiessful racasnves for Ihe tranquillity of that district have been tempomrily inter- 
Tuntkl hv a last d<*spaiving attempt of some Mahomedan fanatics to create a diversion, 
and the necessity of operating against the mutineers at Muttra. The lando^vncrs remain 
Inval and he is' now engaged, with the aid of t^aptaiii Murray, in raising a bodyof J^t 

luwse, a class who have fought by the side of European soldiers against rebels, and on 

whose fidelity there is reliance. , , . • u j- e 

l‘> The movemeut of the lilecnit forces have been inoperative m the direction of 

Boolunshahur, and the outbreaks of Mahomedan fanatics in Moozuffernugg^r have caUed

It is with a strong conviction of the considerable 
risk which he runs, that the Chief Commissioner has ])ermitted Colonel Greathed’s 
force to leave, and he docs so, consequently in the confident expectation that the 
urgent wants of the station will be recogttized and mol at tin- (.‘arlicst possible moment. 

6. Although the Indore force has been dispersed, yet the Cavalry still c.xists in some 
quarters, and in considerable parties still infests the country.

I Have the honor to acknowle<^ge the receipt of your letter, dated 20th July 
la-st* with its inclosures, relative to the adoption of measures for the cultivation of the 
khurreef and rubbee, &c., and in reply to report as follows ; 

2. From the very first, I have strained every nerve to promote cultivation through- 
out the district. The loss of grain, by fire, by plunder, has been great. The import 
of grain from the grain-producing districts of itohilcund has been stopped . entirely, and 
I have been fully alive lo the fearful results that must follow on any want of cultivation. 
The difficulties to be contended with were many 

1st. The cultivators had left, the villages being almost entirely deserted. 

2nd. Many of the zemindars, particulaYly of Chail, have left in consequence of 
their crimes, and the cultivators have feared to take leases from othcr.« than the rightful 
owners. 

3rd. I'he season had very far advanced before a plough could be put to the ground. 

3, I instructed the tehseeldars to give every assurance to the. cultivating classes to 
induce them to- return to their villages. In several cases brought before me as Magis- 
trate, and as Commissioner, in which' they were charged as being implicated in ofi'ences, 
I released them, saying they were the victims, and 1 wanted their leaders ; I gave 
licences and orders of protection lo all who applied, and who were not guilty of 

S iy special act of enormity, and on every occasion did all 1 could to assure the lower 
asses. 

4. In the second case, I .selected the worst villages for confiscation, held them 
under attachment pending the orders of Government, and, in execution of process, 
farmed them, or directed kham management for the current year, whereby I gave to 
another, or retained myself, the po%ver of leasing the lands, and thereby affording security 
to the a.ssamec. 

5. The third difficulty was beyond my reach. 

0. I liavc now received reports from the tehseeldars. 

In Khvi'ughur it is declared better than nsnal, the rains having liitherto been very 
favorable for the soil of that pergunnah, neither too heavy nor loo scanty. 

In Bara, Kewaee, and Sooram it i.s .said to be nearly as usual, the rice crop alone 
suffering in consequence of delay in the rain falling. 

In Arail, Kura, and Puchim Sureera, it is less extensive, and in Chail about three- 
fourths of the usual soil is cultivated. In Scciindra alone is any very great, deficiency 
ob5Ci \ able. In Secmulra the war, ex-zemindar versus auction purchaser, was more exten- 
sive tlian in any part of the district, and the consequent insecurity to the cultivator may 
account for this deficiency, 

• 7. 1 am afraid the subsequent irruption of the Oude lalookdars will seriously 

affect the outturn, unless they arc speedily driven out. The cultivation of the rnbbce 
is, I may say, dependent upon this being accomplished. 

8. iu the rest of the district, I look forward to a khurreef harvest not much below 
the average in grain, though deficient in fodder, consequent on the lateness of the 
sowing; should we be blessed by another good fall of rain. I have every reason to 
anticipate a fine rubbee, for wliich the fields have been preparing lliroughout the

THK first bullock train party will be in to-!noiro''v or next day. The 53rd iVas 
eighty-five miles off this morning. The bullock-train means between Benare.s and 
Allahabad , cannot take more than lOOmena-day. Therefore it is not possible to 
expedite the 63rd by bullock-train. 1 will have a steamer ready to take up the 53rd to 
Allahabad from the opposite side of the river, with their (cuts and followers, and I will 
have fresh carriage for them ready where the railway stops. 

’ ' The Mirzapore detachment will be taken on from Gopeegunge by bullock train 
without deranging the service, 

.Beyond Allahabad the bullock-train is not organized. The railway can now be 
depended upon for forty miles, for parties not exceeding 200 equipped as for bullock- 
train. What little arrangements were wanting have been orilered. If I am authorized 
to make arrangements with the existing means, I can send from Lohunda, the end of 
the faili to Cawnpore, 50 men a day, or 1 00 men every second day. If I am 
authorized to increase existing means, 1 hope to be able shortly to send 90 men a-day 
with their officers. Mr. Riddeifs promise of providing Ibr 150 men a-day after the 15th 
instant, cannot be performed. 

But nothing whatever can be done unless the officer entrusted ha.s Adi power over 
the bullocks and w’aiggons! General Mavelock has taken forty, being one-third of the 
■whole number of waggons, to Lucknow. Unless the Commander-in-chief prohibits 
all officers, of whatever rank, from doing likewise, the be^t arranged system wiH^break 
down. The waggons cannot be replaced. 

I dpnot know how fafa bullock-train organization beyond Allahabad is required, 
and the affair is in the Pirector-Gcncrars Department. Therefore I shall do nothing 
in the matter without yonr Lordship’s orders.

Brigadier Wilson jhw 
taken fur urgent service .15 waggons, which were found and repaired at Cawnpore, but 
the Superintendent of the bulfock-train^ Mr. McGowan, reports that he does not think 
that any interruption wdll occur to the dispatch of 200 men daily from LohanHato 
Cawnpore. In ten days there will be 160 waggons fit for work, country carts are being 
built, old waggons repaired, new waggons are being built at Benares and in Calcutta ; 
in fact, every eft’ort is being made, and I have no doubt that by the 1st of November, 
arrangements will be made for the conveyance from Allahabad of 200 men and of at 
least 150 from Calcutta to Allahabad.

Sir. Benares, October 15, 1857. 

IN my letter, dated 2nd instant, I had the honor to submit, for the consideration 
of the Governor-General in Council, the vicw.s of the Lieutenant-Governor, Central 
iM'ovincos, in rcrpect to the (li.'>-turbed state of that part of the Allahabad district lying 
on f.he left bank of the Ganges, and north of the grand Trunk Road. I am now directed 
to draw attention to the jjosition of the entire border of the Central Provinces contiguous 
to Cnde, between the Ganges and the Gogra, 

2. The Government of India is aware that on the Lieutenant-Governor’s arrival 
within the Ccniral Provinces, he foiiiui tlfc Coruckpore district already abandoned, and 
the Gooikha tiut)j)s in inarch lor Azimghur. The re-occupation of this last-named district 
iniincdiately fulhiwed. A strong detachment proceeded in a few days to Joiinpore, 
and the Civil Officers returned to that district also. From that time to the present, the 
rr-or'ranization of these districts has been proceeding most favourably, and with the 
active assi ''’iicc of the Goorkha .Auxiliary P'orce, open armed resi.stancc lo our autho- 
rity within diese two districts has been entirely, or almo.st entirely, put down. 

3. From an inspection of the map it will be seen that the frontier of the Central 
Provinces towards Oude lies along the north-westeru border of the Allahabad, Joun- 
porej and Ar'imghtir Districts, between the Ganges and Gogra. Beyond the Gogra, 
the Goruckp ire District, now in the hand.sof tlic rebel Nazint Mahomed Hussun, Aafiiks 
Azimghur on the north-east. 

4. The Gogra is a considerable protection against the armed incursions of small 
bands from ( mruckfiore, and the double passage of that rivqr, with the natui*al difficul- 
ties of the country .in Gonickpore. renders unlikely the march from Oude tlmiugh that 
district of an\ large hostile force, having for its object the invasion of Azimghur, ' If 
any such force entered Goi uckpore,, it would more probably invade Chuinparuo and 
Sarun in Bahar. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor lost not a moment after the re-occupation of Azim- 
gurh and Joi .ipore, in establishing an organized system of intelligence on the frontier 
thus exposed 10 insult and attack. On the north-east Mr, Bird, who had been till 
lately Joint ]\lagistrate at Goruckpore, was appointed to act in the same capacity, and 
was specially directed to keep a constant watch On the proceedings of Mahomed 
Hussun in Goruckpore. At Jounpore Mr. Carnegy, nn active* and intelligent unco- 
venanted olficer, who had been employed in Oude before the mutinie.s, Vvas entrusted 
with the duty of watching the jirincipal line of frontier,, extending his inquiiies as much 
as forty or fifty miles beyond the boundary, so that every collection and movement of 
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l^arge bodies of armed men in Oude, and, if possible, the designs of their chiefs, should 
be speedily known. 

, 6. In ray previous dispatch abovementioned, the Lieutehant-G-overnor’s antici- 

pations of the result as regards this frontier to which the dispersal of the mutineers 
from Lucknow would tend, were brought to the notice of the Government of India. A 
first consequence of Genera) Sir James Outram’s operations at Lucknow certainly was 
the fiight of many sepoys, and the arrival of a considerable number in Southern Oude. 
There are indications of the continued resistance at Lucknow being maintained 
mainly with the help of some of the large Talookdarce levies which we know to have 
been raised. The complete break np of the mutinous army at Delhi has already had 
a considerable effect, as we hear of numerous small parties of from two to ten mutineers 
frequently passing through Fyztbad, who had fled from Delhi, as they freely say, when 
half the city was in the hands of tlie British army. 

7. The reports from Mr. (’anicgy show that a great and increasing fermentation 
is going on among the chiefs beyond the border. Bodies of men have been seen 
marching from one place. to another, and new levies arc very commonly being embodied. 
It is now beyond a doubt that the forces of Mchndee llnssan are being daily recruited 
by Talookdars- men, villagers, and sepoys, and that pressure lias l)ee.n steadily applied 
to induce hj^n to move on Joimpore and A/.imgliiir. At length it would seem that an 
immediate invasion in force of .Founjiore ami A/iinghnr is seriously contemplated. 

8. Mchndee Hussun, the Nazim of Souhanimre, is the chief man in the south- 
eastern part of Oude. lie is reported to be a person of some abi'ity. . It is stated that 
he now has a considerable force, estimated at from w.ooo to 10,()u0 men at Hu.isunpore, 
a place near Sultanpore, and about twenty miles within the 'Oude frontier. He is 
believed to be supported by all the talookdars in Snltanpore and Fyzabad, excepting 
Ropstum Sail. There arc several guns with this force, and many other gnus arc scattered 
at various places along the fitmtier. 

9. The reports say that a combined attack has been planned against Jounporcand 
Azimghur, the force for the former to move from Sultanporc, and that for the latter to 
inarch from Fyzabad, along the Gogra, and to be .supported by a simultaneous invasion 
from Goruckpore. On the ]2tli, the Lieutenant-Governor received information that a 
body of men, amounting to 2,000, had crossed the frontier opposite Singramow, a town 
about 20 miles from Jounpore, and it was supposed that were the advanced party 
of a large body, stated at 4,000 to (5,000 men, whieli were thought to be marching to 
make an immediate attack upon Jounpore. These men were .said to be chiefly new levies 
containing many old sepoys, but imt to be regular troops. On the next day, news wfis 
received from Azimghur whicli tallied w'ith that received from Jounpore, and the actual 
advance of what are called regiments of sey)oy.s and ressalahs of Cavalry are spoken 
of. Whatever these so called re,giments and ressalahs may be, the Lieutenant-Governor 
believes that they certainly are not any of our old organised regiments. A soubadar of 
the old 8th Oude Infantry commands at Sultanporc. 

10. In consequence of this invasion it became necessary to recall to Joianpore 
1,200 Goorkhas who had marched to assist in recovering the pergunnahs of Northern 
Allahabad, of which we have been dispossessed by parties from Oiulc. 

11. The intelligence from different sonrce.s of these contemplated movements is 
too consistent not to be worthy of serious attention. Whether the leaders will even- 
tually have the couragd to carry out their schemes is uncertain, but that those schemes 
have been formed there can no longer be any doubt. Nazims and chuckladars have 
been appointed. All preparations have been made at Fyzabad ; a workshop has been 
established for the repair of heavy guns ; at Dilkhoosa House, a quantity of lead has 
been dug up, made into bullets, and dLstributed between Lucknow, Goruckpore, and 
Sultanpore. Vigorous efforts have been made to eiilist on the side of the rebels the 
old talookdars, who appear to have taken, at last, in mass, a decided part against our 
Govenirqpnt. Soldiers are actually in march towards the ironticr, and one party 
has crossed it. Civil officers to administer and settle our districts after conquest have 


l^^Such bciu" the aspect oi aflairs in Oude in relation to these districts between 
the Gogra and the Ganges, it comes n.aturully to be considered, the Lieutenant- 
Governor observes, what means .of defence there are here, whether at present in exist- 
ence or immediately in prospect. It is reasonable t6 expect herealter, as heretpfore, 
extreme want of intelligence, enterprize and spirit, in our adversary ; but it would be 
unreasonable to rely for the safety of our Central Provinces exclusively upon this 
negative resource, for an indefinite length of time. In the Lieutenaot-Governor s 



opinion there are atrong indications that the time requiring active and adequate defensive 
preparations Ints arrived. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor s anticipations, expressed in the last paragraph of 

my letter of the 2nd instant, of an increase to the strength of the troops here, have not 
been ful^led. In consequence, doubtless, of the turn which events have taken at 
Lucknow, all bullock-train parties ni*w daily arriving at Benares have been pushed 
upwards immediately, and apparently are to continue so to be treated. The garrison 
of Allahabad has received an. accession in the Naval Brigade: but, on the other hand, 
the whole military portion of it has gone upwards. The Europeans of that portion of 
the Madras Brigade which has arrived, have also been pushed upwards; and it' has 
become necessary to send the natives of that column, besides the 17th Madras Begi- 
ment from Mirzapore, to the Rewuh frontier, in consequence of the aspect of affairs in 
that State. The other troops alluded to in that letter have not yet arrived. Thus, 
besides the Goorklias, amounting to about 2,400 men, there is no force here along a 
frontier of 100 miles, to repel an invasion from Oude. The rest of the force in these 
districts consists of a small party of 150 Europeans at Ghazeepore, required to guard 
the Opium Factory, and to watch a strong regiment of disarmed sepoys; and about 300 
Europeans and 200 Sikhs, I'orming the garrison of the place of refuge at Hajghaut in 
Benares. / ^ • 

14. It seems to the Lieutenant-Governor that it is a point for consideration, how 
much longer it will be otherwise than imprudent in the extreme, to continue to send 
the whole of the daily arrivals of Europeans nearly half way round the Province of 
Oude, in order to create a pressure upon the rear of the mutineers and insurgents of 
that province from the direction of Cawnporc and Lucknow, whilst our home districts 
are left thus open to them in their front. Assuming the dispatch o/ instant support at 
Lucknow to be a point of jiaramount necessity, it appears to the Lieutenant-Governor 
to be of vital importance to the security of the provinces for the time bping under his 
administration, that as much as possible of that support should be drawn from the 
north-west, (a measure which, perhaps, tire presence of Colonel Greathed's moveable 
column may render possible), in order that at the earliest possible moment the stream 
of Europeans now flowing past this place may be temporarily diverted here, until this 
threatened frontier has received its fair share of the supply. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor naturally feels most nearly interested in the safely of 
the provinces under him. But he observes, that in his judgment their central position, 
and fbe fact that tlie army for the coming operations must be organized in them, and 
must in the first Insiancc look for i Is carriage and supplies only , to them, make their 
safety an imperial object of primary imporUmce. lie thinks, tberetbre, that it is a 
point worthy of cpusideratioii whether in order to tlic security of these provinces, it 
would hot be advisable, after the Lucknow garrison has been secured or withdrawn, to 
organize an army intended for the recovery of Onde and Rohilcund at Benares and its 
neighbourhood. The absence of any river, large or small, to cross upon the way, and 
the sitflation of these districts, lying as they do in immediate contact with the eqd of 
the tract of country requiring to be swept through, are general reasons which seem to 
wei^h, so far as they go, in favour of the measure. But the reason which induces the 
Lieutenant-Governor to touch upon the point, is the security which this plan would 
give to these provinces, and to all below them. For during 'the organization of the 
army, these districts would be amply defended ; and after its march they would have 
nothing of consequence to dread.

E nshed down from above to the Lower Doab; meanv.hile we arc very weak. ■ The 
itherto well-aft'ected pergunnaht; south of the Jumna arc beginning to waver. This may 
he caused by the triple invasion they have suffered ; by the unsettled state of Bewah, .and 
by the unpunished aggression of the Oude people in this district. % .

They represent themselves to be a portion of the 17th Native Infantry, which mutinied at 
Azimgurh, but seemingly the force consists of Bbojpo]’<‘ fugitives, collected from several 
regiments for mutual protection, relurniitg to their homes beyotid Buxar from Delhi and 
Lucknow; several arc wounded. 

Mahamud Hussun, the Nazim of Cloruckporo, has written, offering the rautineera ■ 
service under himself, 'fheir determination is not yet known.

In Oodras Sing's fort at Hhourwa there are tw’o.guns and a 
small one, and 1,000 men, Motie liamrinys Mohndio Hussan is at Hussenpore Buhdooah 
with 2,000 men and 3 guns. Me hath demanded 4 guns from Runjeet Sing of Koodowa, 
hut they were rclused. 

8tn October, J 857. — Received a letter from Fyztihad, .Mehndie Hussan is said to 
have eight regiments and four guns (I don’t believe it, and have seiit to see*). Tehseeldars

He' has sent a m.an to ascertain if this is truc.^ He 
says Mehndie Pussan has no present inteniion of encroacihing on this district, hut he is 
hard y)rossed by Rajeoomars and l^y tlu'se vegiTuents to do so. The time will be favor- 
able when 1,200 Goorkhas shall have lel't for Allahabad, le.aving only 400 here.

— Received information from Saligram Teihseeldar that his release 
had been effected by Rajah Mehesh Narain, and that an many of 3,000 men would mareh 
from Chanda to Siugramow this morning, with a view of attacking Jounpore, headed by 
• Umbres Sing, Chundres Sing, &c., and that there was a reserve of 4,000 or 0,000 men at 
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Hussanporc with the Nazim ready to follow, ^t 0 a.m. this report was confirmed by the 
Budlapure thanadar who heard from hisfatlier at Badsha^uiigc (beyond Hultanporc), where 
he had been seized on. suspicion of being a spy, that four regiments of sej)oys and a 
ressalah of cavalry loft that place four days ago (on the lJ>th of the current Mohomedan 
month) with Hussan Yar Khan and other civil officers to occupy and settle Jounpore. 
Tho like information received from a third quarter, i.e., through Ilingun Lai, with the 
addition of certiiin influeiitial names, as being the instigators of that attack. 1 
suppose this man is Man fcSing’s second brother of that name. Information received 
from Thana Kutghur of a regiment (ressallah) of cavalry moving from Lucknow to 
Porraic in ifilllah Azimghur, intention not known. 

Mchndie Hussan is still at liussanpore : his forces are daily being recruited and 
energetic steps were being taken for an immediate niovt* to ,]ounpore. 

1,3M October, 18o7* — At A.si. a hurkaru came in from Chanda. This man was on 
his way to liussanpore on tin? 1 llh, when he met a force of two new' N a, zeeb regiments, 
under a Mussnlinau Naib Nazim (said to be Mchndie lliiHsairs brother) marching from 
Hussanpyre to Chanda. Tlie messenger returned with them and ascertained that two 
guns and more men were following, jiesides the messenger saw about 300 villagers and 
others collected at Chanda, and learnt that a speedy move (»n dounpore was contemplated. 
He further heard that Mehndie Hussati had 8,000 or 10,000 men, consisting of new 
levies and villagers with him at Hussan pore, and lie has (lepiited a man to get further 
aid from Pertabghiir.

(Telegraphic.) Benares, October 17, 1857. 

I RESPECTFULLY entreat immediate attention, to my public dispatch, dated and 
posted 15th instant. 'Phe reports of yesterday and to-day leave no doubt that the enemy 
has the means and the design of a simultaneous and immediate invasion of^Oounpore and 
Azimghur. The 41.st Regiment has ju.st marched into Tanda, twenty miles from frontier 
of Azimghur. Orders fi'om th6 Oude officials t<)r the collection of supplies for the army 
coming to uproot the infidels, have been discovered and sent to me. The Magistrate of 
Azimghur believes that they will advance in six or seven days, but that they will not be 
prepared to do so before. 1 have no reason to doubt this. That great preparations are 
making is certain. 1 do not think the fronficr can be left with safety to the 2,400 
Goorkhas alone. 1 am convinced that a small body of Europeans with two guns for each 
of the two Goorkha bodies at .Joun})ore and Azimghur lb give them consistency, and a 
good military commander, is now absolutely necessary. I urge the employment eventually 
of two strong wdngs, which will prevent invasion. As an immediate measure, I reCommend 
an order from the t'ominander-in-chief by return telegraphic message, to stop 400 men or 
one wing to act immediately on the frontier according to circumstances.

Extract from Intelligence from the Magistrate of Jounpore, dated October 15, 1857. 

WE heard yesterday from two or three sourcc.s, that the rebel Juggeshur Buksh had 
made good his advance to Budlaporc*, and had taken possession of the thaimah with 400 
men. The thannadar had gone to Singramow to be under the protection of Rundheer 
Sing. 1 disbclie^•ed this information, and thought the rumour might have originated 
from the circumstance oi' .Juggeshur Buksh having been appointed thannadar of Budlapore 
by one of the nazim’s chuckladars. Rundheer Sing sent me copies of four purwannahs 
sent to him hy the rebels, the purport of which is generally calling on Rundhfeer for 
supplies for the Urmy, which is about to descend on Ibis place ; telling him to withdraw 
the men furnished to us, and immediately to join the rebel army with all his forces, 
informing him of the a])poinimeut of . I uggeshur Buksh as thannadar of Budlaxiore, and 
finally urging in very uncomjilimetitary language the extermination of the “ infidel dogs.” 
I have scut for the originals of these,' and will forward them to you on receipt. 

Subsequent information, hoAvevc.r, confirmed the fact of .Juggeshur’s presence at 
Budlapore ; and later in the evening we heard that Phullee Sing had committed a raid 
on one of the chowkees in the jurisdiction of Bukshce thannah, and .had .seized a burkun- 
dauzc,- and had camed him away. I presume these lU’c the j^'kafs preceding the mor^ 
noble enemy.

THE plot is thickening. The rebels seem determined to occupy this and the Azitalgfaur 
district. They apjjcar to be advancing in large numbers. Caraegy’s correspondent's- 
letter is dated 12th instant, and before that time, it was known in the rebel camp that’ the 
Goorkhas were moving out of this district. This has emboldened the enemy very much.

WE are now hearing daily’, I may almost say hourly, by reports from our police and 
*■ revenue statifjns on the border, that an invasion on rather a larger scale is contemplated, 
for the occupation qf this district, by the. agents of the ex-King of Oude.' 

As far as I. can «,scertain, and I believe my information to be tolerably correct, Jye 
Lai Sing and his brother Hance Madhoo have collected some few Sepahis and a large force 
of villagers armed with matchlocks, &c., at two places in the Fyzahad district. Being at 
Tanda and at Mehyadpore, they are depending on the assistance which they have demanded 
from the zcmindyirs and talookdars in their neighbourhood and on our borders, and also on 
the assistance of Pulwars and* other powerful castes. 

They have also, upon tin; authority received from Ihe rebel chief at Lucknow, written 
to Mahomed Hussun, to (^o-operatc with them and bring 4,000 men and guns from 
Goruckporc. 

When all their arrangements are complete, they pro|wse*coming to dispute the right 
to this district with us. • , 

They (Malumicd Hussun and Bance Madhoo), are said do have sevei*al guns with 
them- also.. 

We hear that they hav,e no intention of advancing upon Atrowiia, for seven or eight 
days, and I think this is probable.

Sir, Benares, October 22, 1867. 

I AM directed by the Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinces, to communicate,, 
for the information of tlie Governor-General of India In Council, the following informa- 
tion relating to llewah, Bundclcund, and the Saugor and Nerbudda Districts. His. 
Lordship in Council is aware that the head-quarters and main body of the 17th ‘ 
Madras Native Infantry, a few days ago, with the con.sent of liis Lordship, was pushed 
on from Mirzapore to the Chnttra Pass upon the frontier of the llewah count^; the 
intention being that the regiment should remain tiiere until joined by the 27th Madras 
Native Infantry with the guns under Colonel Carthew, who would command the.brigade; 
after which the Brigadier was to have pushed on cautiously to the town of Bewah, if ... 
he found he could do so prudently. At Rewah the Political Agent, Captain Osbonae, 
has been for some time in a critical ppsition, and apparently in personal danger, from - 
a party in the Rewah Durbar ho.stile to the British Govcrnmdut, and anxions to make 
war upon' us, and to kiiufle a rebellion amongst the Bundlecupd States^ ^ and in our. . 
remaining districts of the Saugor and Nerbudda territories .behind them. * 

2. The original design ifras that this brigade should be strengthened by 200 men, 
of the 10th Foot and 2 guns, now on their march from Dinapore, when, afthf .making a . 
demonstration in Rewah (which in the opinion of the P6li»icdl Agent wouldT havtf Iglly . /j 
answeredfthe purpose of. destroying the power of the adverse factjypn) it nras ijiteiided 
to proceed into tlie Saugor aTiid Nerbudda territories, There, in-, tjbe opinion of,- the 
local officers, its action in co-operation with the liitle Nagpof? column, yvtmld hhTe 
recovered, preserved, and settled all those districts, the. possession, ofwhiph is of cbiW. 
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'InA^ortance to us, as affecting our communication witli the Deccan arid Bombay, and 
as connecting the Saugor and Nerbudda territory with the rest of the Central Krovinces 
undQr this Government. 

There are no organized or disciplined forces to oppose us in those parts, and the 
history of the little Nagpore column, since its arrival in those districts, is sufficient to 
show what infinite good this Madras brigade was capable of doing there, especially in 
co-operation with the irregular levies which its jjresenee would have enabled the local 
officers to raise, and to which it would have imparted strength. It was not doubted by 
the best informed officers, that if this des'gn had been executed, all the southern and 
eastern districts of that great tract of country would have been secured and made as 
quiet and submissive as ever; whilst the risk of a general rising of Bundelcund chiefs 
would have been avoided. It was believed too, tliata very small acce.ssion of European 
strength hereafter, say of 300 or, at the most, .'>00 men, would have been as much as 
would have been desirable for this brigade in that particular country. 

3. The 200 men of the 10th Foot, and the 2 guns with thtim, have been now , 
diverted to a still more pressing .service upon the Oude frontier, hut this would not, the 
Lieutenant-Governor apprehends, have interfered with the advance of the brigade 
which, in th^ same country, must have been o.vpccted to be as secure and effeiuive as 
the Madras Infantry sent up from Is'agpore have been; who, small as their numbers 
were, unquestionably saved the whole division for the time. 

4 . The daj'^ before yestciday, however, orders were received. (by the Lieutenant- 
Governor) which were instantly forwarded and acted upon, under which the brigade 
must either be withdrawn immediately, or within a few days,. as circninstances shall 
determine. If Captain Osborne can, with personal safety join the troops at tlie Chultra 
Pass, near the Rewah frontier, he is instructed to do so, and in tliat case the brigade 
immediately returns to Mivzapore, and thcnco proceeds as fast as possible to Cav/npore. 
The Lieutenant-Governor calculates that Ca])tain Osborne must come to his decision 
to-day, and if he can get to the Pass with salety, it will be his duly under bis orders, to 
proceed thither without an hour’s delay. In this event, therefore, tlic withdrawal will 
commence to-morrow or next day. If Captain Osborne cannot safely attempt to reach 
the Pass, the brigade is to push on to the town of Rewah to rescue him, and then to 

, return, ahd to proceed to Cawnporc as fast as ]>ossil)le. In this event the withdrawal 
will commence by retiring from Rewah about eight or nine days hence, say on the 
'29th or 30th October, and will be completed by the departure from Mirzapore about 
eight or nine days afterwards, say from the 6th to the 8th of November. 'I'here is a 
direct road from Rewah to Allahabad, which the Liculenanl-Governor helieve.s will be 
found practicable, and which, if practicable, .should be taken, as it would save many 
days in getting to Cawnpore. Tf this road is taken, the withdrawal may be said to he 
completed on the day the troops leave Rewah. From the day of the completion of 
the withdrawal, tlie political consequences of the measure will begin to develop them- 
selves. 

15. The Lieutenant-Governor, not being him.self in political relations witli Rewah, 
has no other knowledge of the slate of feeling in that country llian he has derived from 
frequent private correspondence with the agent, and from several per.sonal intervicw.s 
with Lieutenant-Colonel Hinde, the officer who was appointed to .take charge of the 
Rewah levies expected to be raised. 

The Supreme Government, therefore, he is aware, must be much better informed 
generally on this subject than he can be. But he has received, yesterday and to-day, 
private letters from Captain Osborne which, as they be.ar directly, and very strongly 
upon the question of the withdrawal of the brigade, thougli written when the agent had 
not the least expectation of such an event ; he thinks it hi.s duty to coimnunieale in 
substance without delay to the Governor-General in Council. 

G. On the 18th October, Captain Osborne writes from Rewah thus: — 

“ I am in great hopes that everything will be put quiet here without recourse to 
arms, as any conffict would interrupt our dfik communications. The presence o( the- 
force in possession of the ghaut has had a most beneficial effect; but at present any 
retrograde movement would be ruination, as it would be attributed to fear. 

"The troops will not meet with any opposition on tlieir march throuwU the 
territory.” . “ 

On the 19th October, the same officer writes thus: — 

“ Things here are fhr from right, but rebel sirdars are gone off’ to Saha, we.st of 
Mungaba. I think they will try to seize the Kusowta District, belonging to Bunspottee. 
Sing in Allahabad District. I have sent notice to Chester to be on the look out for 
them. All the Bundela chiefs are collecting troops ostensibly to attack Banda, who is

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jto ha:ve sent routineers against Hajeeghuf, but I beVieve tfiey are up to' some 
mischief. If, by the end of tins month, we are not all powerful, they will rebel. The 
presence of the force at the ghauts has done au immense deal of good where is the 
column to go — to Jubbulpore.

h7. As show'ing what the consequences in Bnndelcund of the withdrawal of the 
brigade will be, in the oj>inion of an intelligent officer, whose presence for. several 
weeks past as a refugee at the court of one of the rajahs of that country (the Rajah of 
Punnan) has -given him peculiar advantages iit ascertaining 1 he .sentiments and ruling 
ideas of the Boondelah chiefs, I am directed to give the following extracts of a letter 
from Mr. Coles, written on the 17th October, from Ilewah, and addressed to the Com- 
missioner of this division, Mr. Tucker. 

“ I wrote you a hurried note last evening, begging urgently that the Chuttra Pass 
may be held at all risks.” 

. After mentioning, as a possible eontingency, the withdrawal of the regiment from 
the Pass, the writer goes on to say:— 

• “ Were this to be the case, it w»>nld be r.iitious; the occupation of the place has 
had a very good effect, ami were tlie*trooj)s to retire, the short-sighted mortals we have 
to deal with would at once construe it into lonr, and there is no saying w’hat it would 
lead to. The troops are quite secure at the Pass. 1 do not think any one^ would dare 
to touch them, and if tliey did, onr force ^vould be more than a match for 2,000 
of the rabble we have about here. There is another reason why the Pass should be 
occupied by us. Theitli (Cavalry (Madra.s) from Jubbulpore are under orders to 

P roceed to the North-West; this is their only road, and they will require to have the 
'ass open ; perhaps they may w'ant some Infantry to meet them, tjterefore I hope 
there will be no alteration in the arrangements of strengthening the force already at the 
Pass.’’ ' 

,8* Should it be considered that in thus piominently bringing to the notice, of the 
Government of India the affairs of a State with which he has no political relation, the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Central Province.^ is going beyond his province, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor desires me lo entreat that the position of this country on the map may 
be adverted to. Rewah commands three of the Gangetic Districts of these Provinces, 
and its frontier is less than thirty miles from the fort of Allahabad, and little more from 
the town of Mirzapore. It forms always the only convenient, and now the only possible 
link of communication hetw’een the Lieutenant-Governor’s position at Benares or 
Allahabad, and the Saugor and Nerbudda Provinces which are under him ; for it 
cannot, by reason of physical obstacles, be turned oil the. East ; and Bandah oh the 
West is already enemy’s country, not to speak of the postal road between Bengal and 
Bombay. Upon the amity and tranquillity of llcwah depends the communication with 
Nagpore, to which the Ideiitenanl-Governor has hitherto been looking with confidence 
for large supplies of carriage and cattle f(»r the array now arriving here. Moreover, 
politically, the fate of such of the districts of the last-mentioned provinces as we 
continue to hold is, on all hands, acknowdedged to depend, for the present, upon the 
conduct of Rewah. Even the circumstance that the ndease of all the Thugs in India 
will be the certain consequence of the lo.s,s of these provinces for a single day, is not 
one to be disregarded by the J.icutenaiit-Govci nor. 

9. The present condition of the Saugor and Nerbudda territorieti is better 
described in the following extract from a private letter from the Commissioner, Major 
Erskine, dated the IGlh October, from Jubbulpore, which the Lieutenant-Governor 
received yesterday, than in any official document in his pus.session. 

" The people here, even the Chiefs, appear to take little notice of our successes irt 
Delhi and Lucknow, indeed it i^ questionable if they believe the reports; and, from all 
I can learn, they only look to local matters. I lately sent your Private Secretary 
extracts from a private letter to my address, from the Superintendent of Nagode, in 
which he gave a very unfavourable opinion of the feelings of the chiefs in Bundelcund 
towards, us, and 1 have since heard more on the same subject, both from him and others, 

. which confirms me in the belief that if we do not get a considerable reinforcement here, 
•and if a deinonstraiion is not early made in Banda, nearly the whole of the independent 
chiefs in Bundlecund will rise against us. , • 

“ In and all round this district, numerous thakoors have risen, with their followers, 
and are plundering every village not close to Jubb'dpore. In the Choaipatha Per- 
gunnah, Zillah Nursiqgpore, on the north of the Nerbudda, many thakoors and 
Pathan chiels huA'e lately risen, and after combining their followers, nave taken pos- 
session of the greater part’ of our villa”es and police posts there. The Deputy Com- 
missioner can, at the most, only protect his station and the portion of his district to 
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> the ^outh of the IN'erhudda with the weak wing of the Mkdrns regimfeni at his disposal ; 
amfif the chiefs to the south of the river risej which he expects, he will not be able to 
save his rich district. 

“In Hoshungabad, the pergunnah to the south of the Nerbudda- is in a very 
troubled state, and the police have been beaten out of it. The Deputy Cotntiiissioner, 
too, is out with two weak companies of Madras fufantry and two guns, but it would be 
dangerous to the larger jjart of this district to cross the river and leave his station and 
chief towns unprotected. The 28th liugiment Madras Native Infantry is weak, arid is 
divided between these two fine districts, Nursiugpore and Hoshungabad- 

“ At Jubbulpore we have not 400 Madras Infantry in tlie station, and they have to 
. guard the city, station, magazine, troasiire, artillery park, ainl 1 40 disarmed meriof the 
52nd Native Infantry, consequently there is hardly a man off duty. I have sent two small 
parties of Infantry and Cavalry on the IJfeccau road, but, having no tnorc Infairiry to ■ 
send, out to put down rebellion, the ofheer commanding here, very properly, dries not 
wish to send out Cavalry parties alone, or with guns, into a jungly swampy country. 

“ My tijrce Bundelcund districts, dalouii, Jhansi, and Chnntlaree, as well as Doinah, 
yon are aware, are not at present in our possession. Saugor and Mundlah are in a .state 
of anarchy, and without troops! ‘ I am helple.ss. 

“1 do not like a large nintinous force of '.some four or live r'^giimmts. lying at 
Banda, and the mutinous .Wnd llegiment Bengal Native Infanti’y still reinaining in the 
hilly jungles of this di.strict; they are all evidently awaiting orders from someone; and, 
together with the rebel Nawab of Banda, and Rajahs of .Slialighiir and Banpore. have 
a number of guns, and may ere long make a conibined attack on either Saugor or 
Jubbulporci 

“We want more infantry. Madrasees might do, with a few hundred Europeans, 
but Mr. Plowden, at present, has iione to send us. I earnestly hope yon will soon be 
able to send us some assistance to enable me to restore peace here and in the rest of 
the Saugor and Kerbudda Districts.” 

10. Having afi'orded the Governor-General in (Council all the means in his posses- 
sion of Judging of the extent of the sacrifice here, and in Central India, which the 
withdrawal of the Madras Brigade from hence will involve, and which has to be weighed 
against the evil in Upper India, which the wapt of it at Lucknow may cause, the ‘ 
Lieutenant-Governor believes he has done no more than' the Governor-General inCouncil 
would have expected of him. 

11. It is true, the Lieutenant-(iovernor observes, that if Captain Osborne finds it 
.safe to join tlie force at the Pass, the tiling will have been tlecided before this letter 
reaches your office, but in the contrary event, several days must eliijise before the 
brigade can commence its march to Cavvupore. Jf it letnrils to Mirzapore it can hardly, 
the Lieutenant-Governor thinks, be cx])cetcd at Cawnporc before lhe2Ulh of November : 
the question then seems this : will the evils which the presence of this brigade at 
Cawnporc a month hence may be expected to prevent, be greater or less than the 
immediate evils which its continued action in this quarter may be expected to prevent? 
As the Lieutenant-Governor has no responsibility in regard to the decision of this 
question, after he has stated the parts concerning the Central Provinces which bear 
upon it, and as indeed he sees only one .side of the question, he docs not venture to 
express an opinion upon it.

IN continuation of my letter of the 22hd instant, I am^ directed by the 
Licntenant-Govcrnor to state, for the information of the Govcrnoi-General of Iridia in 
Council, tliat the Lieutenant-Governor this morning received a letter from Captain 
Osborne, dated at Rewah the 21st instant, in which that officer acknowledges the receipt 
of tlie Govemor-GcneraPs order conveyed* to him by the^ Lieutenant-Governor, and 
writes as fbllows : — , . 

“ I am happy to say I have been able to put things all right here. The presence of 
, . M2 
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thp wing at Loriadur relieved me from the unpleasant position in which I was placed, 
and ansdsted mo very greatly in arranging matters. ' 

V 4 w The Sirdars this morning gave up the man of the 50th they had seized, and threw 
theihselves on the mercy of the British Government, , As severe; me^ures just now hro 
noft politic, I pardoned them, deprived tfie man of his arms and ac(^ou(rements, and ordered 
him to join his reginient. The Rajah has expressed hfe deep regret at . the outbreak. 
The dignity of the British Government has tints btjen asserted, and the territory put 
quiet. The latter is of great importance for the following reasons : — - 

“All the Chiefs in Bundelcnnd having assured Rewah if he rebels they all 
rebel. • ' ‘ * 

“ Daily at. least, 200 bullocks laden with grain pass tltrough en route to Mirzaporc. ’ 

“ The Commissioner, Saugor and Nerbudda territories, requires reinforcements 
which most probably will have to go from these parts, and 100 miles of the road lies 
Ihroijgli Rewah ; therefore it is a great thing that they should pass tliroiigli imniolestod. 

“ The Rajah has paid up his troops and declares himself strong enough now to put 
down any outbreak ; things being in this state, I consider it my ibity to remain here, 
where I can be of great service.” 

2. Captain Osborne in tins letter urges the detention of a part of the Madras 
Brigade that it may hold the Clnittra Pass at least for tlircc or four days, as he thinks 
immediate withdrawal of ( lu; force will have a bad effect. TIkj Lieutenant-Governor has 
informed him that having eonv(yed to the Brigadier tlic ordeA of tl)e Government of 
India to return and (o i^rocced without delay to Cawnporc, immediately upoh Captain 
Osborne joining the force, he is not at, liberty to interfere with the arrangement; and, 
that he considers that, according to the spirit of the orders of Government, it will be tlic 
business of Brigadier Carthew to act, in cons(j(iuenec of tl)e favorable turn which 
affairs have take^i at llcwali, and tlie determination of Captain Osborne to remain there, 
exactly as if Captain 0.sborue liad left Rewah, and had joined him at the Kuttra 
Pass.' 

3. It being a setth'd tiling that the Brigade is to act in Uie direction of Catvnporc 
and not in tliat of Central India, the Lieuteuaut-Governor has no doubt that the sooner 
the Brigade gets to its di'stination, the more valuable its services there will be; and 
therefore even if he had felt himself at liberty to detain them a few days, as the agent 
wishes, lie would not have thought it exju'dient to do so. 

4. A copy of this letter has been sent to Brigadier Carthew for his information,

I AM direc'ted to aeknowledgii the r<*eeipt of yonr Icttci’s of the 22nd and 23rd 
instant, communicating information regarding the state of affairs in Rewah, Buudelcimd, 
and the Saugor territories, and the effect of the presence of the troops at the Chuttra 
Pass under Brigadier Carthew. 

2. In rejily I am directed to aeijuaint }ou that the Governor-General in Council 
considers that the Lieutenant-GoM'rnor has actetl properly in not. sanctioning the deten- 
tion of a part of the Brigade at (he ('huttra Pass, even for a few days. 

3. At the .same time I am diircted to convey to the Lieutenant-Governor the assur- 
aiicc that he has done nothing more than the Governor-General in Council would have 
exiKicted of him in urging forcibly and clearly the great importance of defending Rewah. 
The value of maintaining that country in ])cace, geographically,^ politically, and as a 
source of a supply- for our troops elsewhere, is thorouglily appreemted by the Governor- 
Goueral in CouuciU but interests of still greater value are at stake at Lucknow. 

4. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor is probably not fully aware of, the helpless condition ift 
which Sir .Tanu's Outrpm’s force, joined to the original garrison and. inmates of-tlie 
residency, now tind.«! itself; that tliey are powerless to procure any supplies; that their 
stock is barely sutlicient, witli reduci'd r.ations, to last for three weeks from this time ; 
that the nature of the desperate .struggle by wliich General Havelock reached the 
Residency (the particulars of which have been received only vvitliin the last three days) 
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was such as to show that Sir James Outram h?us not oxag'g:eratcci Jus iieect in asking for 
tWb brigades of 2,500 men e^aclx as a means of rescue, and tliat it is pliysically Inipoisibie 
for the Government of India to collect a force of more tliau 4000 in all for tliat purpose 
^ithin the time allowed. Meanwhile, each day confirms tho account of the con- 
vergence of some thousands of mutineers and rebels with Artillery towards Cawnpore, 
and the aspect of things, as wpll as the value of the stake is such, that the Commander- 
in-chief has felt it to be a duty, and the Governor-General in Cotmcil has^ readily 
acquiesced in liis Excellency’s view, to proceed to take the command of tho relieving 
column in person. 

' 5. The Govcruor-Gcncval in Council could not in such an exigtiney have consented 

to any withholding of troops for pur))oscs which will have no cfToct at l-dicknovv, and he 
therefore entirely approves of the communication made by tho Lientcnaut-tjiovorn^r lo 
Captain Qsborne and Brigadier Carthew. , - 

6, The Governor-Cirencral in (Council dc'siros to say bj'oadly and plainly that he 
would consider the sacrifice of the garrison in Lucknow as a far greater calamity and 
reproach to the Government than an otilbreak of the Rewah or Bimdelctind States^ 
even if followed by rebellion and- temporary loss of our authority in our own territories 
on the Nerbudda. Moreover, the fate of the Km*opeans at Lucknow if they are not 
rescued spteedily and effectually is (:(;rtain, whereas the well deso’vcd success which lias 
hitherto attended the admirable courage and judgment of Captain Osborne give some 
hope that peace may still'bc preserved in Rewah even though troops be not immediately 
sent there. 

7. I am directed to request that the Lieutenant-Governor will make tlu; v«^iil state 
of things, and tlic impossibility of sending present help, known io Major Erskine, tho 
Commissioner of Saugor.

Memorandum for Lieu tenant- Colonel Siraeliej/. 

Benares, October 1.3, 1857. 

Sheds . — The sheds on the road are, generally speaking, iusutiicient to contain eighty 
men. At Nowrungabad the shod is very small and bad ; at Thowjiarun tliere is none 
whatever. 

Charpoys . — There arc charpoys re(|uired at all the stations. At .fehanabad there 
are only about a dozen. Care should be taken to jircviait the soldiers deslroying them, 
which they are apt to do for the sake of getting the cord to lie up their things. 

Privies . — At all those stations, soldiei*s’ car. ]> jirivies should bo dug and filled in ' 
from dhy to day. The privies sliould be fnrnislied with a .sun shade, wliich could bo 
moved forward daily. 

Linchpins . — Arrangements should be made to supply each bullock train with spare 
linchpins, a hammer, c^irds, and nails, and a rest for tho wheels wliilo greasing. 

Soane . — -At the Soane River, I think the column should be met by some European 
(a uon-comraissioned officer) who would be able to explain the mode of passage to the 
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labd, who, if* unaccompahi^ by an iritarjireter, is 
in understanding the amiigements. 
y GHingei , — The same remark as tp the Ganges. 
t^c&s . — The officers’ accommodation is generally sufficiehtfor the ptiri>o4e, but at 
tJehree half the bungalow is occupied bv the officer in charge of stores, aiid the other 
half by the clerks of the electric telegrapli. • 

In the foregoing hastily written remarks, I beg 1 may not be understood to make 
any compljiint whatever, as I know that many of these defects are unavoidable, and I 
believe that all, or most of them (trivial as they are) are about to be remedied.

Mr. Solano to th’e Lieutenant-dovernor of Bengal. 

Sir, Calcutta, September 30, 1857. 

AT an audience which / had with your Honor on the 22ud ultimo, I profei*red my 
services to Govorinnent in connection with the present rebellious state oi^ Behar and 
Shahabad, olTering to raise a mounted force' of 300 men or more, in the manner and for 
the purposes detailed in the seipicl. Your Honor was graciously pleased to mention that 
my energy of character and capabiltics were not unknown to Government, but, doubling 
perhaps the successful issue of my scheme, negatived it chiefly on the ground of my 
alleged unpopularity with the natives of those districts. 

2. To this objection I would siinjily state, that I have for the last eighteen years 
carried on my business as a planter and zemindar in the districts of Shaliabhd and Behar, 
where I have been eminently successful. In Behar there is not anothci* European settler, 
while in Shahabad, without one exception, every European has been driven in ruin from 
the field, though (here have been among tliem men of undoubted talent and abilities. The 
District of Behar is as rich and pregnant in indigo and other agricultural resources as 
any in India, aiid the same may he said of Shalial'iad ; but to what can the absence of 
all European settlers in the one (except myself), and their entire failure in the other 
district, be attributed ? Surely not to accident, for planters in those part^, unlike those 
of Bengal, seldom, if ever, suffer from inundation or other fortuitous, disasters. The 
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cat^s, then, tq ^hich these rasnlts may be traced, are : 6rsf, tliejqharacterof the people, 
for they are as wicked and turbulent as any in India ; and, , secondly, tKeir extreme 
hostility and innate aversion to European settlers. Beiup; tliiis drcuthstanced, can it be 
a matter of surprise to your Honor or reproach to me that 1 should never have cotirtod 
more popularity from such people ? But I feel })orsua(ltHl that yoiii* Honor will bo 
■ equally candid in conceding to me also a certain amount of popular nuinagoment, for 
without it I contend that I should have been unable to stem IIuj current of wickedness, 
violence, and hostility, which have mined and driven away all oilier European settlers 
from those districts, nor could I have maintained my ground so succtjssfully, and for the 
long period of eighteen years, without possessing a large amount of influence arhong the 
natives of all classes ; and it is this influence, combined with my extensive local Experience, 
which I would now'^ place at the disposal of Government. 

3. Self-rcspcct, pcrliajis, onglit to have deterred mefnan again j)rossiiig my scheme 
ppon your attention ; bnt when 1 see that the capture of tlu' chief relads appears to be 
more and more distant ; that matters in Hhahabad and Ib'har are daily proceeding fii^oni 
bad to worse ; that all my factories (as well as all other jn'operty of Hnroja'ans} have 
been cither burnt or otherwise destroyed ; that the local authorilies, after repeated 
applications, are quite unable to afford me protection, or punish the criminals, and that 
there is nothing' left to me, after my twenti-five years inci'ssanl labour an<l anxiety, but 
a heap of ruins (and thisds the cast; with all other Europeans in Shahabad), I thinlk it is 
time to come forward, botli on public and on private grounds, and to submit once more 
for your Honor’s most mature consideration a schenu; which 1 Iccl confident will secure 
the good order of tlie above districts, proU*ct the livt-s and j)ro])erty of Europeans, and, 

■ at the same time, seenrt; the capture of those who li!\ve caused' so much disorder 
and niin. 

4. 1 propost! raising a force of 300 picked sowars (or more if reqnir(!d), Government 
appointing oflicors to command them ; the pay of t*ach man b(!ing 20 rupees a montli, 
and every man jtroviding his own horse, as is dont! by the Irregular Cavttlry. This force 
is to act in concert with fifty EuTO])eans or Sikhs. It shall consist of men selected from 
among my own ryots, whose relations may have been known to me as resptictable and 
trustworthy, and who may have their lands and oilier valuable interests in my own 
villages, circumstances which will afford a malt'rial giiavanlt.'c for their faithfulness ; 
bnt, in addition to this, I would also taki' heavy and sufficient securities from every man 


joining. 

/>. This force could bo raised and oquijipcd for action within one month from the 
date of the (jfovernment order sanctioning the measure: it could he paid from the 
confiscated property of the vohels, without putting Government to any expense, and it 
would have full emjiloymcnt in carrying out any or all of the following purposes : 

1st. The capture of Baboo Koer Sing and his brother Ummer Sing. The way^ in 
which they have used Phiropcaii property in Shahabad, and their atrocities to British 
soldiers, would cause me to leave nothing undone to securi! their apprehension, wherever 
they ma}' go in or out ol' the above districts. 

2ndly. In capturing mutineers and deserters, a considerable number of whom reside 
in or about the districts in question. 

3rd. In recapturing the large number of prisoners 'who have been liberated by tlio 
mutineers from the Arrah and Bchar gaols. From the bad cliaraeters of these jirisoners, 
and so long as they arc at large, no security can be expected. 

4th. In apprehending all such persons as may have joiju'd or aided and abetted the 
^ mutineers, either in plunder or any other unlawful acts. 

6. From the circumstance of the men composing this force being long, and, in most 
instances, hereditary residents of the districts in wliich it is proposed to employ them, it , 

. would render thorn peculiarly fitted for carrying out; the above; inqwrtant purjeoses. 
They would be perfectly familiar with pbiccs and localities, and eqUally so witli individuals 
and families (advantages which the regular troops of the line would not jiossess), and 
whidh advantages, I submit, would tend not only to facilitate tlu; work in hand, but 
aflbrd a probable guarantee that none but actual offenders will he apprelicnded, and 
madE over to be punished according to law.* 

7. Your Honor must be aware that neither the police, as at prosei’l constituted, nor 

the Ziilah functionaries, on account of their varioius and arduous duties, are equal to the 
successful performance of tlie duties above pointed out ; and (ho cordial co-operation of 
Europeans, situated as I am, if duly encouraged and approciaft'd by Government, may 
result in considerable public good. ^ 

8. The force, when nof employed ou any other special service, otight to be located 
either at Daondnuggur or Bnllt^a, both places being on the banks of the Soane, very distant 



from, any Sudder station ; and the consequence is that ordinarily the pdice is weak, but, 
under existing; circumstances, it would be wholly inoperative either in checking; crime' or 
apprehending olFondcrs- Both Daoudnaggur and Bullea are equi-^istaut (about 40 miles) 
from. Arrah, Buxar, or Gya, but, only twelve miles from the Grand Trunk Road. 
Besides achiev ing the objects above j)oiuted out, the location of the force at either of the 
above places would be a most <‘ssent.ial and useful auxiliary to the existing protective 
measures on tJie (irand Trunk Road, inasmuch as it would ensure the safe transit of the 
•large amount of traffic passing througli tlie muncrous branch roads intersecting the 
' bank.'! of t lie Soane at both the places above indicated. This traffic consists chiefly of 
grain of every kind, and would find its way to Raneegunge or Dinapore. Need 1 point 
out, with reference to our present military operations, the vital importance of protecting 
this traffic, and securing it for the benefit of our camps in general. 

9. To ensure the successful working of iny plan, and to aid the Government generally 
. whj^thcr in carrying out. flic objects above-mentioned, or in securing carriage and supplies 
of every kind for its troo])s, I will devote niy entire time and energies ; and, with this 
view, I propose ajipointing a manager to look alter my indigo factories and other landed . 
interests, wliile I will most cheerfully take up my quarters with the officers and men 
composing (his fwoe, enduring all the risks, hardships, and privations, which may befal 
them. My long residence among this iieoplc, a thorough knowledge of themselves and 
of their language, ilio huge cstablishmenl. in my service, the amount of influence which 
I possess in the two distrurts, and a thorough knowledge of all its localities, would, in 
conjunction with other circumstances, 1 feel confident, ensure the complete and successful 
operation of the force. 

10. The position and powi^rs which 1 ought to hold in accompanying this force rest 
entirely with Government. 1 u oidd sinq »ly state here. that, it would be wholly incompatible 
with my feelings, and the motives which actuate mo in coming forward, to ask or receive 
any salary from Government, d'his I m ithcr expect nor would accept. 

11. In conehision, I beg to observe that, inde])cndently of general considerations, 
there are special and most cogent reasons why the districts in question ought to bo 
jiromptly taken in liand and spi'cdily restored to order and tranquillity. For some time 
past there has been a Comparalive. cessation of agricultural pursuits beyond Allahabad,- 
and as this must contiinn^ for sonic time l.o come, owing to the march of our troops 
upwards, it is not difficult t.o forsec that it will bo ju'oductive (if not of famine) of great 
want au(i a considerable amount of huniau suflering in the Upper Provinci's : but this 
calamitous state of tilings will bo more certain apd cxtensivi', and must aflect the Lower 
Provinces also in tlie same ilcgroe, if agricultural ])ursuils be (as they are at present) 
stopped for some time longer in (he districts comprising the Behar circle, -for I need 
hardly point, out to your llonor the immense quantity of grain of every kind wliich is 
grown and harvested in tliose districts during tlie cphl seasons of every year; and it is 
<5vident that until a strong force is stationed in the most distant parts of the -above 
districts (such as Daudiiuggur) ready to move to any required spot and support the police,' 
the agricuiiural classi's will no! resume their labors, nor can order and tranquillity be- 
expected to be establislied in the several districts comprising the Behar circle, nor the 
agricultural and commercial interests of the country be efficiently protected.

Minute hy the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated October 20, 1857. 

WIIAT I undorstaud Mr. Solano to desire is, that the Government should pay and 
offici'r a body of mounted police, which lie is to raise, and the operations of- which he is 
to d inict ; receiving no pay, but exercising such i>awer and authority as the Government 
may think fit 110 confer upon him. 

The special dnty of this momited police is to be the apprehension of mutineers and 
ctthers engaged in the late disturbances, in Zillahs Behar, and Shahabad, and the sup- 
pression of ih(‘ disorders now existing hi some parts of those Zillahs and the arrest of 
Koer Sing, Uinmer Sing, and other notorious leaders of insurgents. 

The reports received from the Oommissiouer of the divisaon, and from the local 
officers, show undoubtedly that a*fgood deal of disorder is prevaleiit in parts of the Behar , 
(Gya) District, and over a large portion of Shahabad. This seems to be occasioned 
part ly by the lurking in many of the village!ii|i|^ mutinee/ sepoys whom the villagers are 



unwillmgt and the police afraid, to lay hands on, partly by the influence of Koor Sing‘, 
and a general belief that he is soon to return to his estate victorious, and partly by itUe 
opportunity now afforded to thieves, released convicts, and criminals of vaviousVlcscri}!- 
tions, to prey upon the coniniunity at a lime when t;onfusion prevails over largi^ parts of 
;the country, and the police are in many places cowed, Jujlpless, and ineffective. 

The rise of Koer Sing, and th(i progress through the district of the mutinous 
sepoys from Dinapore, comjilotcly disorgani/ed the Zillali of Sliuhabad ; and a consider- 
able part of the Western Pergunnahs of Zillali HcJiar uere ad'ected in t he same nvaiinor ; 
so that all factories were plundered and abandoia d, and all European resid(‘Jits were 
constrained to fly for thqir pcreonal safety, and have not yid bm'ii able to rcLnru. 

About the same time the abandonment of Gya and Kowadali, under the operation 
of Mr. Tayler’s unfortunate orders, excited disturbances in the central and eastern 
portions of ZilliUi Beliai’, which liad scai*c(‘Iy subsided wlton the mutinous .5tli Irregular 
Cavalry made a pi’odatory and devastating inarcli through Uu' 7-illah from east to west, 
plundering and levying contributions at every sb;}), carrying off women, and spreading 
terror and confusion all around tlu'iu. • 

Apparently this terrible niarcli is now.in the act ol‘ being repeated over nearly the 
same ground by the mutinous eomj)anies of llui .*i2nd NatiNc Infantry, from Deoghnr, 
who, when they were last lieard of, liad suee«'('d('d in getting, uneluicked, to a position 
almost parallel with Slierghotty, and were not \mlikely to gel to Gya beforci the small 
force of Major English, which has be(‘n ordered to t hat idaej*. 

While this is tho condition of the /illuhs of Hehar south of the Ganges, those on 
the north are said to be in imminent [leril of an inroad from the (hide rebels, who have 
seized on (joruekporo, and who possess gnus to assist iIkmu in any attack which they 
may be disposed to attem|)l. 

Meantime the pi*essing exigcmeies of the service to I lie north west of Bohar, and the 
all-engrossing importance of the relief of Lucknow, do not permit of the expectation of 
military assistance from the Supreme Goveriuneul. And though Major English, with a 
small body of Europeans, lias bemi directed to (h'feml Gya from tiie mutinous conipauies 
in question, his operations are not to be eoiitiuned if it. slumld bo found that the head- 
quarters of that regiment now at Sooree, lifty ihih's east of Gya, should remain obedient. 
In that case Major English is to willidraw from the flel’enet.' of Gya, and proceed uj) the 
Grand Trunk Road to Benares. 'I'hore lias been some diday in Major English’s ))rogress 
to Gya, owing to orders he has received from the military authorities to stand fast for 
some time at Sherghotty. 

So also to the north of the Ganges it has boon found by the Supremo Government 
absolutely impossible to afford any military aid wliati'ver except in permitting the march 
of the Goorkhas from Scgowlec to »Sewan. But as these are few in numbers, and with- 
out guns, the unavoidable condition lias been imjiosc'd ujuni their aid, that it shall not 
be made aggressive. And the same has necessarily bi'cn ordered regarding Captain 
Sotheby’s Naval Brigade, which the Supreme Government, has allowed to be employed 
(if it can be moved for that purpose) in the detenee of Chujira itself, or of any position 
on the Gogra. 

There can be no cjucstiou, therefore, that the ease of the zillahs of Behar, under 
the Commissioner of Patna is one of no little diflicidty, and that, it re(|uires only a vci'v 
small turn of ill fortune to convert what is now an obviously thveatimiug danger into a 
ruinous and wide-spread calamity. And intelligence has this day arrivc'd that the inroad 
from Gortickpbre into Sarun has actually begun. 

The matter is all the more fraught with anxiety in consequence of the importance 
of these districts to tlic opium, and through the opium to the land rcivenue ; and if the 
one should fail to any large extent, so proportionally will fail the other. 

The usual opium advances of the si'ason have been oidered in CImpra, I’irhoot, 
and Chumparun. In Zillah Behar the entire usual advance could not be made with 
safety, and in Shahabad none has been ventured iq)on at all. 

But though it is very necessary to make a strenuous eifort to defend the valuable 
and important districts of the Behar Pvovinci!, and to reduce to order those parts of them 
which are now in disordgy, and for this purpose it is obvious that reliance must be had 
entir^y ui>on. local resources, since circumstanees prevent tlie possibility of military aid, 
I am decidedly of opinion that it would be inexpedient to accede to Mr.'Bolano’s projiosi- 
tion, for reasons which I will not here state at length, but whicli I have verbally 
submitted to the Governor-General, and which will be suflieiently rinclerstood by all, 
whether European or native, who are acquainted with that part of the country in wliieh 
Mr. ^lana has carried on his business for the last- .eighteen or twenty years, and with 



the character which is generally .lltribntocl tnhim in that neighbourhood and even much 
beyond if,. ’ ‘ : 

. .1 am satisfied that the project devised by Mr. Solano, as sketched in tlie letter he 
has submitted, would not turn ont in the execution satisfactory to the (Sovernment or' 
to the peojde. 

' It mast be allowed, however, that Mr.* Solano lias, with many others, been peir^ 
sonally a great loser, by tixe late disorders in th<' Sliahabad and Behar zillas,’aud that 
he will be unable to make any.attempt towards the ri'-establishmeiit of his affairs until 
the country is again brought into an orderly and pf?aceable condition. 

' It therefore urgently behoves tlie Government, while rejecting tlie scheme for this 
purpose, which one of the siifTercrs has proposed, to give the niost earnest lieed to what- 
ever may be possible for the restoration of orilcr and tranquillity, and the renewal of 
agricultural industry in these and Iho ueiglibonring zillahs. 

With this view 1 propose, with the eoncurrimre and approval of the Governor- 
Genftjral in Council, to instruct Mr. Saimiells, the Commissioner of Patna, to lose no 
time, with the aid of Major Nation, conunanding the Nujeebs; or Patna Station 
•Guards, in bringing that body into an organization resoinbling that of Captain 
Rattray’s police corps, and to olpccr it in a simil.ir manner. The Nujeebs liave not all 
behaved alike during the past troubles. Some of them, as at Gya, joined tlie rebels 
and plunderers, -and fired upon the hhiglish officers : some showa^d hesitation and a 
doubtfnl allegiance ; but the far larger part havi' behaved loyally and gallantly; and it 
is piobable that where they havefaile<l, it. ha.s been greatly owing to di'fi'clive organiza- 
tion, too long service in one part, of the couniry, and above kll to the want of English 
officers, there Ixiing only one in the whole oorjis. 

Captain Rattray, with about .‘^50 of Ibis eoiqis is at Di'lirce, 150 men of that corps 
are with Mr. Wake in Sliahabad, and 150 at Jlazareebaugb, liesides detacliments in 
other places. Cajitain Rattray is no doubt doing excellent service on the banks of the 
Soane, besides extending bis operations as far as the foot of Rliotas on the south. But 
for the present it has been absolutely ncce.ss;iry to recall him towards Gya, in order that, 
on the departure westward of Major English and his detacliment of Eiii*opeaiis, Captain 
Rattray may do his best to intercept tiie mutineers of the 32iid, and also the ratlier 
large remains of the mutinous Ramghnr Battulioii, of whom the main body were so 
signally defeated by Major English at Chittra. And to aid him in this he has been 
instructed as soon as possible to draw in his detachment from llazarccbaiigh. 

With Captain Rati ray’s corps, and the Patna Nujeebs, as soon as they can be made 
properly available, T trust Mr. Saimiells may b(* able to juit down disturbance in the 
districls under liis control ; and in tlie ineanlirne, until the new organization can be fully 
effected, lie will doubtless be able to jtroduce a good, effect by an immediate extension 
and improverae.nt of the existing police esfablislnnenls, for which the fullest encourage- 
ment has been given by the Goviwnmcnt of India, and a large assistance by means of 
their prompt and liberal compliance with my reeoininciuiation for an increase in the 
expenditure allowed in the department of polict* in all the zillahs of Behar. 

I would add, when snbmittiiig the proposit ion for the consideration of the Governor- 
General in Council, that, in asking to be allowctl to place the Patna Nujeebs bn the 
proposed new footing, I ani anticipating a ^Mirtion of a plan which t am' about to lay- 
before his Lordship In Council, for the establishment of several such police corps, in 
order to strengthen the civil pou er in the Low<n* Provinces, and, at the same time, to per- 
form most of the duties which, in tinie.s ])ast,liavc biien, at the call of the civil authorities, 
jierformed by the native trooiis of (he Bengal arni> . 

Just as this paper is ooncludi'd, I liave heard of the mutiny-, on tlie evening pfthb 
17tli, at Ramporo llaut, of another detachment of the 32rid Native Infantry, who, like 
their predecessors, have gone westward, and will no doubt follow nearly in their track. 
This will make it the more needful for Captain Rattray to yiroceed towards Gya withoiit 
delay, to as.sist in the di'fcncc of that place, and in intercepting, if possible, this new 
bodv of nmtineors, wdio mav, perhaps, be followed bv a force from Raiieegnnge.

I AM directed to acknowledf^e the receipt of yonr letter, dated the 20th 
instant, forwarding a minnte bv tin; Lientenant-Governor, relative to Mr. Solano’s 
proposal to raise a body of horse for. service in th(^ Shahabad District, aiid to the 
ro-organir.ation of the Patna Station Guards on the footing of Captain Kattray’s Bengal 
Police Corps?. . 

2. The Governor-General in Camncil authorizes tln^ ’ Lientenant-Governor to 
. proceed with the re-organization of the Station (Juards as projsosed, care being taken 

not to enlist new men from those cla.sscs oi- castes who may bss supposed to sym-, 
pathizt; ^vith tkc mutincoi’s and rebels who have been or are now in arms against the 
Government. 

3. His Lordship in Council agr(;cs with the Lieutenant-Governor in thinking that 
it. would not be expedient to acce])t Mr. Solano'.s ]»roj)osal, but the assi.starice of that 
gentleman, and of some of the loyal zemindars of Jh'har and Sluihabad, may probably 
be depended upon to enable the Govt'rnment. to raise a body of mouutcfl police, or 
irregular horse for general sc.Tsice, to bt' cmploved in the first instance for th(5 restora- 
tion of order in those districts, 

4. If this assistance can be given (and in the o]iini.)ii of the Governor-General in 
Council, endeavour shouhl be made tti secure it ), or if (he Lientenant-Governor thinks 
that even without it an efficient and tnistwortiiy body of Native Irregulai; t'avalry for 
general service can be raised in Ih.diar fn>m among classes of tln^ people such as those 
above described, bis Honor is anlliorized at fince to lake the lU'ca'ssary steps. The 
native olficers and men should receivi* the .same pay as t.ha,l, of the (.kivalry branch of the 
B<mgal Police Corp.«! : and the serv ices of a competent officer to raise and command 
the levy will be placed at his Honor’s disposal.

IN forwarding to \ou the accompanying copy of a niinulc of this date, by th<! 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, in which it is ])ro]>oscd to raise a small force of 
Europeans and a body of native mounti'd police, for the ])nrpose of strengthening tlie 
police of Zillahs Behar and Shahahad, I am directed to slate a circumstance mentioned 
in a private letter from the fiommissioner of the division, wjiich illustrates tin; necessity 
of souk; such measure being resorted to in suiiport of the authority of the officers of 
.Government, and the restoration of our jircstige in that district. 

2. In the Behar District arc large estates held by a family, at the head of which 
at present is the widmv of the late hlodenarain Sing, who died while the nuitinoc^rs of 
the 5th Irregular Cavalry were threatening the Fort, of Tikhar(^c in which he resided. 
These mutineers were bought off, it is said, by the ])ayracnt of a large sura of moUcy, 
and since thoir departure great exertions have’bcen made to strengthen the fortifications, 
additional guns having been mounteeb 

3. Recently it was desired to raise monev in the district for the opium advances, 
and this rich ranee was applied to for an advance of two lacs of rupees of revenue by 
vvgy of a loan to Government. This loan she at once ujid tiecidedly refused to make, 
,dnd took the opportunity to reproach the authorities by saying that, if Government had 
protected her as they ought to have done, she would not have had to pay the largo sum 
she did to tlie mutineers. 

4 . Considering the present almost avowed inability of the Government to iirbtcct 
its subjects in the interior of the Behar District, it is under, iable that those vyho hav<' the 
means' arc only acting wdscly in endeavouring to protect themselves, yet on hearing of 
tlie extensive preparations this same ranee was making, in adding to the fortification.^ 
of Tikliaree, the Magistrate conaderc^it would be advisable to interfere, and proposed

SINCE tlic date of niy Mimile on the jiropositioii of Mr. Solano, 1 have been 
inquiring for the means of slVcngthening the police of the Bcliar Pruvince, and especially 
of the> two r.illahs of Uehat and Shahaljad, which have suffered so nmcli fr»m the outbr(?ak 
of Koer Sing and his followers, and from the depredations of tlie mutineers of the 5th 
Irregular Cavalry and tlu' 32nd Native Infantry. 

1 find that T can obtain iIk^ services (»f a very competent European' Superintendent 
of Local Police, and through him of twenty to twenty-live reasonably steady Europeans, 
accustomed in some degree to the iis(' of arms, on a pay of 100 rhpecs a month for two 
of the superior class, to serve in a grade similar to that of non-eoni missioned officers, 
and CO rupc'cs for the rest. Some of these mini arc said to have horses, and 1 should 
propose to give a small horse allowance to such as brought horses, and in this way, or 
otherwise, eventually to mount them all. 

A body like this, placed at the disposal of the Magistrate' of (lya or Shahabad, 
could hardly fail to be; of service in repressiiig disorel(*r, arresting armed plunderers 
and other violent criminals, and even in assisting military operations when needed 
against small parties of mutineers, such as have recently devastated many j)arts of these 
districts. And nltinialely, when peace and good order shall be restored, the best of 
those Europeans might be selected to fill ihos(' subordinate situations in the Mofussil 
Police, which it is now clear must hcreallcr bo much more supplied from European 
sources than heretofore. 

r would therefore submit this jiaper to the (lovcrnor General ui Council, in 
continuation of the Minute of the 20th i)istanl, with my solicitation that 1 may be 
permitted to entertain an European Police of the strength and at the expense above 
stated. 

Sliould this bo granted, I wguld ask further tliat 1 should be permitted to send them 
by rail to Raneegunge, and march them tlience tu Gya up the Trunk Road, assisting 
them ■with a few pauls by way of tents, and with a limited amount of carriage for the 
pauls, and other ae.tual necessaries. 

I would ask also that they be armed with carbines and side arms at the expense of 
Government . 

1 should further wish to try whether a body of mounted native police could not be 
raised in the Behar districts, first for local service, and hci'eafter to be. transferred to 
any part of the country wh0re their services may be: needtul. 

For this, howevei’, the services of a competent cavalry officer Would be indispensable, 
and ho should, if possible, Ih; an officer acciisfiiiiuHl to irregular cavalry. If the 
Governor-General shoidd approve this ]»art of my scheme, and be able, to place at my 
disposal an officer lit to undertake it, I should be glad to sec it begun at an early date.

THE recent eonduet of (lie di'tachnH’iits of the 32nd Natne Infant r\, statioiu'd 
two companies at Oeoglinr, and two at Burhait . their mu(in> at this lati' time, when the 
long stabilitv of the regiment, during the defection of' almost .ill tin* n'st of tlu‘ arin},^ 
had given fair reason to hope (Imt they would not follow the bad example ol tlie rest of 
their fellow soldiers, especially now after the re-oeciip.ilioii of Delhi In ourtroojis, .iml the 
success of our arms in other parts of the North-Weslt'rn Provinces ; the bas(» and bintal 
imirdera which they have committed ; and (he impunity so liumiliating to the authority 
of (Jovernmeni with which these tour comjianiis, like ilie jirevioiis nuilinem-s of the .itli 
Irregular Cavalry , hav e h(‘en .ible to traverse a wide extent of our territory unchal- 
lenged and unhindered, plundering and dev.istating as they went along ; tlie cowardice 
or apathy of the Police and the peojile not pc‘rnu(,iing Iht m to oiler tlu' smallest opposi- 
tion to their progress ; tlic' att.ick on Hy.i Iw the >lh t'.iv.diy .ind its consispieius s, ,ind 
the apparent intention of the follow ing companiisot the 32iul to ri peat (he attaiU on 
that station, had it not been forlunatelv defended; the discouraging (Heels iiecessanly

This may perhaps turn out a very needless anxiety. It may be (liat the troops at 
Jolpigorie will remain obedient, and that any jirecautions now takc'ii m.iy in the end 
seem to liavc bet*n supererogatory. Nevert lied ess, I cauliot sujnircss iny dc'sire tlial 
some precautionary measures should now Ix' ado])t('cl, or mv apjirrliension Jc.st the sejiOYs 
in question, who an* tliought by somi* to li.ivi* lx on held qiiiel, part ly by tlie ignorance* 
in which they have liei'ii studiously kejit as to Ih siieoess{*s of their fi Hows in the north- 
west, and partly by the diflicnlty of moving from J(*l|»goric at the season of inundation, 
may, when the return of absentees from furlough shall inform them of all dial has Ix't'u 
going on, and the lime arrives for the subsidenee of the immdation, follow the <*vil 
example.s that have so plentifully been set them, and break into a later but not lets 
destructive mutiny than those vvhicli have gone before. 

At this time too I have ascc’rtained, by moans of a dcmi-ofiic'ul comraumeatiou 
from Dacca, that the detachment of the Jolpigorie Regiment there stationed, is in a very

ftoubtfiil and uneasy state, posting of themselves, as it would appear, extra sfentries iii 
their own lines, giving out that disturbance is at hand and “on the point of breaking 
Oilt.” • ’ . 

Should these Dacca companies revolt, they w ould probably attempt no mischief at 
Dacca, where the 70 or 75 European sailors fit for duty, would be sitmcient to prevent 
all chance of their success at that j>lace. But they might march off quite unmolested as 
soon as the coiintry dries uj), and find their way cither to Jelpigoric, dr to the westward, 
without a chance of being ])ursucd or intercepted, passing through and plundering the 
districls north of the Ganges towards Goruckpore, with as’iuucli facility as the routineers 
of Dcoghur and Bampore Haut have ])asscd through the districts on the south, of the 
river ; and indeed with much more facility. For oa the south side there were Etiropegn 
troops, which the mutineers had to avoid by keeping away from the neighbourhood of 
the Grand Trunk Road. But on the north side tlicre an* no such troops anywhere 
within reach. 

If again defection on the part of their t:omrades at J)acca, or any other cause, 
should excite th(^ scj)oys at .Telpigorie to mutiny, their mai-ch would be, no doubt, 
through Kistiengung»Ho Purneah, and m through Tirhoot to the west. And this, is a 
rpad with which they arc, doubtless, familiar, as it is traversed always by meti of the 
regiment, going on or returning from furlough. Such a marcli would expose to ^ittack 
the civil stations at, Kishcngnngcs Purncali. and Moznfferporc, and wotdd spread devas- 
tation and ruin over a largo extent of rich and populous country, studded with Indigo 
factoric's, and abounding in large and tliriving towns and marts. But it is evident that 
sepovs breaking loo.so from .felpigorie might do oven more than this. For Rungpore 
and Dinageporo are hut a little ont of their way, and with the former ]>lacc they have 
ample acquaintanct* from the circumstance of their drawing their })ay at Jelpigoric from 
that treasury, and having to furnish fretjuent treasure parties to escort the money to 
their cantonments. 

Independently then of any i)]aees which might be ]>ccu!iavly exposed to danger 
from a movement "of the sepoys" from Dacca, the larg('r stations of liungpore, Dinagcporc 
and Purnoah, and perhaps JMaldah, may be (.onsidcred as very liable to be imperilled in 
Case of a mutiny at Jelingoric : and of thc8<‘, Pimieah, as lying in the direct road from 
Jelpigoric to tlic North-West Province's, seems to be in more ha/.ard than any of the 

rest. , . ^ 

Nor can it, 1 would submit, be left tnit of cousiilei'ution, that the position of lire 
districts north of the Gange.s, tlms ceriaiidy liable to be overrun by rebels from the 
castw'ard, is at this time very critical as ri'gards incursion frotn tlu^ west. That Cliuppra 
and Chiimparmi, and therefore Tirhoot and Purneah, may yet ])e invaded by armed 
hordes from Goruckpore, may be, by sanguine ])ersoiis, deemed improbable, but 1 cannot 
persuade myself that it is by any means ont of tlie question, especially if ^any marked 
successes of our arms hrOude should have th(i effect of driving the rohefs eastward into 
and bovond Goruckjreni. And incursion from W(;st into the di.striels north of the 
Ganges might, and probably would, favour iiie success of the mutiny in tire East. 

"I'lie amount ol’ treasure in the ‘stations of Rungpore, Dinageporo and Purneah 
respectively, w^as by the latest, returns received by th(^ Accountant as noted on the 
margin,* and this amount will he much increased, as the time for the next quarterly 
sale <lraws on. 

It appears to me, therefore, a thing very earnestly to be desired, that some sufficient 
protection should, if possible, be adbrded to tliesc endangered statiorts, and if there be 
not the incan.s of protecting all, that those or that one of them wliich is in the greatest 
apparent hazard should be first attended to, and the rest as •means gecriie. That there 
are no means of doing this with Euroiican .soldiers, I have long been aWare, and up to 
this time there has "been no other w;iy of effecting it. But I Ireve fotiud lately that 
Ruropcan sailors, who were formerly so lew in numbers and in such request, as not to 
be procurable hut witli difficulty, for such puvjioses as 1 have in view, can now be hired 
with much greau r ease than formerly, and- I have actxnlly engaged, within thc^ fevy 
daj's, in i.i’tioipalion of my pnwnt .solicitnt.ioh to the Government of India,- as many 
as"lUO men, ])arlially trained and still under training to arms, and ready to under- 
take activi' rvicc w’herover it shall phrase the Gorornmeiit to send them. ’ . ' . 

of the [-iuees 1 have named, Purucah appears to me the roost important, aiid as 
calling for the earliest attention. Indeed the aeitial stationing of re sufficient force at 

Kuntrpore 1,60,000 Rupees. < .

I Uonld desire, thci-efore, to arm the 100 men already engaged, ;.n<l 
send them by the first steamer to C'aragola Ghaut, thence to be mairlicd tan easy man'll) 
to Pnrnefih, at which place I would have temporary accommodation ready for them, on 
that line, healthy, fdcvaled plain on th<' bank ojt* (iic river (o the south of the staiiou, 
where, liy general consent, the station ouglit to have been, but unfortunately it 
is not, situated, * . . " 

After this, as soon as it maybe po.ssible lo collect further levies. I would send b.V 
steamer to Phugwa Ghaut, on the lierlmmpooter, as many as 100 or even l.'iO more such 
men. From thence a march of 40 mih's would take them to Puugpore, when* half of 
their number mig'ht ho stationed, the nunainder going on four more e:i.sy imirehes to 
Diuagepore. At both of these placi's I veiilure to affirm, uotwithstuiitliug t]i<> ill name of 
Rungpore, that moderate care and cireumspeetiou would eunhle iiu' to locate the men 
safely and healthily ; and indei'd witlt the cold s(*ason before me, 1 shoiihl liave ii<* great 
apprehension for them on any score of sickness at any of the three pl.nces I have 
named. , 

More might possibly be done bereafter. l»ut I have already suggested at least as much 
as I am likely to 'bo able soon to effeid. Ami with these tliree places semuy, tlnwe can 
be no doubt that the greatest eliauces of misebit'f would b*' <»bviated, ami a feeling of 
safety ditfused over a very wide ex(<>nl of country. * 

What then I would humbly solicit from the Governor-General in (Vuinci) is, 1st, 
permission to engage men in the inanncr, amt to the extent abovt'. indicated, paying them 
as in the case of the Ass.am detachment (which has bec'ii found of great ii.s<*y "ijosides an 
extra payment to nnm in the situation of non-eoninussioned otlicers ; limlly, <dficers lo 
command, in the ])roportion «»r H to lO(t. 'I’his is essc.'uljally ni'cessavy in tin* ease 
of such ]M‘0iiliar levies, as 1 .am ol»lig«'d to raise; and the oiticers ought, I Kulnnit, to 
be men accustomed to command Rnglish sailors; "n-dly, arms ami amnuuiitic)n, inchidhig 
light field gnus ; brntly, steam ctmveyam'C to the places mentioned. 

Medical attendaiu'c would he. wanted for them only on their jonriiey u]» tlu' river. 
At the .stations it would he always ut liaiid. 

1 would .submit these propositions for the •■arly aiid indulgcmt considejalion of <he 
Govenior-Gciicra) in (.’ouncil, tvlio w'ill, I trust, lorgive my anxiety. e\en il‘ he ,'diould s<'<^ 
ho rea,sou to shave in jnv apjirelu'tisions.

JJative Infantry, hut iVom what cause ari.siug, I have heem unable to discoA cr.- 

Connected Avitli this subject, I beg to submit, for tlie conslderatimi of his hohoi', a 
letter of yesterday’s date, addres.sed to me by Khajih Al)dool Gumiee. As regards the 
’ return, of the sepahis to their head-t|uarlers, 1 can only oh.serA'e th.at their removal from 
.Dacca would be hailed with delight by both the Native and Buropeau community, ami 
Svould rdieve their minds of the anxiety which is at present lelt, and Avhieh has been from 
tim e tp time experienced during the last four months. . ’ ' 

•. ^ /T)tc relief AA’luch Avould be afforded to the people of Dacca by the remoA^al of the 
native troops ifi not, hoAvcver, the only tiucstion for consideration. The otlcct Avhicli tlm 



return of (letnchmenf fo heftd-qnarters wonW have on the rejBfimcnt, is a matter of 
great importance, and on this point I am nnable to offer an opinion. If there should he 
no objeotion on this score, 1 would recommend that the detachment be ordered away ; the 
only element of danger lies in the native soldiery, and but for t^ir presence no appre- 
hension of disturbance would exist. 

1 take this opportunity of reporting that, in consequence of the house which.' the 
seamen occupied liaving become unsafe, I was obliged to locate them temporarily in the 
Mitford hospital. Another house in the vicinity of the Collectorate Treasury has been 
secured, and the seamen will move into it to-day.

Khijih Abdool Gunny to the Commissioner of Dacca. 

Sir, , October 23, 1867. 

1 TAKE the liberty of bringing to your notice, that a feeling of alarm prevails 
among the native community here, owing to the rumours in circulation that the two 
companies of the 73rd llegimeiit Native Infantry stationed here are dissatisfied, and 
that they have told people living near their lines, that a battle will shortly be fought 
between them and the sailors, advising them at the same time to remove their wives and 
families ; this has already caused a ^lartial panic, and several people have left the town in 
consequence. I helievc that this fooling among the sepoys is chiefly caused by the bud- 
mashes of the town, who, in order to <;ause an outbreak which they hope to turn to their 
own advantage, inflame their minds with reports that the seamen are preparing to disarm 
thenu Whatever the i-oal cause may be, it is certain that the .sepoys are in an excited 
state, and that >'cry little would cause an outbreak on their part, which might result in 
great destruction of life and property. 

It appears to me, however, that an easy remedy for this would he in removing these 
comi)anics hack to their hoj^-quartors. Wo all feel perfect confidence in the protection 
afforded by the sailors under Jjientenant Jjewi.s, and satisfied that if these sepoys were 
once removed, the whole native community would feel extremely grateful to Government, 
and be able to pursue their .several vocations in peace and quietness. 'Phis order would 
also, no doubt, give pleasure to the sepoys themselve.s, as they have always expressed a 
great wish to leave this. 

Begging your favorable consideration of this request, which is made with the con- 
currence of a great number of the most intiuential members of our community.

His Honor is also authorized to (mgage* tlie services of oRicers accustomed to 
command English sailors, in the projmrtion of 3 to lOt), but tlierc are no 
officers of the Indian Navy to bo spared tl)r flu* purpose. If there should be any 
difficulty in finding a, sufficient number of (|ualifie<i naval officers not in the service of 
the Government, some of the militai*y otliecrs no\v unemploved at the Presidency, could 
be placed at his Honor’s disposal for tlu^ ])urpos<\ 

3. Arms and amnninition for tliis force, including two light field-guns for each 
detachmtmt, may be indented for in the usual inanmn’. 

4. 3'ho detachment for Purncali can jiroeeei to Chiragola Giiaut in any one of the 
steainefs either belonging to, or lal«'n up by Government, on which troops are not 
embarhed, and the Dinage-pore detaclmn nt miglit go to Ramiiore liauleah in the same 
way. None of the river steamers can be spared for <a trip up the Berhampooter to 
Bngwa, but one of the Arracan ferry' boats may be used tor the jmrpose, if it. should' 
be found to answer.

Memorandum. 

AS reported in my Memorandum of the 9tli instant, I proceeded on the afternoon 
of the 9th instant, towards Benare.s, intending to vi.rit all the .stations of tjie bnllock- 
train. I reached Sherghotty on the afternoon of the 12th, and have much satisfaction 
ill reporting that I. found cverythiiig in good working order at all the stages except 
one. 1 compiu,uicated with ail the officers in command, and vveut among the men to 
, satisfy myself that all the supplies, were really goorl. There were no complaints 
of any sort or kind ; but, on the contrary, both officers and men assured me their wants 
. and comforts were most fully supplied. Bread is now supplied at every stage but 
Eitcooree ; and at that, I hope the detachment there to-day will not have to be content 
yy.ith chuppatees. However the men, do not object to these, and prefer them very much 
fo biscuit. 

2. The fact really is, tliat the men are very much better off than the officers. 

•' ..■'^lj|ey get beef, mutton, vegetables, tea, rnni, &c,, wherea.s their officers have to 

be cbhtrat with what the bungalow khansaniah can pioenre. f was presented at one 
Stage, by. a serjeant, with a loaf of bread and a cup of tea, both of which were of 
eixeeUent quality. '

6. The travellers, however, felt no inconvenience. The place is v^, high and 
correspondingly epol, and Captain Smyth had , taken precautions to get a Supply of 
fpm and tea from Burkutta, so that the men wanted nothing. I have since sent down 
from Burra all cooking requisites, &c. The jemadar had stupidly returned my stoji^, 
and I met them just beyond Govindpore, and again started them upwards. On my 

' return they had passed Doomree, so that they will be at Chowpergn to-morrow. As I 
passed this station on my return, the sheds, «c. vv'ere being built. 

7. When I reached Sherghotty^ 1 found Mr. Secretary Young’s message ofthe'l2th, 
communicating the report of the mutiny at Deoghur. Knowing that the head-quarters 
of the 32iid Native Infantry had orders to march, and as the message said, the move- 
menl.s of the column now forming at this place would be regulated by those of the 
mutineers, I thought it best to, retiirn immediately, and be myself present to provide 
for any emergency ; lor it seemed to me, that if a party of Europeans had to march 
into the Sonthnl Pergmmahs, it w'ould be desirable to supply other carriage than 
hackeries ; and further I considered it not beyond the bounds of possibility that the 
Shekawattee Battalion might follow the example of the Deoghur detachments, which ' 
might necessitate a movement of Europeans towards Bancoorah, for all of which 

} >6ssible contingencies I desired to be prepared, as immediate compliance with indents 
or stores or carriage would obviously be a matter on which the success of such move- 
ments nntsl in a great measure depend. 

8.' In considering the matter, 1 decided the more rciadily on returning, that Captain 
Grubb, at Sherghotty, is an officer of much experience and application. He has been in 
the Commissariat Deparlinciit, and altogether is unquestionably a good man of business, 
to whom I could with confidence intrust the duty of going on from Sherghotty to visit 
the several officers at the halts beyond him. 1 took upon myself to request him to go 
on as far as Noiibutpore, and see that everything was correct, and ventured to say 
that his dUk expenses for that purpose would be paid. This will, I trust, be allowed. 

I further directed. Captain Grubb to undertake the general superintendence of the 
halts beyond him, receive their weekly return of stores, examine and check them 
previou.s to tlieir submission to this office.' exercising his discretion with regard to 
returning them for correction, or forwarding them to this office for audit. 

9; My object was to avoid the delay which must inevitably take place if the 
officers at Nourungabad and beyond the Soane have to refer to me for information on 
any point; and ‘in case of emergency, Captain Grubb is at hand to proceed to the 
spot. He has secured the services of an intelligent head man who speaks English, 
and who will be quite equal to superintend the serving out of daily stores while the 
captain is away ; and should he require help, Mr. Davis and Lieutenant Stanton are a^' 
hand. 

10. In addition to his own little estabii.shment, 1 ‘authorized Captain Grubb to 
entertain an extra writer to assist him in his duties of superintendence. This pro- 
ceeding will also, 1 hope, be sanctioned. 

li. Regarding carriage and supplies for troops marching, I. shall submit a formal 
report to-morrow. My office is now settling down into working order. Mr. Hampton 
has charge of the Grand Trunk Road stations, secs stores are sent up in time, checks 
the returns and accounts, &c. Ho will before long go up the road on a tour of inspec- 
tion. The whole of our second months supplies lor 200 men have left, and I met the 
first dispatch of them beyond Doomree on the lith. Lieutenant Walker assists 'nje in 
the carriage depuitment, but the duties arc heavy, and, so soon as the road aviations arc 
reduced, I shall probably ask permission to keep one of the officers who will be relieved 
on the road to help me here, or along the line where relays are establi-shed. 

12. 1 hear with apprehension a report that the 32nd Native Infantry is to remain 
here. Nothing could, in my opinion, be more dangerous. This is the key of the Grand 
Trunk Road. Should they mutiny, ray godowns and those of the commissariat, 
together with the Cutcha Barracks, will to a certainty be burnt down, and the'.bullcck 
waggon cattle destroyed. The cofisequences of these possibilities are incalculable. 
The brigade now here marches to-morrow. After that we shall be left with 
Europeans, i. c. the bullock train party which arrives one day to start the, Bex|, •

The Commissionei of Patna to the Secretary to the Qovermufnt of Bengal. 

Sir, Patna, October d, 1857. 

THE period for wdiidi Moonsce Ameer Ali tendered his serviees to Government 
having nearly expired, he lias expressed a wish to l>e allow'ed to relurn to Calcutta, and 
I have accordingly permitted him to do so. lie will leave lliis in the course of a 
few daj’3. 

2. There has been so much misconception and misrepresentation with regard to the 
A^ipointnient of Moonshec Ameer Ali that 1 am induced to take this opportunity of placing 
the facts upon record, and at the same time of submitting a few oliseriations on the 
tone assumed by the public press towards the Mohainedau rommiinity iu connection mth 
this appointment. 

3. Moonshee Ameer Ali is a man whose inti'ri'sls arc bound uji ivith those of the 
British Government, and whose native slu'cwdncss and knowledge of our resources 
showed him clearly from the commencement what the nltimalc n-ault of the present 
revolt was certain to be. He is one of the leading pleaders of the Sudder Court, where 
he is employed in nearly every Behar case. His professional income is popularly f sti- 
mated at" from 3,000 to 4,000 rupees a month, and he has acquired considerable estates in 
the neighbourhood of Barh. If the present rebellion had succeeded, his professional 
practice would have been at an end, and his estates would have reverted, as has been 
genet'ally the case in the disturbed districts, to the ancient proprietors. Had any 
gnarantee for his loyalty been necessary, the Government therefore could have desircii 
none better than those which were turnished by his o^vIf^ circumstances and position. 



4. From the first, however, Moonshee Ameer AU, whoi^, fsither bipen 
Sahib’s Moonshee, and who himself liad been for many y^ars a Government isery^l^ : 
attached liimself warmly to the caiist! of the British Government, He exerted hiinse|f; , 
to induce the Mahomedans of Calcutta to express their loyalty to the Goveniment, and 
he kept the Government regularly informed of the state of feeling amongst the .initiv^ 
community both in Calcutta and Bchar. . - - 

, 5. On the 5th of August t was informed (hat my services were required in my 

present appoijitment, and that I must be prepared to start on the 7tli. On the 6th, , 
Moonshee Ameer Ali and other pleaders of the Siulder Court, called to bid me good-bye,, 
and the moonshee, after mentioning that lir* had Avrittcii to his friends and clients iu^ehar , 
urging them to stand by die Government, and to atford mo their support, added that if 
I tliought his persoual services could be of any use he would willingly make arrange- 
ments tor the conduct of his business with hi.s brother pleaders and act;ouipany me to 
Patna. At this time, it will bo rec-oUect<‘d, alfairs in Behar wore a very gloomy aspect; 
Major Eyre’s victory was not known, and it was believed that in constxjnonce of Koor 
Sing’s rebellion and Mr. Taylcr’s order for the witiulrawal of the civilians from the out 
stations I should find the entire province of B(diar mon^ or less in a state of anarchy. 
The troops available for the rcjstoration of order were tew in number, and the task of 
keeping the great zemindars true to their allegiance, and preserving tlic ]>eacc of- the 
• country through their agency was clearly likely to i>coneof no common difficulty. 

6. This being the state of affairs, it occurred to me that a shrewd intelligent man 
like Moonshee Ameer Ali, intimabdy ac(niainl('d with the private history of every family 
in Behar, and able to j)oint out tlu; secret, spriiigs wliich were likely to infhieucc them; might 
be of great service, and I tliercfore told him that I thoiight if lie was serious iu lus offiir and 

•would repeat it to the Licuteuanl-Govcruor, that it would be cordially accepted. He 
accordingly waited upon the Licuti'nant-Govcruor, who took a similar view of the case 
to myself, and Moonshee Ameer Ali wa.s ajipoiiilcd Sjiccial Assistant to the (Commissioner 
on a salai-y of 700 rupees a month, it being understood tliat '^is appointment .should 
cease at the conclusion of the Dnsscrali holidays. It was absolutely ncccs.sary that he 
should be accredited by the bestowal of an a]>pointmont, because it was my intcjitiou to 
employ him principally iu comumnicating with the {irincipal zemindars in the division, 

' but I need hardly obsorvi*, that, the appointment he received bestowed on him no power 
whatever, and oiily that di'grcc of influence which it was necessary he should ’pos.sess to 
be of niw use in furthering tlu* objects of my mission. 

7. (Jn rny arrival. at Patna, i found that Major Eyre’s victories at Arrali and 
Jugdesporo, and the sjieody rid urn of the civilians to their stations, coupled with the 
exemplary behaviour of the pi.'ople in tlu? districts of Clmpra and Tirlioot had pre- 
served the province from any serious ili.sorder, and that there was not that .occasion for 
Ameer All’s scrvic(?s iu the interior of the division which I had anticipated. His assis- 
tance was however most useful to mo (luring the Mohurriim. By my desire ho assembled 
the inhabitants of tlu? iliffercnl Muhullahs iu rotation, ami explained to llicni, according 
to a prograinruc I had previously given him, the precise })osition of affairs, and the , 
power and resources of tli.o Britisii Government, answering all their (juestions, satisfying 
their doubts, and confirming their confidence in the stability of the British rule. He 
exiilaiiuid to them at the same tinu* tlu? rul<*s I had laid down for their guidance during 
the Moliurrum, and the necessity of carefully avoiding every demonstration which might 
lead to a breach of the peaqe, lie attended at the Durgah on the great day of the! 
Mohurrnm, and superintended all tlu* ]U)licc arrangements at that spot in person, and it - 
was undoubtedly ow'ing in a great measui'c to his exertions that the Mohurrnm, whicli . 
had been looked forward to witii dy(?ad by so many persons, passed off more i^^uictly 
than it had ever been known to pass bcforc in tlic city of Patna, and this without any 
coercion of the people, or any display of military force, 

8. Since that piiriod Moonshee Ameer Ali has been occupied in conducting the. ', 

extensive correspondence which I havi* had with native zemindars and others on affairs 
connec^^od witli tlie disturbed state of the country, aiul in acquiring information • for me > 
on the state of feeling among the natives in all parts of my jurisdiction. In all this his 
zeal, tact, and intelligence? have been conspicuous, and I sliould be most unjust if. I did 
not acknowledge in (hc.fullcst manner the assistance which I have derived from him in- 
this department of my duties. ’ ' 

9. The return wliich he has received from the press of this country for volunteering . . 
his services at a critical period in aid of the British (5overnment at great pcirBohiUA ] 
incjonveniencc lo himself, liu.s been a most xmgracions oiu?, and is ill-calculated to induce' 

. other natives to make a similar display of their loyalty. He has been the; . . object df 



m 


ceaseii0^' vittl^ration. The most treacherous! motives have been imputed to lum, and 
he h^si' become, in fact, the hS'te noire of the Knglish press. 

10. The only tangible accusation I have seen made against him, however , 'was that he 
had induced me to remove tl>c restrictions which Mr. Taylor had impased on the 
inhabitants of the city of Patna, and to I'elcase the political prisoners wliom Mr. Tayler 
had arrested. Both these .accusations arc,, as the laeutcnant-C]iov(‘rnor is aware, wholly 
unfounded. The restrictive and coercive measures adopU'd b\ Mi'. Tayler had been 
abandoned by Mr. Farquharson before my arrival from a conviction of tlicir impolicy and 
inutility.' Nnjjeeraoo Deen,- the Bettiah Jlajah’s J,)ewan. was released by me before 
Mooushec Ameer Ali joined me, at the urgent reqiu'st of Mr. 'rajlc'r, upon ascertaining 
that there was no cliarge again.st him beyond one of delay in ilie delivery of Ji message.. 
The 'Wahabces wtvre released because l,li(‘re wits litei'ally nothing against them. Mr, 
Tayler himself informed me that their arrest was morel) preciiutionary, and that he had 
intended to release them after the Mohurrnm, and so on wiili the (>ther less noted 
prisoners, the reasons for whose release' where they have been reh'as('d liave already been 
fully reported to yon. In none of these cases bad Moonshei' Amei'i* Ali any eoncern 
whatsocvt>r with the release of tlio jtrisonei's. 

11'. The main ground of aUac:k against him wiis, however, that he was a Maho- 
medan, and 1 confess I tliink, had his apj)oinlinent serrvedno otiiev puvpo.se, that ic would 
have been of tlic greatest utility in proving jn-aetically to the native's that the Govern- 
ment did not sympathize with tiu; viohMit lone whieh tlie press n.'-sumed towards the 
Mussulman community, and had no intention of noting nptnt it.s suggestions. The whole 
of the Calcutta iiress, apjiarently without exe('piion, h:ive tiikeii up the idea tliat this is 
a Mahomedan rebellion, not merely in the sense that tlie .sojkws w*ere worked upon by 
individual Mahomedans, whieh may or may not la; true, bill that (he entire Maho> 
niedan community i.s disafl'ected and men'ly waifs il.s opporlunil y !o rise and throw 
off the British )oko. I nyod not. point out Iiow (l('stilnl(; of foundation this 
notion is, how enlirely nnre.striiined many million.^ tif Mahomeflans in Bengal 
havcbeenduring tlie.se last four monih.s except by (lieir own feelings of loyalty, 
and how (|uiet the Alahomedau village.s of Sonlhern Bella r have generaliy 
remained while the Rajpoot and Bralnnin villages were rising ar.mnd (hem. In this 
neighbourhood in particular, as llie Lieutcnaiit-Govi'rnor is awari', tlu' .’Mahomedans 
have been foremost in acts of devotion (o the State. When a few fanatics, principally 
Oudo men, atteinjited to exciti' an naru/e in the town of I’alna, proclaimi'il a jubad or 
holy war, and cax'ried befuvi' < hem a banner inscribed with :i \t'rso of tin' Koran, not 
above twenty or thirty individuals of the ('iiorinons Mahoniedaii ])()piilalioii of this town 
showed the least sympathy with tliem; a Mahomeilan Darogah was the lirst to attack 
tliem and lost Ins life in a gallant atii'iiqit to arrest 1 1 nun will i the aid of his Berknn- 
duuzes alone. Numerous other acts of devotion on the part of Malioniedans miglit, as 
you are aware, be cited. But the ])ress could .see no virine in any act of a Muho- 
medan, and it wa.s seriously eonb'uded, in issue alter i.ssue of tin' diirerent. jiapers, that 
the entire, race should be preserilied ; that n«) employmi'iils of trust should be given 
to them, and that W'C sliould treat (hem, in fact, as imr natural ( uemies, people on whom 
oiu* heels should be constantly jiressed. 

12. I confess it appears to mo that articles of (his dcseription an; nuieh more likelv 
to endanger the stabili(y of (he Governmeid than any amoiinl of abn.se, whetlier of (lie 
nersons or the nica.siires of the members of (iovoviniien( . I'lii'v liave a direc t (ciuleiicy 
TO excite disaffection amongst large masses of the pojiularion, and to convert w hat is now 
a military'revolt into a national rebellion. I cannot concc'ive a mori' sure melliod of 
inciting. the whole Mahomedan population of (he Kmjiire to vise than (o per.siiade them 
that the English Government is (let ermined for the future lo treat them as di.sairccted 

ubjccts, and to exclude them from every honorable oHice. 

13. Many people endeavour to persuade (iKMuselvi's l.hat the natives are not aware 
of the contents of the English papi'vs, and (hat so far as they are eoncerned, it is 
inimate, rial what appears in these publications, but this is a vei'v girat mistake. The 
English papers have for many years past formed the source to wliicli the native news 
writers and the native papers looked for their intclMgence of our movement.s, and inten- 
tions. Since this revolt commenced the greate.st anxiety has been manifested to learn 


what the English papers say, and every one fortimale enough to get, hold of an English 
paper is ’ Called upon to translate it for the edification of largo circles of listeners, who 
again retail the news and comments (if the journals in their villages. It came, to my 
notice accidcrttall) the other day, that the nujeebs at Moziifierpory were in thediabit

of having-’ the English papers translated to them, and there can tie no doubt that what- 
ever appears in the English’ papers which can in a 



<li«afFectpcl ia w'pcdily made knov(rn to them by tlieir agents !n C^dcutta or ^wliere. 
To aitpnofio that it can be otherwise is to give our enemies credit for a degree of MWnl 
blindneis and iicgliitcncc which ibrms no part of their character. Their intelligence 
department lias alwa\s ])ccn remarkably good, and they certainly would not neglect the 
most simi Ic and obvious mean*^ of ascertaining our views and intentions. 

14. At all the stations which I passed on my way up the river, 1 underetood that 
the vioh'iit tone which the ])apers had assumed towards ihc Mahomedan community 
had exeiU'd alarm and anxiety amongst tliem, and that tliey were in dread lest the 
Oovernment should issue an edict of proscription such as the Calcutta papers advocated. 
Til'* ajfiioiutmeut of Moonshco Ameer All, and the honors liberally bestowed since (m 
other Mahonif'dans whoha\e shown their devotion to the Slate, have done much to 
satislv the people that tlie Government are not likel} to be led by popular clamour 
into the commission of such an act of folly and injustice ; but it is not unfairly argued 
that, under tlie jiresent licensing sv stem, when the (iovernment allows writings of tliis kind, 
which arc manifestly in violat)on of the conditions of 1h(‘ licence*, to continue unchecked, 
it must be sui>])osed to view (hem without displeasure, and I do think that great care 
ought to be taken to disi)el tlu'< ide a, and that the papc'rs ought to be peremptorily 
proJiibited from indulging in a ^tyh* an<l lone of vyritiug calculated to excite disaffbetiou 
in any large class or section of the native community. 

15 1 commend Moonshee Anu’cr Ali to the notice of the Lietitenant-Governor as a 
native gentleman who volunteered his services at a critical period in aid of the British 
Gou'rnmeul. .ind vviio has performed such service as I have thought j)ro]ier to allot to 
him with /.( al, intelligence, and Pdelity.

Sir, Fort 'n^UUa'fn f September 23f IS57. 

I AM directed to transmit to you copy of a letter from Mr. Money, Magistrate and 
Collector of Gya, dated 17th instant. 

2. Mr. Money, like almost all local officers, looks only to his own district, and 
seems hardly to be conscious that there are any interests bc*\ond it. This is very natural 
and very venial, and the Lioutenant-Govci-nor is by no means anxious to blame or to 
repress it. On the contrary, it is better that local olTiei-rs should be allowed to argue* 
strongly and earnestly, each for the interests committed to liis particular care, so that 
the superior authorities may have, to aid them in their judgment ui»on the need of the 
whole empire, the fullest possible information, and, as it were, the most solicitous 
pleading for each particular part of it. 

3. Mr, Money’s letter calls, however, for a few observations, all of which you are 
requested to communicate to thatoHleer, who will understand that> though ills necessary 
to })Oint out where his conclusions difier from those of 1, he LieutenaTit-GoverTior. it is not 
intended to treat him with di.si'e.speel, or to discourager him from fully staling his views 
at all limes for the guidance and information of the Government. 

d. Mr. Money represents that Captain Rattray has been called away with his 
Sikhs (ICO strong) from Gya to Dchree, to the dcMrinu'nt ot‘ Gya, and with small prospect 
of any advantage elsewhere. For he will have, Mr. Money says, but 21.5 men under 
him, whereas ho had as many at Gya, where he failed io make* any impression on the 
5th Irregidars, but rather the c(tntravy. Aijd the Irrt'gidavs havi; since become stronger 
than before. Captain Rattray will have, Mr. Money allows, the addilion of two guns. 
But, unless these can btr carried on clojdianls, they will not be capable of being brought 
into use against cavalry anxious to avoid collision. .And Captain Kattray will now have 
no Europeans with him, whereas he had at Gya (hirty-sevim. 

6. But Ml*. Money will jtrobably admil lliat Captain Ivattrti)', when he finds himself 
at Dehreo with 245 Sikhs and 2 guns, as the advance of a considt.'rablo force (more 
than half of Colonel Fisciier’s brigade), pr(?parcd to support him, will Le stronger' not 
only by reason of the expectation of that siqiport. (of wliicli Mr. Money was doubtless 
not aware when he wrote), but by rlic cxpcritmcc he gaiiw'd at Gya, a thing probably of 
no small consequence, it \s not probable that Captain Rattray will again venture to 
put a srh^ll body of unsup])orted infantry in so disadvantageou.s a position as that they 
Qccupied'iu the recent collision with a large body of cavalry near Gya. Nor is it desired 
or intended that he should go out to attack these insurgents, unless some pcu'uHar and 
very promising opportUnit-y should offer itself. The object now in view is to defend llie 
passage- of the Soane at Dchree ; to prevent, if possible, a junction between the Ramghur 
‘witineors and those of the 5ih Cavalry ; and to keep both of lhe.«e bodie.s and the rebels 
with timmer Sing in check, till the larger force- under Colonel Fischer shall arrive. 
For such a purpose as this the detachment under Captain RaUray, assisted by Lieutenant 
Stanton’s two guns, will probably be quite sufficient. 

6. Mr. Money is dissatisfied with the withdrawal of Captain Rattray’s force from 
Gya; because, although Gya is for the- present undoubtedly safe, there arc petty 

. disturbances going on in various parts of the district which are fast swelling into larger 
disturbances, and will end in anarchy and confusion if. not soon ]mt down by the return, 
of Captain Rattray’s force to Gya, to be used in the repression of outrage in the 
interior. 

7. All this is very true, and not at all more forcibly expressed by Mr. Money tiian 
the occasion requires. But it is necessary to remember that the force at the command 
6f the Supreme Government itself is at present comparatively small, and that which the 
Lieutenant-Governor can make available is almost nothing. In sucli circtimstancas, 
where all cannot possibly be done that re(\uire.« to be done, it is simply unavoidable to 






/ Jiindcr their march without detriment to nmcli more important 
were made fbr detachments of Europeans by officers, who saw clearly (he' danffbrs 



reference, to .these transactions. Unit ll»c diversion from their rapid course up the 
Grand Trunk Road, at that tiin*', of only 100 or 200 Europeans, would have 
certainly led to the immediate annihilation of the 5th Irrej^ulars. One officer spoke of 
a comhiiteu movtamml from J)inaj)oro and Burhee upon the mutineers near (Jya ; and 
another, in a private letter wliich tlu; Lieut onant-(TOvenior has had an oitportunity of 
perusing', made an ingenious calenlatioii to show tJiat the emjiloymcnt of 20O Europeans 
from the Grand Trunk Road delachm<mt and two guns (hut where these guns were to 
come from he did not say), “ need not have dedayod for twenty-four hours, perhaps not 
for one hour, t]ie great operations above.’’ 

10. But all thi.s, the LieuUmanl-Governor must remark, is the mci-cst speculation, 
and has scarcely any sound foundation to i‘(;st upon. 

, 11. As has* beeli already judiciously observed to yon by Oolonel Guy, no available 

number of European iirfantry^ wandering about a swampy country in the height of the 
rains, could hope to come \ip with cavalry, unless the cavalry ehos(! to let them. And as for 
a definite operation of (,'ight days, as is pro])osed in oik' of these suggestions, no per.son 
could possibly t(dl for how many harassing days such o])eration.s would extend, over a field 
not less than 5,000 S(|uare miles, and this, tot), by a delacliment takoi out of waggons, with 
no selection, or possibility of selection, of a comnianding officer, w'ilhout tents or any 
marching a})paraf.us, and otherwise wholly nnpre]>arcd for llte work. Nor was it possible 
in the given time to construct and carry into efi'ccl any combined plan of operations from 
extreme points a hundred inih's apart, ami in a coimlry peeuliarly destitute of rapid 
means of eommunicafioii. , 

12. Accordingly' the (lovernment of Tmlia. ha\ ing the whole case before them found 
themselves, it may' be reluctantly, obliged to withhold the aid of the European detachment 
which was then proceeding uj) the Grand ’rrunk Road by hiilloek -train"; and the Lieutoiiant- 
Governor -was constraineil to do wli.at ho could with the sm.'iU resources at his disposal. 

13. And since it was'obvious thatwit'n these resources the career of the mutineer 

cavalry could not possibly he cheeked, the Lieut enaiit-G(/vernor was obliged to be satisfied 
W'ith the expectation, that of the two most, iiiijiortaiil ])laces lying in the road of the 
mutineers, Pehree and the ]jass;ige of tie; Soane would he guarded by Lieutenant 
Stanton ; and Gya would he proleeleil from aiia -k by the presence of Captain Rattray’s 
force. * 


14. How the latter cx])eetati()n was disappointed is luit too well known, and has 
been already alluded to. It I’emaiiied to make the latter sure, and as -far as possible to 
save the line of the Grand 'rruuk Road and eh*etrie telegraph west of the Soane ; and to 
aid in this signally important duty. Captain llatti'ay has been ordered to Dehree, there' 
to join Lieutenant Stanton’s ])artv, .and avail himself of the. assistance of his guns to 
hold the place and keep open as inueh as may he of the road until ColoneJ Fischer 
can arrive. 

15. Colonel Fischer has, as you ai'c aware, 1)ceii authorized by the Government of 

India to delay his U])ward man'll for a short lime, in order to disperse, and if possible 
destroy, the mutineers who, according to Lieutenant Stanton’s latest intelligence, have 
been joined by Umnier Ring nesir Sasseram, and are tlircatening that place and its 
neighbourhood. ’ 

16. It is quite clear to the Lieutenant-Governor that if, as i.s stated, Ummer Sing 
and the 5th Cavalry are in strength on or near the Grand Trunk Road, west of Dehree, 
there can be no imaginable service in that part of the country in which it is more urgently 
necessary to employ all our available foi'ce than the service for which Captain Rattray 
has been ordered from Gya ; and that, until the insurgents are driven froni that position, 
and the Grand Trunk Road completely and finally cleared, not oven the urgency of the 

• various circumstances stated by Mr. M0ncy as calling for tlic iiumediatc employmeujb of 
Captain Rattray’s force in his district, urgent as they are admitted to be, can be considered, 



in competition tvith the iJuty now in that bfficei'''s hahdd.' When that duty shall have 
been performed, the Lieutenant-Governor will gladly receive from you suggestions for 
the employment of Captain llattray’s coi’ps in other parts of your division in such manner 
'as may seem desirable. 

17. If, as is stated Jn your message of the 21st instant, the mutineers and Ummer 
Sing, instead of taking to the south of the Shahahad District, as expected by Lieutenant 
Stanton, should«take to Avrah and Buxar, other means may be called for to oppose them 
and of this the Governor-General in Council, to whom a copy of your message was 
immediately transmitted, will be the jiulge. But, e\'en in that case, the presence of a 
considerable force at Dchrec and the neighbourhood of Sasseram will be required until the 
issue of this incursion is seen 

18. The whole aspect of affairs is confessedly one of much j)rcscnt and temporary 
difficulty. And where nothing complete or ssitisfactory can yet he accomplished, opinions 
will of necessity differ Avidcly as to the ijttermcdiate measures to he ado])tcd, and the 
precise plaices and jjurposes to which existing means should be applied. Jiut while each 
in his particular sphere doesAvliat may he in his power fo forward (he claims and interests 
for which he is more immeiliately resjionsihlc, it may he safely assumed that the Supremo 
Government, having all cireumstancos before it, will make, on fhe whole, the best 
apjjlication of its rc'sourees uhieh ]ues(!nt exigencies permit.. And all may rest satisfied 
in the knowledge thst immense rein foreomen ts are on their way from England, and that 
the present cmhariassmenls, heavy as liny cannot fail f o he considered, will, in a few 
months more, he looked hack njjon as matters of history, wlien, by the aid of the 
overwhelming power of our country, little undershxal as yet by those Avho have dared to 
put it to challenge, pc'ace ami good order shall have been again fully restored, and the 
people shall have returned to tlio.so habits of contentment and Ftnbmission with which, for 
a hundred j)rospcrons years, fhey have hitherto accepted our sway.

The Mayistrafe of Oija to the Secrelari/ to the Government of Bentjnl. 

Sir, September 17, 1857. 

A TELEGRAPHIC message, yesterday, to (.'aptain lluttraj% directed him to 
proceed to Dehree on the Soaue. it also informed iiini that liaif the Madras column 
was going in the same direction. A later telegraph from Burhec to .Shergholty, sent on 
to me by the Deputy Alagistrate at the latter .station, speaks of the whole column being 
ordered into Chut a Nagpore. * 

With reference to the^e. orders, I would beg respectfully to submit one or two 
(acts for the consideration of the l.ieutcnanl-Governor. As the. mutter is mainly one of 
military operations, 1 am |)crhai)s stepping somewhat out of my own province. I 
trust the Lieutenant-Governor will excuse my doing so ; 1 have but the public good in 
view. 

Captain Rattray leaves this evening, taking with him, as I understand, about 150 
Sikhs. The rest are in liosjiitai ; ?57 Europeans remain here. He hopes to get 25 more 
Sikhs out of the 50 at Slu-rghotty, and will eventually be joined by the 70 with Lieu- 
tenant Stanton at Dehree. Tiiis will give him a force of 21.5 Sikhs; the last time he 
attacked the 5th, his force was above 200, of whom 37 were Jhiglish. It was therefore 
quite as strong as it now will be, 'I’lie enemy arc .>ilronger. They have been Joined by 
seme Bhojepore men led by a notorious scoundrel, .Tudhar Sing ; and the disalfected of 
many villages on this side the Soane arc said to be with them. This rabble docs not 
constitute any formidable accession of strength, still, as opposed to a very small force, 
it is an element worthy of consideration. There arc two gims at Dehree, the size of 
which I do not know, but unle.>.s .«inall enough to be carried on elephants, they could 
never be brought to act against a body of cavalry wishing to evade collision. 

I would respectfully, therefore, submit that if Captain Rattray is to act against the 
6th, he is scarcely, if at all, better prepared to do so than lie was before. He has no 
Europeans with him, and the Sikhs (I speak from personal observation) though as brave 
as troops can be, are far from being steady or thoroughly disciplined. In saying this, 
I am merely saying what their own commanding officer would say if he were asked. 
The regiment is newly formc.d, has been much divided on detachment duty, and has had 
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MO sufficientropportunity of learning its drill and the steady manoeuvring required before 
an enemy, especially before cavalry. To prevent the possibility of another incomplete 
attack, I would strongly urge upon the Government the advisability of allowing one 
detachment of Europeans to co-operate with Captain Rattray’s force. If, on his arrival’ 
at Oehree, the 2th should still be at 'Daudnuggar, the delay oip the onward march of 
the detachment would probably not extend over four days. But 1 do not believe that 
Captain Rattray’s, or any other, force, will now meet the 5th in or nehr their present 
position. One of my scouts who left their camp yesterday morning states it jas their 
intention, a sufficient number of boats not being procurable, to march south to Rhotas. 
The news of a force on the Great Trunk Road will probably accelerate this movement. 
Before this letter reaches Calcutta, the telegraph will have informed you of the position 
of the 5tli. Captain Rattray will, not be at j)ehree till the 20lh or 21st ; so, in case the 
Irregulars remain stationary, any orders by telegraph to detain an European detach- 
ment would be in time. 

The Government order directing the removal of the Sikhs .states that Gya is in no 
danger now that the 6th are past. Gya is, 1 believe, in no present danger whatever, 
but i beg strongly to urge upon the Government the fact that the district is in a most 
unsettled state, and that, in my opinion, to denude it at tins moment of troops is a 
measure, the results of which may be most serious. For all operations in the interior 
against disaffected or rebellious villages, against bodies of budmashes or released prisoners, 
the force here, though large enough under ordinary circumstances, has been completely 
useless during the last fortnight. A.s long as the 6th were approaching in this direction, 
it was niauifestly impossible to detach any portion of it, and, after they had passed, I 
did not feel justifftjd in a.sking Captain Rattray to .send to a distance of above forty 
miles any of his men whom a telegraph like that of yesterday might require him to 
march with at the shortest notice. I have been waiting anxiously for notice of the 
Government, intentions. 1 am still in the dark as to the ultimate, destination of the 
force now removed from here. If they arc to return as soon as ti»ey have attacked the 
6th, or as soon as it is ascertained that the 6th are gone to a distance, the mischief will 
not be of such great moment; but, if it be intended to leave the district unprotected 
cxce])t by its police, 1 beg rc,spcetl'u]ly, but distinctly, to record my conviction that 
.such a stop would entail certainly a' .state of the greatest anarchy throughout the 
district, would stoji the collection of the revenue, ])iit an end to all hopes of Opium 
cultivation, and might oven be attended with worse consequences. These are not idle 
fears. A large portion of the district is not, at this moment, practically in the possession 
of the Government. All the country to the west, Pergunnahs Grwul, Uncha, Goh 
Manowra, and part of Scris, is overrun by the .scoundrels and budmaslies who have 
joined the 6th, and liy a niimbdr of Bhojepore men, and fellows from different villages. 
Many of the roads arc in their possession, and the zemindars, in consequence, afraid of 
sending tj^cir revenue to the station. The police have bolted, one and all. The 
irregulars search for all Government servants, and their sowars take in a circuit of 
twelve and fifteen miles. To the cast, the country uearNowada is most unsettled. Some 
of the rujwars, and some zemindars, half rebels and half thieves, have collected a rabble 
of some hundreds ; they have jdiindered one village, and are spreading a report that 
the district is deserteil by the Authoiitics an<l the irregulars marching back. My 
intention was, the moment 1 felt myself at liberty, to ask Captain Rattray to divide his 
force, to have sent the Deputy Magistrate with fiO Sikhs to Nowada; the Joint Magis- 
trate?, Mr. Tayler, with 70 or SO more, would have gone through the western portion 
of the di-striet, punishing thq eontumucious village.s, and dispersing any bodies of rebels 
or budmashes bold enough to wait to be attacked. Some severe examjiies are necessary. 
Two or three villages require razing to the ground, root and branch, and many a rebel- 
lious and ))lundering scoundrel needs hanging when caught. It is impossible to restore 
oi'diT to ihe whole district except by the presence on the spot of some authority armed 
with sufiicieiit pow’cr to put down all opposition. Beyond my police, which is much 
weakened, 1 have now no power. All the Sikhs leave immediately, and the officer 
commanding the 37th Europeans has to-day received an order, from General Mansfield, 
forbidding him to leave, under any circumstances, the town of Gya. I could not, 
therelore, if a disturbance took place two miles off, send a single soldier to quell it, 

I lespoctfully submit that, in a district through the whole breadtii of which a 
mutinous regiment has just marched, where within six weeks 1,260 prisoners have 
been let loose, where many elements of anarchy exist, and 'where one quarter of the 
police has entirely disayrpeared, it is risking the very maintenance of the Government 
power to leave the civil executive so weak. I do not want troops for Gya, but I want 
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.them for the district. If there are oone on the Great Trunk Road avajilable, I would 
•uggest that 150 Madras sepoys be sent froAi Dinapore.

1. HAVE the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your .Memorandum of the IDth 
forwarding a co])y of a letter to yonr address from the Secretary to the Government of 
India, of the 17th. instant, from wliieh J regret to obsm-ve tliat I liave ineurred the 
oensurt! of the Governor-General in Council for detaining the detachnu'iif of the 
17lh Madras Native Infantry. 

2. I cannot but iliink that, his Lordship mu.st have been imjierfectly informed of the 
facts of the case. Tin; “Calcutta,” as will bo seen from the annexed copy of a lett(>r 
from the Suiwrintcndont of Marine to tlu' captain of tlic vc.s.s(>l, vvas only chartered to 
tjonvey the detachment to Dinaiiore. Mr. Bcadoifs li'li'graphic message of the 8th 
September, copy of which is also inclosed, directed that the delaelimeiit slinnld be 
landed at Dinapore. T cannot learn that any orders had been reeeivi'd for its fnrllie." yiro- 
gress towards the North-W('st, and there has certainly been no means of sc'nding- jt on by 
steam since its arrival here. It clearly cannot be said, llierefore, that i h.-ive beeli 
instrumental in detaining this detaehnicnt. Had 1 given no (jrders respectiiig its 
employment, it would still hav(;been at Dinapore at the pre.s('nt moment. 

3. 1 received orders from the laeutenant-tiovernor hy telegraph and by letter to 
make use of the detachment for the protection of the Chupra District. 1 was in 
possession'of a letter from Colonel Napier addressed, by ortler of Sir .Iame,s*Ontran)., to 
the officer commanding the 17t)i Madras Native Infantry, directing him to coijiply with 
any requisition 1 might make. The Chupra Frontier was, and is, in urgent. n(*(;d of 
protection. Under these circumstances, I would beg his Lordship in Council to consider 
how it was possible for me to avoid complying with the onlers J had received, I had no 
means of knowing that thbsc orders had not the sanction of the Governor-Geiinral in 
Council; and had I neglected to obey them, I should have incurred a very serious 
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reM)onaibility4‘Had any disaster occurred in consequence, it woidd have be^ justly laid 
to my charge T and I should have been told that I had no right to look for any warrant 

beyond the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor. ■ j . 

4. His Honor is aware (liat, in consequence of there being no steamer available to 

convey the detachment to Chupra, the message of the Governor-General reached me in 
time to prevent its being sent tlicrc, but, as the censure of the Governor-General in 
Council ajiplios to the orders which I gave for the dispatch of the detachment’ to Sewan, 
I beg that this exj)Ianation may bo submitted for his Lordship’s consideration. |P| 

5. With resjycct to an expression of opinion in one of my letters to you, which I 
am sorry to perceive has also excited his Lordship’s diapleasure, 1 can only regret that 
it should have escaped me, and plead in extenuation that it was contained in one of my 
daily rei>orts, which are always written cvrrente cn/amo immediately before the dajt closes, 
and vvhicli I have no opportunity of revising before they are dispatched.

.of the ‘•'River Bird’’ of the sum of 1,98,000 Company's ru])ees, taking her over on 
account of Government from the date mi which she grounded ; and intim.nting that 
the Governor-General in Council thinks that the claim for hire at the rate ot 450 
rupees should not be acceded to even for the time she was employed in the service ot 
the Govcrainent, and that no hire should be paid from the date on which she grounded 
and the guarantee Ijccaine due. 

2 With reference to the ahove, I beg leave to submit for the information of the 
Governor-General in Council that Messrs. Ashburner and Co.'s bill for the amount 
in question has been passed for payment, and I have informed them that the hire of the 
vessel ceased from the date of her grounding. 

3. I have also requested Messrs. Ashhurncr and Co. to reduce their claim 
for the daily rate of fiire, under the circumstances, and their reply shall be submitted 
in due course. 

4. 1 beg permission to explain that the “River Bird’s” ordinary charge when 
employed on this river was 450 rupees per day, and C'aplain Rogers’ remarks on this 
subject in his letter, of the lOth instant, 4tli para,* hail reference to the question 
of demurrage when the vessel was no longer proceeding ; the demurrage charged by 
steam tugs on this river being 300 rupees with si cam up, and 200 rupees without 

steam. • 

5. With regal'd to the orders of Government to take over charge of the “River 
Bird ’'from the date on which she grounded, it is with deep regret that lhave to

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announce the failure of ibe attempts that wms bein^ ipade to extricate the rmcl SAfefy 
from her position on the bank, and her having fallen over , into the river and being now 
entirely under water. ^ ^ ^ 

6. This catastrophe was owing to the current having been suddenly diverted from 
its previoas course, and setting on to the right bank in the direction of the vessel, .the 
consequence of which was that the bank was washed away from under the veasel, and she, 
after overhanging for some time in a dangerous position, was plunged heavily into the 
stream, and sank gradually until she became completely submerged. 

7. Captain .Boon reports that the river i.s falling daily, and in a short time will leave 
the " River Bird ” sutiiciently out of water to jMimp her and take out the sand ; and it 
further appears, that in a month operations for the recovery of the vessel may be resumed, 
and at any rate that attempts may he made to save the machinery, so that it may be 
hoped that the “ River Bird ” is not yet irretrievably lost ; and every exertion will be mad# 
as soon as the river falls sufficiently to admit of operations being carried on, to get out 
the machinery and raise the vcissel.

I HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Superintendent of Marine 
and with reference to iny letter of yc.sterday’s date, that before the preparations for 
launching the “River Bird” could be coiuplelecl, the bank fell in large quantities, carrying 
the slides and ways with it, leaving the vessel a third overhanging the bank as far as 
the leegangway. In this emergency every effort was made to start her, but to no pur- 
pose, and by 8 r.M. the vessel vvas <iverbaa<>ing on both sides as far as her paddles. She 
continued in this state till 11 i'..m., when she .slipj)ed in, with a large portion of the 
bank very heavily into the water. No material injury had up to that lime occurred, 
and it w.as hoped she would slide into the wylcr and launch herself; in this wc were' 
<disappointed, for at a.m. she sunk deeper, the bank having cut away, and began 
filling abaft. She i.s at present half in the water, and 1 fear to-morrow she will be 
-completely so. 

. The cause of the sudden change of the river’s course I attribute to a boat having 
sunk in the channel, on ll)c left bank of the river, diverting the*current to the right 
•bank, and in the direction of the vt'ssel.

WITH reference to Government notification dated the 5th instant, in the Eccl^;i 
siastical Department, received with your docket of the same date, I have the honor 
inform you that tlie pro])osal which I made to the Church Missionary Society’ 
Missionaries at Benorcs, which I consider a fair one, and which they accepted, was, 
that whilst there was no Government Chaplain, and great need of a clergyman, not 
merely to perform surplice duties, but to devote himself to the sick in the three different 
Military Hospital.s, if the Society gave a good, Missionary for the purpose, the pay 
which he received from tlie Society should be paid by Government, as it was not . 
fair that a Mission Society should pay an agent who was not doing its work but the 
work of (loverninent. 

, 2. The Mi.ssionary does not want a reward for doing clerical duty; but the 
Society of which lie is a servant is fairly entitled to claim that whilst doirig only 
Government -work, he should receive his usual salary from Government as promised- by 
me. This arrangement is quite dificrcnl from giving a bonus for surplice duty. I 
bargained for the whole man, not merely a service on Siiuday ; and Mr. W. Smith, of 
Sigra, really does devote much time and attention to the hospitals, and ought to draw his 
whole pay, wliilst so employed to the neglect of direct mission work, from Government. 

3. 1 have acted on tins principle with the Rev. J. Gregson, whom I have sent 
as Cha|)lain to the sick and wountled of Havelock’s army, with that General’s permission. 
Whilst so employed, Mr. Gregson will draw his pay, not from his Society, hut from me; 
this is but fair play. If pco])lc at home pay pcojili- to preach to natives, they oughtnot 
to have to pay their servants whilst otherwise employed on Europeans.

IN reply to your Office Memorandum of yesterday, I have the hcnor todnform 
you, that I have not received a copy of the letter of Mr, W. Smith, '.dated 8th i instant; 
and am therefore unable to submit the correspondence to which it may refer. > 



2. In present instance the correspondence has been pimply demi-official. Them ■ 
being a great want of a clergyman to attend the numerous sick soldiers in hospital, 1 
wrote to Mr. Leupolt asking him if (me of the Church Missionaries, would not give up 
.his mission work for the timei and devote himself to the Europeans. As Mr. Smith 

could be best spared, he took the duty, on the understanding that whilst so employed 
his salary should not be borne by the Society of which lie is a servant. 

3. It is but fair to state that Mr. Smith has since demurred to draw up a bill for 
.the amount of his missionary salary. 1 inclose his note and my an.swcr, to which 1 have 
received no reply. My offer was “ for simply Mr. Smith’s monthly missionary pay,*' 
that, or any other pay can only be drawn by bill, even the extra 100 rupees can only be 
got by drawing up a bill, and giving receipts in triplicate for it, so that I do not under- 
stand the force of Mr. Smith’s objection to “ the mode of jiay.” Mr. Smith certainly 
said to me in the presence of Mr. Simson, that if he drew a bill at all he would draw it 
for full chaplain’s pay. I confess I was considerably disgusted, and probably showed it 
in my manner, as I replied that if he did, I assuredly should not pay it, and added, that 
he bad belter think over it, namely, my offer to the Missionaries, which was simply 
that whilst one of them devoted himself to Oovernment work, the pay which he would 
otherwise receive from his Society should. he paid by (ioverninent. This is the fair and 
honest arrangement, which I con.sklcr that an extra 100 rupees a month to a Missionary 
is not. He cannot serve two masters. 

4. The orders of the Government of India dated 14th July, 1857, with its accom- 
paniments, also called for in your Mcinorandutn under acknowledgment, are separately 
submitted.

HOW are the Church servants to be paid for the jiast month ? WhenMr. Viret 
went away, he arranged, I understand, to draw the money monthly and send it. 
But now that all comiuunicatiou to the North-West is cutoff, kindly say what is to 
be done. ^ 

On dismissing me, when I called on yon on Tuesday morning, you said, “Well, 
think about it, and let me know ; ’’ that is, you desired me to think over as to whether 
I should resign being Acting Chaplain, and let you know. 1 have thought it over and 
simply as far as I know myself, from motives of conscience, have determined, if you have 
no objection, not to give up the work at once, but to refer the matter of difference between 
us to the Committee of our Society in Calcutta, and probably to the Bishop and 
Archdeacon. 

That matter of difference, I suppose, you clearly understand, though, your manner 
towards me on Tuesday so much put me out that I may not have expressed- myself 
very clearly, is simply as to the mode, not the amount, of my pay. 1 am perfectly ready, 
with the sanction of our f’ommittee, to give you a receipt for sim])iy ni}' monthly 
Missionary pay, but not to draw up a bill on the Honorable Company for that amount, 
a thing which. 1 never dreamt of. If you are willing to wait the result of my application 
to Calcutta, well ; if not, of course it is quite optional with you to annul the engagement 
at once.

that the Society should pay whilst its Missiooary was not doing regular Missionary work 
among the natives. 

You were selected as the Missionary who could be most easily spared. ^ 

I inn therefore ready to have your salary (that which you draw from the Church 
Missionary Society) paid by Government, on your drawing up the usual bill and 
' sending receipts in triplicate. . . , / > 

You said to me that if you drew a bill at all, you would draw it for the full 
Chaplain’s pay ; I told you that if you did, I should not pay it, as 1 had only ag'reed tp 
pay you what you received from the Society, and when you seemed dissatisfied, I said 
you had better think over it. You most distinctly demanded the pay of Chaplain fot* 
the benefit of your Society, and I as distinctly refused to pay you more than, I' had 
engaged to pay. 

You can include the Church servants in the same bill, and I will take upon myself , 
to have them paid subject to future adjustment. .

8th instant, directs me to inform you that the Government of India having specified the 
sum to be paid to the Rev. Mr. Smith for his clerical services, no larger amount can 
now be passed without the sanction of the same authority ; and if no additional sum 
has yet been disbursed, you will be good enough to see that it is not disbursed until 
the orders of the Supreme Government have been obtained. 

2. You have not stated what is the precise sum that would be payable to the 
Rev. Mr. Smith on the understanding which you allude to, of his receiving his full 
Missionary allowances. 

3. If you will be good enough to mention the amount, and explain the exact 
nature of the special ho.spital duties which the circumstances of the time caused to 
devolve upon the Officiating Chaplain, the Lieutenant-Governor will be happy, should 
the remuneration proposed appear to him reasonable, to submit the question with his 
recommendation for the consideration of the Government of India. 

4. I am to add for your information that it is not believed to be necessary that any 
formal bill should be presented to support the payment of a definite sum authorized by 
Government, and that the simple receipt of the payee is sufficient to enable the dis- 
bursement to be made from the Treasury.

•IN. continuation of our letter No. 128 dated I, lie 7th inslani, wo have the hoiio-* o 
report our further proceedings in this Department connected with tlio revolt of the 
Native Army of Bengal. 

2. Wo forward in the collection a Naralive of events from .tl\c 30(h September , to 
the I5th October, 1857, furnished by the Chh'f Commissioner of the NorlJi-Westcrn 
Provinces, together with copies of several communications adilressed by Mr. Muir, at 
Agra, to Mr. Slicrer, at Cawnpore, containing information of events in the North-West, 
and the slate of aflairs there. We have also ineliided in the eolleelion copies of two 
Narratives of the Cawnpore Mutiny (one being a translation of tlie <liary of a nalivo 
gentleman residing in Cawnpore), and a copy of a Narrative of the Futtebgluir Mutiny. 

3, Wc have desired the Chief Commissioner of the North-Western Frovinees to 
submit, with a full expression of his views on tlie subject, a rejiort of tlie proceedings 
which have taken place in the city of Delhi since its occupation by tlie army under 
Brigadier General Wikon, and of the policy that lias been pursued towards the city and 
its inhabitants. 

. 4. Adverting to the 2nd paragraph of our letter No. 12-1, datttd the 21 st October 

'last, and to the 7th paragraph of our letter No. 128, dated the 7lli instant, we foniard 
copies of the reports furnished by the Lieutenant-Governor of the t’enlnd - Provinces of 
the agggression committed by the rebels from Oiide in that ]>art of the Allahabad 
’District wKich lies to the North of the Grand Trunk Road. .You will have been 
apprised .in the Military Department of the instructions gi\cn to Colonel Longden on 
‘Itnfe subject. 

5. We also forward a dispatch from the Government of the Central Provinces, 
containing particulars relative to the mutiny. and rebellion at Oral, and the, loss of the 
"Jaloitn District; together with copy of a correspondence between that Government and 
V the Cdtnmissioner of Benares, regarding the withdrawal of troops from Mirzapore. 

. 6. We have sanctioned the grarit of a life pension of. rupees 100 per mensem, with 
the honorary title of Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, to the ex-Tclisecldar, 
Dinsuni^ll, sb favorably mentioned in the Magistrate’s report of the 30th June, 18.57,* 
for his exertions in saving the lives of the Eupopean officers of Jounpore. If desired by 
. * Public letter to Court, Ko. 76, of 1857, paragraph 2. 
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Hinguri LoH, the pension will be commnted hereafter to a life jagheer, to feeitended 
to a second life on easy terms, with subsequent right- of settlement. . ' , i 

fcr ■% Wo forward a copy of a dispatch from tlie Government .of Bengal,; dated the 
,,Oth instant, communicating the names of several native gentlemen who have rendered 
assistance to the authorities during the recent disturbances in the Patna ahd Bhaugnl- 
. pore Divisions. Wo have received this detailed information with the greatest satisfaction, 
and we call your attention to it as aflbi'ding satisfactory proof that there is with very . 
many of the zemindars and natives of influence in those parts of the Lower Provincai a 
strong and active feeling of good will towards the Government, 

8. As the “ Jumna” cannot be effectively employed as a gun -boat on the Gpgra at 
this season, and as she is much required for the ordinary service of the Ganges between 

, Calcutta and Allahabad, we have directed her to be brought down to Calcutta, 
Lieutenant Batt, l.N. and his parly, being left for such service in tlie neighbourhood of 
Dinapore as may bo fouial for them. We have suggc.stod to tlie (iiovernment of Bengal 
that, as Captain Sotheby’s Brigade lias been sent tn Cluipra, Lieutenant Balt’s Brigade 
may probably be employed with advantage in garrisoning the h'ort at Bnxar. 

9. With advertence to the correspondence communicated to you witli tlie 
16th jiaragraph of our letter No. 76 of 18,')7, dat(;d the 7th August, we bog to forward 
a copy of a dispatcli from tlie Government of. Bengal, submitting, with remarks, a 
return of arms sold in Calcutta and Monghyr, during tlie montlis of May, June, and 
July, 1857. 

10. So far as it has been ascertained, the sale of arms in Calcutta was as follows:

Swords, &c. ... ... ... ... .... 1,178 

Thp sale at Monghyr v\ as'very insignificant. 

11 . We may explain that the didiculties cxpcriiaiced by the Commissioner of Police 
at Calcutta in procuring the information from which tlie above return has been 
prepared, apply to a retro.spective inquiry, regarding a time when the Arms Act was not 
in force. 

12. W^e forward for your information, a copy of a correspondence witli the Lord 
Mayor of London, the Mayor of LivoriiooJ, and the Committee of the Fund which is 
being raised at this Presidency for t lie relief of sulferors b}- the present disturbances, on 
the subject of certain reniiitances of money which have been made from England in- 
fnrtlierance of lh(' objects of (hat fund. 

13. We also forward, as usual, somi; other correspondence, on matters of mhior 
importance, which call for no spc-cial notice in this letter.

My Lord, Fort Agra, October 15, 1857. 

IN eoulinuation of Mr. Ilcade's addre.-s, dated 30th ultimo, I have the honor to 
continue the Narrative, th.c. iiuiiu portion (sf which, I beg to submit in the form of a diary 
of event.s, to the 1 5th instant. 

2. Sevtemher 30. — On this date, 1 had the honor to acknowledge the high compli- 

ment whicli your Lordship conferred by temporarily appointing me to the charge of these 
Provinces, and trust hy every otFort in my power to merit your apjirobation. . 

3, October 3. — Shortly after my assumption of office, I found a small detachment 

of about 300 Europeans, -1 light guns, and two mortars, from this garrison, posted at thie 
village of Saidabad, some nineteen miles distant from Agra. The post, 1 have every 
reason to believe was judiciously cho.seu, but the po.sition appeared to me so faulty in a 
military point of view, and so dangerous to such a small body, that on the 2nd instant 1 
ordered tiie detachment to fall back on bead-quarters, aud it would probably have miriyed 
this morning, had it not been for the disinclination of the officer commanding to vacate a- 
position^ which he deemed of great value, and which w’ould undoubtedly have been so 
under diflerent circumstances. ... 

4- I have repeated my orders and expect the detachment to fall back ton ntilW 
at least, in the course of this morning, my reasons for acting as 1 have dons^.ai:e as. 
follows ; ' 

(1.) The safety of the fort of A^ra at this j-unctoxe is a point of paramount importance, 
and it. would be an error to expose it to the . slightest risk with mutineers so dose te it as 
at Dbolepore, Muttea, &e. &c. . 
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(2.) It WAS n^ver expected that ihia weak ganison should co-operate with any troops 
. advaocing on Agra. 

(8.) A post at Saidabad, a village of comparative unimportanice, could in no way ', 
prevent the plunder of Hattrass, by which it was natural to believe, that the whole or a' 
pa!rt'<of the Delhi mutineers would retreat. ’ . ' 

. ^ (4.) Because it seemed an obvious error to post a weak detachment at Saidabad, op 
which the mutineers might retreat, if tlireateued on their left flank ; and frdm our ignor- 
ance of the precise movements of Colonel Grejithed’s column, it was not possible foy tbis 
detachment to form a junction with him, either at Allygluir or Hattrass. 

(S.) Because in the aifair of the .^th »july, at Siissoaii, the mutineers with comparatively 
small numbers pressed, us so very severely, and with their present reported strength this 
much smaller detachment jniglit have been crushed at once. 

5. In conclusion, and explanation of this ]>oint,. I submit the inclosed sketch of the 
different localities. 

6. Up to this date, no positive reliable information has been received of the situation 
of the Delhi mutiueei*s, or of their strength ; but it is beyond a doubt that an atlvanced 
party of them have taken possession of the fort of Moorsawn, ami burnt thc^ factory of 
Mr. Saunders, an indigo merchant. No intelligeiic<^ of Lucknow for the last three days. 
The maharajah at Gwalior still co'nlinues to jilay witli Ibe mutineers there, and to hold 
them, in chccL 

7. Some say they will go to Cawnpore, some to Agra, I continue to receive cordial 
assistance from all the authorities here. 

. 8. October 4. — lleliahlo intelligence has been received, that ihe Delhi mutineers 
have crossed to the left bank of the .lumna, with the exception of J I ecra Sing and some 
500 horse, and a considerable number of followers. Some reports say with 1, others with 
Alight guns. H(;’ intends to join the mutineers at l)holepor(‘, and there is reason to 
suppose that they also may (mdeavonr to fall hack on lldhilcund or Oude, though they 
still talk of attacking. Agra. Muttra hits luckily escaped plunder. The bridge of boats 
there has not been injured, and I this diiy sent instructions to i)reservo it for future use, 
but rendering it in the meantime impassiiblo by the withdrawal (»f a, few' boats, till order 
is restored. Late in the day, intelligence wiis received of tlie relief and rescue of our 
garrison at Lucknow; and for thi^ reasons given in tln^ 4th paragraph of Mr. Ileade’s last 
communication, and in anticipiition of orders, 1 liavc dire(!tc‘d a loyal salutes to be fired 
from the ramparts of the fort. From further intelligence this day received, there is every 
reason to believe that llio whole body of mutinct'v.s avIio have crossed the river, have 
reached and plunden^dllaf trass, and woidd this morning or I'veuirtg move to the eastward, 
most probably w'ith the intention of marching on Fudehghuv; and they are so far in 
advance of Colonel Greathed’s column, with whose later moveimmts wo are <iuite unac- 
quainted, that 1 apprehend theii: successful escape. 

9. October 5.-^lt is believed that the retreating mutineers arrived at Socundra flao, 
on the Trunk Road last night, en route to Budaon, either by the Kiitchla or Kadiechuck 
Ghauts ; and as 1 learnt in tlie course of this day, that Coltmel t Jreatlicd’s detachment 
had been delayed for two days at Boolundshuhur, from some unexplaine*! cause, and 
would only arrive at Allyghur this morning, I fear that there is little chajice of Jus over- 
taking them ; and have written to beg that he will move on Agra, with the intention of 
proceeding agaimst the body now' at Dholepore, provided he sees no chance ()f overtaking 
the mutineers within a moderate distance from Allyghur. The delay of two days at 
Boolundshuhur was unfortunate-, but may have ))eon unavoidable. Should Colonel G rcathed 
move at once on Agra, I will dispatch a detachment from this garrison to occupy Allyghur, 
and establish communication with .Meerut. The Dellu mutineers are stated to have 17 
light guns, and about 5j000 foot, with a considerable number of horse, and many camp 
foUovrers. The Dholepore force still talk of attacking Agra. 

10. October 6. — In a letter of the 3rd, dated Koorjah, received last night, Colonel 
Greathed mentions that he wras delayed two days at Boolundshuhur in- making arrange- 
mentB for the sick of his column, who were, I conclude, sent to Meerut; that his European 
Infantry (originally 800 strong), were reduced to 400 ; that Lieutenant HomC, a promising 
officer of engineers, had lost his life by the too sudden explosion of a mine, whilst blowing 
op the fort of Malagurh ; that be expected to be at Allyighnr yesterday morning (the 6th 
instant), and finally that he hoped we would be able to reinforce him from this garrison. 

that a successful pursuit of the Delhi mutineers was utterly hopeless ; that we 
wewe not in a position to reinforce Colonel Greathed’s column, except for operatipns in 
‘ the near vicinity of Agra, and that it would be wise policy (a policy incurred in by 
Mr. itoide, in whose sound good sense I place great reliance) to clear the country step 
by step, as' bnr' strength admitted, and to drive the' mutineers into Bohilcund or Oude, 



where the final struggles will in all probability have to be made; I directed the column 
to move on Agra. 1 have omitted previously to mention as a remarkable feature in this 
. mutiny, .that a Hindoo temide is said to have been plundered by the rebels at Bindrabun, 
and. that Heera Sing prevented the plunder of another at Muttra. The reports of to-day 
represent the Dholeppre mutineers to be in * disorganized state, and to be quarrelling 
amongst themselves, and a small body of about 200 horsemen arc said to have left them 
with the intention of malting for their homes viA Muttra, , We have very little information 
frprh , below, but understand that the Madras troops at Jubbulpore successfully attacked; 
the''52nd hlative Infantry, killing about 200 of them. It is also reported that the 5th 
Irregular Cavalry have plundered a temple, in the neighbourhood of Bidzcdghnr, .not far 
from the Soane, of about a lakh of jewellery. In the course of the day, intelligence was 
received that Colonel Greathed had occupied Allyghur after an action with a large body 
of rebellious Mahomedans, assisted by 500 of the Delhi mutineers ; and that he had killed 
about 400, and taken 2 or 3 gnns, with loss only of 3 or 4 men. Colonel (ireathed also 
expressed his intention of pursuing the mutineers in the direction of Khasgunje, punishing 
Akrabad in the way, but admitted that his chance of overtaking • them was very faint 
indeed. 1 again in.structed him to move to Agra via Akrabad or' Secundra Rao, informing 
him at the same time, that 1 could not occupy Allyghur with a detachment from this, till 
his column was in our vicinity. 

11. October 7. — Intelligence received early this morning that Colonel Greathed 
had punislunl. Akrabad, killing the loatlcrs, Mungul Sing (or Khan) and MTithab Sing, 
with a grout number of t he rebels, but no (lirect communication has been received from 
him for the last two days, 'flie movements of the Dholepore miilineors still uncertain; 
but ap'parcnily so threatening tliat 1 scut decided orders to Colonel Greatlicd to move 
on Agra, and if he could not do so rapidly, to detach 500 cavalry, and a troop of horse 
artillor}', which would make us strong enough here to meet the Dholepore mutineers in 
the field. 1 m a private letter from Nyneci 'Pal, dated 22nd ultimo, it is slated that tlung 
Buliadoor was sending two tioorkha regiments of 1 ,500 recruits U) Almoral) ; and that 
Major Kamsa)’, thus reinforced, would probably commence oflensive operations in 
llohilcuud. From otlK?r (juarters we learn that the Hindoos of Rohilcund, jiarticularly 
in the neigldxnirhood of Bijnore, wonld rise in our favor on the appearance of anybody 
of our troops in that district. 

12. October. 8. — Comfnimications received tliis morning from Mr. Campbell and 
Colonel (I'natlhed, from wliich wo learn that tlic moveable column was fvt Akrabad on 
the Gth, and woidd march on Agra on the 7t.h. We may therefore confidently expect to 
see his colnnui, or the advanced detachment applied for here on the Dth or lOtli; and I 
scarcely think tiuit the Dholepore mutineers, even if s(!rioni! in th(?ir intention of moving 
on Agra, can anticipate him now. Private letters from Cawnpore mention that the force 
at Jjucknuw lost 500 in killed and wounded, on the 25th idtiino.' 

I.’i. October ^. — Letters received I rom the moveable column, froni which it appears 
that a inost nnnOccssary halt was made at A Urabad on the 7th, and that Colonel Greathed’s 
column would in coiist!(pu‘ncc oiily reach Hat trass to-day, thus exposing Agra once again 
to the chance of plunder, for a reconnoitring party sent out this morning by Lieutenant-, 
Colonel Cotton to tin.' Khari^c River, about ten miles distant, was fired upon, and on its 
return reported that 300 of tlie mutineers and 3 guns had crossed ; but it is believed that 
their heavy guns cannot readily be passed over in the course of the day, and in that case 
Colonel Gri;athcd, who has been written to most imperatively, may probably arrive 
during the night, and be able to attack the enemy to-morrow. 

14. October 10, 11, 12, and 13. — On the Jith, I had the honor to announce 
privately to your Lordship, the result of a brilliant and signal success on the 10th instant, 
over tht' Dholepore mutineers, by the combined moveabh; column and Agra garrison, from 
the latter of which a detachment will bo dLspatehed at an early date to Allyghur, to 
r('.store order aud open out the communications with Meerut and Delhi. Peace and 
order are beii\g. gradually restored in the Scharanponi, Moozuffomugger; Meerut, 
Boolnndshuhur, Hnrrianali, Rhotuck and Delhi districts, and a combined movement by 
Colonel Showtu-s’, and Colonel Van Cortland’s, and Goolab Sing’s troops is contemplated; 
against the .Jhujj.ir state, the fidelity of which is questionable. The troops in the districts 
noted al)Ove may bo sufficient to restore order, but additional ones, and more particularly ., 
cavalry, are much wanted to rcrcstablish the supremacy of the British rule in the Agra^ 
Muttra and Allyghur districts. Popular feeling, particularly amongst, the Hindoo popu- 
lation in the old trans-Gangctic districts, is represented to be strongly in our faypr, and 
there is also apparently' in some locaiities .In these districts a re-action on the part of the 
Mahometans; and the impression is very prevalent, that, as soon as wc can show ourselves, 
in moderate force, there will not be much difficulty in settling these districts. 
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l/>. October 14.— TJio Ciwalior inutineors are I’cijorfed by the Maharajah (o be 
prepared for a move on the ir)lli instant to Gawnpore viA JJmnsic, a movemciil. nuicli to 
bo wished for, as it wonld render the scat of Governnaent here pretty secure. The 
Dholepore mutineers liave o\idently broken up, some have been killed, and others seized ' 
by the Bhnrtporc anthoritios, \Vlio have committed themselves in our favor by this stop. 
Some have p;one south-east.war{l, with the view of crossing the Jumna, in the vicinity of 
Etawah; some have been beaten back by the polict^ and inhabitants of Muttra, and 
about 500 horse and 500 foot, without guns, are now reported to be close to Hattrass, on 
their way to Rohilcund or Oude. Little positive is known in rc.spcct to the main body of 
the Delhi mutineers ; but it is reported that about 2,000 horsemen have crossed the 
Ganges into Rohilcund, and that the infantry have moved off to Fnttyghur, or eastward 
on the Grand Trunk Road. Affairs in Rajpoolana are not sati.sfactory. Brigadier 
Lawrence has sent an urgent appeal to Dellii for ji.ssistuncc, whi(;h, I regret to say, it is 
out of the power of the General commanding there to give. 

IG, October 15. — AfUir mature consideration.s and for I'tsasons which will be 
communicated to your Lordship in a .scpai'ate Memorandum, 1 have deemed it expedient 
that Colonel Grcathed should move on Gawnpore via Mynpooric, with instructions to 
drive away any body of mutineers or rebels lu^ may meet, without any deviation from the 
direct road. A special Clommissiouer aecomiianies hi.s force, to inquire into the conduct 
and loyalty of certain parties at Myni)Oorie; but if RaoBowaneo Sing gives np 2,13,000 
rupees', which he has promised all along to do, it may pe.rha})s be accepted as a proof of 
his faithfulness, for there is little doubt that tluj rajah J)imself is in open rebellion. Tlie 
treasure, if secure.d, will be escort e,d to Agra by 150 Sikh horse, whom 1 have instructed 
Colonel Groalhed to put at the disposal of this Government. Endeavours will be made 
to dispatch from 2,000 to 3,000 camels and some hackeries for. the use of the troops at 
Gawnpore, or where most wanlcid. A portion will aeiajmpanv the column, and the 
remainder will be pmshed on by forced marclu's to catch it np. Mr. Harington, member 
of tlic Legislative f’onneil, will also aceom])any Colonel Grcathed; for lu* is naturally 
most anxious to join lus appointment at C’alcutta. Colonel Greathed’s column will be 
\V(dI in hand up to Myiq)Oorie. and can be re-called hen*, should the Gwalior mutineers 
change their mimls and think of threatening Agra; and, to bo prepared for every 
contingency. 1 have ordered the bridge of boats at JVIuttra to be re-made, to facilitate the 
passage of troops, in the event of ain aecidcnl to ours here. T omitted to mention that 
Colonel Greatlicd ve.sterday rccefived from Delhi a small reinforcement of about 2.30 
Fluropcan foot, 20 European artillerym<>n. and two I2-poundcr guns; and that I have 
exchanged two small ,5i-inch mortars, which he liad with him, for two more of heavier 
calibre. The King of Delhi has been guaranteed his lite, but is now under trial by a 
Military Commission, to a.scertain t lie extent of his complicity in the rebellion. In 
eondns'ion, 1 am inclined to regard tlie aspect of affairs in a cheerful light; and but for 
the uncertainty regarding the movements of the Gwalior mutineers, 1 am induced to 
hcdicvc' that jiciace and order would be (|uickly restored in most of the northerly districts 
of these Provinces.

Allahabad, October 27, 1857, 

AT Sherer’s request, 1 forward the inclosed letters for the Governor -General. 
Colonel Hope Grant’s column should be at Gawnpore to-day, it was urgently required. 
The Gwalior Contingent has moved, and will probably come to Gawnpore, or would 
have done so, at all events, if Colonel Grant had not made his appearance. The Con- 
tingent is a formidable body, unbroken as yet, well equipped, and numerous, with field- 
guns, and a second class siege-train. Koer Sing, wdt!' his body guard, the 40th Native 
Infantry, have left Banda, and are pointing towards Calpee. The rest of the Banda 
mutineers, viz. 7th 8th, ^Oth, and part of the 62nd Regiments Native Infantry, and 6th 
India Cavalfv have their advanced guard at Chilla Tara Ghaut, half w ay between Banda 
and Futtehp'ore, None have yet crossed the Jumna, and the main body is still at 
Banda, T believe. This body and the Gwalior Contingent might make a formidable 
cottibination, if they had an intelligent head. • u

Sir, ' •Agra, October 17, 1857. 

THANKS for yours of the 10th, your receipt of the 11th, also received. 

We are delighted at the mention you make of two or three bodies of troops 
marching up between Allahabad and Cawupore, you do not state their numbers. 
Hemember our avidiUy for details. 

Our column will give you abundance of Cavalry, so, with the bles.sing of God, you 
will, I trust, be quite independent and able to crush the Contingent. We have more 
correct intelligence to-day of the movements of the Contingent. It inarched by 
Bc'jowlie, which, on a good map, you will find due East of Gwalior. The first division, 
consisting of three regiments (1st, 2nd, and .0th, with three batteries, 1st, 2nd, and 4th 
Company’s Artillery) marched on the night of the 14th, or morning of 15th instant. 
The remainder would follow the next day. The cossid who brought the dispatch, saw 
two regiment', and two batteries marching as l.e left. They have carried with them as 
much of their magazine as they could get conveyance fert". 1 presume they have taken 
their siege train with them ; if so, it will prevent them marching very rapidly. 

After the first division had started, the remaining one began to burn down the lines 
and all the bungalows they could lay hands iqion, everything that had been left was 
destroyed. The road through Bcjowlie leads direct to Jaloun and Calpee. But what 
their destination is it would be hazardous decisively to say. 

Your letter of to-day announces the attempt of the Nana to cross the Ganges, en 
route to Gwalior. 1 conclude that he was aware of the intended movement-of the (.'on- 
tingent, and that his object is to join it on its march, not to go to Gwalior, where he 
would have met with a cold reception. 

The Contingent may now be regarded as retained by the Nana. At the head of 
this force he may attack Cawnporo, or he may return to Bilhoor, or he might try to 
recross the Ganges. It is of vital importance that the Contingent sliould not cress the 
Ganges, for they arc richly stored with all sorts of ammunition, while the Delhi fugitives 
at least are very badly off for ammunition. To intercept the Contingent, seize their 
guns, and capture their magazine, is therefore an object of paramount w’cight. Brigadier 
Grant quite uuderstaiids this. 'I’he 5th Regiment, it is believed, adheres to Scindia, 
and the two remaining Companies of the dth, witli the two Mehidpore guns. In place 
of the old .Oth and Gth, tw'o new' corps of these numbers have been organized by the 
mutineers. 

Every day gives fresh proofs of the returning loyalty of the people and the quietness 
of the country, the moment military parties are out of the way. With only a handful of 
soldiers at Ailvghur, and the same at Boolmidshiihur, the horse dAk now runs all (he 
way from Meerut to this. Brigadier Grant left Meerut at 5 last evening, and reached 
this (almve l."0 miles) by 10 this forenoon. With Rohilcuud yet unreclaimed, it is 
astonishing to find tl^e lipper Dnab so rapidly .settling down. 

At Areeng in the Muttra District, nine or ten .sepoys have been captured by the 
police, aided by the villagers. They have several thousand rupees worth of gclJ and 
gold mohurs upon them. The money has been relinquishecl to the captors as an 
inducement to make similar captures. 

This morning some fifteen of the fugitive Indore force, attacked and capturgd by 
the Bhiirtporc Durbar, have been brought in, and are now under trial by a Military 
Court. The escort of Bhurtpore sowars which brought them in, takes back Captain 
Nixmi to his p.;st of political .\gent at Bhurtpore. A sati.sfactory mark of the returning 
confidence of the country in ns. The durbar applied for him. 

The Dliolcporc durbar arc also said to have captured some mutineers for us. 

By the way, when 1 wrote yestetday I believed Gwalior to be nearer Cawnpore 
than 1 find it actually is. It l.s between 150 and 160 miljcs. So that after all, Grant’s 
column, if not delayed at Mynpoorie. or by the Fijiruckabad troops, will anticipate its 
approach. ’ 
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Williams!, Commissioner of Meerut, writing on the 14th, says that the collections 
are comin<r in wonderfully. Already l-i lacs from fioolundshuhur. He expects to have 
cleared off the whole balances of May and June for the division (exceptinar Allyghur, 
of course, where Cocks is going on well also) before the first instalment of the autumn 
crop is duo. 

Williams mentions the surprising number of gunstbafarc being recovered through- 
out the several districts. Altogether in the division there must, he says, have beeu 
50 pieces of various sizes. 

He adds, “ the country is settling down, our Revenue and Police Officers are 
reinstated everywhere, and the Doub to the Aliyghur District is all right.” 

Williams hears that Nynee Tal has again been threatened by Khan Bahadoor, who 
has sent .5,000 men and some guns. They have taken possession of liuldwanee and 
Bhuuowrce. Ramsay intends to leave them alone below, and only hopes that iliey 
will venture a little up the hills, as he would thdn be able to inflict a signal chaslise- 
ment. 

I have been talking with Hope Grant about the exile of all the inhabitants from 
Delhi. 1 have not quite made out what is the state of the argument against, the return 
of the well-disposed. Besides the difficulty of guarding the city, he speaks of the 
impossibility of distinguishing the giiilly from the innocent, reqtiiring that all should 
be involved in punishment until they have proved (as I understand) their active loyally 
in our behalf throughout the struggle. And again, he says that the inhabitants have 
yet to pay the ransom of the city, and seemed to imply that if this were arranged, 
permission to occupy might be obtained. 

T am not satisfied that against the unoffending portion of the community, especially 
the middle classes of the Hindoos, a harsh, if not unjust procedure- i.s being adopted, 
but 1 have not time to follow out the subject. 1 can understand the argument of military 
necessity, and I fancy that that is the true reason.

YESTERDAY news came in from Gwalior, dated 16th. Above half the Contingent 
force moved on the 15th. The second half was delayed by the desertion of FU} pairs of 
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bullocks provided for them, and could not march as intended ot) the,;MdiV Scindia, 
however, is anxious to be rid of them,;and the carriage will not be Ion j: Wiiotiug. ■ 

Cjolonel Fraser still thinks it possible that Vvbeii they hoar of Grallt^s column having 
left, and that it will anticipate them in the advance on Cawnpore, they are not unlikely 
to return upon us here. 1 am inclined to regard that as highly improbable.. They have 
apparently cast in their lot with the Nana, and the Nana’s antecedents will rather keep 
him in your direction. 

We have letters from Lahore, dated 10th October. Sir John Lawrence on that 
date says, “Wc are all well in the Punjaub, thank Clod, but Dcllii did uot fall a day 
too soon.” 1 conclude from this that the Googaira rising is now passing offi 

Frohi Delhi, 1 have a letter from Saunders, dated October l-Mh. All quiet there. 
Drigadier Showers’ force vvas at Jatoo Sana. Several of the Jhujjiir sowars, whom they 
came across delivered up their arms without resistance. “ We are gradually appre- 
hending some of the chief otfeuders, the Nuwab of .Ihujjur and others being anxious 
now to testify their loyalty and affection for the British Government, by apprehending 
for us some of their not less guilty, but not so powerful, co-partners in rebellion.” 

'Pile two Princes had been shot that morning by the banks of the Jumna. 

Here we are all free. The only remnant of our Indore enemies is a body of some 
400 or ^>00 sowar.s, and 200 sepoys, who have taken reliige at Puttclquire Sikri. They 
are described as not knowing whither to tiini, having been rcqndsed from Bluirtporc, 
and they say they are resolved to die where they are. A lorce will go out to attack 
them, and Bh'inpore will be invited. to assist, if not, to anlicipale our attack, by ibem- 
selves dislodging the refugees. Puttelipore Sieree, you know, is only twelve miles or so 
from Bluirtporc. 

Nine of the mutineers, whom 1 mentioned in rny letter' of the 17tli,as having been 
captured at Areeng, with (jiiaiitilics of gold on their persons, were brought in by the 
police to Muttra, and arc now in the kotwalcc there. Is not Muttra a marvellous 
instance of loyally to us 't Not a soldier of onrs has it seen since the mutiny broke out, 
e.xcepting the two companies of the 44111 and ()7th, which mutinied and went off to 
Delhi, yet whenever the actual pressure of mutineer forces has passed away, imme- 
diately our kotwalcc has been rc-oecupied, and our Deputy Magistrate and Deputy 
Collector Imdad Ally, again recognized as ruler of the submissive city. jMuch is, of 
course, due to the good feeling of the .feth : but, even with all this, the absence of 
lawlcssiu'ss and opposition to the Authorities appointed by our Government is very 
remarkable, when tliere were such opportunities for their display. 

• The country north of Muttra, in the confines of the Goorgaon District, is yet 
disturbed by the unruly Jats and Mewatlies, who need chastisement, while we have 
not the means of chastising them. 

Mrs. Drufntnond has gone with Grant’s column, much against the advice of all 
here. Drummond speaks well of the crojis, see quotation on the printed slip. 

Our latest r.'^garding Nynee 'J\il, is in a letter rVfiiu U. S. Reid, from which I quote 
the following, it is dated Mnssoorie, October 4th. 

“I have just heard from Maxwell; they are besieged at Nynee Tal by 5,000 
Pathans, but are all jolly. Ramsay lias more men lliau arms ; a supply went, off from 
this some days back. A note in from Beckett, dated Oth (he ordinarily lives at Peoree) 
he writes that Ram.say has written to say that they are besieged l)y 5,U00 men, and will 
go at them on a favorable opportunity. There is no alarm on their account.” I do 
not, think there is much cause of anxiety about Nynee Tal. 

Major Eld, who is commanding at Allyghiir, has caught a man of his old regi- 
ment, the Otb, who was left behind sick by the Delhi fugitives. Ue is gettiug much 
information out of him as to the maimer in which the regiment went. Whether anything 
more general as to the causes of the mutiny is. doubtful. A reinarkable fact is, that the 
men on leave generally joined their regiments at Delhi, which were all greatly stronger 
than we calculated. Eld says, “ Rampershaud, the man who commenced our mutiny 
and seized my horse on parade, I am happy to say, was shot in the leg by our grape- , 
shot, and had hi.s loot and ankle carried away by another, but was accompanying the 
mutineers on a tattoo.” Eld wishes to spare the man whom he- has apprehended; the 
regiment killed none of its officers. 

Since commencing this letter, communications from Gwalior to the ITth, have 
been received. The 2nd Diyi.sion on that day marched from Gwalior. They have * 
taken with them the whole of the magazine and guns, ekcbjiting the station gun. 
“Tlieir declared intention is still to go by the Indoorkec Road to Calpee. They may 
make, say the durbar, a few halts in Zillah Kucliwahagurh, one of Scindii),’s assigned 
districts.” Grant will, 1 hope, get hold of all their magazines. 



• I fear the two cossids dispatched from this on tlic 9th, have been killed on tlie 
road ; one of our return men says, be saw their Heads lying on the road, and the wav 
cloth covering of the dispatches they were carrying. I think a duplIcHtc of my letter 
went on the 10th, but not copies of my letters to Colonel (iieathcd, urging his speedy 
march this way, which I should haVc liked the Governor-deneral to have seen : it can’t 
be helped now. *

“ Our force in the city is inadequate to hold the defences of iJie place when occu- 
pied once more by its inhabitants, unless .supported by a small force like Showers’ 
column, marcliing. within call.” 

The movement against Jhujjur and Dadiec* was directed by Kir J. Lawrence’s 
orders, and was, no doubt, imperatively called for “ lo prevent these two independent (•() 
States which have, during the campaign, taken a |)rommeut part agaiasl the British 
Government, becoming Alsatias for oiir disbanded mutineer troops.” 

Everything was quiet at Delhi and elscvxhere to the noith-wesl.

THE Delhi post has just brought this letter, with a me.'sage for Captain 
PoMUH' to forward to Calcutta from (Jeutn-al PenuY. Please make it. over to Captain 
Bruce. • 

In for^varding the above, Saunders gives the tidlowing ex{>lanati()it regarding the 
guarantee for the King’.slife. It wa.s ‘‘eortainly gtiarantt'ed to him by (.'aptain Hodson, 
by lu'rmission of the Ueueral commanding. I was absent at poor tJrealhed’s funeral, 
on the 20th September, when HotlsoJi wont t<» the General and asked his permission to 
ondeiivour to sectire the King’s person through Mir/.a Elahie Bnksh, oit(‘ of t.lie family who 
had come to Hodson and promised to iiidiiee him to come in, if his personal s('(!urity was 
]iromise(l to him. At that time it was not known wJierc Uk* King and his family were, and 
1 very mtich doubt whether we shoidd liave succ<!cded in obtaining his ptirson had !t not 
been for (he authority granted to Hodson to treat with Mirzti Elahie Biiksli, for the 
surrender of the King upon the guarunt<*e of his life being secured to him. 

“ Hodson, ailer Jiaving got the permission, rode off to cantonnients and met me 
leaving the funeral ground, where we had just intcrrcjd poor Greathed. He called out 
TO UK^ as h(j passed, that General Wilson had given him authority to promise tiie King 
lus life. I w as not surprised at the General having done so, as poor Girathcd lohl me a 
few hours before his death, that ^r. Colvin had authorized him to treat willithe King, on 
the understanding that his life might or rather w'buld be granted to him. J had not been 
aWe to look at a single doctiraent at that time, having only just assumed charge a few 
houra })reviously, during which we had all the oxciteraont of attacking, and taking pos- 
session of the palace and rcniahider of the city. And I moreover had been engaged in 
at tending to the funeral arrangements, &c., of my predecessor. Mr. Grcathed had never 
shown me the instructions which he had from time to time received from either Agra, 
Lahore, or Calcutta ; and I was perfectly ignorant of the views of Government with the 
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exception of having heard Greatjied once before sav, that he had been empowered to 
offer the King’s life.” ' 

I have^ copied this out in extcnso, as it is important tliat. it sliould bo known to the 
6overnor-J(ieneral.' 1 tnrst char, as proposed by i^ir d. Lawrence, so much of ilio city 
wall will be spaml, as will serve ,for a protection agnlnst the marauding attacks of tlie 
plundering ])opulation of the vicinity, without being allowed to retain any military aspect 
or character. Even the very summary line of walls and gates which have be<'n run \ip 
here at Agra, have given confidence, and would I believe serve as a protection against 
. predatory attacks. 1 believe that this is perfectly compatibh^ with both the words and 
spirit of the Governor-General’s order ; as I conchide that on desiring the walls to be so 
far destroyed as to make them “ useless for defences," military deleneos were intended, 
but I am travelling a little out of my line. ’ 

Saunders reports that Showemshad take* possession of the Fort of Kanoud ; and that 
our troops had cut up about 400 of the Nawab’s peoj)l<*. With the fort we secured 
five lacks of rupees. 

■ From Brigadier Lawrence’s official report of the tragedy at Kola, it is satisfactory 
to learn that he believps the Maharajah to have been' unconcerned in it, and “ greatly 
grieved” by It, dreading that the unruly troops would iirocccnl to plunthn* the city ; 
he had closed the gates and called to his aid the thakoors with their rajpoot 
followers. 

Greathed’s news you will have; from himself. [ hope U)U will he able to maintain a 
runn<;r diik to Mynpndrie. If tTu; Rao is abkf to boKl liis position there, we shall keep 
up the mail carts so far. 

The Gwalior Oontingent was supiwsed to be }'T'sterday at. Anu'cn, tliirt 3 ’-six miles 
on the Jaloun and Galpee road. The two divisions of the force were expectcTd to unite 
there, ^fhey seem to be taking their time. 

You will soil from the i)rint(;d slip, that I have ventunul, mam native n-porl, to 
announce a viclor\'gaiii('d by your troops, as [ suppose, over tin' Nana’s followers (m the 
18fh or lOlh ; we have not a syllable from you later than tin* lOth, excepting a reccijit ; 
your letter has j)robal)ly been intercepted. 

Cocks believ<*s the Rhao Bhowany Sing of Myn]){)ovie to be inno(.'cnt of rt'belliqn 
against the (lovernment, and to be “ deserving of th(> kindest consideration from 
Government.” 1 am glad he has found sufficient evidence for coming to so satisfactory 
a conclusion. It a<lnutted of the oidy arrangement which, for a .short time to come, 
seemed feasible to make, viz. to have; the Rao as Nazim in charge of the station and 
district. 

As soon as troops can b(> spared. General Outram will, I doubt not, send an expedition 
against Fnrnikabad, and then we shall have the Doab chiar ; but some troo}),s will need 
to bo left there, and a body of considerable strength should be ])osted somewhere between 
that and Meerut so long as Rohllcund maintains Us present hostiitt attitud(\ Allyghur 
is probably the prttjter po.st ; our communications with the up-cotmtry depend on its 
being- free.

I HAVE not much to tell you to-day, no local news except that the Mu'gbees, 
under Captain I’aylor, have arrived, and that our expedition against the small body of 
nuitinecrs wJio still hold on at Futtchpore Sicrce, starts on Tuesday the 27th.^ 

^"ours of the 20th, with message to liastcn Grant’s column just received. The 
Governor-General’s wish has been anlicipatt:d, and 1 congratulate myself on having b^en 
one of the strong advocates of the policy wljich hurried the column towards Cawnpore. 
1 doubt not Lucknow will very soon be free, and the enemy flying in all directions. In 
your letter of the 20th you do not allude to the progress of events broached in your 
note of the 18th. With the column, however, Havelock ought to be independent of 
Man Sing. 

Reiterated reports are received a(. Allyghur, and upwards, of an immci;jse gathering 
in the direction of Budaon, wheiu'c an arn>cd fox*cc with guns is said to tlireaten Allyghur, 
and Boolundshuhur is also similarly menaced. It would be very sad, not only for the 
peojde, who would be again abandoned to the tyrants, if this occurred, but also for our 
communications, which now' re-established on 'their old footing, would, in that case, he 
again closed. 

' The telegraph, too, which is at^vancing towards Allyghur, and will be steadily pushed 
forward, would also b(' again destroyed ; wherefore I cease not to urge the claims of the 
Upper Doab, so soon as the fir.st nec('ssitics of Lucknow have been met. 

Nothing fresh from' Rajpoot ana, what wo have is good. ’ Nixon, at Bhurtpore, 
“ hears tliat several fugitives liavx; becnx seized by the .Jyeporc authorities at HurdOwn;” 
Dholejxore is also sending in sonn' ; nothing new of the Contingent ; by the last report 
half wore at Ameeu and half at Munowur. 

1’’our lett(?r ot‘ the 18th, inclosing Bcadon’s of the 18th, did not reach till this 
morning, the cossid having taken it out to Nixon at Bhnrtpore. 

iMajor Williams has come down from Meerut, and is appointed Superintendent of 
Police* Battalions in the North-W(‘stern Provincx^s. an appointment, I hope, the 
Governor-General will a])pruvc. He is just the man for the post. Colonel Steel has 
also come.

Narrative of the Mutiny at Cawnpori^ 

is purposed in -the following^arjativc to give a complete but succinct account of 
the .occnrrences connected viitli the mutiny of the native regiments at Cii’wuporc, and 
the disastrous consequences that ensued to tin; Enroi)can inliabitants of the st^kion. 

It will hot he an object to account in any way for the origin of Uie mutiny, or to 
investigate the caiises that prompted native troops, on whom every reliance liad been 
placed, to raise so formidable a rebellion. 

Neither will it be, perhaps, desirable to enter into a detailed account of cases of 
individual suffering, a record of whicli may be placed more appropriately in an -Appendix 
to the Narrative, where also may be found the records of survivors and others from 
whjch the information now furnished is gathered.* 

It is necessary, however, to .descrilK^ the position of tlie rebel wlio, if he did not 
flrorn the first foster the mutiny, soon placed himself at the head, and, l)y his intelligtmce 
and importance, gave a plan and system to the revolt. 

Nana Dhoondoopunt was the adopted son of Ihijcc Rao, ex-Peishwa of Poouali, a 
pensioner of the British Government, who died in December, 1852. 

The pension of the cx-Pcislivva, amounting to eight lacs of rupees per annum, was 
not continued to the Nana, and this appears to Itave been his principal, if not sole 
grievance, though he invariably maintained friendly relations with the Europc'an 
residents, and iudisjdon many occasions treated them with ajqiareiitly coi'dial lios])itaUty. 
His residence was at Bithoor, situated tem miles west of Cawnpore, wlievc! he owned an 
estate left him by his patron, the ex-Pcishwa. He was allowed a ndinuc of 200 Infiintry 
and Cavalry, with three guns of small calibre, and tlu'se troops were, of course, entirely 
independent of European authority. 

Cawnpore, the liead (luartei’s of a division of tlu^ army, is a, large station, some five 
miles in length, situated on the right bank of the Ganges j and though it was formerly 
occupied by a strong force of Euro])cans, the number of tlu'se had lattdy been reduced. 

' At the time of tlie revolt the hiuropean force, hicluding the iviiilbrccments they 
received, consisted of: 

Artillery, 1 Co. 59 men, and 6 guns. 

Infantry, 60 men of Her Majesty’s 81th. 

70 men of Her Majesty's 32nd Invalids, and sick. 

16 men of 1st Madras Ensiliers. 

The native troops consisted of the 2nd Regiment. Light (!avalry, the 1st, 5:)i-d, and 
66th Regiments Infantry, and the Golundau/.e, or native giinntjrs, attached to tin* baltcry. 

General Sir Hugh Wheeler commanded the di\isioji, and a list of his staOr and 
other officers will be found elsewhere.* 

There were a large number of Europeans resident in cantonments, many of whom 
were individuals eounccted with the Civil, Railway, Canal, and other (h'partments. There 
were also nearly the whole of the soldiers’ wives of Her Majcsiy’s 32nd Regiment, 
which was stationed at Lucknow. The whole number of the EuVojican population, 
therefore, in Ca^vnporc, meti, women, and cliildren, could not luu'e amoimted to less 
than 760 lives. 

Nc\Vs of die outbreak at Meerut and Delhi reached Cawnjmre on the Hfli May, 
and though the mistnist prevailing more or less tliroughout the Bengal Presidency was 
felt at Cawnpore, and with more esj)ecial reference to the cavalry ami the ist 
Regiment Native Infantry', who liad b('('n cantoned togethei* R'r years, asid whose 
seditious feelings had been pretty openly expressed, no pi eeautionary measures were 
adopted beyond that the artillery were moved up to tlie Kurojioan barracks, and this 
• movement was caused by a supposed incendiary lire which oeciirred in the lines of the 
1st Regiment Native Infantry on the night of tlie Kith May. I'lie ladies and merchants 
alsb about this lime sought refuge in the barracks. A company of Her Majesty’s 32nd 
arfh'ed from Lucknow, arid officers of all corps were ordt'rcd to sleep in the lines of 
their ^i^iments. Further cause of alarm was given by riMQours having being circulated 
in tbe idty that objectionable cartridges were to be serveOTt'ait on the 2.3rd May, and 
that tJlh artillery were to act against all wlio ixfused then\. A good deal of excitement 
: preyrifled, and on the 24th May, the Queen's birthday, it was not cousidei’ed advisabla 
.to usual salute.

The Nana had offored to protect the treasury in case of an . outbreak, and on the' 
26th May, at the request of the Collector, he brought two guns and 200 nujeebs (armed 
retainers), and placed them on guard over the treasury,, which was guarded by a 
company of the dSrd Native Infantry. The 2nd Regiment Oudd Cavalry, under the • 
command of Licufenant Barbor, 20th Native Infantry, marched into, cahtonrndhts; ai!d 
furnished pul rols together with a picquet of the 2nd ijavalry. ' ' 

A few da)s after their arrival the Glide Irregulars were suspected, and vi'ere 
according!} inarclicd out towards Futtehghur, Captain Hayes, 62nd Native Infanby, 
Military Secretary to Sir H. Lawrence, Commissioner of Onde, and Captain Carey, 
i. 7th Native Infantry, accompanying them ; and they were followed a day or tivo later 
by Lieutenant Ashe, with a Inilf battery of Oiido Horse Artilh^ry. A few marches frpm 
the .station ttuj cavalry regiment imitinii'd, and .sueceoih'd in murdering all the officers 
wlio were with them. Some Sikhs, liowever.in the regiment returned towards Cawnpore, 
and met and lii'ought back .Lieutenant .\sh(i .mcl tlio guns. General Wheeler dismissed 
the Sikhs, and emumoneed entrenching the, barracks of the depot of Her Majesty's 32nd, 
to which all liic Ihiropi'ans at llie station weiT ordert'd to irpair. 

On tlio 2nd Juno the first reinforeement arrived, consisting of two companies of 


Her Ma jest} ’s S lili, and 15 men of the Madras Kiisilierg. • One company of the fortnet, 
together with tlie company of Her Maiesty'.s 32ud, wliich had arrived a feiv days before, 
were sent on to Lucknow. 


On tin.* 4tli Jiim* ]irovi.sions for a month liad boon stored, and one lac of rupees 
was removed wiiliin tlu> entrmichment, but nine la(.*s still remained in the treasury, and 
no ste].>s vvori' taken to remove or sc'cnre f.lu' ammunition and stores which were lying In 
largo quanlitie.s both in the ordiian.ee ami regimental magazines. It is necessary to 
mention this fact to sliow not only lliat full confidence wa's ])laced in the Nana, .but that 
no very serious view was taken of matters in general. Tlie officers of the 2nd Cavalry, 
and Ls! and otilh jlegiments jValive Infantry, wi'ri' ordered to discontinue sleeping in 
their lines. 


'J'he mutiny <‘ommenccd on the morning of tlie (itli, at 2 a.m., when the 2nd 
Cavalry and 1st Tb'gimcul. Native Infantry lofi their lilies, without, however, molesting 
their lifiicV'rs, wlio. on. the first alarm, had proeei'ded to their lines. The insurgents 
proceeded first to tlie treasury and the magazine, wliicli wore situated in tlie civil lines 
at the western end of the station. Of both of tliose buildings they obtained possession 
without oiiposilion from the guards placed over Ihnm ; they then entered the jail, set the 
prisoners at liberty, and burnt all tlie adjacent public offices and records. They then 
marclied out to Knlliunpori', tin* first lia) ting-place on the road to Delhi, and there 
encamped, ami were joined before noon of the sanu' day by the 53rd and 56th Regiments 
Native Infantry. 

Seizing the ojiportunily of the revolt, the Nana posse.'ised himself of a great portion 
of the t reasure, and, ri'pairing to the rebel camp, persuaded them to return to Cawnpore, 
to destroy all the houses sil.nated therein, annihilate the British officers and sajdiers and 
every Chrislhm re.sident, and then go onto Delhi or Lucknow, leaving a garrison behind 
to retain possession of the city and district of Cawnpore. 

Acting. on iiis advice, ami placing th('msolve.s under hi.s oi’ders, the rebels returned 
to Cawnpore ilic same I'vening, and the Nana at once informed General Wheeler that he 
had return '(i to attack him. 


Intimidating ail natives of any standing or importance, plundering everything in 
bis way, and murdering every Europi'au that fell into his hands, the Nana sodu made 
good liis word b\ liringing into position two of his own guns, and two heavy guns which 
he had pro 'ureii from the magazine. The cannonade from these guns commenced about 
10 A.M., on the rn.rning of the 7th June. 

It is n(.‘ce.s.^ary, in order to render evident the situation of the besieged, to give a 
short account of the unfortiiuale position that had been selected by General Wheeler, 
and of the inade<]uatc means that had been taken to secure it. 

The di'pot of Her Majesty's 32nd, consisting of the sick, invalids, women, and 
children of the regiment, was located in two long barracks in an extensive plain at the 
eastern cud of tin: station. These barracks were single-storied buildings, intended each 
for the aocomr.v kdion of a conipariy of 100 men. One of tlicni was thatched, and both 
were surrounded by a flat-roofed arcade or verandah ; the walls were of brick, 1^ inches 
thick ; a well, and the usual out-olliccs, w'erc attached to the buildings. 

Ai’onnd thi so barracks a trench was dug, and the earth thrown up on the outside, 
so as to form a ])arapel, which might have been five feet high, but not even bullet-proof 
at the crest. Open spaces were likewise left for the guns, which were thus, entirely 
nnpjtotected, and it may be imagined what slight cover an entrenchment of this kind 
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would furnish either for the barracks or for men in the trenches ; and there was plenty 
of cover both fpr musketry and guns within a short distance of the barracks, of wliich 
the mutineers soon availed themselves. 

To inclose the barracks, a pajapet some feet in length was required, and it is 
supposed tliat scarcity of labour, and the stiffness of the soil, which at the close of the 
hot season was nearly as hard as rock, were the causes which prevented the construction 
of more solid defences. 

The cannonade commenced from the four guns before mentioned, but the enemy’s 
artillery was soon strengtliened from the ordnance magazine, aud in a few hours they 
br6up;ht a lire on the barracks on all sides from fourteen guns * and mortars placed in 
position. 

' At first the besieged replied briskly to the (ire of tlie rebels, but without any signal 
spcccss, for the guns in tlie cut rend mumt were field gnus, aud tlie enemy had not as yet 
advanced within 1,000 yards from the barracks. Their fire, also, had little or no effect, 
but on the second day of the siege tliey adopted more energetic measures ; the Mahomedan 
flag was raised in the city, all true Mussulmans were directed to join, and those who 
demurred were threatened, insulted, nr fined. The Nana’s force was soon augmented 
by large number?, and reinforced daily. Having at liis command a magazine .‘!tore«l 
with every description of ammunition and ordnancM;, with Ins treasury full, and tin' city 
bazar in Ins hands, it is not to b(! wonden'd at that lie soon rendered tlio situation of 
the Europeans next to Jiopdess. An incessant fire of musketry was poured into the 
ontrencliment from the nearest buildings; guns of large calibre, drawing gradually 
closer and closer, sent their shot, and sin'll without iiiti.rmission against tin* lirick walls 
of the barracks; (.;arcases fired the thatched building in whieli miinbers of sick and 
helpless women and w’ounded nu'ii wen' luiddletl tciueiher, main of whom \v<'rc burnt 
alive; tin* hospital stores were lust or destroyed, and all were crowded now into one 
building. Without niediciue-s, tin' sick. and wouinh'd dic'd without relici'; A\ith tho 
greatcr portion of their ammunition spent, the besic'gc'd wc're forced to slacken (lieir lire, 
and their ppsition was rendered hopeless and helpless in the extreme ; and all this 
before the firing liad lasted for half a week. 

Tlicro was a nullah or ditch some' distance in front of tlio entronehmeut, from wliich 
the enemy pushed on a sap towards tin; barracks, and from (his they poured in a near 
aud deadly fin'. 

And on the west, of the bcsii'ged’an entirely now range of barra(;ks had been in the 
course of construction, and behind tlu* nnfinisln'd walls the ndit'ls po.s(i'd their inatehlock 
men, who, however, wore dislodged by sortie after sortie, and at h'liglh two (sf the 
barracks w'c're licld by picquets from tlio garrison, lint the strength ol' the garrison 
was insuflicient to prevent the rebels from jilacing their matchlockmen on oi.ln'r sides. 
Communication between the barracks bc'camc diliicult, no one could move out of cover 
• for one instant witkoul drawing on himself (he lire' of twenty jiicc'c's ; walc-r was at first 
drawn under shelter of a para])(!l on the edge of the; well, but. the parapet was knocked 
down, and soon not a drop could bo obtaiiioil save at the; risk of almost certain df'.struction. 
The half destroyed w'alls of the barracks, or the temporary expedient of piling u[) tents 
. and casks, was the precarious but only shelter that could be obtained ; food could not 
be carried from post to post by day ; and the dc'ad were ri'inovcd at night and thrown 
into an adjacent well without the decency of burial. Rcdief was expei'ted on the Idtii 
June, but day after ilay brought no succour; round shot and disease were doing Uioir 
work, provisions ran short, and the niisi'ry endured by all can liardly bt; imagined. 

Yet the besieged, in successful .sallies, took and sjiiked tlic ni'arest guns, driving 
away the mutineers, and retiring to tin; trenches with little if any loss; Init the guns 
were either repairt'd or replaced liy others from the arseiiivl, and though the position 
in the barracks was quite untenable, the mutineers never nnisterc'd .the courage to 
; assault it. 

> Nor were the Europeans in the trendies the only sufferers. IJosides several 
Europeans captured in the city, many of the natives suspected of aidiiig or serving tlie 
fV British force were put to death. A list was made of all the bankers, who wore" millet 
of their wealth, and property of every description *'rs plundered or w antonly destroyed. 

Up to, the 26th June the British force held their own ; (heir loss in killed alone was 
, Upwards of a hundred, and the ladies and others wore maddened by suflering. Tt can 
.freely be wondered at, then, that when on that morning the Na:ia ottered to treat, liis 
' • pfoposwion was listened to. It w'as worded as follows; — 

f.. *• All soldiers and others unconnected with the acts of Lord Dalhousie, who will 

'lay down their arms and give themselves up, shall be spared and sent to Allahabad.”

Captain Moore, commanding the detachment of Uw Miyosty’s 32iid, who had firom 
tlie first directed the energies of the besieged, and invariably led their saUica, seeing the 
rednced state of the besieged, and reljing on the word of the Nana,, obtained permwgion 
to sign llie paper, and, contrary to the advice and r^ionstrauces of many other officers, 
the treat} w as .ign od to. 

Boats weiv iiimiediately proxided for the (onvcvance of the remains of the garrison 
to AlJaliabad, and to these boats thc\ proci'cded on tlic morning of the 27th June. 

AiKt no'v fblloHed tin* most dastardl} piece of treachery that has, perhaps, ever been 
onuded. liaidl} h<ul the ])art} taken tlieir places in the boats when, by previous 
arr<ingeni(*fit, the iHiatmcn si't the thatched awnings of the boats on fire, and rushed to 
tJie liaiiU, and ,i heaxy fire of grape and musketry xxas o}>cned on the Europeans. Out 
of thirt> i)oats Ixxo only managc'd to start ; one of these was shortly swamped by round 
shot, but its p.issenaers xxen' enabled to reach the leading boat. Of those on board the 
other t\v(*nty-(*ight boats soim* \xere killed, some droxvned, and the rest brought back 
jH'isoners. 

Thesuixixing boat had fifty of the refugees on board, and proeeetled down the 
rixer, follow(*d bx tlie rtliels, xx ho kept np an incessant fire from bolli banks. At the 
di^tance of six mih's the boat grounded, and its passengers remained passive until night, 
\vh(‘n the darkness (iiablccl tluMii to shoxe lier ofl. .»nd they pursued their xvay without 
interrujxtion till the boat grounded agriiii at Mussnpglmr, eight miles loxxer doxxn Hero 
again the rebels attac ked the boat, killing m.iny of the passengers, but they xxcre driven 
otf, and H'lired to (’.ixxnpore, xxhen the Nana immediately dispatched txxo comjileto 
regiments in pursuit At night a violent sto/m, fortnnatel>, freed the boat from the 
sandbank, but from iguoi'auce of the clianiu I tlie boat again grounded toxvards dawn, 
and xxiun dix light came it showed the nnhapp> fugitives that their remorseless enemy 
had followed them nji, and x\ is on the liank They had noxv rcMched Soorajpore, 
thirty miles from C'axx iipore 

As it xxas found iinpractieabli' lo nioxe the boat, a party of fourteen landed to drive 
back their assailants, xvltich thex did most c ffec tu dl}, but pi’oceeding too /ar inland the 
small baud xxa'- surrounded, and in making their xxay b.ick to the rixer lost all sight of 
the boat. 'Hiey aecordinglv folloxxid tin bank for about a mile, xvhen, being hotly 
press! (1, they xxen* forc*eil to take lefuge and bnatbing lime in a small temple. At the 
doorof th(‘ temjile one of the pirty xxas killed, the, remaining thirteen, after atUunpting 
a parley in xam, had recourse to lluir fir«‘locks, and sexcr.il of the enemy xxi'rc soon 
killed or put hots tit conihaf. I'lie ridnds llun, fearing even to attack this small band of 
Englishmi'n.biouglit a gun lo Inar on the temple, but finding that it made no impression, 
tluy bad lecouise lo heaping up lirexvood before the doorxvay. Unfortunately the 
temple xx.is round, so tliat the party xxithin could not present their pushing the wood 
round to tlie front Tlie tire, lioxxexci, did not liaxe the desired eflecl ; sonic haudsful 
of poxxder xxt k tlierclore tiuoxxii upon it, and the smoke tiom this nearly sutfoc*atcd the 
fngitixes, xxlio chMcrnmied lo sally and take to the rixer On their charging out of tJie 
temple till' nu nr Me d in all directions Siv of the jurly (it is suppostcl because tlii'y 
could not swim^ ran into the croxv cl, and sold their lixes as d(*arly as they could; the 
remaining '.('x«u Ihrt'xx them^(dxes Into tlic Ganges 'J'xvo of these were shot ere long ; 
a third, resting himself by sxximming on bis baek, imwittiugly approachc'd too close to 
the bank, .nid was cut up; and tin* other four swam six miles down the rixer, three of 
them Ix'ing wounded, till at last tlu‘ leader xxas hailed by txxo or three sepoys belonging 
to a friendly ra|.ili, xxho (xentuallv juoxc'cl lo bt* Maharajah Dig Bi|ah Sing, Rajah of 
Baiswarrali in Ond''. E\Iianst(*d Jix a liiree day-i’ fast, and conceiving, from the 
licidom troni pursuit that tliev had exjierienced on the last half mile ol their llight that 
they were sate, the fugitives at onee xxcut to the raj.ih, who protc'cted and led them from 
til' 29th June to 2Sth July, and ultimately proxided for their escort lo the camp of a 
d(*taclimoiit of Europeans jiroceeding from Vllahabad toCawiipore to join the fc»rcc under 
till comm.nid of Brig<idior-Gencral llaxelock. 

Oi llio>e who were uiifortunaic’ly cvijitured troni the boats many xvcrc killed at 
once, others, tin xxixc,-. and children of the European officers and soldiers, were placed 
.is prisoners 111 ,1 hoiist in the c.intoiimoiits of Cawnpore ; some ot these xxere released 
from tbur snflcriiigs by death, olbirs, reserved for a more horrible fate, w'cre killed in 
batches iu» (he news of 'e.ich suceessiie xictory of the Allahabad avenging column reached 
Caxvnpore. 

When Grnei.il Havelock’s forn re.ic heel Cawnpore, that morning his victory hud 
.^e.iled till' file ol the last of the siuvixors W’hon the British force mai’ched into 
cantonments ili'> nuuks of butchery and bloodshed were still fresh; the floor of the 
house* in which the prisoners wore confined was foul with clotted blood and tangled 
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masses <^f hair; the well close by was filled with mangled corpses; and sadly and 
sorrowfully^ fell the reflection on every heat*t that they had arrived, alas ! too late. 

Ont of 760 living souls in the strength and vigour of life one short month before, 
but four escaped to tell Uie talc of the mutiny at Cawnpore.

TVanslatiofi of tho Diovy of the Nunna Nuirt/b, a iittiiie ytmthman residing in CownporCf 
coniaining an account of the occurrences there fiom June o to July 2. J8.'^7. 

ON the morning of the 6th June last, saj about 3 A.>r., tlu‘ Sntl Light C'avalry and 
the lat Kegimont of Native Infantry broke out into open rebellion and pfo(*eedetl t(n\avds 
Na^^abgunge, burning every bungalow that fell in their nay. Just at about si\ o’clock 
they liberated the gaol prisoners, plundered the treasur}, and aftenNards set tire to the 
bungalows occupied by JVlessrts. Jlillersdoii and Maekillop. and llu' l)(‘uanj and Foujdary 
Oourts. ^ hey then Jett Cawnpoie, with the evident intention of joining the nuitineers 
at Delhi, and halted at KulHanpoie, taking uliat money tliej eould of ihe tJovernmeut 
treasury, amounting perhaps to some ten bus of rupees, and leining the u*st to lie 
plundered by the rjot^^. Nana availed himself of the opjioiluuity, and sent, as the re])ort 
goes, three or tour hacker> loads of mone;y to his mansion at liithoor. Jl(‘ then ean^^ed 
sentries ot his ovMi to be placed o^er the magayiue, and repaired in jiei son to the rebel 
sepoys at Knllianpore, and induced ihem b> i‘\ery means h(‘ ccyild d(*\isc to come back 
the toThn>ing da}, and attack tlio Kiiro]>caiis in the onlreiichnu nt*', having jireviously got 
four guiis^ t\No small ones Ironi (he ringleader Nana, and two IS-jxmndeis fiom the 
(Jovermneiit magazine. On tlieir uu} the} intended to attack Anzim Ulcc Mian’s house, 
hut the old gentleman came out in the most luinnliatiiig inaniuu' and bougut tlieir 
friendship by pa}uu*ii< of sonic inonc}, (hough lieie I ought to obscive that it was again -.t 
the will of their lingleader Nana. I could well se<\ ui<li a t(dcs(*op(‘, from th(' top of my 
house, Ndna^ uilh Ins two brother -» and other rehi(iM‘s, c*oming toiwaid with all the pomp 
ol a newly creat<‘(l king ; the lioopeis, in gioiijis ol eiglils oi 1(ms, of the lind Faght 
( Cavalry, setting fire in the meanwhile to all the bungalows, and causing them to be 
plundered. 

2. A\ hen tlie} reached near Alirza IlajoeN bungalow, sonu' six or eiglit troopers were 
disjmtched to take me to the Nana, but I not answering their first call, again a jiarl} of 
about lOO troopeis was sent, ^nul efTecliiig their entrance Ibicing open the backdoor, 
made me Iheii juisouer. I, of course, mounted my hoise with a few of mx followeis, and 
went to the Nana, surrounded by nuitiiieer tioopei'., wlio tlireateiied to lake my life if 1 
rfliould decline compliance with theii wishes. 

3. 1 was first taken before Naiui’s xoiiuger brother, Uala Salud), who ordered me to 
be disarmed, and luv followers to l»e plundered of tlm silver and othei valuable things they 
had with tliem. Wlien 1 ajiproached the ringleaaer Nana, J was commanded by bis 
nioonsbec JwaLipersbnud to dismount my horse, which lie took for Inmsell. There were 
at the time about oOO amis laised at me, but Nana dissuaded them lioni their purpose, 
and ordered me to he im])iisoned, and placed on an elcjihant, U'l if aii} one is led through 
1 lie streets in ignominious show, putting im‘ in charge of two sentues. While thus 
eonfaned^ I ^received iuforniati<m from my men tluit the} fired at iii} house si\ or s(‘ven 
guns, plunaered it ol all its pruper(>. amounting to ten lacs of riijiees. and had my lady 
not saved hersidf by going up stairs ol a room tlnce storied b} uu^aiis of a wooden ladder 
and drawing tlm ladder up, they would Jia\e much illlrcatcd her. 1 hcaid also from 
creditable authorities that in this sjioil the city ]>eo])le and most of my own servants 
shared, 'fhe jiretgnce made for forcing entrance into ni} lioiee was lliat \ liad concealed 
eiglit or nine Europeans therein. 1 was m) iniserahlv jJiftuIeied tliat there was not a 
particle of my property left, one of* ni} servants actually obliged to prepare khitchrec for 
my evening meal at liis own expense'. 

4. On reaelung near Mr. JaeobioV bungalow tboy began liiing af (lie entrenchment 
from near the canal, butchering every Euiopean, East Indian, or native (liristian who 
unfortunately fell with them. Now it was that 1 saw niy two brothers, Nizam-ood-dowlali 
and Ameen-ood-dovvlah, were violently taken to tlie field surroiiiuled by troopers, who led 
them to the Nana. 

6, Meanwhile it was reported that some Europeans had taken refuge in the Mogul’s 
serai, and guns weVe fired at it. which hurted along an Udhar ^^ing {sic)" a suhadnr of the 
2nd Light Cavalry, who had been foremost in causing my house to be plundered, and two 
or three rebel sepoys. Some East Indians were seized from the serai and killed, 
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* 0. In the afternoon JTana took up his quarters at Mr. JDavid Duncan’s bungalow, 
firing being carried on by parties during the time without intertiaission. In the evening 
,t Obtained permission with great difficulty of the Xana to return home, but as I had no 
<^dlkveyance, I asked him to give me back my horse, instead of which I got a mere 
tattoo belonging to a servant of my brother. I was fortunate enough to fall in with a 
xndn who bad my horse, and 1 induced the two troopers in whose charge 1 was, by flattery 
and promises of bribe, to get me back my horse. These two troopers kept guard over 
my house for a few days. Firing continued during the night. During the whole day and 
night of the 7th, guns continued to ba fired at the entrenchments from two directions, 
viz., from the side of the Grand Trunk Road, and from that of Mr. David Duncan’s 
bungalow, and butchering of the Europeans falling in the hands of the insurgents 
continued. 

' 7. On the •th July, nibellious Ishtihar publislied, Malionicdee Jhiinda raised, and 
proclamations tom -tomed through the bazars, inviting all the Mahomedans to join in. 
the insurrection ; disobedience to be met with death. Uzecmoollah is said to have first 
proposed the raising of the? Jhuiida, and be induced the following leading nien to join 
under the same, viz., 

[Names omitted in original.] 

As I had not joined with the incii of tlic Jhuiida, two troopers were sent by the Nana 
to f<?te,h me, saying that they have waited long for me, how it was that I did not join the 
Jhnnda, it aj'pears that I ^v■as not. a ]VIahf)iTiedan but a Christian (an ex})res8iou of 
contempt), J had belter soon atl(?nd the Nana’s (,'oiirt, or they have orders to take my 
head to tile Nana ; so saying, they took me along with them before tin; Nana, \vhere 
Teeka Bing, subadar major Bahmlorc of the 2nd Light Cavalry, heaped abuses on mo, 
and tlir<'ateiu:d to liavi? me tied to a tree and thei'i* mangled, as 1 appeared to be averse to 
the .Jhapda. lie caused me to b<? seated just close to their gnns placed near the Saint 
John’s Cdia))el, purposely to have me killed, as shots from the (iiitrcnchinent woffe 
unceasingly lired at it, and 1 had very narrow escapes, sliots passing over my head, 
sides, oars, &c. 

8. While thus seated, I saw Biddeo Sing, zemindar of Mouzah Seesamow, coming 
with 200 armed men. By entreaties 1 pre\ ailed on him to intereedc for me with Teeka 
Sing, subadar. Bartly at bis intercession, but more likely at the presmit of a ])air of 
bracelets, valued about 2,000 rujiccs, wliich my lady a little before this had made him 
over through my brother-lii-lavv, 1 got my release' in the evening, though not without 
the precaution of having been placed under guard of two sowars, .Jnmal-ood-deen, a 
trooper, and Sltorc Kiian, a havildar. 'i'lu; first named was one of the most atrocious 
villains that I have ever .soi'ii. lie would scarcely leave my side even lor hi.s own 
ncces-silies, Tliere were in the chajicl some Company’s sepoys, and about. .30 or 40 
sepoys of some native rajah firing at the entrenchment. One Mr. Maling, his son, with 
two nr Ilirce East Indians more, as well as about 20 or 25 coolies suspected to have been 
cmplo}eu in supplying victuals to ^he Europeans, were seized, and Mr. DeGama, a 
resident tn reliant, killed. Firing continued during the whole day and night. 

0. I’lie morning of the 9th brought me the tiding of the Nana’s having feasted his 
eyes with the slaughter of the above prisoners. Tlie poor men were first fired at and 
subscipientls cut in pieces with swords. Five ladies wen? seized tliis dhy, three of whom 
wore killed and two saved, one styling herself Mrs. Lowlhcr and her sister. The Nana 
removed his quarters to the subailar’s kootcc with his treasure, amounting to 2,10,000 
rupees.. Some of tlie shops in the bazar plundered. lloolassSing, thannahdar.of Sirsoul, 
who was kotwal of the city some years previously, was appointed kotwal, and it was 
rumoured that some .sepoys were proposing to storm the ontrcnchraent,- but they did 
not dare make the atteinjit. Firing contimu'd niglit and day as usual. 

10. On the lOtli, living continued as usual, witli occasional plundering of a few' of 
the liazaar shops. Nothing*moi*e remarkable happened that came to my knowledge. 

II On the 11 til. bazars ordered to be opened by tomtom, sayingl " Klmluk 
Khoda ka, ^Moolk Pad.sha ka, Hookm Nana Saheb and Fouj Bahadoor ka, that whoever 
will not. vie 1(1 compliance to it. shall subject himself to severe ptinishmcnt.” Quazee 
Wa.s.-i('c?ood(l:?i.'n ordered to supply rations to the mutineer sepoys, and accordrhgly he 
got shops esiablished along the ('anal, and made the suppl;^’ for about two days, but the 
sliups beuig plundered, the shopkeepers gradually disapptiared. It was on the night of 
this day, that some t('n or fifteen Europeans came to the guns placed near the 'chapel (one . 
. of them being a 24-pouuder, one 18-pounder, and the other a mortar), dismbiinted them 
from their wheels, sot fire to the wheels, spiked them, and when beset by a great nihnber 
si^sepoys, returned to their entrenchment; about three of these were killed, one being 
officer. Mines were ordered to be dug from the practice ground, of thfe 2nd Li g ht . 



Cavalry, and led to the entrenchment. Three boats foil of Europeans, &c., men, 
women, and chihlrtni, Mere coming donn the river, M hethcr from F orruckabad, Aleerut, 
or elsewhere, I don’t know, wlion one of them was firccl at and drowned near the 0(ide 
side of the river, but ultimately the passengers were obliged to yield at discretion and 
brought before the Naha. Reports var^’ about the number imprisoned ; some say they 
were 128, others ISo, 20 or 25 females, and the rest males. Thi^ difference between the 
numbers of gentlemen and soldiers, &c.., could not be discovered. Tliese were all kept 
this day under severe mifiuemcnt. Firing continued till 2 o’clock a.m. of the 12tli. 

12. The morning of the 12t,h sealed the fate of the wretched prisoners seized the 
day before. First they w'en; ordered to be sliot and then mangled witli swords, and 
thrown into the river. Firing continued as usual. 

13. On the l3th, two sowars were sent to lake me before Ttieka Sing. I was fifst 
led under their and of those two troopers eharg(j who stood guard over me at my house, 
before him whom 1 .saw u'as shaving himself sitting on a chair. Me ovd«jred me to sit on 
a piece, of board, then commanded me to go to Nana, to u hoin I went, but could not get 

'access. For sometime I remained standing. After a while, I saw Moolas Sing, kotwal, 
who gave me a morah to sit on. f remain<*d sitting in the heat of tin* sun for three liours, 
when Uzeenuiollah, coining fi’om Nana, said that the ringleader had no doubt called 
me, but he no longer reijuires me, and 1 had leave to return home under guard of the 
same two troopers who stood scmtrjover me. Firing coiithuKMl as usual. I sinv present 
in Nana’s Court one of the sons of U’/,eein Ulee Khan :uid other city ])eople. 

14. On the Hth, it was reported the zemindar of Bunihnr in Onde brought thr^e 
European.s lo Nana. Ho had aliglited in sonic Mahajnn’s .shop. I cannoi say exactly 
when proclamation was made by Nana for tlie sCpoys’ attending his camp, one and all, 
on jiain of Kov('re penalty, as the entrenchment was to be siormed. An attempt was 
made indei'd on tiie ontrendiment by Nana himself, Imt Teeka Siugi subadar, counselling 
him to remain back on ground of all being spoih'cl at hi.s fall, lie cann; back, and the 
soldiers were now-a-ilays as cruel and inhuman as (’hnngeykiiau Ilnlakoo, a notorious 
inurder<!r. 

15. On the 1.5lh, some two or three troojicrs, with 11 or 12 sepows, wore killed of 
shot.s from the entreuehment. Uzeemoollah Khan issueil ordinary ordi'ra in the Kotwaloe, 
and openly used ill language towards the British. Firing continued as usual 

16.. ()h the IGth, it was reported that, some tu'cnty or t\vent\-live Ixiats full Of 
European soldiers were, coining, tm wliich ’JVeka Sing, subadar, witli n troop of sowars, 
some infantry, and 2 guns, went (o .laujmoM' Gliant to ojiposi' tlu'ir landing. Firing 
continued as usual. One I'egiment of Oude Local Infantry, siirnamed Ukhturee,” came 
from Lucknow. Its soldieijs said to Nana that IIk'v liavi^ killed three ol' their officers, 
which pleased him much. 

17. On the 17tli .luiie an attf'inpt to storming the entrenchment was made by order 
of Nana. Tlio loss of the mutineers amounted to some 50 men in killed and wounded. 
Every sepoy had a good deal of money wil.li him, amounting from .*>00 to 5,000 rupees. 
The report of the previous day was partly true, for clevmi boats did really come, but 
they were loaded with magazine stores, four soldiers, and two non-commissioned officers. 
Tw'o more Europeans of the Ganges Canal Department were oKsevved stopping the canal 
at a place eight or ten miles distant hence. 'J'lioy said tlnyv wi're doing .so at the command 
of their superior. Firing continued as usual. Many of th(^ sepojs returned to their 
homes with the plunder. The zemindars pillaged thc'm on the road, and killed those 
wlio offered resistance to them. The mutineers were j^reparing ral kagolafa kind of 
cannon .ball) in Mr. David Duncan’s bungalow, when a spark of lire failing from their 
chelum blow up three men and M'ounded seven. Four or live petitions were received by 
the Nana from Oude from the following individuUls, vi/.., Kusniut Ulh'C C’howdree, 
Munsul Ullee Chowdroc, and two or three others, saying that tiiey have taken })0.sscssion 
of the. part of the country they each lived; the native Knglisii troo])S were ripe for 
insurrection, and that everybody was anxiously waiting for his arrival lo break out 
openly ; that he shall have every assistaunj he needs. 'I'lirec or four companies of a 
{Mkh regiment arrived from the side of Allahabad. 'J’wo bulclicrs hands cut off for 
sljtughtering cows, w'hich was unpopular among the Mahomedans. Fii’ing guns on the 
entrenchment was hotter. 

18. On tlie 18th, fifteen or thereabout of sepoys o’^'an Oude Local Infantry, named 
Ukhturee, w^ere killed by the Europeans in the entrenchment, A list of the wealthy 
Mahajnns drawn out; two of them called before the Nana, and Islireepcrsaud menaced 
out of 75,000 rupees. One of the golnndauzes found on the Ganges side a European 
girl of about five or six years, wounded on iino of her arms and a thigh with sword or 
ehota received on the 12th, still living, and taking pity on her^ took her to Teeka Sing, 





snbadari and asked liis permission to adopt her as his own, he being issueless, but the 
subadar imprisoned him, saying that European children were not intended to be saved. 
A subadar of an irregular cavalry ordered for seizing all the Baboos (only the natives of 
Bengal) on a charge? of st'rving ns spies to the British in the entrenchment ; some forty or 
fifty of them gol, hold of and kept imprisoned in the kotwalce ; the rest escaped and 
concealed themselves. The next day they were liberated. Firing on the entrenchment 
as usual. 

19. June 19. — On<? coolie observed collecting gun shots, with the intention of 
taking to the entrenchment. He was caught and asked why he took shots to it ; he 
replied that he got money. HLs hand.s were ordered to be cut off. The principal 
Sudder Amcen CiUled before the Nana. Two or three; Eiirop(;an soldiers fell in the 
engagement, and six or sev<?n^ mutineer sepoys and four troopers, and one trooper 
wounded in the log. An Irregular Cavalry came from Oude. A liglit seen during the 
night in tlie entrenchment, from which it was su]>posed that the Europeans had set fire 
to their •baggage with the intention of balking the sepoys iu their hopes of plunder. 
Firing as usual. 

20. On the 20th, rumours for storming the cntrciichn>cnt heard in the morning, 
but the lime being pronounced inauspicious by the pundit Dabecdcen, the assault was 
not made. The troojters, jealous t)f the wealth Teoka Sing, subadar, had amassed, put 
him under arrest iu his own bmt, and a guard was placed to watch his movements. 
Firing on the «;ntronchment continued as usual. 

21. On the 21st ,Iune an unsuceessful attack on the entrenchment was made, the 
mutineers were obliged to retreat with the loss of five or six s(;poy.s and two or three 
troopers. It w'as also h(*ard that tw^o European soldiers fell in this aitack. Tw'O 
troops of the 7tl'. Light Cavahw came hero ami sent to Bilhoor with a company of native 
infantry for .guarding ”it.- Proclamation for exchanging all sorts of rupi'cs at the 
rate of G4 pice per rujax; tom-tomed iu the bazar. Sheikh Panchoo and Huneef 
enlisted a good nuinb(;r of sowars with the intention of raising a regiimmt. of cavalry 
each, under them. These; carried on depredations, extorted money, and oppressed 
the people much ; once, on jihmdcriug Nabobgnnge, they were ordered to be conlim;d. 
Firing continued as usual. 

22. On the 22nd, one Oude Local Inlantry, suniamcd Nadr(;c, came from Luck- 
now. Engagement as tisual. 

23. On the; 23r(l June one Irregular (’a\ airy arrived and encamped across the 
Ganges. It was ordered to remain there. Two or three spectators killed from shots 
from the entrenchment. Firing continued night and day incessantly and hotter than 
usual. The troopers who stood guard over im; extorted from me 100 rupees. 

* 24. On the 24tli, anotli<;r (’avalry came from Oude. Yaseen Khan, Mooiishee •f 
the 2nd Light Ca\alry, ])roposed to be sent to tlie l‘.lmperor of Delhi. Firing as 
usual. 

25. On the 25th, an attempt on the entrenchment made. A subadar of the 1st 
Native Infantry, Radhay Sing, whose star was pronounced then by pundit Dabe(;dcen 
to be very ominous, w’as first killed, and tin? mutineers all l)(;longing to the 1st Native 
Infantry obliged to retreat will i (helos.s of at least 2.7 men. Plundered property dis- 
covered in a man’s house. His hands w»'re ordered to be cut off. Proclamations tom- 
tomed through the bazar ordering the delivery of all the pillaged prop(;rty people may 
have, non-compliance to be m<;i with s(;vere punishment. Contract for the sale of opium 
given ; proclamation j)roiubiting illicit sale; of tla; drug, and ordering the restoration 
of the plundered part of the .same, pnbli.shcd. Exchange rate of gold molmr rsMsed in 
the market so much so, that those worth of 14 rupees were disposed at 19 or 20, and 
and those valued at 1 6 at 27 or 28 riipees. Firing continued as usual. 

' 26. On the 26th, reports were prevalent that om; regiment of cavalry and one troop 
of horse artillery were coming fiom Novvgong. and a party of tw^elvo troopers, com- 
manded by a native officer, was dispatched to lead them to tlie ringleader. Bombard- 
ment on the entrenchment continued till ,3 p.m., aft(;r which proposals of peace offered 
through Mrs. Greemvay, who took along with lier IJ/eemoollah and Jowlapersaud, 
ressaldar into the intrenchment. They returned thence with Colonel Ewart of the 1st 
Repment Native Infantry, accompanied by five European soldiers with their arms ; the 
sulyect matter of their communion is unknown. It was rumoured that the mutineer 
sepoys offered peace on terms of the Eftropeans giving up their arms ; the sun having 
set, 'the peact; deferred till morning. Mring agreed to lx; discontinued by both parties ; 
some twelve golmu.lauzes, a non-eonimissioued officer of artillery, Uzoemoollah Khan, 
and Jwalapersaud, were taken into the entrenchment to bring up the guns and kept 
there' for the night, under pretence of night having advanced too far. The terms of .the 
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trace were observed on the part of Europeans, though the 1st Regiment of Native 
Infantry disregarded them. I had heard previously to this from a sc[)oy who came to 
the guard which was over me at about mid-day, and appeared to me by his mannc'r and 
language to be disaffected witli Nana, that they intended to Ijoguile the Knropeans out 
of their entrenchment, and then take them by surprise and kill them. 1 satisfied myself 
about the truth of the information, and tried to apprist; the same to the Major-General of im- 
pending danger, but I am sorry I coiild not do so on any account. I imagine I would have 
succeeded in sending a man to the (mtrcnchment with lu ws of the intended treachery, 
but the sepoys besieged it bn all sides to the extent of a mile, and would not allow any 
body to pass through them. Besides, the two troojxjrs who stood guard over me watched 
my movements. 

27. On the 27th, peace concluded in the morning, and boats got ready for the 
conveyance of the Europeans to Allahabad. The Urilisli were proceeding towards the 
Ganges, having made over the guns, when the mutineers encircled them. Tin; British 
General is said to have remarked that he was duped. . Part of his party liad embarked, 
part were on the bank of the river, some vv(!r(' on their way, when tlu; mutineers 
attacked him. The 1st Regiment Native Infantry first fired, then the assault became 
general. The troopers rushed with their liorscs iiito the river to have their swonls 
soaked in European blood. Tlircc boats escaped notwithstanding about 150 gun-shots 
were fired at them; others were set fire to ; nearly 125 Europeans eaptiired aliv(!. con- 
sisting of 12 or 15 mahs and tlic rest females, and confined in die sul)adar’s kotoe. 
They were kept one wliole day and night starving. TIkto were but few anioug them 
who were uninjured. Boats were sent in pnrsxiit of tlie three boats, wlneli had escaped. 
Nana was higlily pleased at llu- way in which he got jjossessiop—ttf (])e enlrenclmient. 
He extolled much U/.eemollah Klian and .Iwalaju'rsaud rc.ssaldar, saving that it was to. 
their wisdom Unit so easy a compu'.st wa.s owing. In cousiiferulion of this signal service, 
the lasf -named was appointed brigadier. Tfie Europeans who were taken alive were shot; 
at and killed before the Nana ; a salute of twenty-one guns weni given him for the 
victory. 

28. On the 28th, an order issued for the troops to gtt ready for the inspection of 
the Nana at 5 P.M. I also went with the rc!?t of the spectators to the spol and saw 
2nd Light' Cavalry with other irregular cavalries, standing (owards nortli. l.st Native 
Infantry, witli Artillery behind it, towards tlu' cast, and otlier native infantries and 
some militia which Nana had rai.sed, towards the south. First the Brigailiar .Jwula- 
persaud came with his body guard from behind the troops, and commenced njviewing, 
beginning with 2nd Light Cavalry, him followed Balefi Salieb, a young(;r brother 
of the Nana, who had a salute of 17 gnus given him. After these had returned, Nana 
himself cann?, and a salute of 21 guns was fired, and iiuspecled after the manner 
described above. 11c at the same time expressed to grant a lac of rupees to the 
mutineers, and applauded their courageous conduct, and rctnrnecl to his tent ; a salute 
of 21 gnus was also given. As 1 was returning homo, Row Saheb, (Nana’s Tu;])hew,) 
preceded by about 50 Mahrat la Sowars, and followed by nearly tlie same number of 
native troopers of 7tli Light Cavalry, near the bridgt; of Rauinarain’s Bazar. When I 
had reached iiomo, I Ji<*ard first a salute of 17 guns each, given to Row Saheb and 
Balia Bliut, then of 11 to Bala, after wfiieh 11 eacfi to Jwala and Tahteeah. 

29. Nothing remarkable liajtpcned on the ‘29th June. 

30. ' June 30. — Three companies of tlie 1st Nativii Infantry which were on com- 

mand duty at Banda, canu! up here bringing witli tlumi 1,50,000 rupees from Govern- 
ment treasury, Tanteeali Bukshee and Khirma, Kliidmutgar of New a! ), AlliBahadoor of 
Banda, and an “urzee” from the nabob, the purport of wliich I could not learn. Five 
hundred hackeries ordered to be got ready by the kotwal for tlie conveyance of 
mutineers to Allahabad ; the hackeries were collected by Kan\(! Chowdry and otliers. 
Baba Bhiit was appointed superintendent; Nana rumoured to intend to go lo Lucknow, 
Insurrection reported lo have broken out in Lucknow. Raiulofl, ileputy -collector of 
Cawnpore, was engaged by order of Nana to collect the balance of revenues from 
zemindars. * 

■ 31. July 1. — One of the sepoys, who had been in the entrenchment and was 
seized and confined on the 27tli June, had a son in the 2nd Light Cavalry, who first 
went to Baba Bliut, and menacing to kill him in case of non-eonipliai)ce with Jiis , 
request, he was referred to Nana, to whom he went and repeated liis n^quest in the same 
threatening manner. Nana immediately liberated both liis fatlu'r and his comrades. 
Some Europeans captured and killed. Golundauzes dissatisfica with the Nana at the 
attempt of causing their houses to bo searched with the intention of distovering 
plundered property, and levelled their guns at him. Orders for search revoked.

32. 2nd July. — About 130 male and female Europeans who had escaped on board 
of boats on the 27tli June captured at Futtehpore, and sent up. Males were ordered 
by Nana to be killed at 5 p.m., and ladies to be confined. Nana went to Bithoor about 
the same hour, it being pronounced ominous by Dabeedeen pundit, who had a present 
from him of 500 rupees and a. horse. A salute of 21 guns fired at Nana’s departure. 
It is said that one Europeaji lady was also killed. She stood amongst the males with 
her child, and was ordered to come out, but she said she would remain where her 
countrymen were. The child was asked of her, but she refused to give. This provoked 
the mutineers, and , she got the fate she sought.

Nurrative of the FuUehtjhur Mutiny. 

ON the 3rd of June, information was received at Futttdighur, that the troops at 
Shahjehanpore and Bareilly had mutinied, and that a body of the Oude mutineers, 
consisting of an infantry and cavalry corps, were mairliing into Futtehghur. This 
caused great anxiety, as tlie lOlh were known to be mutinously disposed, for they had 
given out that as soon as another cori).s arrived llu;y woiild ris(i and murder all the 
Euvop<*ans, only sparing their own officers. That niglit a consultation was held, and it 
was considered absolutely necessary to send olf the laditis and children to Cawnj)ore, 
and as boats had been scemred it was s<dth'd th.at a start sliould be made at once, as it 
had b(^en before agrewl (hat it was impossible to hold th«! fort, and it was at that time 
thought that the rivor'w'as {|uitc. open. All was stalled, v\dien several gcmtlcraen said 
that unless the Magistrate accomj)aiiicd them they would uol leave the station. He agreed 
to go. Accordingly the parly started at 1 a.m., on tin; 4th, and got on very well that 
night.. TIu! next morning wo were joined by four otficers of the U)t.h, who I'oported that 
loth had imitiniutl, sinzcd the treasure, abused the Colonel, and fired on one or two of 
their officers, and that there was •little cluinee of any of thos(5 who had innnaincd behind 
having es(‘.apccl. We accordingly proceeded on our way, and when opposite the village 
of Koosoomkliorc were fiiod upoji by the villagers, but only oiu' of our party was 
slightly wounded. Tlie next day W(' had not gone far when a report reached us that 
Oud(' troops W(n’e crossing at one of i.lu; ghauts a few miles below. The boats were 
ancliore<l till information coidd be receiv(ul from the man at the ferry; when lie came up 
lie said it was false, so a consultation was ludd to know wliat was best to bo done, and iis 
the party was ven-y large it was agri'cd that it would be sater to divide. Hnrdeo Buksh 
having olfercd Mr. Probyn protection, with any of liis fi'idids, it was scitthul to go to his 
fort. Aliout 10 Knro] leans availed themselves of the proloetion ofl'ered. The remainder 
of llu‘ jiarly pi’oeei'ded to Cawnpore, as no intelligence of tlie mutiny there had reached 
us, and I may here autieipati' the narrative; by stating that the whole of the party', 
amounting to about 12(1 souls, who neat down the river were foully mui*dcred by the 
Nana Sahib c.i Cawn])ore. Arriving within a few miles of Dliurrumjiore (about 10 
milt's from Futtehghur,) we learnt that t!ic (ailonel had induct'd the 10th to return to 
their dnl\ . that thuugli tlu'y had the tn'asuvc in tlieir jtossi'ssion, all was .going on much as 
usual. Accordingly Mr. Prolnn and two officers I'ode into Futtehghur to ascertain tlie 
state of'utraii’s. Afti'r n'liuiiniiig two days, Mr. Probyn returned to Dhnrriunpore, where 
he and his family, with IMr. Edwardes, Collector of Uudaon, eventually remained iiudor 
the jiroti'ctiou of llurdco Buksh. 

Aftern;niainjng a fmv ilays, and bi'iug convinced that the (.jurhet' of Dliurnunporc 
w'ns not a position which coukl afford any efleclual jirotection against any armed force, 
it was delerminod to return to (he station on the 1-hl; of June, and w'e commenced 
sleeping at the Fort and r(;tunuug to our duties each morning. Preparations W'ere 
ma(l(' (o scenn* lioats and have them r(;ady for flight in case the regiment again 
nmliniei!. 

E.iiiy on the moruiiigof the 18th of June, we won; suddenly roused by one of the 
otfioevs (Lieutenant Sw ctculuim), wdio informed us that the regiment was in open mutiny, 
and tliat tlie sepoy s had broken the jail and releitsod the prisoners. This event took us 
by suvju'isc, for a couple of days previously, the JOih had handed to their commanding 
offic(;r, Colonel Sinltli, a letter written by the Subadar of the 41st (who had come from 
Seetaporc via Shahjehanpore, and were then a few miles distant across the river,) 
rt'qucsting tlie lOth. to murder all their oflBcers, as they had done theirs, seize the treasure, 
and join them. The subadar informed the Colonel .that they had said in reply that tjhey 
had served the Company Baliadoor too many years to turn traitors, and that they were 
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determined to abide faithful to their salt, and advised tho 41st not to come in lla'ir way, 
as they would certainly oppose them. The sepo}'8 had also assisted their officers m 
breaking up the bridge of boats, and sinking -all other boats at the difl’eront ghauts, to 
prevent in every possil^lo way the mutineers crossing to the Futtehghur side. All this, 
however was merely to serve as a blind, lor no sooner did the 41st cross and enter the 
city walls, than a company of the lOtli, and the artillerymen, with the two guns 
stationed on the parade, guarding tli(' treasure, marched to the Nawab, placed hinvou 
the guddeeand laid the colours at his feet, and fired a royal saluti' of 21 guns. From 
all accounts the Nawab declin'd to accej it of llu'ir colours, but said if they l>rouglit him 
the trc^asiirc he woidd hav(; no objc'ction to rcK-cive them into his servic(‘. 'flMi sepoys, 
however, were not lx; done out of their mone^', so retin-nt'd to the [larado ground, saluted 
their colours, and shared the mone\ among (IuMns{4ves. Uji to this time a ftiw had 
reiu allied with us as a guard in tin* fort ; these now took their departure i|uielly, but one 
or two returned now and again to fetch away their lotas and ollim" articles they had left 
in the fort. The regiment (lien divided into two parties. Tin- Fuvbees crossed over 
at once to Onde with intentions to make tor Uieir homes (a<‘coiapaiiied hy (’aptain 
Bigiiellj. We afterwards leanil that this body had been plnndered b\ the villagers, and 
Captain BigiK.'ll killed. Otln'rs went o(!" by twos and threi's to thm’r homes, and those 
who remained wiM’e kilh'd by the -list, bi'canse tliev wore not allowed to slian; in tho 
public money. 'J'lins this n'ginii'nt was (romp|e(cl\ disorganized and de.stro 3 'ed. 

ft was now suggested by soniii to take to the boats, but the river was nuieh too 
low, so that idea was abandoned, and it was ri'solved to hold (he fort. Out of upwai'ds 
of 1 10 Europeans, including women and children, there were but 33 able bodied num, 
and these proved our soh' a vaihdilc' force for <l('f('nce. We thmi endeavoured to pri'pare 
against any al(;ic.k. A ti-jxniiidi'r, loaded witli gra]ie, was ipmmtcd over (lie gateway, 
and about 300 muskets ston'd in (he fort were bi'oiiglit oiif, loaded, andjdaci'd ri'ady for 
immediate use. While Mr. Thornhill was loading, one of tln^ muskets accidentally went 
off and wounded him sevm'ely jn tlieliand and arm, incapacitating him from furtlv.'r duty. 

I'lic godowns were next searched for ainmnnitioii for the gnn.« and muskets, but 
only a few muster round sliuts and shells were found, together with six boxes of ball 
cartridge, and an equal (piantity of blank ; tlie latter we broke up for the guns, 
and a lot of nut-screws, hammer-heads, &c., were eolicclod to serve as grajie and 
round. , 

We then mustered and divided into three divisions, each under the orders of a 
military officer, and the whole under command of Colonel Smith, of the lOth. 

Our first day passed verjr (piictly, but wc ficard the 41st were encamped iu 
Luckpara, a large tope, about a mile to (he west of the fort, and were making 
preparations to attack us. At niglilfall jackets were j.iostcd on cacli bastion, but the 
night jiassed wntliout any attack. In the morning we mounted a 3-pounder, and 
by the evening a 9-j)QUiid<;r was brought into jMisitiou. Provisions wiuc also stored, 
and M'e busied ourselves in strengthening onr jiosition as mncli as jiossiblc ; and 
by the time the 4 1st attacked, wc liad seven guns mounted, viz., a 3-j>onnder, O-pomider, 
9-poiinder, 12-pounder. 18-ponndcr, and a 24-pounder, the last three being howitzers, 
and a small brass mortar. 

On the evening of (he 2(.>tli or 27th of .lime, a party of our coolies, wlio were 
employed in pulling down some walls close to the fort, were fired upon by the enemy, 
an alarm was immediately sounded, which brought every man to his jiost. A few shots 
were exchanged, but nothing jiarticular occurred. 

Next morning before daybreak, tlic mutineers ojiened upon us with their (wo guns, 
but it was too dark for them b» aim with any certainty, so after a few rounds they 
stopped and recomnienccd firing at daybreak. The sepoys look uj) their jiositiou 
behind trees, bushes, and anytliiug which aflbrded them cover, and kept uj) a heavy 
musketry fire, and gave us little or no chance for a shot at them. Their lire, heavy 
though it was, did us no harm. They maintained it till a little past noon, when most 
of them began to retire, and bj' the evening only some random shots were heard now 
and again. During the night we raised the breastworks with logs of wood, leaving 
space enough between each fora musket. Next morning the guns began to jilay again, 
but from a different direction still doing ho harm, as the shots cither passed over, or 
bit the bastions. The discharge of musketry was heavier this morning than on the 
preceding"; several ladders, were also seen being borne towards the fort, but their 
bearers were shot down by us as soon as they came within range. 

For four days the enemy’s guns and muskets played on in this manner, and several 
ineffectual attempts were made to escalade. 

On the 6th day, a decided decrease of firing was observed. A company of the 
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riflemen had taken up their position on the tops of houses in the Hossainpore village, 
and kept up a deadly fire upon us. Captain PhilHmore, Mr. Sutherland, and one or 
two of the servanl.s, were thus wounded. Some of the riflemen had also taken up their 
positions in a small out-house, about 70 or 80 yards from the fort ; they loophuled the 
walls, and kept up a harassing fire from therein, which rendered our guns perfectly 
useless, as we dared not lift our heads to fire. It was here my poor brother, whilst 
covfiring one of the gunners (Conductor Ahern) with his rifle, w'as mortally wounded 
by a ball in the head, which killed him a few hours after. Colonel Tucker was killed 
on the same spot a day after my brother was wounded, and they were buried together 
an one grave. On the following morning Mr. Ahern blew away, with a discharge of 
grape, some dozen men, who were constructing a breast-work for their riflemen on the 
wood-yard wall, which place they had reached by means of a covered way 
they had erected with jhow and sand-bags, under the protection of the fire of their 
riflemen. 

They did not attempt the same again, but procured the assistance of some sappers 
and miners, and cut a hole through the wood-yard wall, and by tliis means got into the 
yard; there was a large store of fire-wood and straw in it, we allowed them to get in 
and work away, for they were unable to do us any harm, and when they l>ad fairly 
worked for two days, we fired the wood and drove them out baffled. Tliey commenced 
a mine, worked two nights, and early on the third morning sprung it; the explosion 
was awful; it shook the wdiole fort; we all thought it was over with us; but an 
examination proved that it had blown down only five or six yards of the wall, leaving the 
mine half standing. The bastion where J was posted hap[>ened to he the next to that 
where the explosion took [)lace ; J at once ran to the spot to sec what mischief was 
done; seeing however ‘^‘’vcral of our party engaged in moving a gun to the breach, I 
returned to my own post, and noticed from 100 to ISOPathans and sepoys congregating 
below the breach, in order to attempt an escalade as soon as the dust and smoke 
cleared oH'. I at once sent notice to the others to get aid, and in the meantime, by 
pouring the fire of two doul)lc-I)arrcIs and eight muskets, all ready loaded, into them, 
and discharging them as they were re-loaded by a native, I managed to disperse them 
before any of my comrades came up to niy aid. Somewliat later in the day a second 
assault was attempted, which was defeated by Mr. Fisher shooting the leader of the 
party, which caused his followers to fall back. Wc this lost our best gunner 
Mr. Ahern, who was sliot through the head while laying a gun. 

The enemy had now brought a gun to bear upon the bungalow, containing the 
ladies and cliildren ; the shots generally passed over, but two or three struck the 
house. Another gun they got to boar against the gate, and contrived to break a hinge, 
and knocked several holes through it, but little harm was done, as we had piled up the 
arqhway with timber, which effectually stopped the shots. Two of our guns were soon 
after disabled. The enemy then commenced another mine close to the first. The 
determination thus shown by them, as also the loss of three of our best men, dis- 
heartened the garrison, already worn out by fatigue from watching. It was also 
certain that if the second mine was completed and fired, the enemy would attack us by 
both breaches, which we could not possibly dcfentl. Our position became desperate. 
We began to look to the boats as our only mode of escape, the river having risen con- 
siderably by the rains. After due consideration it was determined to evacuate the fort. 
No time was lost in getting everything ready for a start. The ladies and children were 
divided into three parties. At midnight they were got safely into their respective 
boats. One of the party was then sent round to the pickets to call them in. At about 
2 A. M. of the -1th of July we had all embarked. The guns in the fort had been spiked, 
and the little ammunition we had left destroyed. The order was given to let go; ws 
started in very good order, but no sooner did we pass the fort walls than showers of 
bullets were sent after us, and a cry raised that the Feringhees were running away. 
'I'ho sepoys followed us about a mile, firrug all along, but doing no harm, for we were a 
long way out of range. 

We had not proceedi d far when it was found that Colonel Goldie’s boat was much 
too large and heavy for us to niaiiagfi. It was, accordingly determined to be abandoned.; 
so ail the Indies and children were taken on board Colonel Smith’s boat.' A little delay 
was thus caused, which the sepoys took advantage of to bring a gun to bear on the 
boats; the distance, howcvei, was too great: every ball fell short. As soon as the ladies 
and children were all safely on board, we started and got down as far as Singheerampore, 
without accident, although fired upon by the villagers. Here we stopped a few 
minutes to repair the rudder of Colonel Smith’s boat, and one out of the two boatmen 
wc had was killed by a matchlock ball. The rudder repaired, we started again; Colonel 
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Smith’s boat taking the lead. We had not gone beyond a few yards when our boat 
grounded on a soft muddy sand bank, the other passed on, All hands got into the 
water to push her. but notwithstanding all our efforts we could not manage to move 
her. We had not been-in this unhappy position half an hour, when two large boats 
apparently empty were seen coming down the stream. They came within 20 yards 
of us, when we discovered they carried sepoys, who opened a heavy fire, killing »and 
wounding several. Mr. Churcher, senior, was shot through the chest ; Mr. Fisher, 
who was just behind me, was wounded in the thigh. Hearing him call out, I had 
scarcely time to turn round, when 1 felt a smart blow on my right shoulder, a bullet had 
grazed the skin and taken off a little of the flesh. Major Uobertson was wounded in the 
face. The boats were now alongside of us, and some of the sepoys had already got into 
our boat. Major Robertson seeing no hope begged the ladies to come into the water 
rather than fall into their hands. While the ladies were throwing themselves into the 
water I jumped into the boat, took up a loaded musket, and going astern, shot a sepoy ; 
I loaded again, but finding no cap wa.s obliged to retreat, as the enemy were now 
coming in great numbers. Lieutenant and Mrs. FitzGerald were at this time sitting in 
a corner of the boat with their child. Lieutenant FitzGerald had a loaded musket with 
the bayonet fixed, in his hand. Mr, Churcher, senior, still lay weltering in his blood. 
The others had all got out of the boat into the water. Major and Mrs. Robertson with 
their child, and "Miss Thompson, were standing close to each other beside the boat. 
Lieutenant Simy)Son and Mr. Churcher, junior, were near them also. 1, all this time, lost 
sight of Major Phillott, Ensign Eckford, and a few others. I supposed they were 
killed. Mr. and Mrs. Fisher were about 20 yards from the boat, he was bolding bis 
ch||d in his arms apparently lifeless; Mrs. Fisher could not stand against the current; 
her dress, which acted like a sail, knocked her down, vvheil Hie was hcl[>cd np by 
Mr. Fisher. 1 now resolved to make my escape, if possible, to the leading boat, which 
1 knew could not have proceeded far, so at once I struck out into the stream. Mr, and 
Mrs. Fisher continued in a distressing position when I passed them, unable to render 
any assistance. I saw Mr. Fisher again alone floating on his back, but soon lost sight of 
him, as it was getting dark. 1 continued swimming for about an hour or more, wlien 
at some distance I saw tlie other boat. On reaching her 1 found everything in 
confusion. Mr. Rohan, the youngest Miss Goldie, and a child, and the only manjce 
who was on board, were killed. Lieutenant Swetenham, Dr. Malthy, and one or two 
others, were also wounded opposite Singheerampore by a heavy fire of grape from two 
guns planted on the heights by the sepoys who had followed us. 

We repaired the rudder which had been damaged, and continued our voyage, with 
heavy hearts all that night. Fkirly the next moining a voice hailed us from the shore, 
which we recognized as Mr. Fisher's. He came on hoard, and iulormod us that his 
poor wife and child had been drowned hi his arms. His woiiiul was very |aiiulhl, the 
ball having passed through the middle of the left thigh. We conlinned our voyage, the 
whole of that day till wc reached a village opposite Koosnomkhorc, in the Oude terri- 
tories. Here the villagers olfcrcd us assistance; we at first feared treaehery, but, soon 
convinced that they were friends, accepted their kind offer and put to shore for tlie 
night. We were all hungry, and begged the villagers to bring us some food, which 
they soon did, giving uschapaties and buff'aloe’s milk, which refreshed us greatly. 

My wound had now become very painful, and my naked hack having been e.vposcd 
to the sun and rain all day was smarting severely. The boat now, as I supposerl, was 
anchored for the night. I determined to get .some rest in the village, as I had none the 
two previous nights. T asked one of the thakoors if he could accommodate me with a 
charpoy for the night in his village, he at once took me with him, and gave me plenty 
to eat and a charpoy. By this time my back had become so very sore tliat I could find 
no ease in any position. At night a message came from Colonel Smith, saying the boat 
was going to leave. I was too w’eak, however, to pay any attention to it. A second 
and a third came, but I would not go; 1 had determined to stand my chance, happen 
what might. The boat then left, I heard nothing more of it for seveial days, till the 
manjee who took her down returned and gave out that Nana Sahib hail fired upon 
them at Bithoor, and all on board were killed. I remained in the village fur about a 
month, and .subsequently joined Mr. Probyn, and came down with him to Cawnpore. 
Major Robertson and Mr. Churcher, junior, are said to be concealed in a village in 
Oude, near Futtehgurh.

I AM directc'd by the Lioutenant-Covemor of tlie C7mtral Provinces to submit, for 
the information of the* Gov crnor-GeiK'rid in (’ouncil, and for any orders that maybe 
thong].', iieecssarv, llie inclosed rcaiorls of a serious aggression by rebels from Oude, in 
(hai, part of the Allahabad dislricf, wliieli lies north and east of the Ganges, immediately 
to tile nortli of tlie Gr.nul 'Prunk Bond. 

2. Mis I.ordship lias Ihk'u intoi'nied by previous ropbris, submitted in the weekly 
Narratives, lluat, forsevnraJ weeks past rcbelliou.s talookdars and zemindars of Oude have 
been gradually Imt continuously eating into lliis corner of the Allahabad District, 
annexing village afb i- village lo (heir own estates, driving away or destroying our 
Thannah police, establisliing (heir own ])ower, and threatening to close our communica- 
tions on th(' grand trunk road. In order to do vvliat could be done in the civil depart- 
iiu'iU for th(' protection of the road, the Lieutenant -Governor stationed Mr. Maync, a 
good and exiicrienced (illieer, at Gopeegunge, half w^ay between Benares and Allahabad, 
as a joint magi (rats', with full ^lowers in all the neiglfoouring districts. He applied also 
for two guns, in thi' hope tliat with these Colonel Puhlw'an Sing - would not object to 
detach two Goorkha Regiments to Phoolpore, for the purpose of reoovering and 
securing the whole country in that direction, lying between the Grand Trunk Road 
and the Oude frontier, it being manifest that the only way of securing the road 
is to hold the country along side of it. But no guns arc yet available; and in the 
meantime the whole of the Goorkhas in Jounpore and Azimghur have had Uieir bands 
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full, both parties being at this moment engaged in dispersing rebels and destroying their 
strongholds in these two districts, close to the Ondc Frontier. The Licntcmant-Cioxcruor 
however, hopes in a few days that one or two regiments of Goorkhas may be spared to 
assist in the protection of the country which is now threatened. 

3. The right wing of the Madras Regiment of Native Infantr}’, now at Mirza})orc, 
could hardly, tlie Lieutenant-Governor tliinks, witli safety be moved to this side of the 
Gauges, until it is known that the mutineers of the /5th Irregular Cavalry have pass(Hl 
through on their way to Banda, and that tlnx mutineers of the Ramghur Battalion have 
either been destroyed or have passed onwards. I'lie garrison ol‘ B{'narcs is unable to 
spare a man ; and thus the only hope of help for the security of llu' road lay in Allahabad. 

4 . On receiving Mr. Mayne’s report of the 24th of Seittember, which was inclosed 
with Mr. Chester’s letter of the 28th Septemlx^r, received on the 3(Mh of S(‘ptcmber, 
the Lieutenant-Governor after communicating by telegraph with Lieutenant-Colonel 
O’Brien, commanding at Allahabad, addressed to the (lovomor-Ceni^ral the annexed 
telegraphic massage, dated the 30th September, to whieli he yesterday had the honor 
of receiving the reply, of w'hich a copy is also anm'xed. As Captain I’ccl left Ih'iiares 
with about 100 men on the “Cool’’ yesterday morning, and should arrive; at, Allahabad 
to-morrow evening, and as the “ Miry.a])ore’' and flat with a second d(;tacliin(;nt of .sailors 
has also passed upwards, the orders which his Lordsliip was so good as 1.o announce; in 
the last message, more than meet all that the LicuLenant-Cjoxernor was leel to tliink 
requisite by Mr. Mayne’s report. 

5. But a report of yesterday’s elate, from the Cornmi.ssioncr of xMIaliabad has been 
this day received, whicli, with its acconipaniinont also now submitted, induces the 
Lieutenant-Governor to believe that the aggression neew threatened fre)m the south- 
western corner of Oude is more serious than the ineiirsions of inatciilejck-nieii and 
rabble, by which, in the first instance, our villages had hecn overrun. A na/iin, sent 
from Lucknow, has entered the northern pergiumali of the part of the Allahabad 
District above described, who is said to have 8000 men and several guns with 
him. Of these men, half may be disregarderl as being said 1o consist of untrained 
men, but half are said to consist of trained men, of whom about 2000 are sepoy mutineers. 
Two Regiments of Oude Infantry, and one Regiment of Oude Cavalry, arc i cjiorted to 
be with this force. 

6. This apjiointment of nazims has been systematic. 'I'he first was that of 
Maliomed llossain, wlio was sent to Goruck’pore. Ills easy success was followed by 
the appointment, since the Lieutenant-Governor’s arrixal, of a nazim of Azimghur and 
Jounporc; hut the Goorkha troo])s having mcanxvliile commeuced active operations on 
the northern borders of those districts, this person has a'-' yet ac ted only tlirougli his 
naib, who remains some xvay within the Province of Oude. The third, is tlio Nazim of 
Allahabad, who is the only one of the three who has as xet been reported to have been 
supplied by the pretender’s Govoniineiit with regular troops. Translations of orders 
circulated by these rebel leaders in .luanporc and Allahabad aie appended. 

7. It is as yet unknown what efi’eet, in the way of ]n-cssurc iqxni tlu;sc districts, 
the dispersal of the mutineers at Lucknoxx', and llic flight of tlic' e.\-king's scais to 
Fyzabad may have. The Licutenanl-Goxcrnor has not yet been able to ascertain what 
arc generally the leelings and designs of the imitineers in Ondc, as individuals, in 
consequence of the.se mutineers having hecn, until now, collected at the capital. Jt 
appears to the Lieuteuaiit-Gox’enior that the presence of our Biigade al j.nckiioxv will 
tend to drive such mutineers as xvill not he content to return quietly to their homes, 
into these districts, either as members of tlisorganizecl predatory bands, or in a more 
solid form, as parts of organized and disciplined regiments, such as u"c with the rebel 
Nazim of Allahabad. 

8. At pre.sent there is little availabh; force here, excepting the Goorkhas, who are 
doing admirable service in securing the txvo frontier districts of y\/imgliur and .loiniporc. 
But in case of an invasion by disciplined troops in strength, the Lieutenant-Governor 
apprehends that the Goorkhas must either be supported or fall back, fu a week from 
this time European troops will begin to amve ilaily, and in about three weeks from 
this time a considerable force will probably have arrived in this quarter.'*^ As General

recovery of Goruckporc, and the defence of tlie districts from Goruckpore to Allahabad 
inclusive, on the north of the Ganges, might not be intrusted to some one officer of 
rank, to whom the important task of massing or distributing, according to the varying 
circumstances of the moment, the troops above referred, to, on their arrival, might be 
intrusted.

HEREWITH I have the honor to submit for the consideration and orders of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, a letter with inclosure from the Joint Magistrate at Gopecgiinge, 
dated 24th instant, reporting on the disturbed state of the Pergunnahs of Zillah Allahabad, 
north and east of the Ganges. 

2. Mr. May no coagL(b*rs that lie will be better posted at S 3 Mabad than at Gopee- 
gunge, in the vicinity of vvhich place the country is comparatively quiet, and a glance at 
the inclo.scd sketch will show that his o])inion is worthy of consideration. Sydabad is 
within easy distance of the important point Phoolpore, and of the very disaffected and 
troublesome Mou/.ahs Kootw'a and Kunehur. 

3. The sanction of Government is further solicited to the entertainment of 20 sowars 
at 18 rupees, and a duffadar at 25 rupees per mensem.

The Joint Magistrate, of Gopeegunge to Commissioner of Allahabad. 

Sir, September 24, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to report, for the information of Government, the present 
disturbed state of the Pergunnahs of the Allahabad district, north of the Ganges, and 
beg at the same lime urgently to represent the imminent danger, unless I am very speedily 
assisted with a competent force of infantry and guns, of the road communication between 
this and Jlioosee being cut off, and the whole of these Pergunnahs becoming temporarily 
occupied by the talookdars of Oude and our rebel cx-zemindsirs. 

2. The two parties appear to have dissolved for the time all internal strife and 
dissension, and to have united for the one common object of driving out and destroying 
the British Government. Their proceedings arc by no means hurried, but are conducted 
in the most systematic manner; they summon the zemindars of village after village by 
letter, and exact from tlieni submission and tribute ; if the zemindars refuse to come, 
their estate is visited by a party of matchlock-men, and the sound of their matchlocks 
heard in the village, is corisid(;red a proof of possession ; a few men are left in the village 
to maintain possession : and should any oppose these invaders, they are murdered, their 
houses burnt, and their property plundered ; their united forces are daily increasing, and 
they daily advance in tlii^ occupation of the country. They collect revenue, destroy crops, 
appoint, tlu'ir own police, and are making arrangements for an Abkarree settlement. 
Our best friends and well-wishers in self defence arc obliged to subimt to them ; to crown 
the whole, an agent from Lucknow, by name Mahindee Hossein Khan, has been appointed 
Naziin of Allahabad, and is on his way to join his appointment, Aga Ujeem Ally Khan, 
his nail), having already assumed the reins of Government at Makkara Chowrah, Per- 
gunnah Nawabgungc. Our own police have been driven in, and are now stationed on 
the Trunk Road watching events. 
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3. In order to trace the course of events which has led to this state of things, 1 
must refer you to Mr. Court!s letter dated the 18th August, and especially to para- 
graphs 13, 14, and 15, whieh^ represent matters as they stood at the date .of his report. 
Plundering had ceased to a great (‘.vtent, the iwliee worked in apprehension of criminals 
and investigation of crime, and tin; June kist was collected without any difficulty in most 
portions of the Pergunnahs, the exception being in those villages where the ex-zemindars 
had forcibly taken repossession ; and oven in some of those villages, so ffir had the prestige 
of our power returned, the auction purchasers had quietly resumed possession. In a 
few villages the cx-zemindars remained collected in open deliance, but only for the 
purpose of retaining possession, and they had ceased to attempt the subversion of Govern- 
ment beyond the limits of their cstaU's. 

■ 4. Mr. Coiirt had barely written tlic above report, when the rebellion again spread 
through these Pergunnahs, but in a difrereiit and fiir more serious form. When General 
Havelock retreated across the Gange.s, the Oude talookdars, who had been watching 
eveut.s, crossed the frontier, determined to take possession of those Pergunnahs of Alla- 
habad, over which they formerly ruled. It is said that tins was done by direction from 
Lucknow, and tliat tin; Allahabad Pergunnahs north of the Ganges were, allotted to each 
talookdar, and that the Oude l(!n'itory, including the northern districts of Benares an<i- 
these Pergunnahs have been divided into (diucklas, and chuekladars appointed, lu.lune 
and July it was ousted zemindars vemv/t auction purchasers ; we now liave Oude aiul 
ousted zemindars versus the Britisli Government. 

5. The Oude talookdars oi)posed to ns in these Pergunnahs are: — 

(1.) Rai Pirtijial Sing, Ilunder Sing, l)()udj)orc ; Runjcct Sing,Elaquadar of Goorwa ; 
Kalka Bux, Sitta Bnx. 

This party, a.ssistod l)y Bane Baliadoor Sing of Nnsi*ntpoi’c7” first crossed and took 
possession of Mirzaporo, Cho\vhare(', Moutiwa, and many villages in the north of Por- 
guniiahs Secundra. and Soraon, and levied trihute ; tliey murdered Bijaee Sing, zemindar 
of Bajeepon' ; tliey have since jinshed tlu'ir jiosscssiou .still farther into the Soraon and 
Nawabgunge and Secinidra Pi'rgunnahs, and commit mueh plunder and outrage. 

(2.) ILijah Bijee Baliadoor Sing of Purtabghur, commonly called the Rajah of 
Kolheya ; Golab Sing, Ajei't Sing, Surubdeen, of Doolee anti Terowl ; Sultanat Baliadoor 
of Baispore. 

These men claim to be de.sci'iidauts from Hiirbnn Rajah, who formerly rnl(‘d over 
Pergunnahs Secundra and Jhoosee. Tho> eros.sed. the frontier on the plea of assisting 
the British Government against Pirtepal Sing, &e., of Pergunnah Doudpore, and have 
since gradually taken possession of a very large portion of these Pirgniinahs. Our 
ousted zemindar.s have joined them in great numbers. Tlii'se two partii's, Rai Pirtepal 
Sing and Bijee Baliadoor, nearly came to blows in disputing their right to the Pergunnahs, 
but they have since joined issue to fight the common enemy. 

(3.) Issroy Bux, ccc., Baboo Chutterpall Sing, of Summapore.

7. TJhese men, both of Oude and Allahabad, I suppose yvith a \iew to delude us, all 
try to get authority from Allahabad, and complain one against the other. Rajah Bijee 
Baliadoor Sitig and Golab Sing, Iwth wrote, saying they had come to afford us assistance 
and are willing to stay or retire as wo wish. Mr. Court wrote, requesting they would 
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leave the district, iuaamuoh as their acts are opposed to their professions ; and, furtJier 
requested, that, if certain acts of rebellion and opposition to the British Government have 
been cominiticd by tiicir peoide without their orders, they will prove their loyalty by 
giving- them up lor trial. No answers have been received. Bariee Bahadoor Siug, of 
Nttsrutpore, Pergnnnah Sccimdra, also wrote in a similar strain, complaining of the 
exaction and t)pprossion of the Onde Rajah.s and of Manickchand of Phoolpore, and of 
his int{,‘ntiun to opposi; them and reston; order. Manickchand, as you well know, is a ■ 
large auction purchaser, a btinya of Phoolpore, and in every sense of the word a well- 
wisher to (lovernment. There cannot he a doubt of either the acts or intentions of the 
Oude Rajahs and ousted zemindars. It is ch'ar as the noonday sun that they are all one, 
and ])lay jnto oacli otlu-r’s hands, tlieir obj(‘Ct being to obtain possession of tlicsc Per- 
guiuiuhs, and subvert Die British Oovcrnmenl. This is daily proved bv their acts of 
oppression ami cruelty, and tlic forcible occupation of villages as lords of the soil. 

8. Tlu! present position ot tin; rebels, as nc-arly as can bo ascertained from Pergnnnah 
reports and spies, is as follows : 

(1.) In Pergiinuahs Soraon and Nawabgimge, Chutterpall Sing and Ishrcc Sing, 
talookuars of Shummisporc (Oude) with a large ibrce and 5 guns, assisted by the zemindars 
of Singrovc, hold a position between Putna and Shumma])ore, Pergunnah Nawabgungc, 
and are extending tlieir encroachni(‘nts eastward. 

(2.) At Nawaliguiige our Police have been turned out, and Rajah Bijee Bahadoor 
Sing liolds the town with some 500 or 600 men, and 2 gnus. 

(3.) Mirzaporc (’howlinrree and Mow and the neighbourhood, were first overrun b\' 
Kalka Hux and Silta Hux, headed Iiy Rundcr Sing. 

(4.) They w('n; ;mcc('ed(Ml b) Golab Sing, of Deolee, ami his party, wIk), as.sistcd by 
I>am( Baliadoor, of Niisnhpore, have extended their ravages to Soraon, and are now with 
5ut) men and 3 grins located in Moir/.ah Piichdeorah.

In I ergnnnahs Meh and Kewni, the Beebeepore, Bnsna Bareta, .lelalporc, and oth-r 
zeiuiiidars, Itavo fiirmed th* faction of Rajali Bijee Bahadoor Sing of Pcrtabghur, and 
Banco Bahadoor Sing of Nii.yutjiore, have taken possc-ssion of many villages, collected 
tribute and rent, jilundered tar and wide and daily extend their possessions, but they are 

i Meh and Kewa’i, Monza Othran is threatened. The 
Kigali Bijee Bahadoor Sing has about 70 men at Mouza Cliandoopore, 25 Jelalpdre, and 
tew ill otlier villages; whmi required, a force moves from Phoolpore to attack a village 
and returns.

.10 ergunnahs fla re are, 1 suppose, some 5,000 or 6,000 men (mere rabble) Dvitli guns. 

1 T eaialry J Iiave heard of, are 60 of some Irregular Cavalry corps, who passed up 
ast mgtit, ami were seen at, Berahpore, one mile easf, of Hundeea, and were travelline 
norttiward, as li towards Phoolpore. I have sent people to see where they go to. 
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9. I have tlius stated the case as far as I have been able to ascertain' it up to the 
latest date of report. I will not vouch for the correctness of details of names of the 
Oude Rajalig, but my information, for the greater part o‘f which I am indebted to 
Mr, Court, may I believe be taken generally to give a correct view of wliat is going on. 

10. Until wo have a force cajjable of contending with parties so numerouti and 
scattered, 1 can do little or nothing to stop the advance of the rebels. The zemindars 
well inclined lo usi sadly comidain of the want of assistances from Government, and our 
ap])arcnt indiRcfence to tlicir fate. 1 would suggest that a party of 2 guns and 2(X) 
Europeiin and 200 Madras, Sikhs or Goorkhas, advance up tljc Trunk Road (o Svilabad, 
and thence turn offtowai'ds Plioolpore. taking .Telalporc, Busna, Bareta, &:c,,c)n the road. 
At the same time, a party Of 200 Goorkhas should be sent from .lounpore by tla^ direct 
road through Badshai>ore to Plioolpore, punishing Bcobccpore rn rovtc. TJie reliels will, 
thus be ijurrbunded, and Plioolpore cleared in no time. Our force miglit then moot at 
Plioolpore, and march and reduce Nusrntiiorc, then drive the niicls out of Mirzajiure, 
Chowliarrce, and the north of Secuiidra and Soraon ;'and thmi dividing 200 men, mardi 
and dcstmy Knnehur and llelaplittee, while the itnain body proceed via Soeuow and 
Nuwabgungp and clear those Perguniuihs, taking the rebels in the rear, uhilst the 
detachment at Kunohur, in the north west corner of .lh() 0 .s('e, will prevcul (hcii* cscaiH! 
down the Grand Trunk Road. 1 have given the ski'tch of procctlun' to sliow liow easily 
it can be done, but of course wo must be in a groat measure guided by the circumstances 
of the lime. I should say a fortniglit would sullico lo clear the Perguiinah. 

11. In conclusion, 1 beg to rc]>rc.senl for the consideration of the Lieutenant-Gov (Tiior, 
the great distance I am 'now placed at Gopcegungi', Hwa\ from the scene of action. A 
tew hours’ delay in gaining information may cause niuch incoiiveuUmco and trouble, and 
1 am of ojiinion that for tlie present my post should be at Sydabad, wlierc a detaeliintMil 
of 60 Sikhs is stationed. 1 sliall rcipiirc nothing more than concurrent jurisdiction in 
t.lic Mirzapore Pcrgunnalis, where ciorything is (juiet and the pi'ojile well di.spo.se(l, and ' 
where Mi. Elliott may widl be left in charge under the propiT Alaglstrate ot’ tin* Disiricl. 
All the work wliich reipiircs my attention is west, and north of Sydabad. lleri'aftcr, 
when the rebels have been driven out, the pre.senc(‘ of a civil officer at Plioolpore, with 
a detachment of 200 men, will bo very nece.s.sary. Plioolpore is a centrical .sjiot from 
which he can command the troublesome villages of tlie Porgiumalis, and (drectually hunt 
down and destroy those wlio are now in arms against us. 

12. 1 also ask sanction lo raise 20 sowars ami a dulT'adar; sowars lo n'ceive IS 
rupees jier month, and tlu; duHadar 20 rupees pci- month, TIk’v will be very useful in 
assisting to keep iij) the eomniunic^ation and in reeonnoilriiig. If thi'V do good service, 
they can be hereafter embodied in the l)i>(viet Police Sowars of this or any oilier di.stricts.

The Lieutenant-Governor , Central Provinces, to the Governor-General of f/utia in Council. 

(Telegraphic.) September 60, 12 p.ai. 

A DETAILED report was received to-day from Mr. Mayno, the abh' Magistrate 
a])pomte(l to Gopeegungc, of the state of the country between the Trunk Itoad and 
Oijdc; the result in short is that from near Gojieogungo to Allahabad, the whole country 
is in the hands of various large jiarties of Oude talookdars and xi'iniiidar.s, •■ach having 
several guns, who are systematically acquiring, without much violence, village after 
village. Those parties already jiosscss the country as far south as the neighbourhood of 
the.road, which they threaten iiiimi diately lo cro.ss and occupy. Some mutineers from 
Oude are beginning to join tlicni. On receipt of this rejiort, I immodiatidy telegraphed 
Colonel O’Brien to ask the state of his garrison. I know that he is positively forbidden 
to send' a man out of it for any purpose. I have got his answer. He has 469 effective 
Europeans, and 131 Sikhs. Captaiii Peel, with about 300 men, start for Allahabad by 
steamer to-morrow morning, and should arrive in three days. 

, I have now just received from Colonel O’Brien a message, dated at 9-1# p.m., to- 
ni|;ht^ saving that a person calling himself the nazim of Allahabad, has seized Paparaow, 

. ' U 2 
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a village about five miles 'off on the east side of the Ganges, and with a v(M*y large 
number of men and some guns, threatens to interrnpt our communications. Papamow 
is to Allahabad what Howrah is to Fort Willi.am. 

There can l)o no doubt that the ttdegrapli wire will be immediately cut, and tli« 
dak and otlKU’ comiminicalions immediately stopped, n.rdoss the country north of the 
Trunk Road is imnjcdiately rccoviu’cd and secured. Two weak Sikh posts of fifty men 
each, at Gojajegnnge and feydabad may liold their own, bnt cannot protect at other 
points a road running through enemy's count iw. Bnt if 2 guns and 150 Europe.ans arc 
added to the 100 Sikhs, this force, with 50 of Alathiiison’s sowars, and 200 of Catania’s 
levy, whom J dispatched to Mr. Mavnc to- day, will be able to drive off and punish the 
Glide men, and to recover the country north of the road, whilst the remnant of the 
50th who have came in from Nagode, iioids the jiost of (Topcegunge in thii rear. 

The Goorkhas are at this moment fighting on the Ondc bordi'r, both in Azimgliur 
and Jonnpori?. 

It is for yonr Lordship to elect' between leaving Allahabad with about 300 effective 
Europeans and 150 Sikhs, and sacrificing our telegraph, and dak, and bullock train 
communication. 1 believi; Allahabad with such a garrison to be saf(‘, with a force at 
Futtehpore to llir norlli, and auotlior on the Trunk Road to tin; east, and the sailors 
close at hand, and I strongly recommend saving t lie road. It would be a great incon- 
venience and disgrace! at this monuiut to have! our communications slopped almost under 
the guns of Allahabad. An imiiK'diale decision is nt'cossarv.

If is chiefly 
owing to the severe jmuishment inflicted by Major Eyre on the rebels at. Koondun Puttee, 
and the timely occupation at Futtehpore, that our communication with the station and 
Cawnporc has continued uninterrupted. If the force at Futtehpore is w'eakened its 
safety might be compromised, and attack invited both from . Oude and Banda. 

3. At the same time, I am conscious of our weakness here, and would gladly 
SCO the arrival of reinforcements.

9. The rebel, and now organized force, is getting daily inen-ase of strength. I 
have learnt from many sowars, that the occupation of Jhoosee Porgunnah, including 
Jhoosee itself, is aimed at by the rebels, and E am c(Ttaiu it will .bo exceedingly difficult, 
if possible, to dislodge them, with the forci* in the garrison. 

10. Our con)munication.s between this and Jienarcs are imperilled by a strong force 
and if lost will be exceedingly detrimental. 

lU Our communications at Futtehporo have Iku'u uninterrupted for nearly four 
luontlis, though no troops have becai stationed there until within the last ten days. 

12. The force then; now numbfus betw(;cn 300 and 400 men, which is far more 
than sufficient to maintain an unthreat(;ned j)osition, ample by its prcjscnce alom;, to 
restore Government for a considerable distance around, 'riu; garrison force here; is l«('pt 
at as low a figure as possible for its own defcjice, and at a figure that rei\ders the 
detachment of a man for the protection of the neighbourhood im))ossible, and I woidd 
urge. upon Government the necessity of being preparcnl here for such movements as 
.will at all events place our dak communications and the security of tlic outposts 
at Sydabad and Goi)eegunge, beyond risk, befoi'c detaching more men to Futfehpore.

Lieutenant Lamb, who safely reached Agra with him, was, I 
regret to say, wounded in action at Agra, and died of his Wounds on the 24tli 
August. 

4. Messrs. Passanah and Griffiths, and Moonshce Shcopershad, referred to ia the 
correspondence, were Deputy Collectors in Julouu, and are now at Cawnporc. 

6. Mr. Hemming was the Sub-Assistant Surgeon in medical charge of Orai, and 
Mr. Double was the Deputy Commissioner’s Head Clerk. Both were murdered. 

0. The superior officers whom 1 have lost during the insurrection are as follows:. 
(I.) Captain A. Skene, of the*G8th Bengal Native Infantry, Superintendent of tihe

Moonthee Sheopersfutud to the Deputy Cnmmitsioner of Jaloun. 

Sir, Ctiwnpore, August 20, 1857. 

I WAS very glad to receive your kind letter dated the lOth in<.tanl. You were the 
only officer who knew me, and not having heard anything of you since you left Orai, 1 
was very sorry. Nothing could exceed the joy 1 had when 1 rceoivod your letter. May 
God giant you a long life. 

One day after your departure from Jaloun, the Jageerdar of (Joorsarai took pos- 
session of Jaloun, and then went to Orai, where he was joinr'd by the mutinous troops 
of Jhansi ; Mr. Passanah was obliged to tly, but being punsued, was caught, his property 
taken, and he, after all, converted into a Mussulman and sjiarud ; the same was the 
ease with Mr. Griffiths ; they are both now I hear at Jaloun. 

The umlas and teliseeldars ran away, and a few who were caught were beaten, and 
disgraced; the treasurer and the tehsocldar of Oiai vv'i'rc also plundered. Nceaz Alee, 
the Deputy Collector of Mote, was also with the mutineers ; I cannot say whether he 
has joined them, or was under arrest; under your instructions I had kept my post till 
the danger pressed very hard. On the night of the ISth June, when I heard that the 
Jageerdar and the mutinous troops would artive early m the morning, 1 was obliged to 
leave Oalpec, leaving all my propcitv, uliicdi I am soiry to say has all been plundered : 
my tables, eliuns, almyralis, and all Ivnglish fuinitiire were broken to pieces, my buggy 
and Palkce Garre taken away, my valuable libniry, wlucdi you had seen, was destroyed ; 
in fact nothing was left beyond a suit of clothes with which I eseajicd. The chieti the 
sepoys, the town people, and my o\mi police, plundeied me and did all the mischief 
they could ; the rebels had otlered a reward of .^»()0 rupees for my apprehension, but 
God the Great saved me. Jaloun, Orai, and Calpee are now in possession of the 
Jageerdar ; 1 have heard nothing of Ooinurduraz Alee, or of Lieutenant 'J'omkinsoii ; 
Mr. Double, I am given to understand, was murdered, 'flic two oflicers of the CGtli 
who were with the detachment that mutinied at Galpec, were I hear spared by the 
sepoys, when tlii'y reached Oluichcrec, and told logo wcie they liked, and 1 was told 
that they proceeded to IJuiiieerpore, which place they reached safely. Vour bungalow' 
1 am told was burnt, and all the projierty it contained was plundered, but 1 hear that 
after the sepoys left Oral, tin? |ageerdar recovered most of your propeity," which 
was plundered by the town people, and he must have brought it to his own use. No 
letters can reach Oiai or Calpcc , a strict search is made at the ghauts. I had sent a 
man to Orai to learn all particulars, but he could not find any one of the umlas, as all 
had left Orai. Gopaul Sing, the road jemadar, I hear was not plundered, and the 
telisceldar of Orai only lost a little of liis property. 

T have sent a man to (Jrai to learn all particulars, and will inform you everything 
as soon as the msin rcturuij. I was very sorry to hear that you were ill, but hope you 
will recover .soon. I have been reduced to a most miserable condition, I am without pay 
since May last. 

T had sent a letlei to you at Agra, but not knowing its fate, I addressed a letter to 
the Lieutenant-Governor, who, it appears, at your lecoinniendation, sent me a letter, 
directing me to proceed to (’.iwnporc, and report myselt'to the officer commanding, and 
be o{ use to him until I may ho able to return to f'alpei*. I showed the letter to Alajor- 
(Jenerals Neill and Havelock; they received me well, and told me to go to Mr. Shcrer, 
of the Civil Service. Mr. Sliercr said, 1 do not know you; why did you write to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and not to me, and why did you not come sooner: some of the 
Deputy Collectors have not behaved well. I .said, justice demands that those who have 
misbehaved should be punished only, and not all. 1 was once a great man, but having 
been plundered of all my propeity, have been reduced to thii miserable i-ondiiion ; and 
1 explained to him everything, and even showed him your letter, but still he «aid he 
will write to Mr. Colvin that iny conduct was improper. 1 cannot understand why ho 
felt offended with me. Von know how I exerted liAid in tnainluining peace and sup- 
pressing insurrection, and when the Lieutenant-Governor was kind enough ‘to write 
about me, Mr. Sliercr got angry with me, because lie was not aciiuainted with me, and 
because a superior authority had written for me. If 1 bad iiiisbcli ived in any wa}, or 
served any of the native reWls, or did anything wrong, I would have been guilty, but 
‘when 1 am free from all such faults, I cannot understand how 1 cun be blamud. 1 am, 
however, sitting quietly here. 



There is even no work at present, as the' martial law is present ip force. It will, 
I fear, take more tlian a month before the district comes Under proper management, so 
I shall sit quietly here until Orai is restored, and you return. > , 

I see in the papers that a British force has moved from Kampt^, and will soon be 
at Jhansiand .Taloiin; as soon as the British possession is restored, 1 hope you, will 
immediately come to Orai. .

Statement of Mtihhun Cooman and Bissasu Luchmun, servants of Lientenant Browne, who 

left Orni on or about September 1. 

THREE or four days after you left Orai, the mutineers from Jhansi arrived. They 
first of all released the prisoners from the jail, and then told every one to loot. All 
bungalows were burned. Dr. Hemming was trying to escape in native clothes, but 
stopped to drink at a well near the cutclierry. A sepoy of the 12th Native Infantry 
saw and killed him. Mr. Passanah’s sister was killed the same day. Mr. Passanah and 
Mr. Griffiths escaped to .laloun. Copal Sing, the road jemadar, whom you loft in 
charge of yOur property, buried twcnty-tbrec boxes of yours iu the garden and tent 
house, and planted vegetables over 1 ho, spot ; others he put down the well. Nothing would 
ever have been discovered by tlie plnndcrers, had not your orderly chuprassecs and the 
house-guard pointed out to tlio i)lace where the boxes were hidden. They were all dug 
up and looted ; cows and sheep, and as much ofyonv ])ropcrty as they could find. Mr. * 
Double eseaj)cd as far as “a village about two coss from Orai ; the zemindars caught him 
anil brought him back, and he and his family were killed by the Jhansi troops; great 
search was made for Copal Sing, to kill him for hiding your boxes, but he hid himself. 
They plundered his house of everything. He has never left Orai, and has now sent 
us over to you for orders, as he says lie will not leave until you tell him. The Jhansi 
troops remained one day only. After about 7 or fS days, the Nowgong Force came, 
but they only pliinilercii a few of the iimlah and the tfeasiircr. A few days after they 
loft, the company of the 53rd, who had gone to Cwalior with treasure, came back to 
Jaloun, where they were entertained for two days by Tautiah, the Goorsarai Chief ; some 
one told tliem that Mr. Passanah aiid Mr. Griffiths were concealed in a village near, 
and a ])arly went out to search for them. I’liey found them, and carried them into 
Orai, where after making them pay a heavy ransom, they let tbem^ go. These gentle- • 
men are now at Soorkee, near ()rai. Hicy once tried to go to Cawnpore, but returned 
from Calpee. rtonie. of the tehseeldars and umlalis ran aw.ay. The rest have taken 
service with ihe Goorsarai Chief, aiid are at Jalouii with him, where he holds cutcherry. 
All your orderly chuprassees, and all the sowars, entered his service. He allows no 
one to scud or receive letters from any where. He is collecting the revenue and 
sending off bullock loads of rupees to Goorsarai. He has about 3,000 nien. The 
tuhseeldar of Orai (a Mahomedan) remained at Orai for about a month, and then^went 
to his home iu the Lullutpore district, carrying off with him those three or four boxes 
which you entrusted to his care. The Jhansi troops d'd not plunder him at all. There 
is a regular ddk laid by the Goorsarai man from Bithoor to Jaloun. Some say the 
Nana’s brother died of his wounds. Three officers escaped from Cawnpore and came 
by Caipee, but at a village about coss or so (between Orai and Calpee) the villagers 
killed them at a well. All the chuprassees went out and saw the bodies. The Ghoorsarai 
Chief holds Calpee and collects the revenue. He has ohowkees and tbannabs there. 

( lopal Sing is the only man who has remained faithful to the Government, all the rest 
have either deserted or gone over to the Chief. 

N.B. — The deponents arc old and trusty servants of mine, and their story 1 believe 
to be quite true.

THE Government being desirous to ascerlaiu the names of the ringleaders and 
chiefs of the rebels, I have the honor to bring to your notice that Kala Khan, rissaldar 
of the 14th Irregular Cavalry, was, if not the instigator, one of the most active in the 
dreadful events at Jhansi. 

2. T would suggest that a reward of such amount as may he considered fitting, be 
offered for his apprehension. ‘ The regiment was raised at Delhi, and most of the men 
and officers being residents of that city, or of the vicinity, it will be an easy matter to 
bring them to Justice. 

• 3. Intimately connected with this rissaldar in the .Thansi affair was, I have every 
reason to know, the tehsccldar of .Thansi, x4hniud TTossciu (late Moonshee in the Agency 
Office).

The Deputy Comniissionei: of Jaloun to the Commissioner of Saugor. 

Sir, , Ayra Fort, iSeplenihcr 21, 1857. 

AS the dAk communication is again to some extent open, I lake the opportunity 
to. lay before you a detail of the various occurrences at Orai, and of the causes which 
obliged me td quit my post ; I have .aheady reported everything direct to the Govern- 
meitt, North-Western Provinces, as it occurred. 

2. Towards tiic latter end of May, tlie t loops at Cawnporc began to display an 
uneasy, feeling, and danger appeared to threaten. The loyally of the 2nd Cavalry and 
of the 61st Regiment Native Infantry, was more than siispeetcd, as both corps had 
evinced a bad disposition, 

3. The troops at Orai, at this time, consisted of two companies of the 33rd Native 
Infantry, under Captain Alexander, and their conduct liad been most satisfactory, 
although at the same time we all knew that they would shape their future coursebii 
accordance with the line of conduct taken by the head-quarters at Cawnpore. 

4. About tins end of May, I received a letter from the oHicer commanding at 
Cawnpore, intimating that the nsual relief of the Orai detachment would take place in 
a few days; and on 2nd June, two companies of the .5()th Native infantry, under Lieu- 
tenant Raikes and Ensign Browne, left (Jawuporo for Orai. At the same time, a private 
letter came from an otHcer there, warning us not to trust the men with the treasury, if 
it could possibly be avoided. A short lime previously 1 had received instructions from 
the acepuntant to remit to Gwalior, before the rains, aU the money I coukl spare, and I • 
had merely been waiting for the lelief of the detachmci.t to dispatch 5 lacs. 

5. When 1 heard that the men of the 56ih Native Infantry were coming to Orai, I 
at once wrote to the officer commanding at Cawnpore, to remonstrate against troop.s ' 

. being sent out to guard a large treasury, of whose fidelity the gravest doubts were enter- 
tained, but receiving no reply to my letter, 1 determined to send off every rupee I could 
spai^ to Gwalior at once, under a company of the 53rd Native Infantry, who had remained 
■loyaVtind conducted themselves well.

, as his men became niiilinous, and demanded to be marched to Cawnporev Lieutenant 
.Tomkinsoii eventually left his men, and it is feared, endeavoured to reach Gwalior for 
safety, not being aware of the mutiny there. His fate is unknown. : . . 

7. Having, as 1 trusted, placed tho bulk of my treasure in- safety by* sending, it to 
Gwalior, I did not feel so uneasy regarding the arrival of the 50tli men. On the‘'6.lh 
Juno, lH)Wf:ver, Uu* news of a partial iruiliny aiuong the Jhansi troops reached us, aiid 
there was every reason to believe that they wouhl march onwards' to Orai. The two 
companies of ’the .'iGlh.werc then at Attali, within one march of us. I had a consulta- 
tion with Captain Alexaiuler, and as we both agreed that the arrival of two companies' 
of untrustworthy ith'm would only tend to complicate oiir increasing diflficulties, I at 
once took upon myself to direct Lienlcnant Itaikcs to retrace his steps to Calpec, cross 
the river that saihe evening, and rejoin his regiment at Cawnpore, in due course. These 
orders he complied will), but when in the aiternoon of the following day 1 received a 
report from tin' l)('})niy Colh'clor at Calpei' of the nndiny at CawniKtre, an express was. 
sent, to Lieutenant Hai'kes, (o tell him of it, and ,lo beg him to return with his brother 
officer to Orai for satcly, or to take such other sb'ps as would ensure it. We have since 
licard that biuli i!,ie.-(' Ofliei'rs csea]K'(l from llnnr men (who midinied at Calpee), and 
reached Fidt('hpov(' in safety. 

8. 1 should here UK'ntion, tliat as soon as (he first, oidlweak at Lncknow took place 
(at the end of May). I u rotv-' to Major Hennessy, commanding at Etawah, to ask liim 
whether, in tin' event oi' my Ix'ing ])lacecl in dillicnllies, lu' conld send me over assistance. 
He, in re]>ly, told ine.,tliai if 1 retpiived (roo))s. I was to send direct to (’aptain Cosserat, 
who was in cominaiui of two companies of the (trenadier Regiment, Scindia’s Contingent, 
at Orvah.in tho Etawah District. 


9. Such being the case, 1 immediately sent an express to Captain Cosserat, begging 
him to push on to Orai with all possible speed, with a view to our proceeding by forced 
marches to' Jhansi, where 1 earnestly trusted only a small portion of the troops liad risen. 
At the same time, 1 wrote to tlu' Snmi)tur Rajah to send me in all his gun.s, some infantry, 
and cavalry, to go w ith mo to the rrli(;f of .Jhansi, 

10. Captain Cosserat answered my call with groat dispatch, and by making long 
forced marches bo rc'aohod f)rai on the morning of tho 7tli June. His men were rather 
knocked up by the licui and fatigue, and he deci(l(;d to lialt one day and march the next 
night vvitli mo for .Jhansi. The Sumj)t.ur Rajah’s troops arrived on the following day, 
and consisted of 1 small field gun, about 150 infantry, and 60 or 70 horse. , 

11. The wliole of the (htwnporc forces having, as wc believed, risen in mutiny, we 

felt oursf'lvos in n diflicnlt position with regard lo Cajdain Alexander’s Company of the 
63rd Native lnfau!i’\. Tho men professed loyalty, but it w^as not to be expected that 
they wouhl remain faithful if the head-quarters of their corps had broken out. As the 
tvvocoinjK'nii'soi’llicGwalior regiment were to move towards Jhansi, itwasfelt desirable 
to march thi' 5d;-(l nu'n out of ()rai, and as. Calpee began lo give trouble, and tho native 
Deputy- Colh'ci or had become needlessly alarmed, Captain Alexander offered to take his 
men oiit t!ier<' to quiet tlte place, and eventually with tlie intention of adopting such 
steps as might appear requisite, from the temper of his men, to ensure his own and Mrs. 
Alexander ‘.i safely. ^ ■ 

12. He ac-' -ulingly left Orai on the night of the 8th for Calpee. A portion of his 
men nnitini.xl at my gate, but they did not offer to harm their oflScel’S or to plunder the 
station and treasury. They reached Calpee on the following morning, and then 
threatened tlu'ir I'.ative officers. Elventually they got some money from Captain 
Alexander, and marched for Cawnpore. Captain and Mrs. Alexander remained at 

^Calpee uni il Uie ISlh Jiine, during which time tliov endeavoured lo get a boat to drop 
'down tho Jiiuma to Allahabad, but 1 regret to say that the Deputy-Collector 
(SheopershaiKi) instead of affording any assistance to them, shut himself up in his house. 
.j,yhe thannadav, lJus.snnt Rai, 1 think with the dufi'adar of the fort guard and the,\Yhole. 
of the polio' there, mutinied on the 12th, and tlircatcned the lives of the Europeans. 
After consiilv-v.)l)lo difficulty, Captain and Mrs. Ale.xander. managed tb escape from 
Calpee, and by means of a ddk of bullock carts, &c., rejoined Captain Gqsserat’s party 
onthe Etawab road on the 16th Juno. I would here remark that Captkin Alexander 
speaks in very high termp of . the aseistance he received -when oroRslflg fJie dbi^ctto.

13. To revert to.. Captain Cosserat’s movements on the afternoon of the 8th June, 
ho started for Jhansi with his own and the Snmpiur troops, leaving me to follow him at 
night, asl had various arrangements to make. That night news reached me from the 
Treasurer at Jhansi, and the Deputy-Collector at Mote, of the fearful ocqurrcncc that 
had taken. place there. As the advance of onf small force? could do no good against the 
largo number of men of the infantry and cavalry, and of the Ranee’s own people, 
Lieutenant Lamb, the Assistant Commissioner, sent off an express to Captain Cosserat, 
at my request, to let him know wlujt had happened, and to request him to return to 
Orai, to enable mq to hold my position tliere. ]\Iv re<iuisition overlook him tit Kbonch. 
But he had also Just received orders iVom Ids commanding odieer at Ktawah; telling 
him on no account to remain' at Orai, but to hasten back to Etavvah, and to bring with 
him all the Europeans and others, who ndght dt'sire to seenrt! tlieir safel)-. Captain 
Cosserat further added, that ht; should be? at Jaloun, en route to Etawah, on the 10th 
June, and begged us all to join him there. 

14. Later on the day that I received this letter from Captain Cosserat i,9th June), 
I also heard from the Deputy-Collector of ]Vlot<; that the .Ihanst ^mIli»u^t'rs, lu'adcd by 
Kala Khan, rissildar, 14th Irregular Cavalry, would be at that place in a day or two on 
their way to Orai, and that they had issued ordcr.s for su])plies to bo in ri'atlijiess. 

15. There being no longer any hope? of my being able? to hold my |)o.st, 1 (k'lerndned 
to accompany Captain (Cosserat as far as lu; went on (ho Ownlior Road, ami tl'.i’n leavi’ag 
him to strike off tor Owalior, and cidier obtain troojis from llicnee, with winch 1 could 
return to Orai, or obtain d('linli.e orders iVom Agra as (o my eours(‘. 

16. All the Christians in Orai were made aeqnaiiiled willi my iaii iilirns, and told 
to seek their safety, either by aceouqnuiying us, or by such (,)tli('r mean.:! as they j)iig]it 
prefer, and on the morning of tlu? 10th .lime, I aud Lieutenant Lamb (juU! il Oj’ai and 
joined Captain Cosserat’s dclachnu nt at Jalonn. I may hen; mention tlau. th<* Jhansi 
troops arrived at Orai on tlio I4tli, and after ])lun(lering and destroying everything, 
they passed on to (hilpee. Dr. Hemming and Mr. Pas.sanah’s mother were murdered 
by them. 

17. It will be necessary lien* to exjdahi that on rc'ceiving news of .iiiansi mutiny, I 
wrote to theti'jorsarai fihief, w'lio holds Jiigh tesl iuumlals from various eivi! and ‘military 
officers, to come over to Orai withsonu! good men to stnsugtheu my iuiuds in liolding the 
district. Ho did so, and met me at Jalouii on the lOlh, with some ■»<>(> or 6(K) men, 
cavalry aud infantry. 1 had an int<;rview- with liim, and ex]'lained to Ihj?) that I hoped 
to get troops from Gwalior in a f(;w days, with whieh I could retain my post, but that in 
the mcaiitinjo I wanted him to assist my officials with his men in ki'cjting ordt.r. 1 at 
the same time told him that a strong i>arty should be sent to Calpei.’, amithcr to Orai, 
Kooneb, &.C. The cliief professed the utmost reailiucs.s to assist the (lovernmeut, aud 
said that he had always been a loyal subject and woukl continue so. All he asked for 
wfts a letter from me, addrossi'd to him, autliorizing him to aid my ollie'als. 1 .sent for 
a Mohurir and dictated a letter addressed to (he Chief, reqncsiing him to assist rny 
officials in keeping llie district (juict, but on no ai?cuuht to interfere with Ihem, or to act 
on his own responsibility, or imlepcndcntly. He promised perfect, actjuicseenee in my 
wishes, and we parted, 1 hoping that 1 had secun'd tlie distric t from di.'^organi/.ation. 

18. The following day, however, 1 received a report from the UOiserldai- of Jalonn, 
to the effect that tlio Cliicf had turned all my olliciais, police, &c., out of the .laleun Fort, 
and had occupied it witli his own men, and declaivd liimself lluHlovernor of the district. 
The tohseeldar also scut me a copy of the letter that 1 had signed on llie ja-t'c-eding day 
addressed to the Chief. 'J’he letter was to the cHect Unit I had made ovi r an< I relincjuislicd 
the entire management of the Jalonn District to liim, and tliai, lie w'as to be eonsidered 

' the ruler. I need hardly explain that the Mohurir must liave been britad by the (. hief 
to falsify my dictation, and to address the letter in a style which miglsl 1i< reaftcr allow 
bim a loophole to escape from- any allugulioii of being a rebel. Ciqilaiu Cosserat's 
orders to hasten on ‘to Etawah wore so very disjtinct that he could not ictiirn lo J:ilouu 
to coerce the Cliiof, and I could only write very strongly to the latter to point out to 
him again that he was only called m to assist my oli.cials in maintaining order and 
tranquillity. He made no reply to tliis, and lias since, 1 understand, ])r(;claim(;d liimself 
Sovereign of that portion of the country. I look upon him as ‘a every respect a rebel 

■ 19. The -party of the Europeans with Captain Cosserat consisted of Captain and 
^ Mwi Alexander, Lieutenant Lamb, myself, the equestrian company belouging'to Monsieur 

Y 9. 



Jonrdon^ whom yvc had casually met with, a.nd Mr. McKay .x>f the Cnstpmsi Department, 
Oh the eyeing of the 17th June, Captain and Mrs. Alexander, Lieutenant ^^amb, and I, ' 
parted from Captain Cosserat at Bliind, intending to go to Gwalior, and he to Etawah. 
We! had proceeded tliroe or four miles on our road, when a horseman galloped after, us 
with a verbal message from the Soobah to return to Bhind at once. Not well under- 
standing what this meant, we at first hesitated, but eventually went back, wid heard 
from the Jj'oobah (hat the troops had ristMi at Gwalior, murdered some of the officers, 
and tluit th(! rest had fled to Agra. Most fortunately for us, my servant had remained 
behind at Bhind to get a bullock cart, and he hap|)ened accidentally to hear the Soobali 
and his people discussing the contents of a letter fi-om Gwalior, detailing the progress of 
the mutiny. He begged the Soobali to send and recall us at oucc. To this man’s 
interference alone. I believe, we are indebted for our lives; for, from the insolent 
demeanour of the Soobah on our return (o Bhind, 1 Jjave no doubt he would have allowed 
us (0 proceed on our road (o certain death at.Gualior. 

20. Our only remaining course api>car<‘d to be to endeavour to overtake Captain 
Cosserat and go to Eta\\ ah. Wc accordingly took the Etawah road and reached Burporia, 
about nine miles short of the station, on the mornhig of the 18th, audtbmid that Captain 
Cosserat had left. In the course of an hour or so, news reached us of tlio mutiny of the 
Grenadier Regiment, Scindias Contingent, and of the desertion of EtaNyah by all the . 
Euro}K)ans. As our safety depended on immediate departure from Burporia, we started 
again at 3 r.M. for Agra, distant about seventy miles, and reached it in safety on the 
evening of the 20lli June, having overtaken on the road all the Etawali fugitives. Tlie 
comitry was so disturbed that we marched for seciirity'^ during the day time from Etaw'ah 
to Agra, and being without tenis or bods, the fatigue and exposure were very great. 

21. In the preei;ding paragrji])lis J luivc endeavoured to give you an exact account 
of all tliat occurred at Oral, fi om llu; beginning of June until 1 left it. All that I have 
omitted to state is the mutiny of the wljole of tlio Chistoins Department Cliupi'assees, as 
soon as tliey heard of what had happened at Jhatisi. Tlicy threatened their officers’ 
Jives, and burnt down tlu; ctistoins lodge, chowkees, &,c. My police followed their 
examide and became insohiiit, and insubordinate to their officers. The collection of 
revenue entirely ceased, and I had no means of <'oercing the recusant landlords. 

23. From the various causes combined, the eoulrol of afiairs t'litirely passed out of 
my bands, save in name ; and with a large force of timrderoas rebels advancing upon us, 

1 thought myself justified in abamloning my post, and seeking my own safety by trying 
to reach aiiotlicr station, wlicnec 1 might obtain .succour. The Government are, I 
believe, satisfi(;d that 1 did hot cpiit my charge until absolutely obliged to do so, and I 
trust you will also feel that I could not have acted otherwise than as i did. 

22. This i*cport has already extended to so great a length, that I wiU only mention ' 
how much 1 am indebted to Captain Alexander for iiis cordial assistance and co-operation 
in every resj)cct, and to IJeutenant Iamb for liis valuable and ready exertions at a time 
when I was, from domestic afflictions, unable to attend to business. He has since died 
of wounds received in action, and in him Government lias lost an officer of high 
promise.

Hie Secretary to GoverninenI, Central Proi^nceSf to Secretary to the Government of India, 

Sir, • Camp Benares, September 12^ \S57. 

MR. TUCKER, the Commissioner of the Benares Division, having befen directed by 
the Government of India, in. your letter dated 27th July last, to consider how the 
services of Uingun Lall, who was mainly instrumental in saving the lives of several of 
the civil officers of the Jounpore District, might best be acknowledged, has submitted 
the annexed letter to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Central Provinces,^ which I am 
directed to transmit to you that it maybe laid before the Government of India for 
orders. ' 

2. 'I'he Lieutenant-Governor considering that llingun Lall is a tehseeldar, retired 
from the employment of tlie Government after long service, conceives that a jagheer of 
about the value of 1,200 rupees a-year, and limited to his own life, would be a more 
suitable arid more valued reward than that which ‘is’ now recommended by the Com* 
missioner. 
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3. Such a jagheerj it would appear, was at first proposed by the Collector ot 
Jotinpore,'aad if the Government of India approves of the grant, the Collector of that 
district will be consulted as to the possibility of finding some village or villages suitable 
for the purpose. Should the gift of the jagheer not be approved, the Lieutenant-tjovernor 
would support the recommendation made hy the Commissioner, that Hingun Lall should 
receive a monthly pension of 100 rupees, with the honorary title of Deputy Magistrate 
and Collector. 

4. The conduct of Hingun Lall, as described by Mr. Fane and Mr. Tucker, has 
been of such' marked loyalty, that a liberal and honorable reward would, in the opinion 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, be a measure no less politic tlian just. 

. 5. The Commissioner has been called upon io report what reward he would 
propose for Rampurgas Sing, whose good conduct has been already reported to the 
Government of India.

Sir, Benares, September 4, 1857. 

WITH refVrenc(i to paragraph six of your letter of the 2nd instant. I have the 
honor to annex (!xtracls of someoftlie notiees of Jiallali llingun Loll, laic tehsocldar 
of the Dehra Dhoo'n. 

2. Hingun Loll saved the lives of Mr. Kane and his ])art\ . He lias great influence 
in Kimikul, and among the Rngbnns zomindars of Dolioe ; and was the principal agent 
in conciliating llieni, and restoi'ing order in the Pin-gnimah. 

3; As th(' Deputy C-ollector had bet'ii murdenel, and lliero was no European 
authority in .lounpore, "I considered it advisable to give: Hingun Loll the style and 
title of Di'piity Magistrate and (killector, in order tliat lie iniglit have more weight, 
and be more hsefiil in Ins own part of tlie eonntry, whieli he has since l\{']>t perfectly 
cjuiet. Indeed, on occasion of the disturbances causi'd b> tlu' Rajkoomar servants 
of Slrevv’ Gliolam Doolce, lie proposed to muster tlic lliigbiinsc's of Dobee, and inarch 
against them, but 1 was averse to pit tribe against trilx'. and declineil the jiroposal. 

4. Hingun Loll is too old now to be an eflicimit di'inity niider tlie Sudder Hoard 
of Revenue. My (»b)e( t was, to reward him for sjiecial go"d conduct, and to make 
use of, whilst 1 increased, liis great local iiilluciice as a very rcspeciable old gontleniau. 
His brave and faithful coudiicl to Mr. Kane and party, and liis usefulness in the 
Dobee aflair, fully entitle him to an allowance of 100 rupees a mouih from Govern- 
ment, with tlie honorary title of Deputy Magistrate and Collector; leaving him to reside 
in Kurakut, and giving tlie district oHicer power to make use ot his services in that 
locality'. This brevet raiik and personal allowanei' should not. interfere with the 
appointment of a young and efficient European Deputy Magistrate and Collector to 
Jounixire, ih the place of Mr, Tlireipland,' murdered.

14. RAMPERGAS SING, one of the zemindars of Kurakut, and Hingun Loll, 
an old tchsccldar in tlie Deyra Dhoon, who Jiad returned to his home at Kurakut only a 
fortnight, after an absence of twenty -five years, strongly advised ns not to proceed 
further. The latter took us into liis house, and shehe*’ed, fed, and protected us with 
the a^istance of Rampergas Sing for two days. During the titli of June, several 
partiesf from tlie neighbouring villages plundoi'c'd the town of Kurakut; some' making 
an effort to enter the house in which we were, with the intention either of killing- or 
insulting us, but owing to the firmness of the two above-mentioned ix‘r.son^, and the 
guards posted by them at the door, we remained in safety, 

15. On the (3th and 7th, ince.ssant vigilance was necessary , and 1 cannot speak too 
highly of the exertions made and fatigue undergone by llingnn Loll, who is an old 
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man, of 'about fifty-five years of ^e, and 8nfferin|: acutely from a v6ry painftil 
disease. He sheltewsd, protected, and' oiir J>arty of thirty (iiiclnding several children 
and ladies) for two days, and promised to escort ns frtto Benares, should no party cOmo 
to oar rescue from that place, for tlie w'hoie neighbourhood was how up, and the roads 
not safe for natives or Europeans. 

16. On the morning of the 8th, some European soldiers and a considerable number 
of volunteers, headed by Mr. Lind, Magistrate of Benart's^ came to Kuraknt, and 
escorted ns in safety to Benares, 1 fear I have entered into what may be considered 
unnecessary details, but my object in doing so is to bring to the notice of Government, 
with a view of obtaining for Hingun Loll of Kurakut, some reward for the great service 
rendered by him to our i^arty. I would solicit that a small jagheer be granted to him, 
and a reward and khillut be given to Rampergass Sing, who also exerted himself for our 
protection.

Deprived o 
the support of tin* detachment of tin' 17th Madras Native Infantr}, it is necessary now 
as it was then, to send away the great(“r portion of the treasure, though it is mud 
required for t lie pa) ment of carts in course of manufactim*, and for the juircha&e o 
bullocks, &c. There an* few diseases of the Hindoo mind more inf(*ctious than the lovt 
of plundering when it can be practised with impimit).

Sir, Patna, September 18 , 1857. 

I HAVE tho honor to bring to the notice of Government the names of several indi- 
viduals who have deserved well of the State on account of their conduct during the recent 
disturbances iu this Provinc(\ 

1. Shah Kubeer-ood-(l(!en Ahmed of Sasscram. Tlie Shah has been in such constant 
communication with Government since the commencement of the disturbances in the Arra 
district, lliat the Lieutenant-CJovenior must be well aware of the valuable services which 
he has rendered, and still continues to render, to the State. Ho has done everything in 
his power to facilitate th(i march of troops along the Trunk Road. He has himself 
resisted Koer Sing ; has induced the villagers and townspcojde to resist him ; has, since 
the departure of Koer Sing, exerted himself strenuously to restore order around Sasseram ; 
and has kept us regularly informi'd of the movements of the rebels in that quarter. Ho 
has incurred considerable (jxpense in entertaining lighting men, messengers, &c., upwards 
of 500 rupees I have und(!rstood, and sonu; f)f his xillages have l)een burnt by Koer Sing 
in revenge for his opposition. The Shah's services have been testified to by the officers 
of the Arrah and Gya districts, by my predecessors and by the officers commanding troops 
en route for the North-We.st. 1 would recommend that the honorary title of Huzrut be 
bestowed upon the Shah ; that he ret^eive one or more of the confiscated villages in his 
neighlmurhood of the ch'ar annual value of 1,000 rupees, and that the Government 
engage to keep uji ilie well known Hummauin at Sasseram for tlio benefit of travellers, 
the expense of which will probably be 50 rupees a month. An allowance was formerly 
grantcidby the Slate for the maiutemanee; of this Hummitum, and the Licut(;nant-Govornor 
is aware that this is an object which tlu; Shah has always had much at heart. 

2. Kazoo Ramzan Ali, Cduipra. This gentleman has rendered a very important 
service to the State. When the station of Chupra was abandoned by the officials, he 
took the management of aflairs into his own hands, kept the nujeeb guard .and the people 
quiet, held cutchery regularly, and on the return of the residents handed over the Station 
and District to them intact ami iu good order. Had it not been for his exertions, the same 
scenes would have followed the at)andomnenlof the station of Clmpra as were exhibited 
on a similar occasion at Gya. Tho Govenimcnt buildings and records would have; been 
destroyed, and the j)risoners let loose to devastate and disorganize the country. Ramzan 
Ali was formerly Serishtadur in the Opium Agency. He subsef|uently hjft his appoint- 
ment in order to become an indigo plant(*r, but has not, 1 bidieve, been successful. His 
ambition now is to become a Deputy Magistrate. He is a man of energy and decision, 
and w'ill make an excellent officer. I recommend him for the appointment, which should 

* be given to him specially as a reward for his services, accompanied by a complimentary 
letter from the Lieutcnant-CJovernor. He has the misfortune to be a relative of An 
Kurreem, but this ought not, it ap|>ears to me, to affect our estimate of his own merits. 

S. Mahoraud Wajed, Moonsiff of Sewan. When Sewan was deserted by the Euro- 
pean officers on the approach of the Irregular Cavalry from Scgovvlec, this native officer 
remained at his post, obtained the assistance of a few men from the Hutwah Rajah, and 
did his best with these to prevent the bad characters of the district from breaking out. 
Since that time until, Mr. Lynch’s return, he has performed the entire duties of the Sub- 
Division, and has forwarded to me from day to dtiy most clear and intelligent reports of 
the state of affairs both in his own district and iu Goruckporc. Ho is a first grade 
Mc^nsiff. I would promote him to a Principal Sudder Amcenship on the first vacancy, 
the intermediate grade of Sudder Ameen being, I believe, on the point of abolition. 

4. Baboo Nundeeput Mahtoe, a wealthy Mohajun at Mozuffci-pore, exerted himself 
most conspicuously when the sowars mutinied after the departure of the authorities to 
induce the nujeebs to remain faithful, paid them a sum of money from his own pocket. 
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and Twed hia inBuence with the townspeople to keep them true to the Government. He 
has since rendered ever/ assistance in his power both to the Collector and the Magistrate, 
famishing the former with funds to a very large amount, and aiding the latter to main- 
tain tlie peace of the district. I consider Baboo Nundeeput to be deserving of an honorary 
title, and I would present him at the same time with a handsome watch, bearing a suitable 
inscription. 

^ 5. Hydur Buksh, the Nazir of the Foujdary Court at Mozufferporc, is very strongly 
recommended to notice both by the Judge and the Magistrate. He rallied the town 
police and opposed the sowars eflectually, preventing thenj from plundering the town. 
He Is also said to have distinguislicd himself ou former occasions, lie lias already been 
recommended by the Magistrate for a sword, of tlie value of 200 rupees. I would add 
to this a purse of 500 rupees. 

6. Moheshloll, the Jail Darogah at Mozuflerpore, has alrt'ady been recommended by 
the Magistrate for a sword of the value of 200 rup{jcs, in consideration of his services in 
maintaining order in the jail during the absexicp of the civilians from the station. 

7. Mr. Latour does not consider that Mahomud Tokee Khan, or the two gentlemen 
whoso urzees were forwarded with your letters of the ]5lh and 20th August, have douo 
anything to call for special notice. The good spirit which Molianmd Tokee showed, had 
howcvJT ni) doubt an excfellcnt effect on his co-religionists. He co-operated ve^ 
heartily with the Authorities after their return, and seconded Baboo Nundeeput ’s efforts 
to keep the people (|uiet. I think therefore that it would be advisable to present him 
with a letter ot thanks from the Lieutenant-Governor, accompanied with a trinket of some 
sort by way of .icknowlcdgment of his loyalty. 

8. At Sewau, Mr. Lynuli reports, that lie and Mr. McDonell were indebted for their 
lives to the timely intimation of the approach of tlie sowars, given them by the Burrowly 
thannadar, Luchinun Suhoye. It is true that in giving this notice, the thannadar did no 
more thsin his duty, but it was a duty well performed, and which had valuable results. 
The thannadar is already a first grade Darogah, and is an ofliccr of twenty years’ service. 
I would present him with a sword, value 200 rni>ecs, witli a suitable inscription. 

9. Enayut Hoseiu, Darogah in the same district, also rendered Mr. Lynch most 
valuabh! assistance, and was afterwards wounded in cjuclling a riot at a ])lacc called 
Puiijwar. I(c is a second grade Darogah. 1 vvoidd jiromolc liim to the first grade. 

10. Shall Khyrat llos.sc'iii and liis brother Shah Ahniud Hossciii, members of an old 
Mahomeclan famiry, wliich suffered much under (he operation of tlie rosuniption laws, 
showed gre.at kindness and attention to Mr. Lynch and Mr. McDonell on tlie occasion of 
their fligJit from Sewan, and protected both their jiroperty and themselves from villagers 
and ii(.‘ighbouriiig zemindars, who wished to plunder them. Presents of watches or 
trinkets, accompanied hy a handsome letter of thanks, ought, I tliiiik, to be bestowed ou 
these gentlemen. 

1 1 . The Moonsiff of Jehanabadin Patna, Mahomud Fiireed-ood-dccn, exerted himself 
very creditably when the Rajpoot villagers in that neighbourhood broke out, and made 
common cause with Kocr Sing. Mr. Lindsay speaks highly of his conduct, and mentions 
that he received great assistance from Jiini. He is a first grade Moonsiff, of good char- 
acter, and may be noted for early promotion. 

12. The zemindars, wlio liave evinced their loyalty to the State, arc not included in 
this enumeration, as a separate report regarding the conduct of the zemindars In each 
district has been called for from the Magistrates, and has not yet been furnished. 

13. There are also several parties in Nowadah, who have recently done excellent 
service to the State, but I have only their own reports before me at present, and await a 
report from the Magistrate of Gya on the subject of the proceedings in Nowadah, which 
I have called for.

IN reply to your letter dated 24th August, c.alling for a report as to the services 
rendered by Cazee Ramzan Ali at Chnpra, 1 have the honor to state that I have made 
particular inquiries regarding the way in which he conducted himself whilst in charge 
of this district, and the almost universal opinion is that he rendered great service to 
Government.. * 

From the very commencement of the disturbances, he appeared willing to assi.st, and 
several times he has given me valuable information regarding the return of deserters. &c., 
and on the day that 1 received intelligence of the mutiny at Dinapore, and of the munlcrs 
at Scgowlec, he came into Chupra and asked if he c‘ould be of any assistance, offering to 
sleep at my bungalow, so as to be ready to assist me at a moment’s warning. From the 
day on which he received authority from the Commissioner to take charge of the district, 
he showed great energy and discretion. His arrangements a])pear to have been judicious, 
and calculated to preserve the peace of the district. Immediately on hearing of Major 
Eyre’s successes at Arrah, he proclaimed the news by beat of drum throu.ghout the 
district, thus encouraging the well-disposed, and intimidating the evij-minded. 1 certainly 
consider that he has done very good service, and desen'es the special thanks of Govern- 
ment.

I HAVE the honor to state for your information, that all the European officials, 
including Mr. Lynch, the Deputy Magistrate of Sewan, returned to the station yesterday, 
and resumed their duties. 

Peace and good order prevail in the town of Chupra, and the state of the district 
generally will be reported to you by the Magistrate when correctly ascertaincal by him. 

The Native officials, the A^akeels, and all the respectable inhabitants of the jdace, 
speak in terms of gratitude and the highest prai.se of the courage, z('al, activity, and 
vigilance displayed by Kazee Ramzan Ali, who, with your approval, took upon hin»self the 
responsibility of acting as Magistrate, in the absence of the rcigular constituted Autho- 
rities. To him and the native officials, who remained at their posts, is chieily due' the 
credit of having preserved order with some exceptions during a iortnight of great alarm 
and anxiety; and I beg to suggc.stthat the same may be made known to the Government, 
iU order that should it see fit a letter of thanks may be addre.^-sed to the Kazee, which I 
have reason to think he would prize more highly tlian any other acknowledgment. 

I also beg to state that, in consequence of the very favorable rejjorts made to me by 
Kazee Ramzan Ali, and confirmed by the respectahk* inhabitants of this place, of tlie good 
conduct and prompt obedience to all orders shown by the nujeeb guard, I have taken 
upon myself to disburse amongst them a sum of 600 rupees, as an acknowledgment on the 
part of Government of their loyalty and steady discharge of their duties during a very 
trying time. I btegyou will do me the favor to obtain the sanction of Government for the 
disbursement of the above sum, and 1 shall further feel obliged by your bringing to the 
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notice of Major Nation the good services rendered by Sheikh Bhultun Naib, Toom^dar, 
and Jawahir Awusthee, of the nujeeb guard, as especially reported to me by Kazee

He sent 150 armed men, and 
a few sowars to aid the Principal Sudder Ameen of Monghyr in keeping Sheikpoorah 
qmet He has sent out 100 men, half of them armed with inuskpts, to endeavour to 
intercept the mutineers of the 32nd Native Infantry at a p.ass on the road, which it was 
supposed they would take on their way to the North-West. He has always afforded 
grSt aid to the military officers at Dcoghur, who frequently wouhl have had no meat to 

^ 2 !^ Mohi^ernarain Sing of Giddhour has also behaved very well, by communicating 
information, and placing 50 armed men at the disposal of the Principal Sudder Ameen 
above mentioned. He has also presented an elephant to Government. 

3 Fida Ali Khan, the principal zemindar in Sheikhpoorah, and holding large estates 
in Beliar, has behaved very weU in supplying information of the movements of the muti- 
neers. Mr. Tucker considers him really faithful to Government. 

4. Others have behaved w ell on the small scale for which opportunity has been afforded 
to them A list of those who have lent elephants free of cost will be hereafter forwarded. 

5 Mahomed Rafeek, the principal Sudder Ameen of Monghyr, went out most 
willingly to Sheikpoorah with only a few ticca burkun.dauzes at first, and it is probable 
that his presence there prevented the inroad of evil-disposed persons from the adjoining

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated tlie 21st ultimo, 
calling for the immediate submission of the return of arms, &c., sold in Calcutta, Monghyr, 
and other places subordinate to this Government, required by your letter of the 25th 
July last. 

2. In reply I am directed to forward the statement in question, drawn up in the 
prescribed form. This statement exhibits only the sale of arms in Calcutta and Monghyr, 
the returns from the Twenty-four Pergunnahs and Howrali having been submitted blank. 

3. The Officiating Magistrate of the Twenty-four Pergunnahs has reported that, 
from a strict inquiry made by the police, it appesu-s that there ai'e no i)laces in the suburbs 
where sales of arms of any kind are efiected, and there are only five shops for cleaning 
arms of all sorts. 

4. In Howrah, also, there are no shops where arms arc sold, and only one in wliich 
they are repaired. This shop was found to contain some 25 or 30 guns, swords, &c., for 
the most part unserviceable. The Magistrate re]>orts that, should he discover any 
concealment of, or secret dealing in, arms, he will ntd I’ail to rc])ort to Government. 

5. In compliance with the request for an explanation of the cause of delay in the 
submission of the statement now transmitted, I am directed to stiite that, on receipt of 
your letter, the officers named on the margin* were written to, to supply the requisite 
infomuition, but it was not untill the 2nd instant, and after his attention had been again 
called to the subject, that the Commissioner of l^olico in Calcutta sent in his reply, in 
which the following reasons were given, for his apparently tardy compliance with the 
requisition addressed to him. 

(2.) “ This statement, which I now beg to fonvard, the returns ibr which I have 
done my utmost to procure correctly, 1 have hitherto hesitated to submit, because it does 
not, I am afraid, approximate even the actual number of arms sold. 

(3.) “ The difficulties I have had to encounter in pi’ocuring these returns have been 
great,. With regard to imported arms, after procuring Irani the Custom-house the names 
^importers, I found that they had, in many cescs, sold portions of an importation to 
various^ dealers, by whom they had again been sub-divided, and so on, till it was impossible 
to dispoycr io whom the arms imported had been sold fyr actual use. 

(4.) ‘'One firm, which deals extensively' in arms, informed me that it would take 
three months to examine their books and give a correct account. They were in the habit 
of putting tip muskets, to sale by auction to try the maikct, then withdraw them, 
and continue thi§ till the price was sufficiently high.

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(6.) “ The small native dealers, I found, kept no books at all, and their accounts 
were of such a strang'e description that I could make nothing out of them. 

(6.) “ I have, therefore, been obliged to take for granted the statements of the various 
dealers in arms from which to frame the accompanying statement, which must consequently 
be most incorrect. 

(7.) I may add that, in endeavouring to make up a proper return, every gunmaker’s 
shop in Calcutta has been visited over and over again by the police, and that a variety of 
&ct8 regarding the importation and sale of arms have been procured, one of wlucdi was tW, 
during the three months in question, not nearly so many arms were sold as in the last 
quarter of 1866. 

(8.) “ I take this opportunity of stating that not a single musket, or other firearm, has 
been sold by any small native dealer during the last three months without my special 
permission being given in each case.”

WITH reference Jo your docket of 27lh of August last, I have the honor to 
submit copy of a report of 29th ultimo, furnished by Mr. W. Bennett, Superintendent 
Government Waggon Train, relative to the remark made by Mr. A. Money, Collector 
and Magistrate of Gy a. 

Mr. Money has, in a most uncalled for and unjust manner, endeavoured to show 
in his report the want of i)ropcr suiiervision and establisliment in the Bullock Train 
Department under my control. Mr. Money was perfectly vvcll aware when he was coming 
down the road with the treasure, and in fact when he was himself at the time a fugitive, 
that all the civil and postal authorities on the line had left tlicir stations for Ranecigungc, 
the move leaving been occasioned partly by a panic which seized the authorities at 
Gya, and hence the establishment was in a great measure disorganized, but still I have 
reason to believe that the full supply of bullocks were to be found at the different stages, 
and that Mr. Money obtained tlu.'ir services. 

Mr. Money knowing therefore the cause of Mr. Bennett being absent from Burhee, 
I think he should have hesitated in submitting the report that he did. The establish- 
ment is now in full work, and I w'ould wish Mr. Money now to come and inspect the 
lino, and then report what ho thinks of the supervision. That the bullocks in some 
portion of the road are small and weak, J am awan;, but it cannot be avoided, as you 
know, but, strange to say, the very cattle Mr. Money has been phiased to condemn, , 
are now conveying up daily troops to Benares, and I am happy to add that up to date 
every olHcer commanding the detachments has personally informed me that the 
arrangtanents and transport are good, and that they have no cause of complaint against 
the establishment.

Mr. Bennett to the Officiating Post Master General of Bengal. 

Sir, Burhee^ September 29^ 1867. 

I HAVE the honor to acknow-ledge the receipt of yOur letter, dated 3rd instant, 
requesting me to submit a full report in the statement made by Mr. Money, Collector 
of Gya, regarding the bullock train line between Buggodhur and Raneegiinge, with the 
reasons of only sixteen pairs of bullocks at Churkoonda and Burrakur, aneb other 
matters in his statement. 

I beg to observe that Mr. Money in his statements does hot state .the number of 
waggons and carts he had with him, which omission I now beg to inform you,' that 
he leaves Buggodhur with thirteen waggons and one cart ; on arriving at Doomry, 
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where the assistant-overseer, Sangut Bux, was present, he takes twenty-three carts 
which the Sikh battalion was proceeding up with, met him at Doomrj^ he issues pur- 
wannahs to the Magistrates to have twenty-three pairs of bullocks at each stage, 
which he procures at Doomry, at Neemeah Ghaut none being procuiablc, he takes 
Government Bullock two stages each, excepting a few pairs, there was none 
procurable. 

To show you that it was not Government bullocks, ticcadars which were not 
present, the ticcadar of Gopalgunge was put under a guard of Sikhs for not being 
able to procure the owner of bullocks, which were impressed by the jiolice, until he 
reached the next stage Cheer Koonda, that will show yon the ticcadars were present 
at the stage. The assistant overseer, Mudden Moimn Loll, was present, seeing how 
the ticcadar was served, he stated, when asked who he was, wlieu lemonsiratiug that 
the impress bullocks were brought by the police and not the ticcadars, he slated he 
was a merchant, and he was ordered to go about bis business. 

With reference to Clicer Koonda, Mr. Money left the ]3 waggons and 2 carts 
to the Sikhs to proceed to the west, and betook carls and 17 hackeries towards 
Raneegunge with treasure, 28 pairs of (Jovernment bullocks, l)esidcs which 1(5 pairs 
impressed, lor which this department i.s blamed, for being miserable and small, which 
I cannot be made accountable for by any reasoning, as they were not procured by tins 
department. 

As to the bullocks being of small size, and bcitor could be procurable, wbero 
such good feeding was procurable, bad it been the ease, how was it that fbe .Magis- 
trate found such difficulty to procure bullocks upon a higher rate of pay tliau allowed 
to the bullock train bullocks, and Governinent w-as obliged to send gnn biilloek«, and 
the Magistrate of Uowrali paid thirty-five rupees })er jiair lor two .stages of bullocks, 
whereas twelve rupees were only allow'ed for llie bullock train bullocks, this will, 1 
hope,' be a sufficient reply regarding this point. 

With regard to drivers, tliey being jmiglce, no class of workmen are procurable in 
the jungles, and they get tlirce rupees per man, and the least threat will scare them 
and make tliem run away. As for the carts going over the, embankments, the gun 
bullocks had their regular drivers; they vi'enl over uineh oflener than the bullock 
train drivci’.s, there being no parapets on difficult parts of the roads, which arc 
required. 

No mussals or oil is allowed, therefore none was n'ady. Oil is ihico seers kanehee 
per rupee, it is not to be expected that ticcadars will provide it out of the twelve 
rupees allowed by (Jovernment. 

As for the Mohafezs, 1 ordered up the greater part on the road to Bnrhec, to pro- 
tect the Government property, post-office and work-shop, therefore! the paucity on the 
road. You will see by the Chilluns that Saluck Sing accompanied from Dooinree to 
Neemeah Ghaut, and was relieved at every stage, all above were at Burhee. 

As to the Superintendent being at Raneegunge, which ai)pears to have given 
umbrage to Mr. Money, I left Burhee when the Principal Assistant Commissioner of 
Hazareebangh and Deputy Magistrate of Burhee did, and not before. I arrived at 
Burhee from Sherghotiy on iny tour of inspection the night previous to my leaving 
with the above officials, and opened my office at Buggodhur, bringing away cash ami 
accounts belonging to Government with me, leaving iny own property behind, and 
thence to Raneegunge when they left. 

Mr. Money must be well aware that when I took the .Sikhs tip to Gya to bring 
away the detachment of the G4th, I did not remain at Raneegunge, altliongh it 
is requisite that I sliould visit it once a month, and sometiims oflener, as oceasions 
may require ; had Mr. Money sent me a requisition, I vvouki have [aoceeded up on 
receipt, but as I was not aware of his coining down until he reaehcu the Barraknr, 1 
did not go. 

If the cattle complained of was so bad, tlie Director-General of the Post Office 
in India, wh»» is the best jiidge, and who was eontiniially travelling up and down the 
line, when troops were being dispatched, and would immediately have taken notice 
of it, and from my long experience of the dlengal line, I cau confidently say that no 
European bullock traiii establishment will be able to compete with Government one, 

although in some cases paid better.

AS a large number of countiy carts, 3000 I believe, have been built or bought at 
Benares for the use of the troops, I have tlic honor to request that the Govcmor-Geiieral 
in Council may be pleased to order 200 of the best and strongest to be made over to the 
Post Master of Benares, to be used for the conveyance of stores and followers, to econo- 
mise the limited number of waggons which at present are available. 

2. I am happy to be able to report that, up to this date, I have no reason to believe 
that there has been any serious inteiTuption to the conveyance of troops from Benares to 
Cawnpore, though the limited resourcjcs of the establishment were tried to their utmost by 
the double dispatches which the state of the country rendered necessary. If the country 
carts now ap{)iied for arc granted, there will be no difficulty whatever in conveying to 
Cawnpoi’o 1 05 men a-day, as they arrive at Benares; but it vill be necessary that there 
should be the same regularity in regard to hours of departure and halt as is observed in 
Bengal. 

3. In the course of a sboi-t time I hope to be able to report that the bullock train can 
convey 200 men a-day from Benares to Cawnpoi’c. Should the Governor-General in 
Council grant the re<|ucst made in this letter, I shall be obliged by the necessary oixicrs 
being sent by telegraph, that there may be no delay in sending the earts to their destina- 
tions ; 25 are intended for use in Bengal.

’■'Inofia, tiiat.a Committee had been formed for tlii' imrivose of raising funds to be placed 
•at my disposal for the immediate relief of the most urgent cases of distress, and that 
20,000 rupees had been remitted as a first instalment, to be distributed as might be 
deemed advisable. 

Ydut Lordship’s subsequent communication, dated the 9th ultimo, announces a 
further remittance of 80,000 nq) 0 cs, and points out that the object of the fund raised 
by the Committee being more immediately fur the relief of those who are not entitled 
to compensation from the Government, it may be a question for further consideration* 
how fhr, iu the event of the Government being authorized to administer full relief, the 
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money may be made available for tbe benefit of those whose means of subsistence maj

Your Lordship also informs me of the gracious munificence with which the Queen^

, 1 AM directed by the Governor-General in Council to a{)pend for your informa- 
tion copy of a correspondence with the Lord Mayor of London regarding the funds 
wliich have been raised in England for the same objects as those which you are so 
zealously engaged in carrying out. 

His Lordship in Council has requested the Chief Oonimissioner of the Punjab 
to appoint a Committee at Lahore, for the purpose of affording relief on the principles 
adopted by the Calcutta Sub-Committee, to those who have sulfored from the disturb- 
ances in the Punjab, and in the Delhi, Meerut, ahd Rohilcund Divisioiis of the North- 
'IJ^tern Provinces, including the Hill stations of Simla, Mussooric. and Nynee Tal. A 
sum of 25,000 rupees has been placed at the disposal of the Chief Commissioner out 
of the -funds subscribed in England. 

3. It is possible that there may be some within the sphere of the Lahore Com- 
inittee’s operations who may afterwards come to Cidcutta and legitimately seek relief 
from you. In these cases you will, no doubt, take measures to ascertain what assistance 
has already been granted, and regulate your proceedings accordingly; but the arrange- 
ntent now made will preclude the necessity of your attending to any applications sent 
tb^you from persons residing within the limits above described. ■

Resoltdions. 

AT a Meeting of the Committee held on the 26th of September, 1857, the following 
Resolutions were unanimously adopted : — 

1. The object of this Committee is to relieve, as far as may be practicable- and.1 
nedessary, the distress caused by the mutinies in India. i / 



2. in so doing, care should be taken not to supersede the assistance which ought 
to be given by the Government, .by the established Widows’ and Orphans’ Funds, or 
by the relations of the sufferers ; but to supplement it to the extent to which it falls 
snort of a just measure of relief. 

3. Compensation for losses, as such, will in no case be given. 

4. Subject to the preceding conditions, the efforts of the Committee will be 
specially directed 

First. — To enable the sufferers to live with frugality in their respective states 
of life until other means of subsistence are available. 

Second.— To provide for the maintenance and education of children in cases 
in which it has been interrupted or prevented by casualties arising out 
of the mutiny, and in which it cannot be provided for from other sources. 

Third. — To assist the sufferers to come to this country or to go to India, when 
the circumstances render it proper that they should do so, and the means 
of paying for their passage cannot be obtained from any other source. 

Fourth. — ^To afford reasonable aid, by loan or otherwise, to officers and others 
who have lost their equipments, furniture, or other property, by the 
necessity of sudden ffiglit from tlieir stations, or the destruction of their 
dwellings, when, without such aid, they would be involved in pecuniary 
embarrassments. 

5. That relief according to these principles be given, without distinction of religion 
or nationality, to every person of whatever rank, who has a just claim upon the 
sympathy and assistance of the British people.

Sir, Mansion House, September 2G, 18.07. 

I HAVE the pleasure to acknowledge your letter addres.st‘d to Sir George I’ollock 
and others, which has been liumlcd to me by Major Maegregor, laid by me before the 
Relief Committee, and printed for wide (listrihution. I now inclose to you a coj)y of a 
dispatch from the Court of Directors of the E.ast India Company, to ike Government of 
India, and with reference to it, 1 would beg to suggest that your Committee .should u\ail 
f;hemaelves of the Government aid to the utuio.st ; and that the funds at their disposal 
should he reserved for the relief of .cases winch do not fall within the scope of that 
dispatch. ' 

The fund which we arc collecting and administering, already amounts to about 
£90,000, and will no doubt eventually reach a much larger sum. 'fho iniiieiples which 
will guide us in the distribution of it will appear from llie resolutions which have this day 
been passed by the General Committe, and of which I inclose a copy. We should liow- 
ever be much obliged by any suggestions you may offer as to the mode in which the funds 
both at your disposal and at ours may be best applied. 

I have the pleasure to inform you that this Committee have authorized you to draw 
upon them, should you find it necessary, to the further extent of ,€10,000. We are of 
opinion, however, that for the present the only object you should contemplate, is the 
temporary relief of sufferers. All consideration of relief of a more full and permanent 
character, should be postponed until the amount of the Relief Fund, and the extent of the 
claims which will be made upon it, are ascertained.

Statement on behalf of the Relief Sub-Committee to the Governor-General, Tue'sday, 

November 3, 1857. 

THE Sub-Committee have solicited this interview, in order to submit for your Lord- 
comideration the position and prospects of the relief fund. 

Hitherto the Sub-Committee have conducted their operations under considerable 



difficulty, arising from ignorance alike of the extent of th^probablc daims on the fund, 
and of the amount of aid likely to be received. They have therefore merely dealt wii^ 
the cases that have arisen, in such a manner as to meet, as far as possible, all known 
existing need ; but they have not been able to arrange' any plan for affording permanent 
relief. In some of the cases that have come before them, they have simply provided a 
borne and clothing; in others, travelling expenses and some pre^ient loan, grant, or 
monthly allowance to meet present wants ; and in others, a contribution towards ncedfiil 
accoutrements that have to be obtained without delay, or the expenses of passage home, 
which the disturbance have rendered neccssjiry. Ihit in a large number of these cases, a 
loss has been snstained which the assistance oi‘ the Sub-Connnittce has very partially and 
inadequately repaired, and, putting aside the question of compensation, as far beyond their 
sphere, the Sub-Committee feel that the time is approaching when much more extensive 
relief will ho required. 

The cases for instance arc very numerous in which persons of all classes have been 
driven away fron) tlieir liomes, witliout the opportunity of saving any portion of their 
property, and have soon heard of the loss of all of it. As the country again becomes 
settled, these persons (to the uuinl)cr of many hundreds) will resume their residence at 
their former stations; hut houses must he built, furniture and all other necessaries 
provided, and this must he done by many who in consequence of w'ounds or sickness, have 
of late been on reduced allowances, and who all the time have l)cen under the same neces- 
sity as before, of jinn'idiiig for the c.dueatiou of tlicir children at home. It will be quite 
imjtossiblc for most of tlic sufferers under these and similar (droumstauccs, to resume their 
residence and occupations in tlicir former fitations, or to commence life again, elsewhere, 
without some substantial and libera! aid. 

Pursuing this jiart. of the case into details, many most affecting illustrations might Tie 
given, and the various consequences, innnediatc or remote, of the disturbances, might he 
traced in all directions, as affecting most severely and in a most distressing manner, a 
large majority of all Ihc residents in Northern India ; and the fsuh-CIommittee fear that if 
the common apprehension of a scarcity of food in the North-West he realized, the high 
prices of provisions will augnumt the dilfieuhies. 

In this view of tlie case, tlie Suh-t’ominitloe are conqiclled to contemplate much 
larger operations than t'tiey liave hitlierto conducted; and large as the liberality of the 
British jiuhlic may he, and warmly as otlicr nations may sympatliize in the effort to afford 
relief, the Sub-Committee believe that flii'y will still he unable to meet the whole of the 
necessities that liave arisen, in a satisfactory or ad(>quate manner. 

A statement of the funds made up to the .3ist Oidobcr, shows the receipts in Cal-^ 
cutta, including the remittances from Madras, Ceylon, Hong Kong, and Burmab, to have

Tlie w'hole of the expenditure has not occuiTed in Calcutta. Fugitives have reached 
other stations where the assistance of the fund has met t hem ; and sufferers to a large 
extent have continued to reside in Agra, and other plaeiis, where now, at length, the 
Committee’s aid is beginning to reach them from the restoration of communications. The 
Sub-Committee have agents and friends acting on their bt?lialf at Dum Dnni, Bhaugul* 
pore, Patna, Chunar, Benares, Allahabad, Cawnpm-c, Agra,.Siiulah, Mussooree and 
Alinorah; they have sent relief to fugitives who have arrived at Serampore, Kishnagur, 
Mirzaporc, Kussowlio, Hossengabad and Sehoro ; and they have placed tlieniselves in 
communication with the Bombay Committee, in reference Hn some wlio are reaching that 
city. The Bombay Committee also (as the Calcutta Committee was informed in.Siqitem- 
ber) addressed the Lieutenant-Governor at Agra, (he Chief .Commisrioncr.pf the Punjab, 
the Resident at Indore, the Commissioner at Nagpore, Mr. 1. C. Wilson, Judge of Mora- 
ddbad iu Rohilcund, and others, placing sums of money at their disposal for the imme- 
diate relief at their discretion of urgent c:ises. The Lahore Committee was also early in- 
operation.' This extension of local assistance, the Bub-Conimittce hope will soon be 
practicable on a much larger scale ; and having already availed themselves of the per- 
mission of your lordship to remit money to their agents through the local treasuries 
payable out of the first available funds, they design to continue doing so in all directions 
where their aid is required. 

The opening of the communications will also enable the Sub-Committee to net in 
ready concert with the Committees at Bombay and Lahore. 



Tte districts and stations from which sufferers have already been relieved in 
Calmitta, ar^as follows : AlLihabad, Azimghur, Bareilly, Banda, Benares, Behar, and 
Chola Nagpore, Cawnpore, Futteyghur, Futtehpore, Gontekpore, Hossengabad, 
JUanpore, Lahore, Lucknow, Mirzajwre, Nagode, Onde, Simlali; and the number tlms 
assisted, has been 590, exclusively of those received into the houSes of the Committee. 

The W'ork of the Sub-Comvnittee in Calcutta has been of a special chai'acter. Here 
they have had to receive fugitives from various parts of the country ; to provide them homes 
for longer or shorter periods ; to supply many of them with clothes ; and in niimcrons 
cases outfit and passage money to Enghind. It has boon nect'ssavy to furnish and keep 
up several houses of refuge ; to make monthly allowances to someulio r«'sided elsewhere ; 
and to place the children of some of the families at scliool. Tlii; number of persons in 
the houses of the Suli-Commitlt'<\ or px-ovided for in lodgings or ol]i(>rwise, has varied 
very considerably, bnt it. may l<e stati.'d to have averaged about 200 for the last throe 
months. 


In this part of tlu'ir \\<n'k, the Suli-Conunlilc'e feed themselves called on to acknow- 
ledge the very valuable .service's of t.lu' Ladies’ CommilO'e, and the atb'iifion and kindness 
of several Medical Ofiieers in (he city. 

It is probable that as travelling Ikh'ouu's safe; and ]>raetirable, a very large and con- 
tinuous addition will be made to th<^ munbxn* of ji.gi(i\e.s, esju'c-ially Ij-om Agra, Lucknow, 
Meerut, the Hill Stations, and Sangor, and other parts c)f C(-ntral India*. 

It was in iuitierpallon of the lu'avy burdens likely to fall on the land, that the 
General ConunitbM' on the 8rd August, rt'.solved to .a])})!}' to llie Supianne (ioverniutmt 
for a grant of money equal to the amount (hat should Ix' culleeted hi India, and to 
address Sir Giiorge Pollock and other genlloinen in London, wit h a view to (Ik; formation 
of a Committee and the (•olleetioii of funds at hom(‘. 

Your loialship in Council riiluriK'd an uufavorabh; reply to the application then 
made*, but in Loudon the wish of the (’uminiltee was found to havo been antieijiated by 
a public meeting and liberal subsei iptions. 

That movenu'iU. in London oviginated in a suggi'stion from a nu'mber of this f’oin- 
mittee (Mr. James Stuart) and was carried on mainly at. the outset bv tlu' energy of the 
Honoi'ary Secretary of the Lomhtn Committee, (’oloiiel Ib'iKh'rson, in eonjnnetion with 
the Lord Mayor, linmediatoly after its eommeiicc'iiu'nt, Colonel Jleiuh'vson in addressing 
Mr. Stuart, announced that £2-, 000 had been remitit'd to Calcutta ajqiaiamlly from the 
wording of his letter for lh(' Ib lietT’onimiltee. By llti^ ((illowing mail (that of the lOtli 
August) another romittariee of CS,000 ua.s sent, and both smns liaving bci'ii (ran.smitted 
to your lordship, a comiminieatiou wa.s tiirwarded to (lie Relief Committee from the 
Secretary to Government in (In' llomi: Dejiartmi'iil, forwarding a copy of the eorre- 
spondeiicc of your lordsliiji w'ith the liord Mayor, and Imlinating tlial (he Chief Com- 
missioner of the Punjab liad b('<'n rt'<|ues(.''d to aiipoint a Commiltce at l..ahorc, for the 
purpose of affording relii'f on (he ]»; im'i])l('s adopted b) Ibis Siili-flomniitb'e to tlioso who 
have suftered from (he disturbances in the Pnnjal), and in the Delhi, Moenil, and 
Rohilemui Divisions, including the Hill stations of Simlah, Mnssoorii' and T^ynee Tal. 
The residue of the money, the J.iord *Ma}ov was iufonned would reinaln for the pri'sent 
in the Agra Bank, 

Since the ri'ciupt of this eonnuinieation, a letter has been received by the Committee 
from the Lord Mayor, dated London, the 26th Seiitember, acknowledging the receipt of 
communications from the Calcutta Committee by the mail of tlu; Sth August, inclosing a 
copy of a dispatch from the Court, of Directors to the Grtveinment of liKlia, staling that 
the fund in England already amounted to nearly .£00,<>()0, and authorizing the Secretary 
of the Calcutta^f’ommittee if it is found lU'ci'ssary, to draw on the London C’onunittec 
“to the further* extent of L*] 0,000,” implying as tlie Sub-Coinmittee nndei'stand, that the 
chief part of the former remittanec was designed for the Calcutta Coinniittec. 

The Sub-Committee have also received from \our lonlshiji a copy of a letter from 
the Mayor of Liverpool, inclosing the first I’cmitiance of £-1,000 from the Committee 
there, to be placed at the disposal of the Calcutta Committee. 

The dispatch of the Court of Directors, dated the 26th August, 1 857, expresses their 
anxious desire that every measure of succour within the power of the Goverhracnf of 
India should be promptly afforded to survivors, envecially to the widows and orphans of 
tlieir officers, civil and military, who have fallen victims to the> outbreak, adding “ but 
we are sure you will not allow any class of the sufferers to be nogliictod.” 

"With reference to the preceding statement, the Sub-Committee desire respectfully 
to submit to your lordship their application that the funds received by your lordship from 
London may be intrusted to them for distrihution, to enable thimi, with some degree of 
efficiency to meet the various claims whicli hmst necessarily crowd increasingly upon them. 



And with :^efcrence to the aid of Government, the Sub-Committee beg leave respec- 
fully to remind your Lordship that, at the commencement of the disturbances the aid of 
Government was limited to a free passage in the Government boats to fugitives from the 
River Stations ; but that the Sub-Committee had to pay their diet money, as well as the 
passage money and diet money of suflerers who came in other boats, and the expenses of 
all tlie land travelling. The Sub-Committee have afforded relief in this manpe.r to all 
who needed it, whctlier in the service of Government or not ; and have provided homes 
for them and passage money home, and various kinds of assistance to all classes of 
soci(;(y, including widows of officere who fell in the execution of their public duty. So 
far as* Uie Sidi-Commiltee arc aware, the aid of Government has not since been extended 
bo^()nd an order, whicli has now expired, for the paymemt of the diet money as well as 
pn.s.sago money of those W’ho were componed to leave their stations under the orders of 
Government. 

With refer L'licc to your Lordship’s remittance of 25,000 rupees to the Chief Com- 
missioner at Lahore, wi’tli instructions for tlic formation of a Committee there, the Sub- 
Comniittiic will ])lace thems(dvos in communication with the Lahore Relief Committee 
for the arrangenient of a system of co-operation, and a constant interchange of dom- 
munications. • 

TIr! question of Government assistanc(', the Hid)-Comraittee trust will be re* 
couHi(l(;red by ydlir Lordsliip in Council. They arc; strongly under the impressiou that 
it will be found necessary. A letter from London l(;ads the Sub-Committee to believe 
that a large part of the English funds will be* required for the relief of bereaved families 
at liome, many of whose ca.scs appear already to have engaged their attention. In some 
instances funds must be invested, and reserved for the maintenance of widows, and the 
education of children, and largo temporary demands will be; made on tlie home funds, by 
those* who, ill eonsef|ucnee of the disturbances in India, liave been deprived of the remit- 
tances on wliicli they rely for tlieir supiiort. Tlie Calcutta Committee therefore are 
quite unable to form an estimate of the amount of assistance which they may eventually 
receive from home.

Memorandum. 

IN replying verbally to this statement, his Lordship stated that he considered 
from the terms in which the sums of £2,000 and £8,000 had been remitted to him, that 
a trust was imposed upon him, and therefore he could not unconditionally undertake 
that all the money tlien in his hands, and all that should hereafter be remitted to him, 
.should be placed at the disposal of the Calcutta Committee, or of any one Committee 
singly, but that from what he had heard of the Calcutta Committee’s arrangements with 
the other Comiiiiltecs, he thought it probable' that it would be found most expedient 
that the funds should be placed in their hands, that any application made to his Lord- 
ship bv the Committee would be sure of favorable consideration, and particularly as to 
the balanc es now at his credit in the Agra Bank ; if the Committee should require to 
draw upon that money, he should be ready to place it at the disposal of the Committee, 
being satisfied by the last communication from the Lord Mayor, that the views'of the 
London Committee, and of the Calcutta Committee, as to the first objects of the fund, 
were in accordance. With reference to the assi.siancc of Government, his Lordship 
stated that he could give no hope of a reconsideration of the decision n<Jt to contribute 
to the Relief Fund ; that be felt very strongly the force of the reason upon which that 
decision had been taken*, namely, that the appearance of the Government as asubscriber 
to a large amount would check private subscriptions; but that there were Other modes 
in which the as.sistance of Government might and would be afforded j for instance, in 
respect of the subject alluded to by the Committee, the loss by officers of accoutrements, 
equipments, &c. His Lordship stated, that he considered^ that- whatever aid the 
Govenuneut gave should not be given in conjunction with an^ private charity, but 
independently ; that it should be administered by the Government itself as proceeding 
from public resources, for the application of which the Government is responsible ; ana 
that any branch of relief which the Government undertook, should., as far as possible, be 
completely provided for by the Government.

My Lord, Fort William, November' 9, 1857. 

I Hi^ VE had the honor to receive, by the last mail, your Lordship’s letter of the 
26th September, inclosing copy of one addressed to the Secretary to the .Calcutta 
Relief Fund Committee, giving him authority to draw on tlie London Committee to 
the extent of 10,0001. This is in addition to the sura of 10,0001, already remitted to 
me, regarding which 1 had the honor to address your Lordship on the 23rd ultimo. 

The Calcutta Committee having requested me to make over to them the money 
remitted to me, I informed them that, as a trust had been confided to me in regard to 
its disposal through the different Coinnuttces of distribution, I could not at present 
unconditionally undertake to do as they requested, and i)lacc it in the hands of one 
Committee only ; but, as the Calcutta Committee are engaged in arranging a system of 
co-operation with the Committees of Lahore and Bombay, 1 have little doubt that it 
will be, found most expedient that the balance of this money should, when the 
arrangement is completed, be made over to ihe (’alcutta Committee; and I have 
informed the Committee that if they should in the mean time require to draw upon it, 
I shall be happy to meet their demands. By the next mail I shall have the pleasure 
of communicating to your Lordship the modes and degrees in which the Government 
of India will afford relief to those who have suffered by the mutinies.

In the detailed information asked for in No. II, regarding persons rej^eved,- the 
names of all such persons should be included (whether relieved by the fund transmitted 
frwn hence, or by the fund received by you from elsewhere) both because it will be 
difficult to distinguish persons according to the source of relief, aud because it will 
I^hove the Loudon Committee to know the particulars of all cases of relief, in order to 
guide their own distribution. But following the same rule as that adopted by your- 
selves, this Committee will abstain from publishing the names of parties relieved. 

2. A statement of the principles on wlucli your Committee afford reliief will also 
be required. The principles adverted to in the correspondence Ibrwarded with your

• IN continuation ol'our letter, No. KiC, dated llu; 2,*Jnl nltiino, we have the honor to 
report our further prococcling.s in this chipartineul eonnccicd witli the revolt of tlic 
native army of Bengal. 

2. TIic Cliief Contini.ssioner ol' tiw; Nortli-Weslcni Proviuei^s has furnished a 
Narrative of events from the lOlli to tht' 31st Oetobor last, and we, forward a copy of it 
in the collection; as also an account of the mutiny at Hnmcerp<jrc, wliieh vve have 
received through Uie Covcrniuent of tlu' Central Provinces. 

3. forward, fur vour information, au (ixtracl. from (lu! Friend of India 
newspaper of tlie 19tli Noviunber, regarding the treatment of flic King of Delhi, his 
son, and other leaders in t lie rebellion; together with a copy of a communication 
addressed to the Chief Commissioner of the JShirth-WesIcru Proviiiees, de-sirilig him to 
ascertain and report vvlK'thei- the .statemenUs therein made are true, (‘ither vvholly or 
partially, and what foundation tiicre is for them. 

4. We forward, in conrinnation of the documeul.s which aectiiuiianied uui- letter, 
No. 110, dated the 23rd September last (paragraphs 5 to 7), cop} of a furtlier 
correspondence with the Government of thi^ Central Provinces, regardiner the 
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tlic first instance, against the rebel, Mohumnuid H ossein. 

. 5. The great pressure from Oude on the .loimporc and Aziiughur districts hds, as 
you will pcrfceive, induced the Licutenant-Governoy to instruct the Magistrates of 
those districts to be prepared to withdraw from them in the event of our troops and the 
Goorkhas being obliged to fall back. Colonel Longden lias been desired by the 
Lieuteuant-Gdyernor, if pressed at Joimpore, to fall back on Benares, instead of occupy- 
ing Ibe fort at tW former place ; and similar instructions have been given to the officer 
in fiiilitmry char|;e of the Goorkhas at Azimghur.* 


Colonel ].«ngdeii hae since been ordered from (he Military Department not to fell back on Benares 
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6. We regret to draw your attendoil to ft dktpatdi in the collection ‘ irom 
the <^ernment of the Central Provinces, regarding* the unfavorable state of 
aflairs in the Sangor and Nerbudda territories. The letter from Captain Osborne, 
dnt^ 6|;h November, which forms an inclosnre in the above <£spatch, shows 
the extent of the rebellion in lhas(; parts. The statipn of Jubbnlpore, where the 
Commissioner, Major Erskino, is at present, is entirely isolat^; the dd^k communication 
with Nagpore and Mirs«ipoi*e having now being cut off. Major Erskine has only been 
able to communicate with Captain Osborne by ('ossid. The latter officer states that 
" the mass of native chiefs, &c., disbelieve in the existence of ft British arniy, and 
nothing but the prcsi^ncc of troops among them will convince them of tlieir error.” But 
we have reluctantly informed the Lientenant-Govornor that it is quite impossible to 
send troo]>s from this side at present. 

7. We have been obliged to i*eturn a similar reply to an ap])hcation from the 
Merchants and other residents of Akyab fsubmilted through the Bengab Chamber of 
Commerce), for an tluropean foi’cc for the protection of that. place. Bnt we have 
commnniented a copy of llu; apjdication to the Government of Bengal, in order that all 
possible measures ma\ be taken to sccairc life and property at Akyab against tluj chance 
of an outbreak, of which, however, no apprehension has been expressed by the local 
authorities. 

8. fn accordance with the suggestion of the Chief Commissioner of the North- 
Western Provinces, we have appointed Mr. .1. C. Wilson, of the Civil Semee, to be 
Special Commissioner to trace and bring to punishment those who have bijcn guilty of 
the crimes of mutiny or rcbftlli«)n during the late disturbances, or who have incited others 
to the commission of those crinu's. 

9. Wc have niithorm’d ('oloiiel Fraser to l-^ue to Mr, Wilson, mul to such other 
officers as may now or hefeafter bo a.ssociated \\ith him, a commission or commissions, 
under Act No. XIV of 1857, for the trial of all or any persons charged with having 
committed within any of the districts subject to the Chief Commissioner any offence 
punishable by Acts Xl, XIV, and XVI of 18.57, and also a coimnission or commis- 
sions, under Act No. XVII of 18.57, for the ti'ial of native' officers and soldiers for 
mutiny aiKbdoscrtion. 

10. Ft is intended to associate with Mr. Wilson one or two quali lied Assistant or 
Deputy-Commission oi*s exercising full powers undt'j* the Acts above referred to, but 
acting under his general direction and control. It. will not be neccssar}' that they should 
sit in conjunction with him, or hold their }>roee('ding.s in the same place. The object of 
their appointment, as we have infoi-nio<l C’olonol Fraser, is that the impiivy should be 
carried on simultaneously in different j)nrts of the country, and brought to as speedy a 
conclusion as the nature of the cast; admits of. Colonel Fraser has accoixlingly been 
requested to s(;h;ct such officers as hi' nnxy think ijualilied for this imjwrtaul and delicate 
duty, and nominate them for our approval. 

11. We have also roque.si(>d Jiim, after coasullalion with Mr. Wilson, to lay down a 
plan of o]»crations and such ndi's for the proceedings of t.lie Commissionin’ as may appear 
most advisabli', and snhmit them for our a])prov:il. 

12. Mr. Wilson, wliilc cm]do\cd a.s Special Commissioner, will, as recommended by 
Colonel Fraser, receive thi' s, alary of a ('ommissioner of Revenue. 

13. I’he Lieutciiaul-Govcnior of (he Central Provinces in transmitting to us a 
Memorandum ih’avvjx iq) by Mr. Muir, th'e Officiating Junior Member of tlie Stidder 
Board of Revenue, in the North-Westm’u Provinces, fbr the guidance *of civil officers on 
the rc-introduct ion of Revenue Administration into disturbed districts, drew our special 
attention to paragraphs 3 to !> thereof, re'garding tlie rc-employment of native 
officials. ■ 

14. The principle laid down by Mr. Muir was that ill native officials should be 
called back to their posts, if tlniy vacated them in consequence ot the attack of insur- 
gents, and subsequently displayed* no treasonable or suspicious conduct:” that ‘^they 
should be maintained in office wherever they have managed to hold on without compro- 
mising their faithfulness to our Government and that, in fact, “ wherever onr officers 
had gone to their homes with unblemished re\)Ut.iit.ioii, they should, if practicable, be 
called back.*’ 

15. The Liouteuant-(iov(?ruor considered that loo mucli was conceded by this rule 
to the mere official convenience of having a trained officer in office, and tliat the burden 
of proving disloy.alty seemed to be thrown too much on the District officer. His Honbr 
expre&sed a strong opinion “ that no native official, high or low, who has disappeared 
during the crisis, should be reinstated in liis vacant office, unless he can Show to the 
complete satisfaction of his European superior that ho exei’led hiniwlf to the utmost of 
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his po^r to 'support his Government, aud to protect European life, or that his not 
appearing openly on the side of the British Government arose from circumstances really 
beyond his control.” 

16. Entirely concurring in tlie principle advocated by the Lieutenant-Governor, we 
liave directed that it be acted upon throughout the North-Western and Central Pro- 
vinces, and the uon-regnlation tracts under our own administration, 

17. The resolution recorded by us in the Huancial department, under date the 1 3th 
ultimo, a copy of which was communicated to you with our letter in that de{)artment, 
No. 157, dated the 20th idem, will liave apprised you of tli(^ rules which we have laid 
down in pursuance of your public dispatch, No. 118, dated the 26tli August last, for 
affording assistance to sufferers in consequence of the umtiiiies. 

18. We indoso a copy of the subsidiary orders issued from this department for 
giving effect to the resolution above mentioned. 

19. A list of persons whose lives have been sacrificed during Ihc outbreak is under 
])reparation in the Foreign Dcj)artmcut, and will be communicated to you in due 
course. 

20. In the collection will be found an account of llic rescue by Mr. J. C. Wilson of 
Captain Govvan, 1 8th Regiment Native Infantry, and Serjoajil-Major Bclchain <uid family, 
survivors of the Bareilly massacre. 

21. The Cvhicf Commis.sxoiicr of the North-WesUsrn Provinces lias empowered 
Mr. Wilson to adopt further measures, at his dLscrction, for the I’escue of otlau* Cliristians 
believed to be still living in some of the districts of the Rohilcund Division. 

22. Jt will be seen that wc have directed the removal of tlie Europf'aii x\omcu and 
clnldreii from Nynee 'J’al to Miissoorii^, a ifiace of greater .safety; and that- wc have 
instructed the Chief Coimnissioncr of the Punjab, and the Covermnciit of Bombay, to 
facilitate tlw journey, via Kurraclw'e and Bombay, of families in the North-AV^slcru 
Province.s who ilesire to proceed U) England by that route. 

23. With reference, to the 9th paragraph of our le.tter, No. 9^, dated the, 9th

I HAVE the hogor, in continuation of my communication of 15 th, to submit my 
Narrative Diary of events to 31 st instant. • , 
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2. Oimtr 16. — Thdr« is littU reason to >doubt that the Dhhlephfe tauihie^' haya 
brokhh ii|p (totirely. Colonel Gfreathe^ made his first inareh tdSr|irds Gaampote yaH&pil^ 
but hai wen directed to make one day’s halt between JitgX9. and J^zipd^le, to df 
the hamell collected here catching hitb up. Thtre kre strohfif'^ reports to>;^y front 
sources and spies that the Gwalior mutineers left on the lOtn and Uth ^ rottfe to 

pore rik Calpec, but they are wanting in positive proof which may perhaps be*obiaine4 id' 
the course of to-morrow, in which case Colonel Oreathed will be instructed to push on for 
Cavmpore with the utmost expedition. ’ 

3. October 17. — Mim Bucktawar Shah and Mirza Mehndo, sons of the king, hare 
been condemned by a Military Court assembled at Delhi, and were to be exepUted on the 
13th instant. Mr. Saunders mentions that he has papers in his possession compromising, 
many whom we have considered our “best friends.” Confirmatory intelligence has this 
day been received of a movement on the 15lh instant of most of the Gwalior mutineers 
in the direction of Cawnpore, and Colonel Grant, CJ3., of the Lancers, who has arrived 
here to assume command of the Moveable Column, has been directed to hasten towards 
Cawnpore with the least practicable delay, with the view of intercepting them. I have 
previously omitted to mention that I authorized the disbursement of 2,000 rupees for the 
destruction of the Akrabad leaders, Mungul Sing or Khan, and Mctab Sing , and that the 
Irregular Cavalry of Colonel Grant’s column, who will share the money equally, are 
much delighted with this recognition of their services by the local Government. A strong 
body of Bhurtpore C’avalry arrived here this morning to escort Captain Nixon (whom I 
lately appointed Political Agent at that Court with the concurrence of Brigadier Lawrence), 
to his charge. He will start this evening, accompanied by Captain Munbcc of the Bombapr 
Engineer.-?, whose services at Ajniere arc much required by Brigadier Lawrence. This 
party brought in fifteen of the Dholcpore mutineers, who will be tried by court martial 
immediately. Some nine* mutineers have also been seized by the police ift Areeng, a 
village near Muttra, with large quantities of gold on their persons. I have ordered the 
prisoners to be sent ii» here, and the money to be distributed among the captors. With 
exception of the Nawab of Jtampore, few in Rohilcund believe that Delhi has fallen. On 
the contrary, it is given out by many that the British troops there have been beaten back 
by the mutineers, aided by a large body of their brethren from Bombay. Five thousand 
mutineers and rebels, with some guns from Bareilly, have taken possession of Huldwanee 
and BItamourie at the foot of the Mills, with the view, they say, of attacking Nynee Tpl, 
but Major Ramsay is in high spirits and ready to meet them, if bold enough to enter the 
Hills ; and if aided by Goorkhas said to have been sent by Bahadoor Jung, 1 have no doubt 
that he will make a good account of his opponents, and may perhaps be able to beat them 
back, though his true policy — a policy which I have pointed out to him — should merely 
be Lo hold his own for the present. Revenue to the amount of 2,70,000 has already been 
collected in Boolundshuhur and Meerut, and it is anticipated that all the May and June 
collections in these districts will be jjaid in before November’s become due. Since our 
success of the 10th, a considerable amount of revenue has been paid in here by Agra 

O’) the right bank of the river ; and Aliyghur will soon, I hopej follow the 
example. Ai >ui fifty guns or pieces of ordnance have been discovered and secured in 
the Meerut Couinussioiiorshij.) — another proof for the necessity of a Disarming Act and 
stringent search for ofien.sivc instruments of all kinds, when the proper period arrives. 

4. October 1 b. — Eight of the Dholepore mutineers were hung yesterday ; much minor 
but useful information has been obtained from the remaining men. now in confinement, 
who cannot yt-i be brought to trial for the. want of evidence, which may, however, be. 
forthcoming ti’om Bhurtpore. Valuable information regarding the leaders of the. 9th 
Native luianiry has tiiso'been obtained from a sick mutineer seized at Hattras. 

October lb. — 'The two shazadahs were shot on the banks of the Jumna at Delhi on 
the 13th instant. The remainder of the Gwalior mutineers are reported, on reliable 
information, to luive left Gwalior on the 1 7th instant with the whole of their mag azine, 
but till we Icani that they are some three or four marches towards the east, or* in a 
dillcrent direction from Agra, there is always a remote probability of their douhUug back 
towards it. Tlu) .Nawab of Jhujjm’ is apprehending lor us some guilty but- not pbworful 
co-par luors in rebellion, but will shortly have to defend hi.s own conduct. 

0. October 20. — Mr. Saunders informed me last night that 500 muzbec pioneers, 
under the command of the gallant and energetic Captain Taylor of Engineers, would start 
from Delhi for Agra on the 16th. They will probably arrive here on the 25th or 26th, 
and will prove an acceptabje aid to this garrison in the event of^ttack, .or j^rbaps enable 
me to occupy Muttra. No particular intelligence this day; all well at Delhi and the 
North-West. . ' 
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7. Octobifr 91. —Brigadier Grant Vrit^a that he reached Mynpoorie on the morning 
of the 19th; that the town and fort M^ere given up without opposition; that the llni^h 
bad absconded, but the Rao remained, nfhrming that he had treasiire whirli hi' 'Vti-i'd 
deliver over to Mr, Cocks in the evening. Three small gun-s, two of them wt-ie |.lty. 
things, were only found in the fort, which was in a dilapidated state. In a later letter 
of 20th, 'also received this day, it was mentioned that from 2,30,000 to 2,50,000 had 
been received from the Rao, and that Colonel Grant finding a want of money in his 
camp, had resolved on taking it on to Cawppore ; this is unfortunate, for we shall ere 
two or three months feel the want of funds here, whilst it is believed that money coiild 
readily be supplied to Cawnpore from Calcutta. Mr, Bramley, C. S., also reports that 
on arrival at AUyghur on the I9th he found 30,000 rupees ready collected there for 
Government — the' clouds begin to clear away, the rural population is not against us, 
and a very snaall additional force will, I anticipate, be sufficient to clear the Doab ; and 
Rohilcund, Oiide, and Biindlecund remain the chief battle fields. A letter of the 14th, 
addressed to the Chief Military or Civil Authority at Allyghur, from Captain fJowan 
of the late 18th Native Infantry, has just boon received, stating that he and several 
other Europeans, including women and children, are still inexistence, and have hitherto 
been protected by landholders and cultivators in villages between Bareilly and 
Shajehanpore, and on the banks of the Ramgunga ; that the Hindoo population, though 
timid, are generally in our favour; that a small body of troops to co-operaie will) thorn 
would speedily secure peace and order ; and finally, that if he had funds, and if per- 
wannahs were wiitten by some Chief Military or Civil authority to the efieet that land- 
holders and others could now best serve Government by escorting the various mfugeos 
to the right bank of the Ganges, ho expected he could easily save his own life, and 
probably the lives of many other refugees. Troops unfortunately wc have not to spare - 
money, though scarce, we have, and have therefore ordered the requisite nerwannah ta 
be written on the part of Government, but. to be cautiously worded and cautiously 
sent. 1 have promised a reward of 10,000 rupees if the refugees are delivered up in 
safety at any of our nearest military jiosts ; and if circumstances admit, T may perhaps 
soon be able to send a military party towards Kutchla Ghaut to aid in the release of 
these unfortunates. Captain Gowan further slates that there are only about .'^>00 or 600 
mutineer sepoys at Bareilly, but that immense numbers had gone away in the direction 
of Lucknow, and may probably give much trouble there, as they are aware of the 
rewards offered by Government for their capture. 

7a. Octoher22 , — Intelligence was received last night of the foul murder of Major 
Burton, political agent at Kotah, of his two sons, and two other individuals, by a couple 
of the State regiments; thus adding another clemeul of disorder to the many around, 
and furnishing an example which may, 1 fear, be followed by the .soldiery of other .small 
States, t was just about to send out a small (Jctachment to punish some of the 
JDholepofe mutineers, who, finding difficulty in e.scaping, have collected at Fotlehpore 
Sikree, but the information respecting M-njor Bizi’lon has ccmpellcd me to withdraw my 
orders, and to act cautiously, watching the daily tide of events. Khan Bahadoor Khan, 
of Bareilly, i.s said to have proceeded against the Islamnuggur and Kutchla people, 
who have collected in large numbers to oppose him, but will not, 1 fear, be successful. 
The troops at the foot of the hills who have been threatening Major Rani.say have 
fallen back under the impression that a combined movement war, about to be made 
against Bareilly on oiir part from Lucknow, Cau iiyzore, and Nynec Tal. A memoran- 
dum will be tins day forwarded to your lordship in explanation of my I'easons for 
intercepting and returning certain letters of General Penny’s, written by direction of 
Gfeneral Gowan, ordering the restmation of Colonel Greathed to the command of the 
ihoveable column and the return of Brigadier Grant. I feel satisfied it) my own mind 
thjit in this instance, I have acted for the good of the Service. 

'8. October 23.— rMr. Saunders writes that the Nawab of Jhuyur, who gave himself 
up without opposition, is now in confinement at Delhi, and will shortly be tried lor 
treason, on charges which will be made by Sir John Lawrence — his lerrifory beitig in 
the meantime placed under the administrative charge of Captain R. Lawrence. Copy 
of a. telegraphic message from your lordship to General Wilson, was this afternoon 
received from Mr. Saunders, and as much as was considered proper for the public to 
kfioW has been published. In respect to the order for the destruction of the" fortifica- 
tion of l)elhi, Imoy here observe, that such would have been my policy, ahj^ that feel- 
ing sb.

0. October 24.--Though there are, as there always have bepn, Vague reports 
of dubious nature from many quarters, the progress of returning peace and order 
Is perceptible all arpuiid. Colonel Grant s column is moving quickly towards Cawn. 
pore, which it will probably reach on the 2(ith or 27th, and though we have no 
reliable intelligence, yet there is every reason to belicwe that the troops at, thnt 
station have beaten back and punished a large body of the Delhi mutineers. Had 
there not been in my mind an urgent neressity for the aid of Colonel (grant's 
column at Cawupore, he conld, doubtless, readily have driven the Futtehpore rebels 
across the Ganges, thus saving the Doab from their threats. I have hitherto 
omitt^ to mention that 3,600 camels altogether were dispatched from this with 
Colonel Greathed’s column for the use of the troops coming up-country, and th^t 
there are now 1,000 more camels and 600 hackeries ready here for dispatch when- 
ever a sufficient escort can he pushed for their protection, for here there are no 
troops to send; meantime no exertions will be spared to add to the carriage already 
sent and now collected by our energetic an‘d indefatigable Commissariat Officer, 
Deputy-Assistant Commissary-General Lieutenant Chalmers, to whom the thanks 
of Government are due. The country between Agra and Mynpoorie, Mynpoorie and 
Goorsaiegunge, Agra and Bhurlpore, and generally all around, is represented to be 
in a high state of cultivation, which would scarcely be the case had the rural popu- 
lation participated much in the lebellion, or felt inclined to make common cause 
with the mutineers. 

10. October 25. — Intelligence received late last night of a brilliant little affair 
atKanouje, in which Colonel Grant’s column captured four or five guns and kill^ed 
about 200, out of 300 mutineers, supposed to be those beaten back from Cqwnpore. 
Y^our Lordship’s telegraphic message without date, but dispatched from Cawnpore 
on 20th instant, reached me this morning, intimating that the services of Brigadier 
Grant’s column were urgently required at Cawupore, and that it should not be 
delayed here an hour longer than absolutely necessary. I am happy to say that the 
column, nearly 3,000 strong, will be at Cawnpore to-morrow ; but regret ranch to 
find that Colonel Wilson, of Her Majesty’s 64th, who commands at Cawnpore, is 
senior to, and may embarrass Brigadier 'Grant, upon whose judgment and sqldipr- 
like qualities great reliance may be placed. Yon will, ere this, have become 
acquainted with Sir John Lawrence’s views in respect to the moveable column, and 
of the risk to which he thinks the Doab and North-West may be exposed if it moves 
below Futtehghur ; but these are times when much must be risked, and though there 
has been proper caution on my part as long as caution appeared absolutely neces- 
sary, there has been no hesitation in acting boldly when it seemed to me that the 
cxi^'ncies of the service called for determined measures. A short time now will, I 
trust, permit of the return of Colonel Grant’s column, or of the dispatch upwards of 
fresh troops the moment they can be spared. These troops might be assembled at 
Allyghnr or Mynpoorie, the true strategic points for the concentration of a small 
body to secure the Doab and overaw'e Rohilcund, and I feel assured that a force of 
about 1,500 Infantry, .'jOO Cavalry, and a battery, if once there, would, with such 
aid as Meerut or Agra could add, and with that of the Hindoo population in 
Rohilcund, enable us to walk through that province. 

11. October 26. — Intelligence this day i-eceived of the affair with the mutineers 

at Cawmpore, where more might, I think, have been dene had greater d^iring bpen 
exhibited. A letter of the 23rd, from Captain Eden, mentions that sopie local 
Jyepore regiments had set free from 30 to 40 mutineers whom the Cjvil authorities 
had contrived to disarm and capture. He also states tljat Major Burton’s niurder 
had made all not a little anxious, but that otherwise Jyepore w'as quiet and well- 
behaved. Jodhpore is, however, apparently in trouble, ^d the mutinous pegin 
moving about with impunity. * . • 

12. October 27. — Captain Taylor’s Sappers, the- greater part of yifhoin are 
undisciplined, arrived here on the 25th, and a strong detaciiment ui^er commgn^ 
of Colonel Cotton has this morning moved out to dislodge a' few mutineers known 
to have a$!sem bled at Futtehpore Sicree# He will then 'move on;" Furran, thence 
perhaps to Muttra, and afterwards to Sydabad,.on the Allytfhur ro^l ; bn.t ho will 
always be kept within a moderate distance, from, X&tA,, \j mess any rpbels. sl^ould 
re-cross the Ganges, in which case, it is possible that I may. authorize him^to fo^qi a 

•1 unction with the Allvsrhur. srarrison. which I am atteniptths: to make a oermauent 
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one, and to attack any enemy threatening that pOst ; for with Colonel Totton's 
energy, and a body of about 1,000 men. and six guns, which he would then have at 
his disposal, I would not apprehend any unfortunate result. The greater portion of 
the Gwalior mutineers are reported to have crossed the Scinde ^iver at Seeondah 
* en route to Calpec, but 1 ranch doubt whether they will now darp to cross the 
Jumna. 

13. October 28 and 29.— The Keraolee Rajah’s troops lately attacked and 
dispersed a small body of^mutineers who attempted to cross theChumbul; some 
were cut up, some drowned, and others, who were apprehended, are now in custody, 
and have been ordered to be sent here for trial. The greater portion of the muti> 
neers at Futtehpore Sicrcc fled before Colonel Cotton reached. From forty to fifty 
Ghazees, however, stood linn and fought desperately, but were speedily exter- 
minated, with a loss to our detachment of from fifteen to twenty wounded, the most 
of them very slightly ; amongst the number is Lieutenant Glubb, who was shot 
through both legs, both being, however, flesh wounds. Consequent on the urgent 
and repe.atcd dcniaiuls for ejirriage from Allnliabad, I h.nve ordered, the Commis- 
sariat officer here to dispateh 500 nior(‘ eauu^ls to (lawiipore, under an escort hired 
for the occasion. 1 liave ealeulated the ehaiu'cs, and believe that the Gwalior 
mutineers are moving much too .slowly to^ intercept, these animals, added to which, 
there is ;i.ii impression at Cawiipore, tlial this body of mutineers mean to attempt 
crossing the Ganges .'it or. near Futtehpore; tlioiigh, as before- observed, 1 now 
doubt whether they will a.f all advance beyond 'llic .lumua. 1 am avvare that the 
camels will be c.vposed to great risk, and may be lost to us, but I conceive the 
venture to be worth the risk, and if they pass the Myn[>oorie and Ktawah districts 
in safety, I have fair hopes ol' their reaching Cawnporc ; and the authorities there 
will be didy M’arned of their dispateh. aiul may, pcrhajis, be able to send out a 
small detachment to cscor,t them into the station, i have also this day learnt that 
Mr. linme. Magistrate of Ftawah. who is considered an able oHicer, has also lately 
succeeded in sending several hundred camels to Cawnporc from his district. 

14. Octob(!r 30 and 31. — Reports of the .‘tOtli from tJwalior, state that the 
mutineers had some intentions of placing their magazine either in Jaloun orCalpee, 
and of their proceeding in the dii't'ction of Cawnporc. A letter from Sir John 
Lawrence reports cheerfully of the state of affairs of the country under his control. 
Mr. Cocks, yesterday, at daybreak, puni.shed the rebel village of Adhowna, about 
nine miles from the Fort of Allyghur, and one and a-half miles south of the Grand 
Trunk Road, killing from 10 to 48 Mahomedans, and capturing an equal number, 
with many cattle. In like manner. Colonel Cotton punished the town and fort of 
Beyrce in the Agra district, and on the road to Muttra, killing about 150 armed 
men. In neither case was there any loss on our part, and both place.s, undoubtedly, 
deserved the punishment they have received. Mr. Wilson, late of Moradabau, 
under date the 29th, writes, from a. spot believed to be in the neighbourhood of 
Khassgunge, if not on the banks of the Ganges, to which he had proceeded with 
about 200 Horse. “ that he last night brought over all the boats from Kutchla 
and as most of them in the Meerut, Bnlundshuhur, and .\llyghur districts, are now 
on the right bank of the Ganges, any rebels desirous of crossing into the Doab 
would experience diflfienlty in df>iiig s<i. Mr. Cocks, under date the 30th, writes, 
that he expected to hear of eight of our countrymen being relieved from captivity 
to-morrow. There arc also reasons for lielieving that the Rohilcund influential 
thakoors, who have been written to from many quarters, as well as by this Govern- 
ment, are rendering Khan Baha<loor Khan’s Governjnent somewhat difficult of 
management; and an expression in Mr. Wilson’s letter adverted to above, tends to 
the impression that something more serious may have iiappened to that leader. 
Many communications and memoranda respecting the future administration of 
these provinces have, from time to time, been sent for yonr Lordship’s consider- 
ation ; and the Secretariat of this Government is now preparing a scheme of 
proposed police arrangements, from suggestions made*by many able and valuable 
officers. You have also been addressed respecting the Ramghur Irregular Cavalry, 
the reci'uiting for which proceeds fairly. In a few days I expect 200 of the mounted 
police levj4lfrom Meerut, and may then be able to occupy Muttra, permanently and 
with advantage. You* Lordship’s atten1;ion has also been called to the raising of a 
volunteer corps at Meerut. The recruiting for the Jftt Horse proceeds steaody at 
Allyghur, and some of the men were apparently under fire at Adhowna. In conclu- 
sion, reviewing the transactions of the last fifte^ days, I am of opinion that they inay 
be considered satisfactory, for at the moment of penning these lines there is nothing 



to fear in this dii'ectidn, or to the north. On the other hand, we have not sufficient 
troops to hold our own provinces : our weakness in this respect, pliirticularly in the 
Meerht, Bolundsbnhur, Allyghur, and Agra districts, is distressing, nearly as 
4iiitt6seing as in Rajpootana ; and any arrangements which the Local Government 
may one day make, are liable, in consequence, to be upset the next.

Extract from the “Friend of India," dated November 19, 1857. 

Delhi . — We would call the attention of the Government of India to the state of 
things existing in the city of Delhi. It demands instant and stern reform. Wo are 
certain that the freaks there committed have no sanction from the Governor- 
General, aiid if the message costs 10,000/. in bribes, written orders should be 
transmitted peremptorily forbidding them. The youngest son of the King, 18 
years of age, has been declared innocent on account of his youth, and rides through 
Delhi on an elephant, with two British officers behind him to do him honor ! The 
statement appears so incredible that it may be set aside as a mere newspaper 
report. We entreat Government to believe that it is one which we would not 
publish without such information as produces absolute certainty. The King also, 
it is said, but for this we have only the authority of the “ Lahore Chronicle,” has a 
retinue to attend him, and coolly insults the British officers who visit him. It is 
things such as these — the honors paid to our murderers — which exasperate 
Europeans to frenxy. They are not ordered or sanctioned by this Government, but 
they should be stopped by court-martials if necessary. 

Furthermore, in the middle of October, there were the following leaders in 
custody unharmed : Hukeem Abdool Huq, a rcln l Chief of the Goorgaon district, 
who joined the mutineers ; Hossein Khan, a Persian, who commanded a regiment 
at Delhi ; J^wab Ahmed Kooli Khan, the fothcr-in-law of the King, who went out 
to meet the Bareilly Brigade, and escorted them into the city; the Nawab of 
Jhujjur, Nawab Aineeij Oodeen Khan, accused of assisting in the murder of 
Mr. Fraser. 

Nothing has been done to any of these men. It is impossible, or at least most 
difficult, to refer to the Supreme Government. • It is useless to refer to Lahote, for 
Sir J. Lawrence has no authority in the North-West. The officers in Delhi, ther-e- 
fore, dresd the responsibility, and crime waits for the punishment it desierves. It 
must be possible to convey a letter to Delhi, if a sufficient bribe is paid to the 
cossid; and peremptory orders should be transmitted at once. 

It is stated that Lieutenant Hodson had no option in the matter of the King of 
Delhi. General .Penny is*StiU acting under instructions left by Mr. Colvin, and 
which have not yet been superseded. We can only say if such be the case, the sooner 
k special officer is ordereri from Lahore to Delhi, with power to do anything save 
pardon, the better for our interests in the North-West. # ' • 

We repeat we have stated only facis, and await, with confidence' upon this 
point, the action of the Goverttot-General.

IT was understood to have been the intention of the late LieutenantrGovernor 
to have recommended to j^our Lordship the appointment of Mr. John Cracroft 
VUlson, as special Commissioner to trace and bring to punishment those who have 
been guilty of the crimes of mutiny and rebellion during the late disturbances, or 
- who have incited others to the commission of these crimes. 

2. It is not known whether this intention was carried into execution, but the 
subject was brought to your Lordship's notice in Mr. Reade’s letter of the 28th of 
September ultimo, during the period of that gentleman’s administration of this 
Government. 

9. 1 would now beg to solicit sanction to this arrangement. Mr. Wilson’s 
former reputation when in the Thuggee and Dacoitee Department, and his recent 
services both at Moradnbad on the outbreak of mutiny at that station, and subse- 
quently throughout the Meerut division, where his intrepidity and personal activity 
have been mainly instrumental in rendering the amount of revenue collected so 
considerable, render him peculiarly fitted for an employment which requires the 
exercise of the qualities which Mr. Wilson has shov/n himself to possess in an 
eminent degree. 

4. The experience ol the last few days has shown how greatly the services of a 
special officer will be needed in order to secure the [ninishment of many of those 
who, having exercised a most pernicious inlluence over others, and yet abstained 
from committing themselves by any overt act of rebellion, are desinnis where British 
power is in the ascendant, to claim credit for undeviating loyalty. 

5. Many, also, of those mutineers who may have been the most ])rominent actors 
in the deeds ol atrocity which have accoinj)anied their rebellion, are now eiftlea- 
vouring to conceal themselves under the guise of peaceful cultivators, or devotees, 
while many more may j)robably endeavour to form themselves into predatory bands, 
and, unless speedily taken, may become a source of much subsequent difficulty and 
embarrassment. 

6. 1 would suggest that the arduous duties which Mr. Wilson will be called 
upon to perform, should this proposal meet your Lordship’s approval, entitle him to 
the salary of a Commissioner of Revenue.

I AM directed to acknowledge 1 he receipt of the Chief Commissioiier’.s letter 
to the address of the Governor-General, dated the 2()th ultimo, and in reply to 
inform you that his Lordship in Council has been pleased to appoirft Mr. j. C. 
Wilson to bo Special Commissioner to trace and bring to punishment those who 
have been guilty of the crimes of mutiny or rebellion during the late disturbances, 
or who have incited others to iho commission of those crimes. 

2. The Governor-Genei'al in Council authorises the Chief Commissioner to 
issue to Mr. Wilson, and to sucth other officers ns may now or hereafter be asso- 
ciated with him, a Commission or Commissions under Act No. XIV of 1857, for the 
trial of all or any persons charged with having committed, Within any of the 
districts subject to the Chief Commissioner, any oflence punishable by Aets> 
Nos. XI, XIV, and XVI of 1857, and also a Commission or Commissions under Act 
No. XVII of 1867, for the trial of Native officei's and soldiers for mutiny and 
desertion. * 

2. Mr. Wilson, wffiile employed as Special Commissioner, will, as recommended 
by the Chief Commissioner, receive the salary of a Commissioner of R.evenue, 
and will entertain such moderate establishment as may seem to the Chief Commis- 
sioner (subject to the sanction of the Government of India) necessary for the 
occasion, ^t will also probably be advisable that there should be associated with 
him one or two qualified Assistant or Deputy Commissioners exercising full powers 



under the Acts above referred to, bat nctiag under ‘ his g^eneral direction and 
control. / 

4. f am directed to request that the Chief Commissioiiet', after consaltatibn 
with Mr. Wilson, will lay down a plan of operations, and such rules for the proceed- 
ings of the Commission as may appear most advisable, and submit them for tii^ 
approval of the Governor-General in Council. 

5. It is not in the contemplation of his Lordship in Council that the officers 
who may be associated \vith the Special Commissioner in the mfinner above 
described, should sit in conjunction- with him, or hold their proceedings in the same 
place. The object of their appointment would be that the inquiry should l>e Oarried 
on simultaneously in different parts of the country and brought to as speedy 
a conclusion as the nature of the case admits of. Bearing this fn mind, the 
Chief Commissioner will select such ofiicers as he may think qualified for this 
important and delicate duty, and nominate them for the approval of the Government 
of India.

4. At Mussoorce, those who require aid, will, no doubt, receive it from the 
Relief F'und. '

IT is my pleasing task to report, for tlie information oJ‘ the t’liicf Commissioner 
of these Provinces, aiul of the Governor-General in (^onnei), that the following 
British subjects arrived tliis day in safety at my camp at Qudirgnnge, on the right 
bank of the Ganges, in the Eta district, about thirty miles north-west of Purruck- 
Hba<i : — Captain and Adjutant ,T. G. Govvau, hate 18th llegiment Native Inf.intry; 
Serjeant-Major G. Belcham, late I8th Regiment Native lnfaiiti \ ; Sarali Belchain, 

• wife of the above; George , Belcham, twelve years of .age; .^im* Belcham, nine 
years of age; Emma Belcham, five tears of age; a female inlhn]^ three months of 
age^ oKildrcti of the above. 

i. You are well aware that, with the exception of the infant, wliicii has been 
born in the interval, the whole of the above persons were for a long t ime supposed to 
have fallen victims to the Bareilly mutiny , which occurred on the .3Jst of May last, 
but during the last three months, from time to time, intimation has been r«*ecived 



from Captain Gowan of his own existence, and that of other survivors of the 
Bareilly niassa<tre. 

3. In conswjuence of an open letter from Captain Gowan, addressed to the civil 
and military authorities at Meerut, which was put into my hands by an emissary 
of Captiiin CJowan in Allyghur, while I was passing through that station on 
rnail-cart, tui route from Agra to Meerut, on I’ucsday the 20th instant, I wrote to 
that. oHiccr from Meerut t)n the 21 st instant, telling nini that the (^etachment of the 
Bth Irregulars, which had been j)ertiiiitted to remain under my orders sinpe -the 
iniitiny at Moradabad, assisted by men of the 4tli Irregulars, and also by nuep of 
f)thcr Iri'cgular Cavalry Corps, wIjo hayc made their api>earance at Meprul; from 
leave sinc-e the fall of Delhi, would proceed l>y forced marches, and attempt to escort 
him and his fellow refugees from their place of captivity. * 

1. T will not enter into ])articulars of the ]>lans laid, for they will probably be 
made known to you by Captain Gowan himself, to whose pen I willingly resign 
them. It will be sufficient for me to state, that the original plan failed Owing to 
the state of the River Ganges at the ferry at which 1 had resolved to cross, and 
that the second jilan was crowned with success. 

5. A trifling amount of expenditure has bc<m iiumrred, bills for which will be 
submitted, and which will doubtless he duly passed and sanctioned. 

fl. Tliere ore still, to the best of Ca])tain Gowan's belief, at least thirty more 
Christians at this moment alive under the protection of f (indoos within the limits 
of the Bareilly, Biulaon, and Shahjehanporc <listvicts ; one of them, a. native, I 
saw inyscli’. With regard to rescuing these unfortunate people, I would solicit a 
gunerai sanct ion, on the part of Government, to any measure which, after consult- 
ing Ca])tain Gowan, maybe dc(.med most expedient. 1 much fear that every British 
olbccr of the Bareilly. Brigade now missing has been massacred. 

7. My belief is that, by employing native agency, by the expenditure of not 
vefy large sums, and by promising honorable distinction to those who would spurn 
jjceuniary reward, the whole of th.e Christians no\y surviving may be saved. 

8. In conclusion, I beg to apologise for not having, on the present occasion, 
applied to any superior authority for assistance or sanction. The emergencies of 
the times arc such, that cv(Ty general oflieer to whojn application for military aid 
is made, returns the h I ''rcotyped rc})ly , “ no force available.” Secresy, too, was 
absolutely nea^ssary to suextess, and it struck me as being worse than useless to 
apply to any official, save Colonel Whisli, the Major of the Meerut Brigade, and 
Captain Simpson, of the Meerut Commissariat. To these gentlemen my best thanks 
are due for tlic nnsanctioned assistance which they gave me.

HAVING seen, in a Bombay newspaper, the draft of a Bill brought before the 
Legislative Council for the government of Volunteer Corns, the Licutenant-Covernor 
has, in reference to the measure reported, in paragrapli 9 of his nai-r.alivts of 30th 
June last, for organising a local militia at Agra, drawn the noi icc ot Lieutenant- 
Colonel Cotton, commanding the .station, t(» the provisions of that Bill, which will 
doubtless become law ; and has rc(juestcd that the observance; ol tlu ir gcuer.il spirit 
may be enjoined on the ofticor commanding the corps hen-. 

’ 2. The militia was raised at this station upon a sudden exigency, in tionsctpicnce 
of the approach of the mutineer troops from Neemnch. The liicuteusinl-CJovernor 
thought himself justified, gnd required by the cin-umstanees, in demanding, with 
the fullest weight of his odicial authority, the services of 1 he. Christian residents of 
the station, capable of bearing arms. 

3. His directions on the subject were very generally and cordially rcsptnwh'd to; 
very many of the members of the Militia Corps arc, indeed, clerks in Ihe public 
establishments. The proportion of persons of European connexion unconnected 
with the Government, being, of course, much smaller at Agra, than at the 
Presidency; several of this latter class, however, and especially gentlemen 
connected with the Railway Company, at once joined the cor|)s. 

4. The militia body thus fiwmed* has rcmlcrcd, and is rendering, excellent 
service. 

5. Now that the Christian population has been almost etitirely colled e<l lor 
protection within the fort,* the aid of every man is more |)eeuliarly due in support 
of the regular troops. 

6. Care will, however, be taken that the full rigor of jnilitary law be not applied 
td members of the militia. 

7. The form of swearing in members of the force has, tor some time, been 
dispensed with. Simple enrolment, without mention of terms, alone is now made. 
A la.rge number of gentlemen have thus been enrolled iti a K.ille Clompany of the 

8. It would be seriously inconvenient and injurious at this time, ami with so 
long delay of communication with higher authority, to raise questions as to this 
body, as it actually exists. The Lieutenant-Governor has, therefore, thought it the 
beat course to call the attention of the military authorities to l;hc purpijrt of the 
Bill referred. to, without discussing the subject of a cuange in the constitution of the 
corps or applying for authority to act under the Bill, to the GovernorTGeneral in 
CoUndil. There is a considdrable mixture of classes in the militia here, but their 
feeling is good; and needful discipline will, it is believed, be preserved without 
difficinty <m the intimation now made to Lieutenant-Colonel Cotton.

I HAVE the honor to state, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
that, in accordance with tlie suggestion of the late Sir Henry Barnard^ K.C.B., 
cunimanding the Delhi Fiehl Force, and of Brigadier-General N. Chamberlain, 
Adjutant-General of the Ariu\, I appointed Mr. C. B. Saunders, of the Civil Service, 
in .Inly last, to the tcmpor.avy superior charge of the Delhi and Paneeput Districts 
(with l.hc e.vceptiou of ihc Kurnaul pergunnah) under the title of Principal Assistant 
to the Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor. 

2. 'I’lm object of this appointment was to secure the services of an experienced 
civil onieer accustome«l to act with military men for the supervision of the country 
lying immediately in rear of the Delhi Ficild Force, and Mr. Saunders has been 
entrusted with authority over the detachments of troops stationed for the protection 
<)f the communications of the army, to enable him to carry out that supervision in an 
effective manner. 

3. Mr. Wigram Clifford, of the Civil Service, was, ut the same time, appointed 
a Personal Assistant to Mr. Saunders. 

4. Sir T. J. Metcalfe, Hart., and Mr. C. ,1. H. K.i(diards, who were r^sj[]^ctivoly 
Joint Magistrates of Delhi and Paneeput previous to the outbreak, have continued 
ill charge of these districts with full revenue and magisterial powers and responsi- 
bilities, under the title of Assistants to the Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor. 

5. Mr. C. T. LeBas, Judge of Delhi, assumed local charge of the Kurnaul 
pergunnah when the army first assemlJcd there, .and has continued to perform the 
<hities of the charge. 

6. I take this opportunity of reporting that no intelligence has been obtained 
of the survival of Mr. J, R. lluiebiiison. Officiating ^fagistrate of Delhi, or of 
Mr. J. P. MaeWhirter. Magistrate of Paneeput, on temporary leave at Delhi at the 
time of the outbreak. It is to he feared they were both murdered on thellthof 
May. The murder of Mr. Simon F raser, Commissioner, and of Mr. Arthur 
Galloway, on the same- date, is unfortunately beyond a doubt. 



*i. I beg to recommend that Mr. LeBas and Mr. Saubders be allowed travelling 
expenses, in addition to the pay of the a|!>pointrae.nts they held at the time of the 
outbreak; and that Sir T. J. Metcalfe and Mr. Richaras be placed on the usual 
footing in regard to salary of Joint Magistrates acting as Magistrates and Collec- 
tors ; and that Mr. W. Clifford be allowed the ordinary tentage allowance while in 
camp. 

8. I have nominated Messrs. LcBas and Saunders to be Commissioners for trial 
of cases under Acts XVI, XIV, and Sections 1 and 2 of XI of 1867. 1 recommend 

their appointment also as Commissionefs under Act XVII, and that the same power 
be conferred on all officers exercising powers of a full Magistrate in the .Delhi 
territory.

Messrs. Metcalfe and Riciiards, while so employed, will receive a deputation 
allowance of 300 rupees per mensem in addition to their sutii^antive* salaries as 
Joint Magistrates.

THE Government of India having invested me with the plenary powers of a 
Chief Commissioner, as per annexed copy of paragraph 4 of Mr. Secretary Edmon- 
stonc’s letter dated the 27th June, I shall feel obligea by his Honor informing me 
what my extended powers as Chief Commissioner may be in all respects. 

2. in your letter dated the 5th ultimo, I was directed' to forward you all returns 
usually 'sent to the Sudder Board of Revenue and to the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces. These arc very numerous, as will be seen from the accom- 
panying list, a^d, as many arc purely matters oi' detail, it occurs to me that many 
may he well (M|)Osed of in my own office, and thereby much correspondence, and 
an unnecessary accumulation of records, be saved in your office. ' 

3. I also wish to know if 1 have any authority as Chief Commissioner over the 
.fudge’s office. 

4. As Commissioner of Revenue and Police, I can sanction contingent charges 
in the Judicial Department not exceeding 100 rupees, and in the ReVenuc Depart- 
ment not exceeding 500 rupees ; and I think my powers in this respect may, with 
advantage to the State, be increased. 

5. 1 will, of course, be cautious in sanctioning extra or contingent charges. 

(5. It occurs to me that I might exercise many of the powers of a Sudder 
Board of Revenue, at any rate till a Sudder Board is established in the Central 
Provinces. 

7. In the Military Department I believe a Chief Commissioner exercises consi- 
derable-power not ordinarily given to a Commissioner of Revenue and Police, and 
in this matter I solicit orders, also, whether in such cases I should report to you, or- 
direct to the Secretary to Government of India in the Military Department. 

8. In the Department of Public Works, 1 also wish to know if I have any

♦ I AM directed to submit, for the orders of the Governor-General in Council, 
copies of accompanying correspondence having reference to a memoraiuluiu' drawn 
up by Mr. Muir, the Officiating Junior Member of the Sudder B(»ard of Revenue, 
North-Western Provinces, to guide Civil officers on the re-introduction of revenue 
administration into disturbed districts. 

2. Mr. Sherer, the Collector of Cawnpore, having received a copy of the memo- 
randum from Mr. Muir, raised the question as to whether, or not, it carried authority 
in the Central Provinces, and was informed by the Commissioner of Allal^abad that 
he considered these instructii)ns to be valuable, and that they should be closely 
followed up in principle, so hir as might be practicable, irrespective of their being 
authoritative or otherwise. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor has approved generally of the reply given- by the 
Commissioner to Mr. Slicrer. But there is one point of much importance on which he 
differs from Mr. Muir’s view ; namely, the rule laid down regarding the C.alling back 
to their former posts of Native officers who, for oik; iwison or another, have vacated 
them. 

4. It appears to the Lieutenant-Governor that in this circular too much is 
conceded to the mere question of the official convenience of having a trained olficer 
in office. The tendency of the instructions is to make this the primary object. The 
burden of proving disloyalty seems to be thrown too much on the district officer ; 
at least suc.h would, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, be the proiptical effect in 
many cases. 

5. Now official convenience, and some increased facility in preserving the 
integrity of ancient forms and , routine, though not unimportant, are still, in the 
opinion of the Lieutenant-Governor, quite secondary considerations at such a time 
as the present. The political object of discarding every servant of Government, 
from the highest to the lowest, who, in such a crisis as we have passed through, has 
not acted a worthy part, is, he thinks, what the Government ought to make its 
paramount object in re-organising its district establishments. Thus the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor would do much more than refuse to re-appoint old officials who 
have not, to our knowledge, “ displayed treasonable or suspicious conduct.” Such 
old officials should not only not be re-appointed, but they should, in all [iracticable 
cases, be tried for their lives. But it is certain that a vast number of old officials, 
who for want of sufficient proof cannot be thus tried, will not the less be -noto- 
riously unfit for re-employment under the British Government, inasmuch as, at the 
least, in a most critical emergency, they did not do their utmost against the enemies 
of , the Government whose salt they had been eating, 

6.. It was the obvious duty of old tehsccldars, and other Native officers of rank, 
who ** vacated their posts in consecjuence of the attack of insurgcnls,’’ as faithful 
servants of the British Government, to take open part with that Government, by 
.procjBOding if possible to the nearest post occupied by Britisli officers, and there 
placing themselves under the orders of th.*; chief British authority. In cases where 
this was impossible, it was the obvious duty of such Native ollieei s to communicate 
with the British authorities, and to do their best in support of the Government they 
^d served. In short, faithful Native officers,, where it was possible for. them to 
have done so without imminent risk of their fives, should have acted as the 
(European offiicers have done. Some faithful Native officers have acted thus ; but 
many moVe, who could have done so, have not taken this line, but to all outward 
appeiranfce ’have passed into the position of passive subjects of the rebel King. 
Such cohduct may be passed over in the case of a mere subject, but, in the Licu- 
tehant-Govprnor’s opinion, it should never be so far passed* over in the case of a 
servant df tha' Britisn Government, as to permit his re-employin6nt. » 

7. Ori a full consideration of the case, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion 
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that Mr. Muir’s rule should be reversed ; and that no Native official, high or low, 
who h^s disappeared during the crisis, should be reinstated in his vacated office, 
unless he can show to the complete satisfaction of his Eutopean superior, that he 
exerted himself to the utmost of his .power to suppoiH his Government, and to protect 
European life; or that his not appearing openly on the side of the British Government v 
arose from circumstances really beyoncl his control. If be oannot satisfy his 
European superior on these points, the fair presumption is so strongly against, him 
that be ought neVcr again, in the Lieutenapt-Gbvernor’s opinion, to be employed 
under a Government which he has probably betrayed, and of which, at best, ne nas 
proved himself a cold friend. 

. 8 .. As this is a very important general question, the Lieutenant-GoVerndr refers' 
it for the orders of the Government of India. Meanwhile, he has instructed me to» 
direct the Commissioner of Allahabad to see that', pending further instructions, no ' 
subordinates under him are rc-appointed in contravention to the principles laid 
down in the preceding paragraphs. The neces'sity for the immediate issue of these 
directions will be apparent on a perusal of the annexed extract from a report 
of the Collector of Cawnpore, showing the views which he entertained on thi? 
subject. '

• Memorandum for the guidance of Distnct Officers on the re^nt^oduetion of Revenue 
i Administmtion igio a disturbed tract. 

, ' THE 'degree and continuance of vic^ence and disorder have been so various, in 
different districts, that it would be impossible to lay down any, even general, 
instructions that would be strictly applicable to all. 

, , . 2. The. following principles and sugfgestions may, however, be useful in guiding 
the district officer to the most important steps to be at once taken for restoring 
order, and bringing into action the revenue agency at his disposal. 

3. — (1.) The first step to be taken, is to ascertain what agency is available for 
immediate employment. 

’ .The old tehseeldars should ordinarily be called back to their yiosts, if they 
vaOated them in consequence of the attacks of insurgents, and subsecpiently 
displayed no treasonable .or suspicious conduct ; and they should be maintained in 
office, wherever they have managed to liold on without compromising their faithful- 
ness to our Government. 

4.. The same principle is applicable to revenue officials generally, of every grade. 

It is of serious importance to the successful re-introduction of our authority, 
that, as far as practicable, we should have the advantage of the experience of our 
old officials, who arc acquainted with the system, records, and people. 

5. Wherever our officers are gone to their homes w'ith unblemished reputation, 
they should, if practicable, he invited back; a reasonable time being allowed for 
their return, during which temporary arrangements can bcbiade for tlieir appoint- 
ments. 

6. The defection of so many subordinate officers of the Sudder and Moftissil 
Revenue Establishments, renders it necessary that the greatest care .should be 
taken in the selection of fit incumlients to supply the numerous vacancies now 
created. There are few districts in which some landholders of character and 
influence have not proved themselves loyal, and it is desirable that the selection of 
new officials should, wherever practicable, be made with their assistance froni the 
families of respectable residents. But such nominees should ordinarily be placed in 
circles other than those in which their families respectively reside. 

7. Having ascertained how far .the various posts, both in the Sudder and 
Mofussil offices, can be thus provided for, the earliest measures should be taken- for 
supplying all vacant tchseeeldarships by trustworthy men of experience, and, if 
possible, of local influence. 

8. All other vacancies .should then be attended to. 'Phe duty in the Revenue 
Department w'ill be heavy, and will reciuirc, at least, the full establishments 
previously entertained. 

9. The post of Deputy Collector and Deputy Magistrate will require special 
consideration on wider grounds. The incumbent will be maintained, or the vacancy 
filled up, according to the best discretion of the district officer, but provisionally, 
pending confirmation of the Commissioner and the Government. 

10. ' As soon as possible, the tehseeldars should draw up, each for his own 
jurisdiction, a correct list of lumberdars and pntwarees. 

11. The canoongoe will give special assistance in this work, and should add a 
kyfeeut, or remarks, to each list. No appointment will ro<juire the excrci.se of 
greater discretion than that of the canoongoe. If any change is pade in the 
incumbency, the choice of the canoongoe should be from one of the old canoongoe 
families of the vicinity. The district officer should aim at securing local know- 
ledge and influence, but without local partizanship and prejudice. 

12. The tehseeldar should, at an early date, indicate such of the lumberdars as 
have gravely compromised themselves by any acts or line of conduct manifestly of 
a disaffecled, traitorous, or marauding character. Proceedings against 'poisons 
guilty of ov^t acts of this nature, will, of course, be held in the Judicial Depart- 
ment; but it will be a further and independent question in, the Revenue ' Depart- 
ment,* how far lumberdars or p'utwarees may have disqualifiefl themselves by such 
behaviour (though possibly not involving a criminal prosecution), for continuing to 
hold their important and influential posts. 

' 13 The previously existing settlement and status of property will, of course, 
be upheld, ^excepting vvhere disaffection is proved, in which event proceedings will 
be held in the Judicial Department for the confiscation of the proprietary (and, if 
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necessary^ of the cultivating) title, and for its transfe^^ where expedient, to well* 
afTected subjects, who have actively exerted themselves in favour of Oovernment. 
The latter proceedings will be in the Revenue Department, and willf be subject to 
con6rmation of Government. 

14. _-(2.) The next duty of the district officer, after he has seen to tlfc appoint- 
inent of proper officials, will be to review the state of his records. 

15. The earliest accurate report regarding the Sudder records should be 
drawn up by the serishtadar and record-keeper. 

16. Wherever the Sudder records are more or less destroyed, it maV be 
possible to reproduce the must important documents from the tehseelee offices. 
The following may be mentioned as to be first thought of ; the malgoozaree and 
])crgannah registers, the last towzecs, Abkaree settlement, and towzees ; regis- 
ter of putwarecs ; latest treasury and stamp accounts ; statements of remissions 
for appropriated lands, &c. ; j)iitwaree and chowkeedaree payments ; registers of 
deposits ; register of rent-free tenures ; register of pensions. 

17. Afterwarils, as leisure and opportunity arc found, the settlement record, 
with copies of all the prescribed statements, and of the perwannahs and urzees for 
the last year, may be drawn up for the Sudder office. 

18. ’When the records of a tehsecldarcc have been more or less destroyed, it 
will first be seen whether the deficiencies can be supplied from the Sudder office. 
Tf this source be not available, then the tehseeldar should, at the earliest possible 
date, summon the lumberdars and putwarecs, villnge by village, and from their 
statements, and the canoongoe’s c\idence (and records, if any be forthcoming), 
re-compile the malgoozaree register, and the other most necessary documents. 

19. In the absence of the last towzee, it will be one of the most urgent 
matters to prepare for each village a juma w'asibakec tehseelee, or account of 
demands, payments, and balances, to the close of I2.)4 Fussly, or 30th September, 
18.')7, and, wherever the village is one held in severalty, a khuteonee, or detail by 
puttees, should be drawn up of the state of the demands, payments, and balances, 
for each puttee. 

The pntwaree’s evidence should be taken on oath for this purpose. 

This will afford the materials for a new towzee. But the process, where our 
records of payments and balances have been entirely destroyed, will be difficult 
and delicate. It is of essential importance that it should be promptly and decidedly 
carried out. 

20. Where hostile zemindars,, and old proprietors out of possession, have not 
destroyed or plundered the putwaree’s duftur, the materials for the above operation 
will generally be found among his records. In many districts the entire settlement 
record will also, in process of time, be recoverable from the putwaree’s papers. 

21. The assertion that the putwaree’s duftur has been destroyed should not be 
too easily admitted. But where it turns out to be really true, then the details of 
demand, collections, and balances must bediawn up on the best evidence available. 

22. If the English records are saved, they will help in giving the revenue 
demand by villages, and, perhaps, also liy puttees. They will also show the 
Akbarec and Scwaec dcmamls, though they will only show current balances in the 
abstra<‘t, and that not up to the latest date. 

An immediate report should be made as to the available English records, in 
order that the Statistical Statements IV and V of Settlement, and copies of any 
other necessarv records, may be supplied from Agra. 

23. — (3.) Collection of the re\enue. 

Ill all the disturbed districts, the collect'on of the balances should be the subject 
of prompt and earnest attention. Farms and transfcis, and sales of an ordinary^ 
nature, should be strictly avoided. But whore w ilful and defiant default is persevered 
in, transfers in perpetuitv to persons cmineeted with the village, or who may have 
shown good service to Government, may be admitted. Leniency will be shown 
where loss, desertion of eiiltivaturs, burning of property, plunder of cattle, &c., 
have occurred, plainly through no fault of the party in balance. 

24. Ordinarily, the joint responsibility may be enforced with respect to all 
villages of which the proprietors inhabit the same hamlet or town. But where any 
measure of harshness is pursped against one proprietor only, or one set of proprie- 
tors, care will be taken to fix with exactness the separate responsibility for the 
balance due by him or them. 

25. There will be abundant claims for remission on account of loss by plunder, 
oi o\hcr injury, desertion of ryots, or collectio'ns enforced by the enemy or marauders. 
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The disposal of these will require the ottnost care. Where good and faithful men 
have, clearly from pressure of an irresistible force, been obliged to pay their bounces 
to another power, they will have a fair claim for consideration. But the (acts must 
be fully proved. Losses by plunder, &c., will also be for consideration, though in a 
smaller degree. 

26. No claim of this kind will at nil be admitted where there has been open 
disaflTection on the part of the defaulter, or indulgence by him in marauding and 
plundering expeditions. 

27. In all cases in which any present or prospective diminution of demand may 
be admitted on' the above accounts, the Government will expect a detailed and 
intelligent statement of reasons for the measure. Hut the district officer will act at 
once on his own discretion. 

28. A careful statement will be drawn up, as early as convenient, of ihe beha- 
viour, during the late disturbances, of all maafedars of lioldings above' ten beegahs; 
and of all persons receiving pensions, either political or eleemosynary.

Sir, , Allahabad, October 22, 1857.. 

I HAVE the honor to report, for the information of the Ijicutcnant-Governor, 
the circumstances attending the outbreak of the rebellion at llumccrpore, as collated 
from the mo«l authcmtic and trustworthy information in my possession. 

2. On hearing of the eyents which occurred in May last at Meerut and Delhi, 
Mr. Loyd, the late MagistiWc and Collector of llumccrpore, took active, energetic, 
and judicious measures to maintain order in his district. He entertained a 
numerous additional police, carefully guarded the ghauts, and impounded the. boats 
on the Juranji ; gave strict orders for the apprehension of fugitive rebel sepoys, -iand: 
got assistance in men anti guns from the neighbouring Bundeicund Chiefs to.the 
extent noted in the margin.* Mr. Loyd’s fear and suspicion were chiefly amused 
by the behaviour of the sepoys of the treasure guard, consisting of a subadar’s 
party of the 50th- Native Infantry. 

*3. Up to the 5th of June last, I was in confidential daily correspondcnci^ tyitli 
Mr. Loyd, and he always expressed reliance on his Boondecla auxiliaries,- hope of 
his ability to overcome the sepoys and all disaffected men, and a fixed deterihiit^ion 
to die at his post rather than abandon it. On the Cth June the outl^reak here tbok. 
place, and 1 got no molx* letters from Mr. Loyd, .besides losing all those which he 
had written to me ; the remainder of this narrative is founded, therefore, on tjie 
best information I have been able to obtain* from natives. 

. 4. After the mutiny of the sepoys here and atCawnpore, the distrietpf Humeer- 
pore became much agitated, but in the station there was a delusive, calm, and a 
semblance of order up to the I3tb of June. On the I4th idem, about 10 a.m., two

gentlemen came from the soutliward and sought refugie io Mn J^yd's house ; one , 
of tliesc Was Lieutenant Browne, 56th Native Jnfaritr^y^tljie other I' have failed to ^ 
trade. At 3 p.m. of that day the sepoys broke out: thej^ Were imimediately joined by 
the treacherous Boondeel^ auxiliaries, and the work of mutderj plunderi and arson 
commenced. , 

5. When Mr. Loyd heard (or probably saw) that the sepoys and.the Boondcelas 
had fraterni/-ed, plundered the treasury, and broken open the jail, hej together with 
Mr. Donald Grant, Civil Service, and fhe two stranger gentlemen above alluded to, 
got into a boat that was moored under Mr. Loyd’s house, and crossed the Jumna. 
They efiTccted the passage of the river in safety, though under a heavy lire of . 
musketry and matchlocks. The sepoys were enrhged at the escape of this party, 
and sent men in pursuit to the oth'er side of tlje river ; the poor fugitives, however, 
hid themselves in the ravines and jungle, and the sepoys returned, after dark, empty 
handed. 

6. The other Christian residents at Humeerporc were unable to make their 
escape. Mr. Murray, a landed proprietor in the district, 'Mr. Crawford, head clerk 
of the Collector’s office, and Mr. Buntcr, a clerk in the Magistrate’s office, with his 
wife and. some female relatives, had taken refuge in a large house called Mr. Ainslie’s : 
tljey were seixed and murdered on the 14th June, with the exception of Mr. Biinter, ' 
his wife, and one female relative, who were sparcil for the time. 

7. 1 cannot discover why, or how, or when, Messrs. Loyd and Grant rccrosscd 
the Jumna, and came bade to the close vicinity of II umccrporc ; certain it seems, 
however, that they did return, and oii the 19th of June were discovered hiding, 
under a bridge in Mouz-ah Rumeyree by a goat-herd, w'ho .betrayed them. They 
were seized by the brutal sepoys, and ruthlessly murdered ; Mr. Hunter, his wife, 
and female relative, and a native Christian, with his wife and two children, shared 
the same fate at the same time. 

8. On the 20th June a troop of Cavalry and a companj'^ of Infantry come from 
Cawnpore to assist their brother rebels in removing the treasure from Humcerpore.' 
They finally' retired from Humcerpore on the 21st of June, and on the same day the 
Boondeela traitors went to their respective homes. 

9. During their occupation of ‘the town the sepoys plundered. the wealthy men 
of the place, and comniittcd all sorts of excesses ; on their departure the villagers in 
the neighbourhood com])l(‘te(l tlie work of jiillage and destruction of property. The 
zemindars of Mou/.ah Rumcyrcc were most prominent and active in crime. The 
usual jnctpicric coinnicnccd throughout the district, and the inevitable war b6twecu 
ex-zemindar and auction purchaser. 

10. On the 2yth .June the Nona’s Ukbar Nuvocs arrived and established 


some sort of order. On the 1st of July, Deputy Collector Wahidoozuman issued 
pervvannahs to the tehsccldars and thaunahdars of the district, ordering them to 
remain at their po.sts, and act in obedience to the Mena ; these perwannahs are 
signed by Wahidoozuman, and countersigned by Ounga Sahaie, Shcrishtadar of 
the Collector’s office. 


11. After Gcnci-al Havelock’s rc-occupation of Cawnpore on the 17th* July last, 
the Nena’s authority seems to have been extinguished, and anarchy again prevailed 
in 'the Humeerpore district. The Chirkarce Rajah was formally entrusted with 
the management of the district by Mr. Carnc, as reported in my jotter to Govern- 
ment dated 31st .August, but he has proved c|uitc incompetent to control the 
people or the neighbouring Chiefs, and the wretched country is torn to*i)ieccs by 
internal feuds, and by aggression from without.^ 

. 12. I am unable to form any opinion as yet regarding the conduct of the supe- 

rior native officials in general, with the cxcc[)tion, however, of Deputy Collector 
Wahidoozuman, for whose apprehension a reward of 1,000 rupees has, with justice, 
been proclaimed, as he is a rebel; and of Lalla Bankey Lall, tehseeldar of Pergun- 
nah Humcerpore, who escaped from the district when the Neba’s rule commenced ; 
he has come to Allahabad, and is a loyal man. 

13. For nine days after the outbreak in the contiguous district of Cawnpore, 
Messrs. Loyd and Grant asserted British authority in' Humeerpore: they remained 
firm at their posts amidst appalling danger, an(| sought safety in flight only when it 
became evident that the treachery of the Boondeelas had rendered assistance impos- 
sible.* They have done their duty honorably and well. May their murders not 
pass unavenged ! 1 have, &c.

Sir, Benares, August 21, 1857, 

I HAVE the honor to submit, for your information, copy of a letter of the 11th 
instant, just received from the Supreme Government. 

2. The Goorkhas will never dare to divide their force, or attempt to hold both 
Goruckpore and Azimgbur. It may, thcrefoi*©, be taken for granted that they will 
concentnito at Azimghur, as {)ermittcd in paragraph 7. I have, therefore, directed 
Mr. Bird to abandon Goruckpore, and join the other officials with the Goorkha 
force immediately. 

3. 1 Ifcg to be favored with the orders of Government as to the management 
of Azimghur, and also of Jounporc, The latter district is in a dreadful state of 
anarchy. The authorities in the city have been entirely beaten, with the loss bf 
a gun and several men killed ; a tehseeldar has been carried off prisoner, after the 
destruction of all the police who dare to fight; and the in.surgents have everything 
their own way. 1 am powerless to aid, as I* have not a single soldier whom 1 could 
send. Unless Government can send troops, it is out of the question to send officials; 
and yet .lounpore i.s our very important outpost towards Oude, and, in Case of a.ny '■ 
accident to Lucknow, is the rt)acl by which rebels’ would probably conSe. 

4. Mr. Wynyartl is an excellent officer, and it may be expedient to give him ’’ 
chief charge of Azimghur; Messrs^ Astcll, Bird, Pa^rson, Horne^ Venables, and ' 
Legge acting under him, unless Mr. Paterson take liis leave to Calcutta. , 

5. Mr. Simson is very usefully employed in taking care of Chunar, and storing I 
up firovisions for that fortress and our new fort at Raj Ghaut. ^ 1 would, no^ rcepm.. 
mend his removal, as there are already more officers than are necessary at' Azimghur. 
He might be usefully transferred to the Mirzapore district, with ||lr. Fane^.M^ii^-^ 
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trate of Jounpore, who, since the mutiny, has also done duty as Joint Magistrate 
of Miri^ppre, .whose ii^eak staff was rendered .quite nnaQum;; tip its work by the 
numer of Mr. W. Moore. The Superintendency of the Rajah of Benares’ domains, 
and the management of the mortg^ed and Court of Wards’ property of Kuntil and’ 
Burhur, with Singrowlee Towfeer, give a great deal of work to the Mirsapore 
.offici4ds.' . 

; 6. I shall not warn Messrs. Astell, Horne, Simson, Venables, and Ijegge, to 
Impair to Atimghur, until Mr. Wynyard reports his arrival there, and I hear, from 
you’ as to the disposition you would wish to make of the dispossessed oflScera. .

Sir, ^ Benares, September^, 1857. 

IN continuation of the correspondence relative to the abandonment of Goruck- 
pore, I have the honor to submit a list of letters found in the palkcc of Mahomed 
Hussun, the so-called chuckledar of Goruckpore, transmitted by Mr. Wynyard, 
with the view of giving some idea of the state of rebellion in whicli the Goruckpore 
district was when the oflicers left it. 

2. It seems clear that a small portion of the Goorkhas, though taken by surprise, 
easily ilefcated the chuckledar’s force ; and that had they properly followed up their 
advantage, the whole reliel force must have been destroyed, "and the rebellion 
quashed at once. The Goorkhas ajjpear to h.'ive been mismanaged. Ten times 
tWir number, if kept like mere stocks in the station, woidd have been useless to 
keep the district in order; whilst one-half of their number, if Actively moved about, 
to beat down sliarp every insurgent wh^ dared to raise his head, would have 
annihilated the pseudo chuckledar, and have deterred the Mnssnlman and other 
traitors from showing their teeth, ft has only been by moving out to put down 
insurgents and mutineers, that the small parties of Enropitans in Ghazeepore, 
Benares^ ancbMirzaporc, have not merely held the ground they stood on, which is 
all the Goorkhas have been allowed to do, but have hold Ihe whole districts 
within a long radius in subjection. The largest army, if motionless, would not 
prevent confusion in a district. 

3. It was a mistake leaving the cannon for the insurgents. 

, 4. If the letter from Mahomed Sun)mec, tehsceldar of Bansec, be proved, he 
should be hanged, as an example.

TO give you some idea of the state of rebellion in which the Goruckpore 
district was when we left it, I have the honor to .send you some abstracts <il‘ letters 
which were found in the palanquin of Mahomed Hussun, the so-called chuckledar of 
Goruckpore : — 

No. 1.— From Scwgoolam Sing to Mahomed Hussun, to say that he had fired 
on the sowars, and that he, the Pandeypore Baboos, and the Cheeloopar Rajah, had 
combined for an attack upon the treasure. 

No. 2, dated 14th August. — From Bailee Sing to Mahomed Hussun, advising 
him to come without delay, as the treasure would be taken away, and informing 
him that he had <*n listed a great many men. 

No. 3, clfited 12th August. — From BulleeSing to Mahomed Hussun, informing 
him that Gungmlutt and others, of Degropore, had releaseri the fattadar, whom 
Buliee Sing had laid hold of. 

No. 5? — From Gobind Buliee Sing, the Chief Baboo of Pauleypore, to Buliee 
Sing, toehtioning that he did not fire on us, as he did not hear from Buliee Sing, 
and advising that the enemy be engaged between Gugha and Burhulgunge.

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No. 6'.— From Mahomed Hussun to tlvO zemindar of Bhawapar, ordering^ him to' 
atop thf treasure. , ’ 

No. 7. — From Abass Air to Mahomed Huseun,’ mentibriing that he and 'the 
Rajah of Nuggur’s Karinda would provide russud. 

No. 8, dated 17th August.— From” Rajah Ooditnarain Sing, of Suttasee, to. 
Mahomed Hussun, styling him nazim, and stating that He was. willing to obey his 
orders, and his mookntecar would wait on Mahomed Hussun. 

No 9. — From Glecssun Sahee or Keeson Sahai, dated 12tii August. — The Wasil

No. 10. — From Mahomed Newaz to Mahomed Hussun,. informing him that the 
Europeans, with 2,000 Nepalese, had left Goruck pore, and that they had taken the 
treasure with them, leaving two lacs with the Rajah of Gopalpore. 

No. 13. — From Mahomed Ilosscin Bux to his brother, Mahomed Sumihee, 
tehseeldar of Bansee, directing. him to make over the treasure to Mahomed Hussun, 
who had been, appointed nazim. 

No. 14. — From Mahomed Sumracc, tehseeldar of Bansee, to Mahomed Ilussun, 
informing him that he had answered the letters sent by a hurkara. 

No, IG. — P'rom the Commander of the insurgents to Mirza Futtch Ali and Ali 


Hussun, informing them that, on his arrival at Raj Ghaut, he having been informed 
that the Nepalese force, with the troasnro, were at lihawapar, he followed them witli 
the purpose of attficking them ; but, on his arrival there, he found that the infidels 
had inarched to Baleepar, at which place he did not make an attack, as his men 
were tired, but that on the next day he intended attacking them. 

No. 17. — P'rom Soowth Sing, zemindar of Scwjioora, Pergunnah Amora, to 
Mahomed Hussun, styling him nazim, and informing him that he had turned out 


the thannahdar of Amorah. 


No. 18. — P'rom Dalicedeen to M.ahomed Hussun, statjng that tlic writer’s 
'ancestors were Canoongocs of Pcrgnnn.ah*Hussunpore, Mugluir, but the district 
having, unfortunately, come into tlic possession of the Pmglish, the petitioner lost 
his piroperty, as that nation protects the* mean at the expense of the respectable. 
The petitioner wishes to get back his property, as a well-wisher of the new Govern- 
ment. 


No. 19.— "From Rajah Kccsshon Keeshorc Chund to Mahomed Hussun, stating 
that he would obey Mahomed Hussnn’s orders. 

No. 20.— To Mr. Bird, informing him that the Goruckpore district had become 
a portion of the King’s territory, aiid requesting him to leave it. This letter is 
neither signed nor sealed. 

No. 21. — P>om the Rajah of Nuggur, mentioning that he would attend when 
ordered to do so. 

22. — P'rom Hosscin Ali to Mahomed Hussun, informing him that he had enlisted 

twenty men at Bukra. • ' . > 

23. — Fi'om Mahomed Hussun's brother to Mahomed Hussun, mentioning that 
he would punish Maun Sing, and that Rajah Jylall Sing had- given in a durkhast 
in his brother’s name for Zillah Azimghur. 

■ Np. 24. — From Ranee Deegumber Coocr to Mahomed Hussun, stating that her 
son was a minor under the Court of Wards, but she was willing to obey his orders. 

No. 28. — P'rom Rajah Rughoober Sing to Mahomed Hussun, desiring Mahomed 
Hussun to assist him with his troops. - • 

No. 29. — From Bakur Hosscin to Mahomed Hussun, advising him to postpone 
coming tp Goruckpore, as he had not only to deal with the English, but with 5,000 
Nepal troops, who had taken away the treasure from the sepoys and sowars. Bakur 
Hosscin advises Mahomed Hussun to enter Goruckpore after the defeat of the 
English army marching on Lucknow, .and for the nrcsent to occupy JaunpoPe and 
Azimghur, which have been emaciated by the in fidclsi . 

No. 30. — P'rom Fyz Ali alias Shakh Bhcekha to Mahomed Hussun, stating that 
he had spoken to the officers of the ■ sowars and sepoys, and they had promised to 
join on his crossing the river, but that they would not give away ever their agree- 
ment, and that 3,(X)0 Goorkhas had arrived, and out of these 600 had died, ahd 
every day some of them were going to hell, and there were four guns in the fort, 
and the houses of the Europeans were guarded by the Goorkhas. 

No. 31. — P'rom P'yz Ali to Mahomed Ilussun, .informing him .of the disarming 
of the sepoys and sowars, but that eleven nizamiit sowars had promised to join 
Mahomed Hussun, that the Goorkhas had possession of the treasure, and jmd 
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raAj?ie4 i?o <|i;bss the river, or to ,be and that the Gqorkha force was famous 

for night attacks. ■ .-i .• 

, ; ''3Nq.,32.-i-From Mahomed Neemaz to Mfihomed Hussun, mentioning that ho 
was.anicious for his arrival, and could provide boats at the ghaut,' and that tlic 
Bansee Rajah was at.Bukra,^nd woukl be on the next day at' <joruckf)pre. 

No. 31. — From Dowlut AH to Mahomed Hussun, informing him that he 
would get the Nizamut of Sooltanporc, in which Azimghur and Goruckpore would 
be included. 

No. 35.— rFrom Shore Ali to Mahomed Hussun, stating that there w'as some 
hitch dbout his getting Azimghur, as Rajah Jylall Sing considered himself entitled 
to it, as' he had ^urned out the Fnglish. 

No. 36. — From Mehdee Hossein to Mahomed Hussun, informing him that half 
the besiegers of Balleeguard were wounded and killed, and the others were 
disheartened, and that lie should postpone doing anything till Lucknow had fallen, 
and that, there had been an action at Oonow. 

No. 37, dated the 6.th August.— From Abass Ali to M.ahoincd Hussun, stating 
, that the Nuggur Rajah had promised to assist, with 2,000 men, and that he would 
get the Bustoe and CJopalpore Rajah on his side, but that the Rajah of Nuggur 
expected to have a written instrument confirming him in his r;ij. f)n a .si^parate 
paper it is written that Mr. Cook has left a lae of rupees with his karindah, and 
there is one lae in the Khulcelabad telisecl: the Rajah wislies to know liow much ho 
will get as his share. 

No. 38, dated' the 16tli August. — From Rocnsiit Ali to Mahomed Hussun, 
stating that Balleeguard b;id not fallen, anrl that the f'oinmandei’s of the bcsicgcrr.s 
had become favorable to the besieged, and that he advisiid M.'iliomed Hussun not to 
go to Goruckpore ; but, on t he contrary, he should address a letter to tlic Commis- 
sioner of Goncla, inquiring of his welfare; and that he ought also to write a letter 
to Hossein, who is with the Commissioner, .and Mahomed Ncemaz will attend on 
Mahomed Hussun, who may, if he likes, send him to Cnptaingunge, and that 
numbers of sepoys are running away from Lucknow, fXdhi, and Gwalior. 

No. 41. — From Bakur Hossein to Mahomed Hussun, informing him that the 
English had beaten the rebels, between Cawnpore and Lucknow, anil that he had 
heard, that the Segowlec sowars Jiad killed the Europeans at Cornckpon*. 

No. 43. — From Birgis Kuder, the self-styled King of Oiide, to Mahomed Hussun, 
authorizing him to bring the treasure away from Goruckpore. 

No. 45. — From Prcetheepal Sing to Mahomed Hussun, mentioning that he had- 
a fight with the Sahibs who had left Azimghur, and that now he was opposed by 
Mccr Moozafibr. 

No. 46. — From Bullce Sing, stating that Lol PrcctheiJpal Sing would attend, 
and that Mr. Cook’s boat had been plundered by the Pepra liaboos, and the Baboos 
would join. 

No. 49. — From .laffcr Ali to Mahomed Hussun, stating that he had raised 
1,000 luetij and inquiring whether he was to aecom])any Maliorned Hussun to 
Azlragluir, or if he was to wait for Mcer Dost All’s arrival at Durreeubatl and 
;accompany him. 

Several of the writers, and the parties mentioned in this corres|)ondenee, arc 
known to me ; I am making inquiries who are the other people. 

1 hear that Bullce Sing has died of a wound he received on the 19th, and tliat 
during his absence all his family, including his wife and children, have been 
murdered by some Sowjbnnsce Rajpoots on account of some old feud. 

A person, said to be Mahomed Hussun, is in possession of Goruckpore, with 
'400 men, and one gun, the one we left there; 1 hear that Mr. Bird went to 
Pundrowna, and from there on to Motccharcc, to get Goorkha troops, of which 
the insurgents are in a great fright. 

Moosruff'Khau, a released prisoner, the Agent of the Rajah of Suttascc, is one 
of the chief of the rebels.

'I HA VFC the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of tne 20th instant. 

2. His Honor will iMve learnt from my letter of the 2l8t instant, that the 
Govcrnor-deneral in Council authorised Mr. Wingfield, by orders of the llth 
instant, (u retire upon Azimghur, with all the Civil and Military officers of Goruck- 
pore, and the Goorkhas, should it be found impossible to divide the Goorkha force 
into two portions, one of which should remain at Goruckpore, while the other and 
stronger division should move on to Azimghur. 

3. The Goorkha Commander positively refused to split his force unless a 
company of Europeans, and two guns, were sent to reinforce the Azimghur detach- 
ment. As this could not be ^done, the force could not be divided, and the officials 
were authorized, under the letter of the Governor-General’s instructions, in aban- 
doning Goruckpore, and falling back on Azimghur. ' 

4. 1 have already stated how stronglj I tlisapproved of the abandonment of 
Goruckpore, at the time it was made, when there was no hope of the sacrifice of the 
district bringing any proportional benefit to General Havelock And Lucknow, as 
would have been the case had the healthy portion of the Goorkhas been rapidly 
pushed forward to Allahabad, as urged in my letters to Mr. Wynyard, anti my 
address to the Supreme Government of the 5th instant. Messrs. Wynyard and 
Paterson have committed, in my opinion, an error of judgilient ; but, as they arc 
borne out so far by the instructions of Government, I trust his Honor may be, 

K 'eased to modify tlu* fifth ])arngra})h of the letter under acknowledgment. 

r. Paterson has already left for Calcutta, in anticipation of leave on .sick certifi- 
cate, which is separately transmitted. Mr. Wynyard is at hi.s post, and though 1 
have considered myself liound in duty, both to him and to Gov<*rnment, to transmit 
copy of your letter to him, I have requested him to sUind fast, and administer the 
civil duties of Azimghur and the Goorkha camp, until 1 receive the orders of 
Government upon this letter, and my address of the 2Ist instant. 

5. T regret that 1 should have incurred the censure of his Honor for having, on 
the 6th instant, urged the pushing forward, sharp, of the whole hc.althy Goorkha 
force, even at the sacrifice of Goruckimre. Lucknow was known to be in great 
danger; Havelock’s army was obligeil to retreat; and 1 judged that a speedy 
reinforcement of 2 500 good lroop.s was worth the sacrifice of a district. T reported, 
at the time, to the Su|)reme Government, who made no objection, but simply trans- 
mitted, for my information, co])y of the orders in the Political Department of the 
llth instant. * 1 acted on the piinciple carried out by Government, with reference 
to the Europeans, of sacrificing districts as a minor coubideration, when compared 
with the necessity for sending every available man to the main scene of action. It 
was on this piinciple that Azimghur and Jounpore were relinquished, when 100 
Europeans to each would have retained them. 1 therefore acted on the analogy of 
the Government proceedings. 

6. IJesides, it was by no means clear what really were the orders of Govern- 
ment, there have been so many contradictory orders regarding these Goorkhas. 
At op(‘ time they were to march straight to Lucknow vid Fyzabad, without turning 
to the right hand or to the left ; then they were to be split into small detachments 
at Goruckpore, Azimghur, and Jounpore, with two regiments to join the Europeans 
at Allahabad ; then they wore to garrison only Gorucknore and Azimghur ; now 
they arc to be massed on Azimghur alone. In the absence of any definite policy 
regarding these Goorkhas, I considered I was only carrying out the general prin- 
ciple of the Government, in urging their being hurried forward to the relief of 
Havelock and Lucknow, without regard to minor considerations. At the same time 
I suggested to Mr. M'vnyard. “ 1 cjinnot direct you. or any other official, to remain 
in charge of a district thus ilenuded of troops. But perhaps there may be found 
some olliecr wdth the spirit of a Venables, who will volunteer to keep charge of thc_ 
station, and of as much as possible X)f the <listricl, with the faithful Irregular 
Cavalry, and the 200 (loorkha Irregulars from Palpa, strengthened by ak many 
more as can be oblnined from Nepal, and such Trregular force as can be raised with 
the assistance of the faithful Rajahs and Talookdars. If any officer feels that he 
can keep the district together in this way, he will be effecting a very important 
object.” T also proposed a general hospital for the Goorkhas should bo established

I HAVE ‘the honor to acknowledge your letter dated the 2 1st instant, with 
inclosures. I have already informed you that the Goorkha force is marching in 
one mass to Azimghur, which place wc shall reach on thp 2Gth. 

I have sent yourdetters to Mr. Bird ; but as 1 have heard that the insurgents 
who attacked us, and were repulsed at Gugha, have taken possession of Goruckpore, 
and that Mr. Bird has fled towards Mudbuiincc, on the Segowloo road, 1 fear there is 
little chance of their reaching him. 

3. 1 hear the Puiwars, in number variously estimated at from 4,000 to 7,000 
men, are. at Azimghur. They have, I hear, one small gun, but 1 do not believe they 
will measure their strength with the G(x>rkhas. 

4. Mr. Paterson availed himself of his leave on the 22nd of August, which I 
presume he htis reported to you. Mr. Astoll ‘is my senior in the service, and if he 
returns to Azimghur, he would, 1 presume, be the chief Civil authority.

IN continuation of my letter dated the 20th instant, 1 am directed to reply to 
your communications of the 21st, 24th, and 27th ultimo, haviiig reference to the • 
abandonment of Goruckpore. 

2. 1C was not to be gathered from your letter of the 17th instant, in which the 
abandonment of Goruckpore was first reported to his Honor, nor from any of the 
papers therewith inclosed, that the whole question had already been referred to the 

■ Supreme Government, by Mr. Wingfield and the Civil odiccr.s of the Goruckpore 
district ; you do not appear yojurself to have been made aware of this circumstance. 
Had the Lieutenant-Governor been aware of it, he would have abstained from > 
.taking up the subject at all, until the orders of the Government of India should have 
' been r6ceiyed.. But as the Lieutenant-Governor has questioned the conduct of the 
district officers, it is fair that a full opportunity of explanation '^^hould be afforded 
them, , , , . , 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor has, since the date of his orders on this subject, 
bad an opportunity of seeing what are supposed to have been the reports which 
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accompanied the reference made to the Government of Inj^ia from Goruckpore; 
these papers have not affected his opinion on the subject. ; . •' 

4. The Goorkhas having finally left Goruck pore, and the whole force haying 
gone to Azinaghur, your instructions to Mr. Bird to withdraw front Goruckpore were 
,ypry proper, and are confirmed. By the Lieutenant Governor’s directions, \ addressed. 
Vooinraunication to Mr. Bird ,to the same effect, from Ghazeepore,,oh the l^th oltimd. 

^ 5. As regards Mcsi/I’s. Wynyard and Paterson, I am to. remark, that thefe ^as 

no disposition on the part of the Lieutenant-Governor to prejudge them. It was 
assumed that, these gentlemen having thrown up their functions, their appointments 
had, ip fto facto, lapsed, and that they had become out of employ. In the .case of 
Mr. Wynyard, it would now appear that this is not exactly the case, as this 
gcntlciimn was only officiating as Judge of Goruckpore. Mr. Wynyard therefore, 
reverts to the position he would have hekk whatever that may be, if he had simply 
vacated the Judgeship of Goruckpore. As his services are considered by you to be 
likely to be useful in the Azimghur district, till the return of the regular officers from.' 
Ghazeeporc, your orders directing him to take Civil charge ad interim are approved 
and confirnied. 

6. 1 -am to add, that the Lieutenant-Governor had observed, with much 
approval, the manner in which the Goruckpore district had been held previous to 
the arrival of the Goorkha force, and 4;hat any explanations .that it may/be in 
the power of Mr. Wynyard to offer, that may serve to place the abandonment of the 
district, aftef more or less of that fine body of men had become available for its 
protection, in a less objectionable light than that in which it now to hinl appears to 
stand, \\"ould be received with much satisfaction. ' >

Sir, Camp, Benares, September 1, 1857. 

WITH reference to my letter dated the 20fch ultimo, rcgarrliug the march of 
the Goorkha troops from the Goruckpore (listrict, ! am directed to inform you 
that th<5 orders of the Lieutenant-Governor wore issued in ignorance of your having 
referred the question of th<^ abandonment of the district for the decision of the 
Supreme Government, which circumstance was not alluded to in the report of 
the march of tlic Goorkhas from Goruckpore received by his Honor. 

2. The onlcrs of the Government of India, directing the division of the 
Goorkha force between Azimghur and .lounpore. if the coiiscnt of the commanding 
officer eoultl be obtained, and the determination that has since been come to, to 
occupy Jounporc with four regiments, have been duly communicated to the Lieute- 
nant-Governor. 

3. 1 am now directed to inform you that orders have been issued to the Com- 

missioner of the Benares division to reserve 50,000 rupees of the treasure brought 
i^om Goruckpore, viz., 25,000 rupees for Azimghur, and 25,00.0 rupees for Jounpore, 
for present use, and to be prepared to send the rest into Benares when an opportu- 
nity offers. . ' • 

4. This .opportunity may, probably, be gt)t now. F'our guns, now' at this 

station, have lieen placed at the disposal of tJie officer commanding the Goorkha 
foiw, viz., two D-pounders, and two 12-poundcr ho\vitzers. The Colonel of the 
Goorkha force must be requested to send an e.scort to -take out these guns, as no 
troops are available for this duty at Benares, and he will, probably, .not object to 
the treasure being sent in under the escort of the men he detaches to Benares for 
this duty. . 

5. Instructions will be given to have the equipnients and draft of tfie four guns 
got ready as speedily as possible, with a proper supply of ammunition. It is 
unflerstood that one of the regiments of the Goorkna force understands the 
management of artillery. It will be desirable that a portion, at least, of this corps**- 
should be sent to receive charge of the guns, as it has not been found possible' to 
spare any European artillerymen at present to detach for.servjce.^with the Goorkha 
force.' 

6. it may bie expedient to. inquire whether the Goorkha' artillerymen are 
acquainted with the use of shells. If they are not, it will hardly be desirable to 



send mAhy of those projectiles, as they require very careful management. I shall 
be.^lad to receive information oh this point., 

T.'The Commandant of the Goprkhas will, of course, determine, in consultation 
with yourself and the military officers associated with you, the strength of the 
detachment that should be sent to Benares on this' duty. Consid^rihg tne import- 
ance of husbanding all resources as much as possible, it will, of course, be desirable 
that no larger force should be sent than is thought ateolutely necessary, and, 
probably, one regiment, or 500 men, would be found sufficient. The demands for 
carriage and supplies for the use of our own troops arc so urgent that no uhneces- 
sary movements should be' made on any account. 

8. In connection with this subject, I am to remind you that, in the absence of 
the Government officials from the Jounpore district, there will be no means of 
Securing the provision of supplies for the Goorkhas on their march from Azimghur 
to Jounpore, or from the latter place to Benares. It will, therefore, be desirable 
that arrangements should be made, in concert with Mr. Wynyard, before the force 
leaves Azimghur, to obviate any difficulties that .might arise on this score. If it 
were necessary, the dela}' of a few days in the re-occupation of Jounpore would 
not be a matter of moment. 

9. You will also be careful to warn the Commissioner of Benares before any 
force leaves Jounpore en route to Benares. 

10. The opportunity of the marcli of the Goorkhas to Benares should bo taken, 
to send in, under their escort, all European women and children, &c., w'ho have 
accompanied you from Goriickpore. 

, 11. I am to add, that the ammunition provided for the Goorkhas is now at this 

station, and will be ready to be taken back with the guns, ,

■' I AM directed by the Governor-General in (’ouncil to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter dated the 7th of September, and its inclosui'cs, relative to tluj 
abandonment of the district of Goruckpore by the Civil officers. 

2. The proceedings of the Lieutenant-Governor, as rc|)ort.cd in these papers, 
are approved, and it only remains for his Lordship in Council to notice the letter 
addressed to you on the 24th of August by. Mr. Tucker, the Commissioner of 
Benares, which, both in tone and substance, is o])en to much objection. 

3. Mr. Tucker states, that the “Goorkha Commaiulcr jmsilively refused to 
split his force unless a company of Europeans and two guns were sent to reinforce 
the Azimghur detachment.” From the papers in the possession of the Governnient 
it does not appear that the Goorkha Commander ever positively refused to divide" 
,his force, or even, in objecting to it, insisted upon the comlition mentioned by 
Mr. Tucker. Both Mr. Wingfield and Captain Wrougliton thought it would not 
be “ fair to the Nepalese troops to detach two regiments unsup.ptmtcd by . guns. 
Cavalry, or -Europeans, to Azimghur, as that district lies so exposed to incursions 
from Oude^ whence numberless guns, many of heavy calibre, can be brought against 
them^*’ but no such condition was urged by the Goorkha Comrnander, and the 
abandonment of the district cannot, therefore, be justilictl on this ground, even 
supposing that the conditional instructions of the Govtnunent of India dated the 
.'11th of August .had been received before tlve abandonment took place, which is not 
the case. 

' 4. Mr. Tucker adverts to the several orders of the Government of India in 

.regard to the disposal of the Goorkhas, as if they had heen dictated without 
pui|>ose and by no sufficient reasons, and he omits all allusion to the intermediate 
"ChMige of circumstances in Oude. He truly states, that in the first instance the 
Goorkhas were directed to march to Lucknow, vi5 Fyzabad, and that afterwards 
they were' directed to guard the Oude frontier, first ip ai' extended line from 
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Gonicikpdrd to Allahabad; then in more Concentrated force at; ©oruckpofe and 
Aiiojig^i!! ; ;|md lastly, if Gornckpore should be abaadonedi at; 4Mmgbur: abne. 
But. hb^ these orders, the object of which ie ' a^arent,' 'and the last of whichtwaft 
not ifiaued before the 11th of August, could have been supposed by Mr. Tucker ^to 
justify him in ordering the whom force to Allahabad on the 5th of.Augast, to 
oo-pperale with General Havelock at Lucknow, an order which, under' any cirCnm^ 
stances, he was liot competent to give, is altogether incomprehensible. The 
GoVernor-General in Council entirely concurs with the Lieutenant-Governor in 
condemning Mr. Tucker’s conduct on this occasion. , 

6. Of Mr. Tucker’s presum{)tuous attempt to charge the Government with 
giving contradictory orders, and then to make these supposed contradictory orders 
a justification of his own unauthorized act; of the insinuation conveyed in the last 
paragraph ; and, generally, of the whole tone and tenor of his lctter,-^the Governor-

I AM directed to forward, for the information of the Governor-General in' 
Council, copies of a telegrapliic message received from tlic Government of Jicngal, 
and of the answer returned to it by order oftlie Lieutenant-Governor of tlie Central 
Provinces. 

•2. The Lieutenant-Governor mucli regrets his inability to oiler any assistance 
to the force operating from Sewan, in ilie direction of the Goruckjiore liistriet, but 
the pressure qn the Oude frontier of tlie .lounjwrc and Azimghur districts is, as his 
Lordship is well aware, much too great to make it jiossible to detach any part of 
the Goorkha troops, at the present moment, from that IVontior. It is, indeed, doubt- 
ful how long those districts can be preserved wiiliout au additional force. From a 
report just received from Lieutenant-Colonel Longden, it ajipeiirs that, having 
repelled an attack near Atroulea, on tlie Azimghur bonier, he is about, to return 
instantly to the vicinity of Singramow, where ihe Goorklias with (’olonel Wiough- 
ton are’ still threatened with a* serious attack from the Nazim of Sooltanyorc. In 
this report Colonel Longden has ex[)resse(l an o|>inion that a second Curoj-'ean 
detachment is necessary. ' ' 

3. From demi-official communications, the Lieutmuuit-Govenior has lc.irne<l 
that Maharajah Jung Bahadobr ha»s a large additional body of Nepalese troops 
available for military duty in the plains. .Shoidd the Giivcrnor-Gcncral in Council 
accept the offer of the services of these men, in whole or in iiart, the Lieutenant- 
Governor feels satisfied, from the excellent conduct of the Goorkh.a troops in the 
Central Provinces, that with a moderate ’addition of Kuro|)eans, a i'orce might very 
readily be obtained, that could not only protect lIic districts now attacked, but 
could also re-occupy Goruckpore, and eventually act on the offensive, with great 
effhet, against the Talookdaree levies in Kastern Oude. The importance of the 
speedy recovery of Goruckpore can be hartlly over-stated.

IN consequence of the apparent increase of tlie strength of the insur- 
gents on the Oude border, whicli may render it necessary at any moment for 
the officer commanding on the frontier, to concentrate at one place the military 
force now divided between *thc Azimghur and Jounpore districts, to meet an attack 
of superior numbers, or to fail back in one or two bodies, 1 am directed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor to request that you will make all necessary preparations 
for instantly withdrawing from Jounpore (Azimghur) should events call for suph a 
proceeding. . * . ' ' 

2. Arrangements should be made as quietly as possible, but .without loss of 
time, to secure the safe remoyal of all Government .jfjropKJTty, wrhetheir, treasure, 
grain, or other supplies that can be carried'olf, cattle, 'and sheep, and publi®' W.ords. 
Tlie neccessary proportion of carriage should be kept ready, and all other measures 
that are requisite should be taken to ensure ; the speejdy remoyal of all. public 
property of value that can be carried off, in case the abantlonment of Jthe ..nj^strict 
becomes unavoidable. 

•3. Your attention is also to be imnmdiately directed to the.iyeductipn of litc 
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number of prisoners in your jail. If possible, prisoners on sentence being passed, 
sifould, be immediately sent to Ghazeepore or Benares, and no accumulatioii should 
take place at your sudder station; but how far this will be practicable in the 
present state of your police, it. will rest for you to determine. 

4. In the event of the abandonment of yoUr district becoming neewsary, you 
and the other civil officers^ Native and European, will accompany the military force 
in your district; or withdraw in such, other manner and direction as may .seem at 
the time most expedient.* In case of this necessity being forced upon you, 5’on will 
of course give timely notice to all Government officers, and such other persons as 
you may thinly, right, of the course you are about to take. 

6. The Lieutenant-Governor would strongly impress upon you the necessity for 
caution in carrying out these instructions, so that while those precautions arc 
taken which prudence demands under the existing state of things, no appearance of 
alarm or precipitation should be manifested! 

6. The bad effects that the abandonment of these districts a second time must 
produce, under any circumstances, are too patent to uecil comment ; but the injury 
would be increased, if, in the attempt to conceal a threatened danger, we found 
ourselves, when it burst upon us, unprepared to meet it, and were in consequence 
once more subjected to the disgrace of a precipitate flight or to some worse 
disaster. 

7. It is, therefore, essential that you should bo prepared. The Lieutenant* 
Governor will trust t > your discretion, that your preparations are made so as to 
cause as little anxiety or alarm as is possible.

Sir, Patna, November 18, 1857. - 

' I HAVE the honor to forward a translation of a news-letter just received fromt 
the jHopnsiff of Sewan. The information given* tallies with that i am in possessiou 
of, froni other quarters. 

2; I caiinot too strongly urge the importance <’f taking immediate measures for 
thC’TCioccupation of Goruckpore. When Mahomed Hussun first took possession 
of GqrUckpore, I pointed out how easily this might be effected with the force then 
at bbr disposal. A portion of the troops on which I counted were, however, sent 
up-country. Mahomed Hussun’s forces increased, and onr attention has for some 
time'past'lieen exclusively directed to the defence of the Ghuprah and Chumparu;n 
distri^,' which were at one time in imminent danger of being (Werrun. Circum^ 
stances flbw' agahi appear favorable for *ah advance. We have two Goorkha 
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regimients on the Goruck pore frontier.; a Naval Brigade of 250 men, including a 
company of Marines, with five guns, all well horsed ; we can send four mountein> 
howitzers, which I am now horsing, from this ; 500 men of the Rifle Brigade are 
npw on the river. Now that an European detachment has been sanctioned for 
Sasseram, a portion at least of the Sikh l^ttalion, say 300 men, will be available. I 
am not accurately informed of the force in Azimghur, but 1 believe it numbers two 
regiments of Goorkhas. Mahomed Hussun has no rebel regiments with him, and 
the number of sepoys in his force does not appear, from the best information ! have, 
to exceed 1,000 ; the rest of his force are rabble. He has fourteen guns, but several 
of them are of native manufacture. The Mujhowlee Rajah, the Bansec Rajah, . the 
Tumokoec Rajah, and several others, are on our side. The people generally are 
impatient tf) get rid of the tyrant who is plundering and oppressing them. 

3. If we do not take advantage of this opportunity, the probabilities are, that, 
Mahomed Hussun will recruit his forces from Oude, and that he may be joined by 
the Tumokoee Rajah, whoso fidelity is reported to be doubtful, as -also by most of 
the minor zemindars, who must perforce join the Nazim, if we withhold our aid. 

4. The effect on these provinces of an advance into Goruckpore, would be 
excellent. The occupation of that district by the rebels, and our apparent inability 
to cope with such a miserable creature as this Mahomed Hussun, destroy, in this 
neighbourhood, all the prestige we ought to have acquired from the capture of Delhi 
ajid our numerous victories in the North-West, and give an air of, or a semblance to, 
the assertions of the disaffected, who endeavour to persuade the people that Delhi 
has not fallen, and that wc are in no better position now, than we were two months 
ago. ■ How, it is said with plausibility, can your power be in the ascendant, when 
you cannot even rc-occupy Goruckpore ? 

5. It will, ere long, become a very . difficult matter to provide carriage and 
supplies from the districts of this division. They will soon be exhausted, and it is 
of considerable importance that we should have another district close to the 
principal scene of our operations, to indent upon. 

6. It Seems probable, also, that it will be found impossible to send all the 
troops expected from England to the Upper Provinces by a single route; not only 
will the delay be great, but the resources of the districts bordering on the roaa 
will be exhausted. It may then become necessary to forward a portion of the 
troops either by Soorec and Rhaugulpore, or by sea-going steamers, to the head of 
the Comereolly river, and thence through Rajshahye, Purneah, and Tirhoot, or 
perhaps by both routes. It would clearly, then, be most convenient that these 
troops should collect on this frontier of Oude ; and in that view, also, the previous 
occupation of Goruckpore appears to bo a matter of no slight moment. 

7. I am well aware that it docs not rest with the Lieutenant-Governor to decide 
upon any oy>ei-ation which has for its. object the re-conquest of Goruckpore, but the 
welfare of the provinces under his rule is so intimately involved in the adoption of 
some measure similar to that which I have proposed, that I venture to hope he will 
urge it upon the proper authorities.

Moshurrutf’Khan, the principal man, and a great favorite of Mahomed Hussun 
Khan, was tiispatclied to the Rajah of Baiisec with orders either to conciliate the 
Rajah, or sulxluc his territory, and murder the indigo planter who has a. factory 
in his village. But the Rajah, who is a well-wisher of Government, gave him 
battle, in which about i,000 of Mo.shiirruff Khan’s men were killed, and himself 
made a prisoner. 

The Rajah has about 25,000 ■'men with him. The Rajahs of Gourab ^nd 
Bulrampore are also with him. The son of Ramdut Pondey has also joined him 
with S,()00 men. and is bent upon revenging the. death of his father, who was killed 
by Mahomed Hussun, when Chuckledar, under the King of Oude. 

The defeat and imprisonment of Moshurrulf Khao have so much frigfa^en^ the 
Chuckledar that he has lost all his activity, and is in very low spirits. . ■ ■ : 

At this juncture, if a small force be sent fmm Sewan, and aome troe^ come 
from Azimghur, the whole of the rebels ean . be destroycid.

Abstract Translation of a Petition from Khodabuksh Khan, da, led September 29, 1857. 

STATES that in June last he, in c(msoc|ucnco of his illness, took leave Of 
absence from the Magistrate, and proceeded home (in Goruckpore) ; that in 
August one Syud Mahomed Hussun Khan, styling himself a Na/,iin of the King of 
Lucknow, came over to Goruckpore, having availetl himself of the opportunity 
which tlie absence abroad of the local officers afforded him. This individual, since 
he arrived there, has siiljjocted the British suljcct.s to great troubles, and forcibly 
exacted largo sums of money from the merchants of the <Mty as well as from other 
people. The said Syud Mahomed Hussun Khan plundered all tlio money which he 
found in the Collectorate and in the tchseeklai'’s cutcherrics, as well as destroyed 
the records of the Persian and English offices. He has dismantled all the buildings 
of the British officers, and been collecting revenues from the xernindars by snbjeetitlg 
them to beating. The functionaries t»f the locality, at the time they qnitled tlio 
place, left their effects in charge of the residents. Syufl Mahomed Hussun caused 
a sear^ch to be made for these effeefs by J\lu.s,suruf Khan, in the employ ol the 
Rajah of Secasee, Mirza. Futteh Ali B(‘g, and others, sons of the late Hussun Ali 
Beg, of the city of Goruckpore, and having traced the same, sent them to Lucknow, 
biit .itisnotknownwhethertho.se elfects have, been setjt to his own house, or to 
that of the Nawab. One Alimud Sah, Superintendent of the Emaml)aral», was 
accused of having kept in his house the effects of the British officers, and was in 
consequence put to such oppression that he, for the sake of his honpr, ileprived 
himself of his life. The said Mahonied Hussun issue<l a proclamation, by the 
beating of drums, that any persons holding employment under the British Govern- 
ment should immediately leave the city and join his appointment, otherwi.se he 
would be expelled from the city, his house confiscated, or he would be beheaded. 
Upon the issue of the above prcx'lamation, petitioner, Lutchmun Pershad, and 
othe|«, who were all at home, left it to join their, respective posts. The Nazim 
aboi^ alluded to has not had a great army under him, but about 5,000 or 6,000 
men only, who do not appear to have any experience in war. If a few experiencetl 
British troops be sent, all the men of the Nazim will positively take to flight, and 
the ijountry be taken in the possession of Government. The convicts of the jail 
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iBii«'<hl(iiitelkTtlb "been "prepnredj as y^eil as abopt twenty '"^r 
gutfpow^^bave been made. A ressalah is being raised, and the 'Nn^iih has here, 
gdt hold of two guns ; but he brought more with him from Lucknow. *

I AM directed to transmit, for the information of the Governor-General in 
CouncH, copies of a note from Major Erskine, the Commissioner of the Saugor and 
Nerbudda territories, to the address of Captain Osborne, dated the 1st of November, 
with my reply, and of letters front the latter officer to myself, from which it will be 
seen that the station of Jubbulpore is now isolated, and cut off from communication 
either with Benares or Nagpore. 

2. In doing this, I am to explain th<at, as the movement of the Madras troops 
from Mirxapore towards Jubbulpore originated in the uneasy condition of .the 
Rewah State, the correspondence on the subject was carried on in the Foreign- 
Department; and the rising at Bijeeragooghur, which immediately followed their 
withilrawal from the Chuttra Pass, was also reported to the Government of India, 
in that Department, as soon as the intelligence was received from Captain Osborne. 

3. I am now directed to submit the accompanying papers, for consideration in 
the Home Department, with the request that you will be good enough to obtain 
any of the papers addressed to the Foreign Department from the Secretary in that 
department, as this office is incapable of copying them without risk of serious 
interruption to the current work. 

4. Captain Osborne has been requeste<l to be good enough to furnish the 
Lieutenant-Governor with as full an .account as he can obtain, of the events that 
have taken place at Bijeeragooghur, of which no detail has yet been received* by 
this Government.

I HAVE been requested by Major Erskine, Agent to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
to lay before his Honor the state of affairs in these parts, as he is unable to do so 
himself^ owing to the dSlk communication bejng closed. 

2. 'Fhe following States and Obaseedars are in rebellion— Shahghur, Banpore, 

Recheol, Jussoo, Bijeeragooghur : Obaseedars — Jignahut, Puttowra. ^ 

3. The Dumoh district has also been Wrested from the Punnah Chief, ^6 that 
from Pragguuge to Jubbulpore, and from .Jubbirf’pore to Saugor, all is in a state of 
rebellion. The force at .Jubbulpore is too weak to do much more than hold its own. 
Without reinforcements arc > sent to these parts at once, many other States will 
rebel. 

4. The mass of native Chiefs, &c., disbelieve in the existence of a BHtish army, 

and nothing but the pi'esence of trOops among them will convince tiiem of their 
error. . 

5. The disturbances in the Saugor and Nerbudda territories will destroy the 
crops, which are usually most abundant, and thus increase the severity' ot the 
famine that will, most probably, ensue from the disturbances in India. 

6. The I’e-conquering of Bundclcupd would cost much life and treasure, and the 

necessity for so doing will be obviated by the speedy march of troops, thus 'prevent- 
ing the spark of rebellion now burning from bursting into a flame. ' 

, 7. Major, Erskine requests me to urg^e upon the* Government thb absolute 
necessity of sending down, troops ; 1 shalbtnerefore feel obliged by. your laying the

WITH reference to your letter dated the 31st August, I am directed by th 
Lieutenant-Governor, Central Provinces, to report, for the information of th 
Governor-General in Council, that the replies to the inquiries addressed to some o 
the officers under this Government regarding the collection of elephants for th 
public service not having been yet received, it has been deemed expedient to sen( 
the following partial explanation of the progress made in complying with tha 
requisition. 

2. In Benares twenty-one, in Mirzaporc eight, have already been placed a 
disposal of Government. *ln Ghazeepore ten have been collected, and it is expectei 
that three oif four more will be obtained. 

, 3. In Azimghur only two have as yet been procured. The Collector of th 
district annexes to his return a list of elephants and their owners, from which i 
appe£l^s that there are forty-six elephants belonging to various natives in th 
district, who, owing to the unsettled state of that part of the division, have no 
t^me forward to assist Government in this matter. They will no doubt do so whei 
order has been further restored. lie has also reported that some persons owning 
elephants^are anxious to .sell them, though not disposed to let them for hiro. H< 
has, in reply, been desired to have them handed over to the Commissariat officer 
who, it is understood, has instructions to purchase all animals of this sort offerc* 
for sale. 

4. In Jouniwre there are very few elephants ; the Collector has only been able ti 
procure two, which will sent into Benares immediately. 

5. The Collector of Allahabad reports that elephants are not procurable ii 
that: district, and that there were never mor§ than fifteen ; of these, seven belong t 
relfrgptory zemindars, north of the Ganges. The Rajahs of Manda, Burra, an< 
liyoli, Mve each one for their own use. Two have been already, sent to th 
Commissairiat. The- Collector of Cawnpore states that there only eight elephants i, 
his dji^riet, of which three belong to openly rebellious zemindars ; he hopes, howevei 
tb W able to collect a dozen in one way or another.

The Collector of IMirzapore reports that he will be able to supply fifteen 
elephants. He i« under the impression that many more could be e^ot by impress- 
ment, and asked if be was to enforce the measure ; he has, however, been infen'taed 
that as there is no very emergent demand for these animals just now, it would be 
premature to determine the (juestion raised by him, and that he should meanwhile 
exert himself to procure them amicably. 

2. I'hc Con^missioner of Saugor has al > reported that he will send to Benares 
eight elephants as soon as an escort can bf locured ; four of which belonged to the 
Government Survey, which has been suspended for the present, two obtained by 
purchase, one the confiscated property of an executed rebel, and another found in 
the jungles, but believed to have belonged to a rebel Besides these, the Commis- 
sioner hopes to be able to suppK inoie. 

3. Tlie Conunlssioiicr of Patna also reports that be can send twenty -five 
elephants from Patna itself, and fifty from the district of Tirhoot, bythc 1st of 
November. Of these, forty-nine have already reached Benares.

4. All elc[)hants attaining; the heig;ht of seven fijet aiid upwards are classwt, ns 
stamjard size, and for elephants of this description Government have been in the 
habit ol paying as high as 730 rupees ; but the demand for eleplianta will be so 
great, that animals of below standard will be acceptable. 

6. To enable you to regulate the fair price of undersized elepJuitUs, I have to 
observe that an elephant between six and seven feet is supposed ti> be able to carrv 
a load of from ten to fifteen niaunds, and a standard elephant luentv niamuls, nnd 
that three undersized elephants arc equal to two standard animals.

IN. the month of September last, 108 men and 6 officers of Her Majesty’s 59th 

Rj^j^hient were stationed, in the Army Clothing Oflices as a guard over the Alipore 
jaivMrhieh is in the immediate vicinitjr of those offices. These Europeans, continued 
to guard the jail till yesterday morning, when they wei*o withdrawn, anjd instead 
of them only six men and one serjeant of Her Majesty’s a^th Regiment h^-ve been 
placed at the jail. * 

2. The seven men are absolutely the only armed guard 1 have over 1,725 
convicts, of whom several are mutinous sepoys and sowars from llcrhampore, Jelpi* 
gorie,. Barrackpore, and other stations; nearly the whoh; of the remainder being 
convicts sent from other jails, because they are so dcspt'rate and daugcrous that it was 
found unsafe to confine them in any less strongly guarded prison tliaii that at Alipore 
has hitherto been. -But besides being a guard over 1,725 of the most dangerous 
characters in Bengal, tiiese seven Europeans liave to' keep in clieck tlio w'hdle 
Alipore militia, and more directly eighty-six men of that regimenl wlio arc stationed 
within a few yards of the jail-gate, ami some of wltom aV<! known to have friends 
imprisoned in the jail. 1 may add that I am in daily o,vj)eclalion of receiving from 
Patna and other stations, considerable numl)er,s of lifc-jirisoncrs, among whom are 
more sepoys and sowars. TIk!* militia sepoys Ik ing from the same villages, are 
nearly certain to have friends among these eonvict.s also, willi whom they naturally 
sympathize, and whose escape they would, therefore, in all probability assist. I 
consider it ray dnty^ thus prominently to allude to the militia, because 1 have been 
lately informed that vviien the men of 1 Icr Majest\ ’s 5{)lh were sent to guard the 
jail, some militia sepoys were heard openly boasting that iffeir regiment, even without 
arms, was more than a match for such a small number of Knropenns. 

3. Under these cireuinstanecs, 1 trust that the Liimlcmaid-Governor will agree 
with me, that seven armed men is a most iiujdequate guard over tlic Alipore jail 

• and the Calcutta militia, and that at least 100 Europeans should be immediately 
stationed again in the Army Clothiug Offices. 1 imd'e-iiand that llierc are upwards' 
of 100 of Her Majesty’s 54th at the Sudder Court, which is far loo distant from the 
jail to admit of their giving immediate aid, in case oi' a sudden outbreak among 
the convicts, for which we should always be prepared. \'oii are aware that several 
such outbreaks iiave occurred, in all of whicii the military lia,v(‘ had to act without 
one moment’s delay, in order. to prevent the escape of all iIk' convicts. 

4. 1 trust I may be pardoned for suggesting that thmc cannot exist such an 
absolute necessity for a strong guard at the Sudder Court as the \liporc jail, which 
should never, in ray opinion, have a weaker guard than iDt.) Europeans. I there- 
fore hope that the European soldiers now at the Sudder Court may be sent without 
delay to the Army Clothing Offices, where the cpiarlcrs ai-o good and suitable, as 1 
was informed by Captain Montmorency, the officer in command of the portion of , 
Her Majesty’s .‘59th which lately occupied those fjuart(;rs.

IT has been proposed by the Accountant to the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces, that the device of the Government stamped paper should be 
changed, in order to prevent loss from the use of stamped paper }»liindercd from the 
treasuries in the North-Western Provinces. 

2. From a statement obtained from the Stamp Office, it appears that the 
number and .value of judicial stamps in store at, and in transit to the various 
treasuries of the North-Western Provinces, when the mutiny broke out, was as 
follows : — 
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^ The titinost value of judicial stamps thus sliown to have been in the treasuries, 
which have fallen into the hands of the iiisurgehts, is 9,93,$Td rUpfeeS. Bljt Ihe 
latest returns available being in some cases for April, and in . some for JMarch, a 
considerable quantity of these stumps must have beep disposed of before the mutiny 
broke, out. There is also reason to believe that, ill sohie distrifcts, the stock of 
stamps was dcstroycfl by llic Collector before the slutioh was abdhdoiied and the 
treasury plundered; and, except in the single inslahcc of Allahabad, it lias fipt 
been reported that any of tln^ stamped pajicrs escaped the general destruction of 
records which invariably ensued upon the outbreak «)f mutiny, 

4. The |il•(^valcnt beliel Ijcing, that the riih; of t lie English had passesl away, 

the plunderers would juobably not be anxious t.«> possess tliemselves of property 
which, under another < Joverument, would lie only so much blank paper .disfigured 
Uy a mark on each sheet. Th(\y would, perhaps, be ipore likejy to destroy the stamp 
papers as emblems of British rule, than to secrete them. Moreover, when order is 
restored, should any considerable quantity of stamps bp in any one’s possession, he 
will have a much stronger motive to destroy them, than to dispose of them in any 
other wa)'', as the possession of such property, if discovered, is likely .to be punished 
with the utmost severity. . , 

5. Some of the stamp paper at Allahabad fell into the bauds of Bengal Lascars, 
who knew they might find a market for it in Calirntta. But Allahabad was the 
only river station th.Tt was plundered, 

G. On the whole, there <loes not seem much reason for supposing that any 
considerable quantitjr of t he plundered stump jiapers is in existence, or, that much 
of what is in cxisU'uce will Ixj fraudulently used. The chance of detectioiids very 
great, as the endorseimuit <if the stamp vendors, which must be on every sheet, can 
generally be verified. 

7. l^he eonsequeuee of calling in the existing* stamps, and substituting others 
of a difFereuI^ device, will be serious, and give rise to much public and private incon* 
venience. Not only must all tlie stocks in the treasuries of Bengal, the" North- 
Western Provinces; and the Punjaub, be called in, but the whole stock of stamped 
paper in Calcutta will have to be destroyed, the value of. the paper alone bei fag very 
considerable. All unused stam])s in the possession of private individuals must also 
be called in, aiul the lioldcr.s of bond fide paper compensated. Ju this process, the 
Government will probably be defniuded. as ]>lundere(l stamps may be brought in to 
be exchanged lor new ones, just, in the same w.ay, though, perhaps, hot to Me same 
extent, as they may be used for petitions and other documcivts, and still the old 
stamps wouhl be available for antedated papers, wbieh, in India, are numerous, 

t*. In addition to tlie.se .judicial stamps, there are also the postage stamj^s which 
have been lost in tlie plundered treasuries of the North-Western Prpyinces, the 
value ol which aiiuHini.s to about a lac of rupees; and there are alsb the judicial 
and postage stamps in Oude, which, after deducting the quantity in (|t 0 re at 
Lucknow, the principal dcp6t, may have amounted in value to more than a lac of 
rupees. • 

9. I. am directed lo re(]ue8t that the Board of Revenue taay be moved to report 
on the subject, and to advise the Government whether it is .desirable, under all 
mrcumstances, to ca,ll in the present stamps, . ahd to su^titute thrddgtibut the 
rresideacy others of a different character, and \vhat other precautions can be taken 






to preveat)' aft far as poftsiMe, loss from the iis^ phinderacl stamp paper, the value 
of which hfis not been paid into the public treasarV.

THE Collector of Allahabad haying solicited immediate instruction^ . fbr his 
guidance in regard to the sale of stamps, with special reference to. the large quan- 
tity ly^ich was p1ufl<j|p*’9d during the outbreak at that station in June last, I have 
directed him for the present to indorse all paper issued front his treasury with his 
odicial seal and signature, with the concurrence of the Commissioner of his division, 
and pending further instructions. 

i. It is obvious tliat any measure to prevent the fraudulent sale or use of plun- 
dered stamp paper, to bp of any real utility, must be general in its appliciition to the 
whole Presidency ; and 1 have the honor, therefore, to solicit the early instructions 
of the Supreme "Government upon the subject, which, it is understood, is under 
consideration, and upon which it is important that (Orders should be issued without 
delay for the guidance of all parties concerned. 

3. To suppress altogether the sale or use of ])]undered .stamps vvill be a liiatter 
of difficulty ; but their exclusion from the public offices anrl Courts of Ju>sticc may 
b© materially aided by requiring all holders of stam|)s,..iucl(iding vendors in every 
district, to bring them before the Collector or other European officer in charge of 
the treasury for authentication, with his official seal and signature, 'fo this end a 

{ )roclaniation might be issued on the authority of the Local Government, or that of a 
egislative enactment if doeinod necessary, notifying that aiXer an apptnntcd date, 
no stamps of the f>ld form, not having already been produced before a Government 
officer, will be recognized as authentic, unless attested as proposed above ; treasury 
officers being at the same time instructed invariably to aid henticate in a similar 
manner all stamps in future issued from the public stores, whether to vendors or 
the public, noting the date in every ease. The public might also be rcijuircd to 
come forward for their owm protection, and register or authenticate, free of charge, 
any bonds or documents written upon stamped pa[)er, purchased between the Ist 
June last and the date of the notification. 

• 4.- Tlie date or dates appointed for the purpose of .authentication in each district 
should follow that of the jiroclamation ns closely as circumstances may justify, so 
that whilst permitting of timely notice throughout tin; district, the fraudulently 
disposed may not be affbrdeil an opportunity of prep.aring false evidence in support 
of their clajms. 

' 5. The accounts of native treasurers and vendors, where forthcoming, will 
materially assist inquiry, and where these are wanting, the holders may be required, 
in cases w.hich adroit of suspicion, to establish their right to the satisfaction of the 
treasury officer, who> if in doubt, may be instructed ip obtain the order of the diyi- 
sional Commissioner. 

6. The present stamp is printed in two colors, red and black ; and I would 
further -suggest that, for the prevention of fraud hereafter, it would be highly 
desirable Natali fresh stamps, be printed with it^ks of a different color, or in a 
different form — a simple expedient of ready appliance, which it appears to me would 
.lUeetinost of the requirements of the case.

3. The Board would further suggest that a reward of ten or fifteen per cent, 

should be given on the value of all pluiKlercd stamp paper, which may be brought 
in, in an undamaged state. This measure has already been authorised with respect' 
to the stamp paper plundered from the treastiries in Chota Nagpore and it is 
calculated, the Board think, tt> remove the temptation to retain possession of such 
property. , , 

4. The Board arc also of opinion that a law or rule should be passed, declaring 
that, subsequent to ^ certain date, no stamp papers but those signed and stamped 
as above, should be admitted in the several Courts and offices of Government. •

And . culculatiiig that iiftceu months will l)u occupied in statn|)ing tlic above 
quantity, the entire extra cost to (.lovcrnnient would be 780 Company 's rufMies. 1 
would, however, observe, that as many of the treasuries wore pluuclereti since the 
receipt of the Returns from which the -annexed statement has been compiled, the 
quantity actually in those -treasuries must be considerably less than as cx'hibited, 
and, of course, will proportionately rcquii'c less time and expense than the above 
estimate for distinguishing them with a separate stamp. But, it aj)pears to me, 
that the object in view might be subserved in reference to. the stamped papers iu)w 
in the different treasuries, without recalling them, which would entail not only risk 
in transit, but much atlditioual expense, w^erc the revenue officers instructed to affix 
their signature a.cross the bi-color stamp impressions of all the paper now Vn their 
stores, and not to issue any unless so signed-, the official year, 1857-58, migiit also 
be added. The labor Would not be very great. This expedient would distinguish 
this portion of the stock as not appertaining to the plundered papers. The remain- 
ing portion of the stamps in this office could be distinguished with the impression 
above adverted to, and, as the quantity to be distinguished would bo thus diminished, 
the expense would also be proportionately diminished to 33H Company’s rupees. 

4. In, regard to the stamps prepared in future, a distitiguishing mark could 
easily be introduced into the bi-color stump impn^ssion ilself, such as. for instance, 
the official year, lHr'7-58, engraved in legible characters in .any convenient part of 
the ])1ate, winch could be execuled at the Mint at. a trifling cost, and thereby save 
(he additional expense, whieli is unavoidable, for affixing a separat<? distinguishing 
stamp.

I AM desired to request the attention of the Supreme Government to the. 
means to' be adopted for protecting the Government again.st the loss which must 
ensue from the use of the large quantities of stamped paper plundered during flu* 
rebellion, and the community from the confusion and fraud resulting from th^^ com- 
mon existence of undated paper available for every dishonest purpose, 

2. With very few exceptions, every treasury of the North-Western Provinces 
has I)e©n plundei’ed, and the aggregate quantity of paper which fell into the haiuls of 
rebels or rioters must be enormous- It is true that, in many instances, it may have 
been destroyed or lost, but still it is probable* that much was preserved, and will 
eventually be put into^ireulatipn, if precautionaiy measures arc not soon adopted, . 

,3. In addition to the plunder of the treasuries, it appears from a repox^t of Uie 
Oommissioner of the Allauabod division, that vast quantities of stamped paper, 
dwtio^d for all the stetiiW of tho: North- WbstCTU Provinces and Punjavtb, were, at 
the time of theootbfwik,*at;j^llahabad.in many boxes, nconmulntea in thel?itc!inv

Till this can be done he would issue, for 
immediate use, only paper specially authenticated; either by re-stamping it by 
hand, with a stamp difficult of imitation, or by the signature of a Eurpppn offiepr^ 
The use of all paper other than this, which has been so authenticated, ^''niigHt lbe 

} >rohibited by proclamation and beat of drum, and the paper might bp declared ti8e<; 
ess, and its sale or possession rendered penal. ’ 

6- In carrying out such a measure, it would be necessary to prbyidc' for the 
case of hmd fide hmders of unused paper. JVJany persons doubtless keep such paper 
by them with a view to the possibility of a dishonest use of it, and if such persons 
sufl’er it w'ould not be matter of regret. But as regards honest holders who can 
well account for the possession of the paper, the Uieutenant-povernor would pro- 
vide that all persons Should bd required to surrender to the Collector the paper in 
thpir possession, and that, on their proving, to the Collector’s satisfabtion,'tnat they 
had honestly come by it, and had paid Government for it, the Collector should gii^e 
them in exchange new or authenticated paper. All paper which could not be satis-, 
factorily accounted for, would be confiscated. 

7. To guard against future fraud, it might be desirable to make very stringent 
the penal provision against holding any paper whatever after one month fromi the 
promulgation of the order for its surrender to the Collector ; and thoroughly to 
make known and strictly to enforce'the provision. 

8. It is understood that in Bengal there are. private stamp-vendors, and their 
case would be met by the above-mentioned provision for the surrender of the papers. 
In the North-Western Provinces and the Punjaiib, where the vendors arc Govern- 
ment olficials, the case is different ; but in settling the accounts of these pet'sqns the 
same principle might be followed.

(Extract.) Deoree, September 5, 18.57. 

I BEG further to report that on arriving at Bnrrakur river, 1’15 p.m., there 
were no boats ready. In about an hour two boats were in readinesss, in one of 
which I crossed, and with great trouble succeeded in dispatching others across, 
for the rest of ray men. The j)crson Mn charge of the boats, after seeing the 
two first landed, disappeared, and gave no assistance to the officers left behind 
when I crossed the river. My party in con.scquencc’did not get across till half-past 
7 P.M.

Major Barnston to the Officer commsndiny at Benares. 

Sir, Benbres, September 13, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to report my arrival at Benares last night, in command of 
a party of troops proceeding by bullock-train to Allahabad.* 

There are only three ' cases of illness — one fever, Pne dysentery, and' One 
diarrhoea. • . . ' 

There was no obstruction oil the road. . .. • 

While crossing the Delajec river, I w'as much pressed by tlie Civil authorities^ 
and Captain Rattray to return to the Dhaunwa Pass (about fourteen 
hopes of intercepting the 5th Irregulars. As it was not certain that they wcihld 
cross the Trunk Road, I considered it better to proce«;d. 

1 was detained at Sherghotty by the Postmaster from 5 p.m., 7tb, to 5 a.u., 
8th St'ptennber. 1 applied for the proper number of bullot;ks as early as 7 a.m., a,t>d 
crossed the river at 3 p.m. ; everything was ^mcked and ready to start at 5 p.m. ; a 
ropsage then came to say that no bullocks could come until 9 p.m. At 9, only 
fifteen pairs came. I was obliged to recross the river, and found all the;Rf>st OjfBce 
people in bed. I eventually found the Postmaster at the Magistrate’s, two niiles

from Sher^hotty ; neither Magistrate nor Postniasler would give me any assistance 
for scmie time, the former saying that he was not responsible,” and the latter, that 
he had no authority to do anything without a reference td the Postmaster<General 
at Calcutta.” > « .

And that I propose resuming my nJarch to-morrow, at 3 p.m., towards Alla- 
habad. 

I was called upon at Jehanaba^to recover some Government horses seized by 
the zemindar of a Village near the hills (where ho was said to have fled on hearing 
of our coming) ; but as the evidence was hearsay, the village back towards Dehree, 
and^ the next detachment said to be close upon me, I did 'iiot consider myself 
justified in delaying. Great occasional de^iy en route from bullocks breaking down 
and some twelve hours lost in crossing the Merhur river (on leaving Sherghotty), 
by the current taking raft, with ammunition, some three miles down ; the river 
much swollen by the rains at the time. 

, Koei* Sing was reported to me as having left the hills near Dehree, where 
Umfner Sing, however, still was, with about 200 ihen. The 5th Irregulars, mutineers, 
with several sepoys, &c., were ^aid to be a great way from Dehree when I passed, 
an<l in the vicinity of Gya, hut intending to erbsV the Trunk Road,.

The Inspecting Postmaster, Patna, to the Officiating Postmaster- General of Bengal. 

Sir, Sherghotty Post Office, October 2, 1857. 

WITH referem^e to the cxtr.act of Lieutenant Stanton’s demi-official letter 
fonvarded with a memorandum, of the 16th instant, from the Director-General of 
the Post-Office in India, I beg to state that the fourth detachment was detained after 
crossing the river at Sherghotty on the 8th instant, not for want of bullock.s, but in 
consequence of the bullocks which had returned from Amus, being quite unfit to 
convey the troops. The causes that led to the cattle being reduced to the condition 
they were' in, have been detailed in my letter dated the 9th instjvnt. 

2. The officer in command of the ^fourth detachment expressed a wish to be 
furnished with extra bullocks ; 1 therefore informed him that I was not authorized 
to employ extra bullocks until the 15th instant, but that I would apply for the 
sanction of the Postmaster-Genera^ to entertain extra cattle for the first stage 
to Amus (vide my letter dated 9th September). He then stated he would be 
detained, and 1 replied that the detention would be wholly owing to the detachments 
not having, in their journey from Raneegunge to Sherghotty, kept to the stations 
laid down for them by the Postmaster-Gencral. 

3. Some time after the detachment had crossed, or about 2 a.m.. Major Barnston 
came back, and informed me that the detachment was dctainetl, as the bullocks 
could not proceed. He said he had reason to think he had not received that 
assistance which should have been rendered to him. To this I replied, that I was 
not authorised to entertain e.xtra cattle, and that the detention of the detachment 
was owing to the trodps -uot having kept thek* stages ; I furt her stated, that rather 
than it should be supposed I was unwilling to allbrd assistance to the troops, I 
would myself defray the cost of the extra bullocks. .1 then directed the Deputy 
Postmaster to furnish sixty coolies, and as many bullocks, as could be procured, 
which he accordingly did. I am therefore surprised to find Major Barnston should 
have complained of want of aid. , 

4. Had Lieutenant Stanton oflered to supplv me with Government bullocks (an 
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offer which he never made, either to myself or Mr.iBonifaCid} I cooldihot, of oourse,' 
have incurred tlie extra expense, which would havc.ii’estulted from" the cattle b6ingi

Translation of an Ooriah Letter, received from the Tehseeldar of Boad, dated, 

October 19, 1857*. 

• REPORTS th.at, after his arrival at Sumbulpore, he inquired about the irre- 
gularities perpetrated by Soorondoro Soy and Ooodunta Soy, and was informed that, 
on the 8th instant, at 10 o’clock, a .m., Stwrondoro Soy and Oodunta Soy. accompanied 
by about 3,000 paiks, arrived at Sumbulpore. At first some of them surrounded the jail, 
and some of them went into the fort, lioisted three flags ; and four of the paiks, with 
drawn swords in their hands, began to run thi'ough the middle of the street. At 
this time the Assistant Sahib of that place made ready the sepoys under his orders, 
and also ordered four sowars, oui of the ten under his orders, to seize th(^ above 
four paiks who were rushing about with nakod swords. The sowars went and 
seized one paik, and brought him, at which the whole of the men of Soorondoro 
Soy prepared to fight, on w'hich the Assistant Sahib sent a jemadar of his to Sooron- 
doro Soy, to inquire of him the reason of his coming with so large a force. The 
jemadar went,, and informed .that he had inquired of Soorondoro Soy as directed ; 
that he, Soorondoro Soy, replied, if the Sahib came to him alone he would inform 
him everything. Upon hearing the reply of Soorondoro Soy the Sahib did not 
consent; after which, a subadar, of the regiment of Nizamut, requested the Sahib’s 
permission to go to Soorondoro Soy, stating that he would bring him to the Huzoor. 
The Assistant Sahib consented, upon which the subadar went to Soorondo Soy; 
what transpired between him and the subadar is not known, but he brought Sooron- 
doro Soy and Oodunta Soy before the Sahib. The Sahib questioned them as to the 
reason of their coming to the fort with such a force ; they both replied, that t;he 
Sumbulpore zemindary, being their property, they had come to ask for their 
country. The Sahib questioned them, “ If you have come to ask for your country, 
why do you bring with you, such a large force?” They replied, that they had been 
released from confinement at Hazarcebaugh by the mutineers, whereupon the 
Sahib had issued orders to seize them ; on that account they brought with them 
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the force; but they did not intend to fight, but they wanted "their country. The. 
Sahib told them that he could do nothing in this matter; but if they really wanted' 
their country, and did not intend to light, they ought to send away the force which 
accompanied them ; and if they both would stay there, the Sahib would write to 
'the Sircar about them, and any answer he might receive he would communicate to 
them ; upon which Soorondoro Soy remained at Sumbulpore, and Oodunta Soy 
went away with his force. He, the tehseeldar, did not know what answer would be 
received from the Sircar, but, at present, nothing was settled. The RajaJis of 
Koolookoqra and Bawmonda, &c., were in league with Soorondoro Soy. Five com* 
panics and two guns had left Cuttack for this place (Sumbulpore), and were expected 
to arrive on the 24th of this month.

WITH rofcrcnce to your letter elated the 8th of September, t have the honor to 
forward, in oriffinal, two communications from Mr. Allen, the Manager of the 
North-Western Dfik Company, stating the terms on which he is nrepared to 
contract for the conveyance of a certain number of soldiers, daily, from Raiieegunge 
to Benares. 

2. The proposal now made differs so materially from that stated in your letter 
above quoted, tnat 1 do not feel myself at liberty to enter into any definite engage- 
ment with Mr. Allen, without further orders from Government. 

3. It will be observed that in the first letter, dated the 28th of September, 
Mr. Allen states that the disturbed state of the country will prevent his entering 
into any engagement inv'olving a penalty for non-fnllilinent. On receiving this 
unconditional refusal to contract, 1 sent for Mr. Allen, and he verbally staled that 
he thought that he could do all he had^before engaged to do, but that he w'ould not 
be bound by a penalty. After some discussion, 1 requested him to state, in writing, 
exactly what he could undertake. The papers now submitted are the result. 

4. It will be seen that arrangements for the daily transport of troops will not 
bo made until the 1st of Novcnd)er, instead of the 15th of this month, and that only 
twelve carriages a-day can be dispatched between the 1st and 15th of November. 

5. Two stipulations are made by Mr. Allen, one of which is of great importance, 
but neither oi which should, in my opiiiMUi, be acceded to wMthout modification. 
The first, is not of mncUx-onsequence, but, as it stands in Mr. Allen’s teiuler, may 
lead to dispute, ft is proposed to bind (io\crnment to take any number of carnages 
which may be available up to eighteerv on two days’ notice being given. 1 would 
require four da\ s’ notic-e, at least. 

(). The second stipvdation is that contained in paragraph 3 of the tender, as 
follows : “ Government is to be bound to take what carriages 1 tender, for four 
months certain.” Were this ati])ulation agreed to, the (lovcrnment would be bound 
to send troops by the most expensive an(f most inconvenient mode of conveyance 
for four months, /.e., to the 1st of March, IB.'iK, even though there were no troops 
to send; or ample means of con\eyance of le.ss costly and more convenient 
description. 

7. It is, of course, only fair that the contractor being bound under a penalty to 
execute his agreement, the Go\eriiment, on their part, should be bound to make use 
of the means placed at their disposal ; and as 1 believe there was some understand- 
ing that the carriages would be required for about four months from the middle of 
October, 1 would propose that Government should agree to take* eighteen carriages 
a-day until the 14th of February ; of course, if, after that date, there aie troops to be 
dispatched, the carriages w ill be available, but neillier tiovernment nor the Company 
will be bound by the jiresent eoniract. It is not probable that any considerable 
number of troops will lea^e England after the 1st of November, when the news of 
the capture of Delhi and relief of ijiiekuow will have been recened. Shi]»s leaving 
in O’etobi r and the lirst week of November ought to arrive before the I4th of 
February . 

8. The weekly payment for eighteen carriages will be 2.), 200 rupees ; and as 
the difTerencc between that charge and that for which the same number of men 
could be conveyed by other cheaper means of conveyance will be, at least, 1.5,000 
rupees, the subject is one deserving of consideration. 

0. The proposed lules require no remark. In concluding an agreement, I 
should add others, and modify slightly those suggested.

IN continuation of my letter of the 6th instant, I have now t<j inform you . that 
1 shall be prepared to supply, daily, twelve carriages for the conveyance of troops 
from Raneegunge as far as Chouriiaut, on the right or eastern bank of the Ganges, 
on the Grand Trunk Road, opposite Benares,' commencing from tlie 1st proximo;, 
onc-half to be drawn by horses, and one-half to l)e propelh^d by coolies and bearers. 

2. From the l.'ith proximo (or earlier, at my option), 1 shall be prepared to 
supply fourteen carriages daily ; and soon after that date (dependent upoii the 
supply of coolies), 1 shall be prejiarcd to su))ply sixteen or eighteen carriages daily. 
It must be understood that Government will be bound to employ as many carriages 
as I may tender, up to eighteen daily, upon my giving two days’ notice of the 
number at tlicir dis|)osal. . 

3. I'hc Government is to be bound to take what carriages I tender for four 
months certain. 

4. Kach carriage, drawn by horses, will take thre^, men ; and each carriage, 
drawn by t-oolios or bearers, will take four men, with luggage, according, (o the 
Governor-Cencrars rcsoluti()n in Council of the 8th of September, 18.^)7. 

5. Payment by Government at the rate of 200 rupees per carriage, including 
return hire of em|)ty*T‘an*iagos, will have to be made as follows, vi/„, my bills to bo 
presented wc(*kly, and one-half the amount to be paid at once, till the amount 
remaining due iiy Government amounts to 50,000 rupees, which c.an remain in 
hand as s(‘curity for the fullilment of this contract.

:i. The rains have now ceased, and it might have been cx|>ected that Mr. Allen, 
after so long a notice, would now be jirepared to commence operations on the scale 
a(»'re(n1 upon. It appears, however, that he cannot begin before the 1st of November, 
that he will then only be able to give twelve carriages a-day, and that he wHlmot 
be ])rcpared to [irovidc even fourteen carriages till the middle of November, This 
result is extremely disappointing to the Governor-General in Council, and I am 
directed to request that yoi\ will urge Mr. All( n to hasten hi.s arrangements, and 
provhlc for the dispatch of the full number of carriages from an earlier date.

2. It will be observed that Mr. Allen expresses a doubt whether he can supply 
even twelve carriages a day after yesterday. I have no official knowledge of the 
order directing the carriages to accompany the bullock-train from the Soane, i. e., 
Sasseram to the Kuramnassa ; but I do not understand how, if Mr. Allen had been 
ready to have performed his contract and supply fifteen carriages a-day from the 
15th, the delay caused by the order referred to would have interfered with the 
dispatch of twelve carriages a*day. 

3. T inclose a list of the bullock-train halting-places, and also of the halting- 

J daces for the carriage and bearer dAks as arranged in communication with the 
deputy Quartermaster-General and Mr. Allen, and agreed to by the Latter. 

4. If the carriages accompanied the bullock-train fromi8asseram to Annabad, 
a place close to the Doogowtcc, about four miles from Noubutpore, a delay of nearly 
a day would be caused ; but assuming as correct, Mr. Allen’s statement, that his 
horse-carriages are didayed two days, and the beai*er-carriages one day, he ought, 
as it seems to me, to have been able to continue the dispatch of twelve carriages if 
he had been ready to dispatch fifteen daily from the l.'ith proximo. 

5. The mini her of carriages required for daily dispatch of 15 would be about 
134 ;* 7 carriages being propelled by bearers, 8 by horses: if 7 only were horsed, 
the number required would be larger. For 12 carriages daily, keeping to the halts 
agreed on, about 108 carriages are required; adding to this 6 horsed carriages 
delayed for two days, and (i bearer-carriages delayed one day, 18 extra carriages 
arc required to make up for the delay, or in all 120 carriages — 8 less than the 
number required for the daily dispatch of 15.

interfered with by the military avithoritics, and I therefore beg to give you notice 
that I shall hold the Government liable for payment at the rate of twelve carriages 
per day, whether they are supj)licd or not, it being by the act of their own servants 
that I am placed in such a position. I also give you notice that I shall hold Govern- 
ment liable for any expenses that may have been incurred in increasing the esta- 
blishment for the purpose of carrying out the terms of the contract. 

3. I beg to observe, with all deference to the military authonties, that if my 
empty carriages can proceed down the road in safety, it is not unreasonable to 
expect that parties of armed sokliers can proceed up the same road; and I. beg to 
mention that my agent has, within the last two days, returned from payment of the 
establishment, having taken up n large sum of money with him.

IN continuation of my letter of yesterday’s date, T have the honor to submit, 
for the information of the Gov^eruor-General in Council, a Return of the number of 
officers, privates, and followers, conveyed by bullock*train, horse and bearer d^k, 
in the month of November, from Raneegunge. to Benares. The Returns, as far 
as they relate to bullock-train, are made up froni the daily reports received by me, 
and have been tested and corrected by a Return from the Quartermaster-General’s 
Office. Government will see that tlie available means of fransport have been fully 
used. A similar Return will be submitted showing the number daily conveyed 
from Benares to Allahabad, and from Allahabad to Cawnpore; on the latter portion 
of the line the bullock-train has.not been fully used. 

2. From the 1st November, being Sunday, the number of marches between 
Benares and Rancegunge wa.s reduced to nine, and the number of men sent dadly 
was increased to 200. To prevent these pcarties catching up and clashing with 
those sent in October, it was necessary to allow one day besides the Sunday’g halt ; 
consequently, the dispatches coinnienccd on Tuesday the 3rd November, and 
have continued-regularly since -that date. 

3. To convey the large quantity of spare ammunition, which his Excellency 
the (’ommander-in -chief desired might be sent witli eacli party, country carts were 
used ; but as they broke down often, and gave much trouble ou the road, the 
Quartermaster-Gcnci^al arranged that the ammunition should be carried in the 
bullock-train carts, and consequently the number of men sent was reduced by eight. 

4. Had not the Calcutta coach-builders, JMcssrs. Dykes and Co., and 
Messrs. Collins and Co., failed in their contr.act to deliver c.arts and waggons, 
which they bound themselves to deliver before the 1st October, I should have been 
ibic to provide for the daily conveyjincc, by bullock-train, of 230 men, instead of 
200. In the course of a fevv days, 1 shall be able, I hope, to allow of larger parties 
i)eing sent. 

5. Mr. Allen has provided twelve carriages daily from the 1st to the 24th, and 
foxirteen daily from the 25th to the 30th November, with the exception of two days, 
)n one of which he supplied two carriages, and on the other, one carriage, short of 
:he number contracted for. 

6. In all, excluding followers, the dispatch during the month has been, as 
shown in the margin.* There were five Sundays during the month. As the 
lumber of troops in Calcutta is now large, and the pressure on the bullock-train 
vill, prribably, not last longer than this month, 1 informed the . Deputy Quartef- 
naster-General that detachments can be conveyed on Sundays as well as on the 
ithcr days of the week. 

7. The reasons alleged by Mr. Allen for his being unable to furnish the number

2. The rainy season appears to lutve* come to a close. 

3. The postal and telegraphic < ommunications have been maintained without 

interruption; horses are rei)orted to have been carried off from the Bombay road, 
icur Jubbuifforc, but the daks, though they have been very irregular, have not 
)ecn stopped. ■ 

4. 'irhc bulk of the Naval Brigatle has passed up the river en route to 
Allahabad. 

'rhe remaining wing of the 17th Madras Native Infantry, anil 200 men of 
Her Majesty’s lOth Foot, with tw<j guns, are under onlers tp leave Dinapore forth- 
A’itli, to proceed to Benares; the intention was, that on- their arrival, they were*tq 
1)0 at th<; di.sposal of the Lieutenant-Governor to operate in Rewah and towards 
Jubbulpore. 

6. Mr. Horne, lately Officiating Magistrate and Colleictor of Azimghur,' has 
been appointed Sa[>erintendent of Supplies for the troops coming up the Grand 
'rrunk Roadj and the services of three military officers have been applied for to be 
placed under his orders at the principal halting-places. 

7. Arrangements are on foot for establishing vegetable gardens at Benares and

9. Allahabad . aggression of the insurgents and invaders (Vojn Oude. in 
the jjergunnahs of the district nurtii of the Ganges, are daily acijuiring- fresli 
strength and insolence. A rebel Nazim of Allahabad is reported to have been 
appointed and a combined attack is tlu'catcncd on Phoolporc, the chief town of those 
parts, and the head-quarters of a niahajun ami landed proprietor of great spirit 
devoted to our interests, by name (if Mnnikehund. This man has a strong armed 
force in his own pay, in possession qf Phoolpoi-e. At present ho is with Mr. Mayne, 
the Magistrate, posted at Gopeogunge, ready to aceoin])nny the expedition which 
had been planned to proceed into these disturbed districts. 

10. The reduced strcnglli of the garrison of Allahabad had, till lately, precluded 
the possibility of any advance from that fort Into the disturbed pcrgunnalis. The 
arrival of the Naval Brigade would, it had been hoped, have set free u force of 
sufTieient strength to undertake the task in tlic present week. A sudden call for 
troops to advance upon Cawnpore has. however, caused theses e.vpeetations to be 
disappointed. The Lieutiiiant-Governor liad then only to look to tlio Goorkha 
force for the accomplishraont <)f the object he has so long had in view, of freeing 
Allahabad from these in\ aders. l»nt (his hope h.'is also jx'cn disa|>p()inte(l by tin;

11. The ncjcesslty for a seriou.s demoiislration against, the l•{^b^^ls and insurgent.^ 

in this quarter has been mad<' the siibjnet of a s|)ecial ('ominunieation to tlib 
Government of India. It will, therefore, be suflieienl to mention liere, that their 
eneroaehments liave l)ccn siicli as (o place the Grand Trunk Road and telegra])h 
in imminent danger ; a \il)age having been oeenpied by tIi(*jo within six miles of 
Allahabad itself, and they ai(' reported to l»e in p!).«s(;ssion of villages within four 
miles of the roael. ... 

12. Fultebpore , — Tlic (.'olleetor and .Judge of Kuttehpoie Jiave taken charge of 
their offices, and some revenue has already been paid into tin; treasury. The 
ccnintry is, however, imieh disturbed, and a violent attack on the police took place 
at a town in this district. 


13. The demands for reinforeements- for Cavvn|)ore have; greatly reduced the 
strengtii of the European force at Futtchpore, so that it is far below' what was 
originally contemplated. 

14. Catenpore . — This district is still out of our possession. Little revenue has 
hitherto* been received in it. Tlu; news of the fall of Delhi is reported to have 
brought out many promisees (o pay faithfully within a. w(;(ik. 

15. The Civil .Magistrate ludds (July four thannahs; others are in the hands of 
the Military Magistrate, (..’aptain Bruce, 

It). The district generally is said to bo tpiict, but, from the absence of any 
available force, it is open to iiiroads on the north, which cause some perturbation. 
An attack was made on our thannah at Bithoor, a few days ago, by a party of the 
42nd Native Infantry, in which sevei*al of our })olice were killed. It was chiefly 
in consequence of the head of the |)olicc (Sweepersnll) indulging in a drunken 
debauch that this disaster took place. 

17, The former tehsccldars in this district have, as a vvlioh^, not taken active 


part against us in the recent troubles, but ncith(*r have tluiy taken any active part 
in our favor. They are at tiunr f,elise(;lecs, engnged in reeo\(‘ring their records and 
accounts, which have mostly been pri'scrveil. 'Plu' li.s(. ol balances ol the June 


kist is being drawn out. 

18. Banda and Ifuin/ueerporc . — These districts are as last reported. A large 

body of mutineers and insurgents is collected at Banda. Tliese comprise the 
remnant of the Dinaporc regiments, and the 50tli Native Infantry from Nagode, 
with Koer Sing and his adherents. The accounts ol’ them are very uncertain. The 
Dinapore men are estimated at 1,800. • 

19. Mr.'Thornton, Deputy (’olleetor of Jhansi, and Mr. Hemming and family, 
have been sent in by the Sumpter Rajah, under escort through (^’alpee. 


liainrex Division.^ 

20. The general condition of this division is satisfactory, and it continues to 

improve. j . . , 

21. Ghazeepore and Benares . these two districts, little need be said, 

excepting that the price of grain has fallen a little, bi^t it is still extremely high. 
The JDus^ah has passed over in perfect quiet. ' ' , _ , 

22. Mirzapore.-— The expected passage of the 5th Irregular Cavalry caused 
some alarm in this district, but nothing serious has been reported.

23. Gopeegimge . — Hopes have jbcen held out that . Jhorye Sing, the , paurderer 
of Mr. Mooi^e, might be apprehended.’ This ipah still haunts the borders of the 
MijKsapors'itnd Jonnpore districts, and a carcftil watch is kept upojni his movements 
by the Magistrates on both sides. , He takes refuge, however, in tbosie pergunnahs 
of the Allahabad district which have been' conquered by the Oude rebels. 

24J Jovfipore . — An expedition of theGoorkhas started on the 27th of September 
to break up the bands of armed men who were collected at various places in the 
western pergunnahs of the district. Iradut Jehhn, the leader of one of the most 
insolent of these insurgent bodies, was seized in his stronghold at Moobarnkpore, 
about fourteen miles from .lounpore, after a merely nominal resistance, and has been 
executed. His two sons, who were also deeply implicated 'in the disturbances in 
Jounporc, managed to e.scape; 20 or 30 of the band were killed onthe29tb.' Jn 
•another skirmish, Iradut .lehan’s fortified house has been destroyed ; one Ameer 
Sing, a notorious rebel, who had given much, trouble and annoyance, was slain, 
with two of his sons. " 

2.5. These examples have had such an effect on the people, that no' attempt at 
opposition was met with in the remainder of the march, and the troops have once 
more returned to Jounporc. • The revenue was being, well paid up, and supplies 
collected freely. 

26. Ashnghur . — The active eraployme; t of the Goorkhas ip this district has 
likewise served to effect the instantaneous f...^persion of all the rabble of insurgents 
or invaders who had too long been permitted to insult British authority. 

27. The expedition .n gainst Atroulca, mentioned as having been projected in 

the last narrative, loft Azimghur on the 20th of September. 'No foe could be found, 
although strenuous cxort,ipns were made to act with celerity. Atroulca, the head- 
quarters of the rebel Bence Madho, the brother of the'rcbel Nizam of Azimghur, 
was found abandonedT, and the fortifications have becn|destroyed ; one small gun 
was taken. - . • 

28. The force returned through Mahoul, one of the places of strength of 
Mozuffer Jehan, son of Iradut Jehan, who has been executed, and its defences were 
thrown down. No resistance was met with, and the insurgents have manifestly, for 
the time at least, been entirely crushed. 

29. The town of Azimghur is reported to have quite regained its tranquillity, 
and the bazar to be well supplied. The collection of revenue improves. , 

30. .Mr. Pollock, lately Joint Magi.strato in the Benares district, has been 
selected to officiate at Azimghur, in the place of Mr. Horne, who was found unequal 
to the management of the district in the difficult circumstances of the present time, 
and who has been otherwise provided for. 

31. CJoruckpore The state of Goruckpore is not altered. It is naturally a 

K rey to anarchy and oppression. A contribution of one lac of rupees is stated to 
ave been levied on the town of Goruckpore. In the letters sent by the zemindars 
to our officers iu Azimghur, there is much mutual recrimination ; but it is clear that 
no one is eiluer strong enough or bold enough to take the. lead in opposing the 
rebel Mahomed Hussiin. After. the example set them by our own officers, when 
they were backed f)y a strong military force, such conduct is not surprising, neither 
can it be made a matter of reproach against them by us. 


Saugor Division. 

*,32. The reports of. this division sire still received very irregularly. 

33. It was reported in a former narrative, that the Khmptee column of Madras 

troops had arrived at Dumoh from Jubbuljiore, and that a detachment ha<J Iteen 
sept back again on rumours of disaffection having been received from thdlAtter 
station. * • v , 

34. On the 18th of September the Commissioner received intelligence gt Dumoh 
of the mutiny of the SOth Native Infantry at Nagodci! 

35. On the 19th the news of the mutiny of the 52nd Native Infantry at Jubbul- 

poi'e was received. * . i . 

36. In consequence of these events, it was determined that the Mrhdki Madras 
column should return to Jubbulpore, and the retrograde iriovUtnent bUgaii on the 
2lBt. The reasons that influenced the officers in chief command fio tA^e this course 
are detailed in the Appendic^,' as also Brigadier Sage’s^.reason fpr thinking ,^at 
the Column ought rather to ha've advanced uponSaua^r. , ^ , ■ ■, 

37. On its march from Dumoh to. Jubbulpore, the 
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52ri(i Regiment.* The mutineers wei'e :^taeked and defeated, and are 
now clispersM in the jungles of the Jubbulpore district,, in several isolated bodies. 

' 38.' The SOth Native Infantry, after' plundering the treasury at Nagode, from 
which theytobk about wie lao of rupees, , and burning the houses at tt»e station, 
went off to liauda, where they are reported to have joined the Dinapbre mutineers. 

^ $9. ‘'The Civil officers at Nagode^ escaped, taking shelter with the Punnali 
Rajah,, by whom they were well received. 

40. The following general statement of the condition of , the Saugor and 

Nftrbudda territory is chiefly derived from a valuable deiui-oflkial communication 
from Captain Rinkney, the Deputy Commissioner, exercising the powers of Sessibns 
.fudge. From this it will be seen that the country is hecoiniiig more and more 
disturbed from day to day, and that until a sufficient military l'(>rcc takes the field, 
the progress of disorder is likely to continue, until what still remains in our hands 
of this quiet tract of country shall have followed the example of the districts which 
have rebelled, • 

41. Saugor, — The whole of the Saugor district, vi'ith tiic exception of the town 

itself, ,is in the hands of the insurgents. The fort has been much strengthened 
and well-provisioned. It is garrisoned by Kuropean artillerymen, and no 
native is allowed to enter it. 'I’he native troops still remaining at Saugor are 
described as being in a very doubtful state. Tliey number about men, of whom 
100 .are Cavalry. . • , 

42. The safe arriviil of the British officers from Lullutporc at this station has 
been already reported separately. 

43. The failure of an expedition sent from Saugor against an army of the 
Banporc Rajah, which had entnmehed itself at Nariaolee,*A village about ten miles 
from Saugor, has to be recorded. In this jittack, Licntejianl-Colonel Daly ell, 
commanding* the 31st Native Infantry, was killed, and two other oflictu's wounded. 
The force was- obliged to return to Saugor. Tlie sojuns arc said to be much 
dispirited by this misfortune, and Major lOrskim; antici|>a.t('s very bad effect from 
this reverse, .added to the withdrawal of the Matiras eoluniii from Dunioh. 

44. The Rajahs of Shahghur and Banpore are understood to be in oj)ea rebellion, 
and most of the petty chiefs liave joined them. 

45. Dumoh. — 'I'he Duinoii district, w hicii has been j)artially recovered by the 
march of the Madras coluniu fi'tym .lubbul[)ore. has been again left to a state of 
anarchy by the return of t hose troops, which I'olluwed .-is a nceessary and iminediata 
consequence of the mutiny of ihc .'>2iid Native Infantry at .Inbbidpore. ( )n the return 
of the Madra.j coluinii, the brotlior-in-Iaw aial agent of the ihinnali Rajah was 
placed in possession of the town and fort of Dumoli, Ihc.ilistrict being ;dso made 
over to hini for the time. The southern and western portion of tin; district is in a 
state of rebellion, the'insurgents liaving jjossession of the fort of tJarrakotta, rin the 
Saugor and Dumoh border. I'lie Munghur llajali, on the c.'ist, i.s also in insur- 
rection. 

4(5. Jubbulpore . — The open and cultivated part of this district is (|uiet, andnmch 
of the wilder portions also; but the remains of tlio mutiueers of the a^nd Native 
Infantry, accompanied by a considerable body of insurgents (mal.chloekmeu) arc on 
foot at'Khand, a |)lace from twenty-five to thirty miles north-west of the town of 
Jubbulpore. Other insurgents, from Mundlah, are in force about thirty miles east 
of Jubbulpore, at Thannaii Koondum, and another party rejua-led to have been 
committing depredation about fifteem miles south of Jul)bu!pore, at liurgey. 

47. Mundlah, — ^The north and western parts of this district are in insurrection. 
The leaders are the thakoors of ^oliagpore, connections ol t he Hcvvtih Rajah. The 
Todee thakoors of Ramghur, and their followers, arc said to be chiefly (ionds, and 
but half-armed. 

48. Seonee. — This district remains quiet, and it is believed will, probably, 
continue to do so, if nothing serious takes place at Nursing-pore or Jubbulimre, on 
which it borders. 

49. Nursingpore. — At present this district too is not disturbed; but suspicions > 
are entcrtainetl of the Gond Rajahs of Gudgye apd Chichlee, in the wo^tera 
pergutihahs, bordering on Iloshungabad. In other parls of this ilistrict the 
zemii^dafs seem to have behaved with some spirit, attacking and <lriviug oH'.a Imdy 
of piunjj^eseirs who made an incursion from Dumoh .and Saugor. 

. ^i M^ahufigabad . — Quiet is. still preseiVed ; but fears are entertained of the 
‘ tj^JS[e(niiiaur pergunnah nortq of -the Nerbndda, which is inixed up with 
i|rnloi*y. The presence of the mutinous sepoys of the Rhopal contingent 
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at; ur Sehorc, some* fui^ty or (Iftv* north of Htttihiiltig'abad, is donsirlnrcrl 

u possible IsohrOe ol danger, hut nothing' seems to be known of<’the ihtetilions of 
that body of men. ' 

51. Baiiool . — Ml is (piiet at Baitoui. 

62. 3hami. — The whole of the Jhaiisi sub*(livisioi» of this territory remains 
<]|uite out of our possession. ^ » 

The Kills of (loorf»crai is nominally managintf .Fnlonn in our behalf, but his 
honesty of purpose is \ery much doubted. Th<‘ (’liundeyree district is held by the 
rebel Ban pore Rajah on his account. 

.}:i. liewah. — The affairs of Rewah, nlthougli the Lieutenant-Governor is not 
111 oflicial relations with this State, may be alluded to, as the Rewah country lies 
belween th<‘ ('cntral Gauf^etic Provinces and the Saugor and Nerbudda territory. 
This Stjite has become \er;y j|^nsettled since the march of the last body of the 
Dinapore mutineers through the Mir/apore district. Koer Sing, at the head of ii 
party of rebels, actually entered the Rewah territory, with tne connivance of a 
party in the Rewah State, hostile to British interests. Not meeting with the 
encouragement thev expected from the people of the country, these invaders 
retired almost as soon as thev had crossed the frontier, and the whole bodv of 
Koer Sing’s followers is now at Banda. The mutineers at Nagode and .Jubbulpor<* 
have tended to keep up the excitement in the Rewah State, and Captain Osborne is 
in a precarious position at that Court

Memorandum. 

THE great snbjcct.s of interest this Aveek have been naturally the important 
events occurring at Delhi and Lucknow. The new's of the assault on the I4th, 
pioduoed a great sensation in the distiict, but the absence of news from LucknOAv 
hascreat''d a little re-action. 

You perceive it in a thousand wajs. The elephants, for instance, 1 sent for, 
are unfortunately out grazing some miles off. RcAcnue is faithfully promised “ in 
a A' eek’s time.” 

Did 1 mention the poor ebild, Victoria Anderson ? >ihc was the niece, I think, 
of Mr, Banter, of Huincerporc, Clerk in the Collector's odloc. All her family were 
slain, and she herself wounded with n sword-cut. Tlie native doctor, Ahinud Yar 
Khan, protected the poor creature (she is about ten years old), and concealed her 
ill his house. He had written to me once or twice about having her brought in, 
but the pergunnahs were then too disturbed. At last, through the good offices 



of Behalf Sing of Borr^pal, she was bt^ight safely to tl^ia place. She !.«: quite 
reco« 0 ]^ and placed under charge of Mrs. Jones, \yife of 1fife-Maior Jones, ami 1 
gcopoae ^d^ng her to Calcutta to lie put to school by the Belief Fund. Thi.s 
^ItaVee Sing and his Inrother Sheo Pcrsand,. are two well-dispoised and influential 
raen, and the thannah at Ghatumpore mainly rests* on their assistance. 

1 have tnannahs now at $irsouI, Ghatbmpore, Bhogneepor<% and Rnssoulubad. 
and the police of. all the rest of the district is in Hru^’is hands. All old iseinindars 
who have been dispossessed by auction purchases hjffe regained their lands, and 
at'e to a man against us, for the obvious reason that tliey presutnc our rc-appearanct^ 
involves that m the auction purchaser. Really, as. r%ards the Doab, this is the 
most important question that ever had to be .solved. If the auction purchasers are 
universally restored, the rebellion will be. ju.st as likely to break out again as if it 
never had broken out. 

This subject, and that of confiscation, demand very immediate attention, and 
instructions are earnestly solicited. 

The district is tolerably quiet, but the faeilily with whieh rebels can reach the 
northern - part of the district causes much perturbation. .At tiic present moment 
there are fifty of the 42nd Native Infantry in Sheoilajporc. The harvest is very 
good, but much land has been left uncultivated owing to agrarian riots. Several 
of the tehseeldars have come in ; it is not provcii that any oflhosc who have done 
so took an active part in theTebcllion ; they held on at their tehscclees ami did not 
attend to Ram Loll’s purwunnahs. But I consider th.at for not taking an .active part 
against the rebellion, for crouching and hiding when our array arrived, tliey deserve 
dismissal ; therefore I propose to use them in recovering the accounts and records 
of their offices, and then letting them go to their homes. The tehseelee records 
have been mostly preserved. The wasool baquee of .[unc’kists is being prepared.

I have herewith the honor to submit,’ for the information of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, copy of §, report from. Mr. Horne, Officiating JMaglstrate and Collector oi 
Aaimghur, as to the state of that district, with the amount of outstanding arrears 

of land revenue. , 

2. Koel Sing’s services outweigh the mere as.sessmcnt of the blackmail, which 
need not have been the act of an enemy. 

3. An example will have to be made of the proprietors of Talookah Doobarree 
in Ghosee. if they do not put a stop to the river dacoitees on the Gogra committed 


from their villages. 

4. Secunderpore is a permanently settled pergunnah, cut off from Ohazeepoi'e, 
and tacked on to Azirnghur, with which it has no natural connection or affinity. 
As in the other permanently settled pergunnahs, property is loss sub-divided, and is 
in the hands of a few larger proprietors. There are several auction jiurchasers from 
Ghaseepore, who very likely nave been dispossessed, as our sale-laws are very 
unpopular, and the auction purchasers can seldom obtain the same hold on the land 
which the old hereditary landholders possessed. These latter have almost everj'- 
where repossessed themselves of tlicir former properties. 

3. Mohumud Tukkee appeaft's to have managed very well in Mohumadabad, in 
keeping quiet the large weaving Mahoinedan populations of Mhow, Moobarukpore, 
and other towns, vvhich were suffering grc.at distcess even before the outl)rP 4 k. 

' 6. I ani not "quite sure that the fears of the tehsoeldbr and thannahdar of 
Deqgaon were groundless, as they w.ere surrounded by the relations of the Dhobee 
people ; and the landholders of this pergunnah, and Cheriakote, are very turbulent. 
It is the great place for infanticide. . , - 

7. Koelsa and Atroulea, on the borders of Dude, «'■(' full of turbulent Rajpoots, 
whom’ it will be almost impossible to cpiict, until Oude itself be brought into some 
sort of “order. We had originally a goixl ileal of difficulty in taking possession 6f 

this pairt of the country. , . 

S^Mobsuffer Jehan is son of liadut Jehan, Rajah of Malionl, anti has dispos-^ 
sess^ IVw b.Wh a.s,we!l as (he Ghvernmeiit. Fie has tur.acd out tlie tehsed

a|)pear at Axirnghur and submits should, I think, be made ah ejeample bif ^s sopn^as 
wb are in a position to punish him.

Owing to the mutiny of the 17th Native Infantry having occurred at Azimghur, 
he whole t)f this tchseelet* has been the subject of plunder from June 3rd to 
Vngiist l*6th, when the Goorklia force arrived.

Although there are three bad iilundcring. villages in this tehseelee, viz., Sirsega, 
Sirsena, and Chupra, it has generally kept pretty quiet, if we except the plundering 
of the large bazar of Burhulgunge, which was effected by the sou of Mundul.Sing, 
zemindar of Rilha.

C'riine is not very generally reported ; but I am glad to say that nearly 
all the laiui is under cultivation, and no scarcity need be apprehended in this 
tehseelee. 'rire jparcli of Goorkhas up and down the road has given the people 
confidence in our stability.

This tehseelee was (lc.scrtcd by its officers on the 13th of July, when it was 
plundered by the assembled villagers and Pulwars, under Madho Pershaud, and it 
cannot be reoceupied without a (considerable force. I will now enumerate the 
principal parties in the tehseelee, and state tlie immediate cause of our loss of the 
place : — . 

1. Jye Lall Sing, of Bavoica, who will, in my opinion, be one of the first to 
assist us, as he held with us before, until, by the ibree of numbers, he was made to join 
the enemy. All tlie others (vide No. 9) to be mentioned hereafter are against us. 

Madho Persluuid had collected many Pulwars, had looted the country round, 
and had proposed coming down on Azimghnr, Avlicn Mr. Venables went out against 
him to Koclsa ; but afUcr killing .-i few men he had to fall back. This was upon 
July 12th, and next d.ay the plaetc was loot<;d. Atroidea is one of the police sub- 
divisions, ainl has a fort and ji Rajah, who, whilst collecting men and prejiaring 
guns, has ever prof(:s.sed hiinsc'lf friendly. This man’s brother, Joylall Sing, is tlie 
party who put in a chiim for tlie district of Azimghurj alleging that he had driven 
the English out. Spies who (canic in yesterday, affirm that he (the Rajah) has 
declared against us, is collecting men, and received two more guns from Lucknojy 
(Fyzabad). He has, undoubtedly, been prepjiriiig ammunition for a long time. 

Still 1 think it dou fitful whether he will come against us. He is said to have 
recently sent on an advance of 2,000 Pulwars to Koelsa <?» route to Aziihghur, but 
they refused to proceed, and retifrned, and he has now given out that he is forti- 
fying the road to Koelsa, with inciorchas or earthworks, to prevent our approach. 
I^UkIIio Pershaud is said to be in communication with the Rajah, and I fear it will 
need a full regiment of Goorkhas arid guns to settle this mattcT.

Tlie ihaunah and tehseelee wci*e lost to us at the end of June, when Mopzuffer 

Jehan, Rajah of Maluiol, having be-izzutted some of the Omlah, and extorted money, 
drove. away the remainder, and took possession, Since that time he has fortified

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the plAiRe, and surrqiinded it with ehftb works. He luus plundered many rich ujen 
^ the heightxiurhood, and collected men, but he has no money of his owni 
IVleanwhue, he writes that he is our friend, and begs that, officers may be sent out ; 
a' l^roceedmg which would not be safe without a strong force. The whole tehseelee 
. is in a state of anarchy, and it will be some time ere we can reoiQpupy Deedargunce 
thannah. This , was held by an influential zemindar for us, from .Tune 7th to 
July 29th, when we all left for Ghazeepore. 

Jafir Aleeis cousin of Moozufler Jehan, and his enemy; hence, when Pirtlicepul 
Sing, a very influential man amongst the Pulwars and Raicooinars, who have 
forgotten their .blood feuds, to unite against us and fight for plunder, assembled a 
iQ.ig6 party of these men, and came down and killed two brothers of Jalir Alec, it 
caused no alienation between him and the Rajah. They arc greaS allies. A great 
man among these Pulwars is Fazaat Jehan (lormerly a thanuahdar under Govern- 
ment), who has plundered many thousand travellers, and many hundred nifiunds of 
grain, &c. Our only hope is Jafir Alice against Moozufler .Tehan, inducing tiic allc- 
giance ol our own Pulwars, and then forcibly possessing ourselves of onr tehseelee 
and thannah, having first disposed of Fazaat Jehan and his hordes. The fort at 
Mahool withstbbd two companies of troops for a month, and guns Iiad to be sent 
for, when we first took the country.

Ihe Commissioner of Benares to the Secretary to Government, Central Provinces, 

Sir, Benares, October 3, 1 857. 

I HAVE licrewilh the honor to submit my weekly narrative of occurrences in 
the division. 

Goruckpore . — 1 have received no oHicial report regarding^ this district. If 
Mr. Uird rejiorts direct to Clovernmeht, I think he ought to send a duplicate t6 this 
ofiicc, as 1 ought to know all that is going on. T cannot be properly responsible 
for the division, if any correspondence with my subordinates pas.scs me by. 

A'inn^hur, 23rd. — Fir/. Alice, with a gun and party of troops from Goruckpore, 
came to Jjorhul, and threatened to cross the Gogra on the 23rd. He appropriated 
the fainom- Raj Mungul elephant of the Nurhurpore Rajah, and demanded 
7,000 rupees as tribute. 

The Rpj Koomars collecting and plundering about Mahal. A man hung for 
plunder, with, murder. 

24t;h. — Guns frequently heard. Bcnee Madho cut the bridge between Koelsa 
and Atroulca ; two elephants and fifty bearers dispatched to the Commissariat officer,, 
at Benares. ’ , 

23th. — Reported that three more guns, with tumbrils and ammunition, had 
arrived at At i’oulca, and that the fort was being strengtnened. 

No ammunition arrived! here from Jounpore. ^ 

26th. — MoozulTcr Jehan reported to have abandoned the Mahool tehseel, and sent 
off his family to Khurason. 

A h-inporary tehseel for the Koelsa pergunnahs established at Captaingunge. ' 

27th. — Carriage and supplies collected for a march on Atroulea. 

Report iVom Goruckpore that Mahomed llussun had sent off 135 cartloads of 
plunder into Oude. • . • . , 

Goorkhas busy cutting off the heads of goats for the Dusserah festival. ■ 

28th. — Preparations made for starting next morning. * 

Captain IJoileau appears to have been superseded in the command at Asimgbur. 
Two letters IVom Messrs. Wynyard and iiorne, as to his efficiency and commanding 
the expedition, arc submitted in original. 
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received copy of a report relative to the attack on Atrf)ulea, whic 
1 submit. It was successful, set far as taking the fort, but both Rajah Benee 
Madho, Koormee, and Madho Pershad, Pulwar, made their escape by nigjht. The 
Goorkhas pursued, but only captured a single wall-piece. The fortiiications will 
be destroyed. 

Jounpore. — All the officers are. out with the Goorkhas attacking insurgents, 
and have had no time to w'rito the weekly narrative. They have taken Moobaruck- 
pore; and, I believe, hanged its Rajah, IrarJnt Jehaii. 

Mirzapore, Sqitember 22nd.— Mr. Sfc. George! Tucker, and liis subordinates, 
returned from the Chuttra Pass, with the l.adies and ehilflren IVom Nagode. 

Beptember 23rd. — Mr. Klliott returned to Gopeegnng(‘. 

September 24lh. — The Madras wing, with two guns^ arrived. 

28th. — Two hundred and lilty men of the 50th ISative IjiCantry, under Major 
Hampton, arrived from Nagode. 

During the week, all sorts of exaggerated re|)orts wc're received rol.ntivc to the 
5th Irregulars, and other mutineers from the Robcrtsguuge and Ahrora police. 

Benares. — ^I'his district has reraainctl perfectly (piict. notwithslaiidiiig the 
crowd.s collected for the l)usscrah,aud tlie absence of even the usual military guard. 
This is due, under Providence, to the great ability and inlhiencei of .Mr. Gubbitis, 
whose report and statemont 1 submit in original. 

Unless Government have a present usti for the boats detainetl as carriage at 
the three river-stations, I think, v, ith Mr. Gnbbins, that they had better be released 
to bring grain. 

Great exertions are l)eiiig made throughout the whole division to make new 
carts, and procure carriage, bculding, blankets, ajid (^Verything vecpjired l)y tiie 
Commissariat odicers at Allahabad and llenarcs, witli whom 1 am in communica- 
tion. The more fuss made about these things the better ; as it convinces the people 
that we really do expect large reinforcements of Uuropcau troops immediately from 
England. 

I would beg to tlraw his Honor’s attention to IMr. Gubbiiis’ application Ibr 
drill instructors for the Benares levy, 

Ohozeepore, Sej)tember 25th. — Mr. Bachman returned from his expedition .along 
the bank of the Kiiriimnassa. 

28th. — The Dusserah })assed off quite quietly under the good management of 
Baboo Debec Churun, Deputy Magistrate,

The Officiating Magistrate of Azimghur to the Commissioner of Benares. 

Sir^ Cf/mp,.Alrovlea, September ^0, 18.57. 

I HAVE the honor to report for your information that, in aeeordaneo with our 
pre-concerted plan, we loft Azimghur ye.sterday, about* sunrise*, for this place, with 
1000 Goorkhas and three guns. 

• 2. We encamped, at a deserted indigo fai tory, by rntmo Pasipore, having passed 
the battlc-fichl of Mimdooixe, a spot at present indicated only by a dozen skulls 
and bones of the Oude men there killed. 

3. We found the thannah and tehscolee at Captaingunge in good working order, 
and reached our camp by a little [)ast noon. 

4,. At an early hour this moi ning we left for this place, having had the bridge, 
which had been broken by Benee Madho repaired in the night. \Vhen at between two 
and three miles distant' from the fori, we heard th.at jJenee Madho had fled at 
midnight, taking with him several carts of treasure and one gun, and that Madho 
Pershad had taken the other, having left only two hoijrs prev iously. 

5. The main body of the Goorkhas had a rin. for Ihis last gun, and recovered 
a small wall-piece ; but the Pulwars had had too much start, and so got off, 

6. The rest of them, with Lieutenant Hay and t he three guns, Dr, W*right, and 
myself, went on to the fortified house, which we found desert- d, and accordingly 

took possesion of, without opposition. ^ . n • . , „ 

7. A report will be submitted relative to the confiscation ol the whole of the 
property of Benee Madho, who is , in^ opeb arms against us, and, meanwhile, the 
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brass pots and pans, &c., found In the house, being personal property, have been 
made over, as spoils of war, to thcGoorkhas, and to*morrow the fortifications 
around, the place will be destroyed, under the direction of the military authorities. 

8. The success of the expedition may be said to be complete, and 1 hope the 
example may be felt. I hope in a few days to be able to record further operations 
against Madho Pershad ; but the planning of these rests with the military.

The Officiating Judge of Goruckpore to the Commissioner of Benares. 

Sir, Goruckpore, October 1, 1857. 

IN continuation of my former letters 1 have the honor to report, for your 
information and that of the Lieutenant Governor, the news of the Goruckpore 
district. 

2. The force which Mahomed Hussun has stationed at Burhulgunge is 
described to mo by the Gopalporc Rajah as being in great want of provisions. 
He states that the Chilloopar Rajah cannot feed them, that ’ they have plundered 
the Burhul Baxar, and that he, the Gopalpore man, will not feed them from Golah. 
The people in the A»imghur district are apprehensive of the party crossing into this 
district and plundering Lohree ; they may do so, but I doubt it. The Rajah of 
Gopalpore informs me that the rebels’ force of Burhul is dinriinishing from want of 
food, and from fear of an attack from this side. 

3. The Chilloopar Rajah at first invitetl the Pretender to come into his estate, 

but has become so disgusted with the oppression which he e.xercises that he has 
left his house and fled. . 

4. I have heard from Moulvie Wahid Ally, the Deputy Magistrate, who was out 

at Captaingunge ; he is in Goruckpore in fear of his life. He tells me that a lac 
of rupees has been called for from the city, of which 50,000 rupees have been' paid : 
he says the rebel has 4,000 men, half at Goruckpore and half at Burhul, that they 
are mostly villagers : he farther states, that of the 40 sowars of the 12th Irregular 
Cavalry who were with him at Captaingunge,. 8 are at Burhul. syid 32 at Goruck- 
pore, but that they cannot get away. ^ 

5. The Rajah of Mujhowlee reports that the Baboos of Dhurrummeer assembled . 
.500 men for the purpose of plunder, but that he sent men to oppose them, when 
they went over to the Pretender, and that the zemindars pf Burdeeqa arid Giindbai, 
the baboos of Kuchwai and Bykoontpore, and Bhownn Sing, of Suhree, are also 
adherents of the Pretender ; he affects to disapprove of the retrograde movement of 
the Rajah of Gopalpore after the consultation near Gnjpore, as he states that 
his men were leady to go on, but had he beau more in earnest he tvoqld have 
attended the meeting in j)erson. 

j6. The Rajah of Tumkohee also fjrctends to disapprove of the conduct of the 
Gopalpore Rajah, hut the ^arae remarks apply to his conduct as I have made on 
that of the Mujhowlee Rajah. 

7. The Nuggur Rajah has joined the Rajah of Gopalpore, who writes to me 

interceding for his relation. I gave him no .sort of promise in regard to such a rebel 
traitor as the Rajah 6f Nuggur. • 

8. I receive repeated reports of the misery and the sufferings of the people in 
the city, caused by the exactions and cruelty of the Pretender and his followers, 
and the statements are constantly repeated that the Pretender is in constant terror 
of surprise, and always has a horse ready saddled to escape. 

9. The Ra-jah of Gopalpore has forwarded to me letters from the Rajah of 
Oonwul and Suttasee. The Rajah of Oonwul’s letter is unimportant. The Suttasee 
Rajah states that Runmust Sing, of Nuggur, was brought in by the Gopalpore 
Rajah, against the advice of his (Suttasee’s) servants ; that after the departure of 
the Gopalpore Rajah and Mr. Bird, Runmust Sing waa the principal assistant of 
the Pretender, and was afterwards joined by Mushurruf Khan ; in fact, he 
attein[)ts to throw'the blame on the Gopalpore Rajah, in which, I think, he is per- 
fectly wrong. The Gopalpore Rajah may have been,, and very likely was, completely 
mistaken about Runmust Sing, but 1 belieire that he has acted throughput in perfect 
good faith, though with very questionable judgment, for our Government. 

10. The Rajah of Suttasee concludes his letter with many expressions of 
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devotion .U) our cause, and states that the only reason he cannot help us is want of 
means, and not oC will. 

, 11. ^4l•: llini has to^lay, cpn.e into camp, and, in accordance with the instruc- 
tions 1 have received |*rom you, I have this day niJide oyer c!>a.rge of the InteUigeece 
Department of t!ic Gornckpurc district to that gentleman.

IN continuance of my letter of the 9th instant, 1 have the honor to sul)mit the 
narrative of events in Jodhpore, received by. to-day’s post, in original, to save time. 
I shall feel obliged by your re’turning it after perusal, in order that an oRiee copy 
may be made of it. ■ 

2. The narrative is almost .entirely taken up by an aeeount of an e\|)<'di(io^ 
made by Messrs. Lind, Jenkinson, and Caniegy, witli the Cloorkhr.s niuK r (’oloiu.) 
Wroughton, to put down (liffercnt turbulent insurgents in the north-wosf. part of 
the distriet. Starting before 1 a.m. of Monday, the 2Sth, they attaeked Moobaruek- 
porc, the fort of the old Tiajah Iradut .lehan, which was deserted .after some round 
shot had been hred. The* Rajah was taken and e.veeuterl^ fwo days afterwards, with 
Fusahut Jehan.latc thaniiahdar ; but the garrison w.as .allowed to escape, ihrongli ;i 
hole dug in the vvall on the south side, which .apficars to have been left unwatched. 

3. On Tuesday, the 29th. Captain Ste*;!, Mr. .Jenkinson, ami a regiment of 
Goorldias, with two guns, started to attack Ailuinporc, the residence of Ummer 
Sing. He, and about fifty of his men. were killed. 

4. Thursday, the 1st, the Ih'ahmin village of Kookooda w.as burnt, ami the 
different parties of insurgents who were reported to have collected at dilferent; 
poiAts, dispersed. 

5. Fri<lay, the 2nd, the house and jiroperty of Mullick Mchdee Rnksh were 
taken possession of; and on thc jiartv being threatened with attack by the Rajkoo- 
niars, a regiment fif Cioorkhas. with a hovvit./.('r. most promptly marched to its 
relief, under Captain Steel, showing how quick tlie (ioorkhas could be. 

(i. Saturday, the 3rd, the force turncil back towards .Iodh|K)re, in cmler to semi 
off the ammunition to Azimghur. On Sunday, Mouzah Niwada, the resitlenee of 
Pullce Sing, was visited, the grain removed, aiu! the huts destroyed. In the after- 
noon it was reported that Mclulce Hussun. nazim of Sultanpore, had arrived at 
Hussunjion' with a rabble of 2,000 men. Messrs. I/ind and Carnegy ad\ocatcd an 
inimediate attack, but were overruled, and on Monday morning, the 5th, the march 
was continneci. The brother of Pnlloe Sing was brought in, and Mr. Lind requests 
sanction to a reward of 100 rupees for him. He has been desired to transmit the 
usual application, giving the man’s name ami misdeeds, without, ^^l^ieh it is 
impossible to judge as to the propriety of the rew.ard. In tlie course of the day 
the residence of 'Rnlwunt Sing, at Dhow Kulginige, was luirnl. : nd the grain 
carried away; and in the afternoon the whole jiarty reached .fddhpor<-. 

7. This narrative is rather a rejiort of the ex])edition tliaii a narrati\e o! '.events 
iii'the distriet, which should have been brought down to a later <la(e. and iiave !<c<!n 
transmitted in time to allow of my including it in my Saturd;iy's rejjoi r 1 have, 
as deml-ofUcially requested by his Honor, requested Mr. Lind, in iiiturt , to ! rinsinit; 
a separate report for such expeditions with tniops. and inei-ely reier to it ia his 
weekly narrative ; and to bring up his narrative to as late a date as possi'ole. 
consistent with ray having it on Friday. , , , , , • 

8 Before sanctioning rewards, it is necessary that I should receive tue usual 
form of application, with details of criminality, so as to judge as to the i)rop( r 

amount of reward to sanction. , , , > , i « • i i i 

9. The elfecli of the expedition will, doubtless, be most bencftcial ; Imt the 
immediate effect, as in clearing out a rtwim, will be to raise the dust, 'i'he 
insur'>-ents may be expected to collect in larger numbers, witii a view to revenge; 
and it may be advisable to send two more guns to .Jodhpore, if po.ssd>le.

' The Magistrate of Jounpore to the Commissioner of Benares. 

Sir, ■ Jounpore, October 9, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to submit the narrative of events for this district for the 
past week. 

On Sunday niglit, at 32 niidniglit, a force, consisting of 1,000 Cioorkhas and 
four guns, left this place, eu route for Mxiobaruckpore. The distance by the road 
we were obliged to take, on account of having tiie guns with us, is not less than 
fifteen or sixteen miles. Rajah Iradut Jehan, talookdar of Moobaruckpore, has, 
by numerous acts, testified Ids disaffex-tion to our Government; and as he was a 
tnan of influence and substance, I deemed it expedient U) direct my first operations 
against him. His spirit of disalfcction will be sisown, in the sequel of this narrative, 
by his t'onduct on oiir near approach tf) the stronghold of Moobaruckpore. This 
stronghold is situated in a comparatively open space, being surrounded at some 
distance by heavy dock jungle. It is encircled by a muil w.all, and adjoining it is 
a grove of trees, also inclosed. These walls were all looplioled, and, wc have every 
reason to believe, screened armed men. Theio arc two cntrance.s, one from the 
north and the other from the west •; the former is the main entrance, and in front 
of it, earthen moorehas had be<m recently thrown up. 

Our force marched to the north of Moobaruckpore, and then deployed, so as to 
bring the guns opposite to the prineipul enlr.auce. Some time before our 'arrival 
before Ihe pl;ice, tlic tocsin was heard .sounding the alarm to collect the rebels. 
These we could distinctly see from the distancx; running in the xlircctiou of the 
strongholil. 

At a ilistance of about 350 yarxls we took up our position, the guns being in the 
eentrx', supported by a portion of a ;Tgiinen,t of Goorkluis. The sowars, under 
Mr. Jenkinson, went to tiu; extreme right x)f our ))osition, timt is, in front of tlic 
western entrance to the fort, it In'ing consixlcred |)robal)lc that the enemy would 
Duxleavour to (escape by th;it road. A large detachment of Goorkh.as was pJaecxl 
between tlie s'owars and the guns, and an entire regiment xlctachccl tx),th.e left 
(lank. In tliis manner the fort was compk'tely surrouiuk^d ; whilst this was being 
[lone, it is asserted l)y the majority of tixe Eurx)peans present on the occasion, as 
Wfill xxM l>y ('<.)lx,au’l Pul wan tNng, that sevonil shots vv<'re fired at us by the enemy. 
Be this as it may, I'.ie warlike domousl ration made by tlie cnxmiy was quite sufficient 
to justify (he measuics taken against them. A lisie of heads was to be scen behiiul 
(lie mo()i( '.:'.s, in front of tlie main entr.ince ; these men were all armx^i with match- 
l«K*ks. \V' opont^d tire from oin; of tiu.- U-poiuulers with rouad-yi.ot ; this wa!s 
immedi;Ociy responclc'.l io l>y a volley of inalchlocks. Some more' sliots were then 
[iriul by us; ia a!!. 1 believe, twenty. A Hag x)f trux!e was tiu'ii sx'a! iVoin the strx)ng- 
iiolo, an.i tile tiring •xieased. VV'e xh'sirexl that the Rajah and his soUs should bo 
Miuedialclv deliveretl uji. 'I’he messenger returned, promising instant com'iliance ; 
!njt as he di ! not. make his appearance for some few minutes, we xleemcxl it xidvisablc 
io advance. W'e v. .jn* cxnnpelleil to Ibrce thexmtxn' gateway, whieli was barrixiaded’; 
ihc gate io the iluier ptiriiuii of ti e buiiding bail also to be forced ; and inside vve 
roumi mateiiiocks in ix'st, all leady to be used, but not a human being was , to be 
<.e> a. \V<' iis'-ertaioed jiftcrwarxis that the fighting portion x)f tlic garrksbn had 
.'scaped tlirtnigh a hoii- dug in the wall, io the south side x>f the building. Rho/tly 
after tins, ixj.jah Iraxlut, Jvthaii, ajul the messenger wluj came xjut with tlic flag of 
(fuee. were siazc.! ; and subscc|uent tv) that, many prisoners were captured by the 
Goerkhas as they closed in at the back of the building. Among these prisoners was 
one i 'ns.dmt Jehap, the leader of the Khanzaxias, employed by Moxizuflbr ^lehan. 
He i.-i a '/.caiiudar ill 'J'alookiili Povvai'e. Sevcrxil prisoners effected their ^scape,. in 
coa.scqncncc of there not being a proper guai’d placed over them. This circum- 
stance was brought to the attentixm xif Colonel Wrxnighton. The prisoners yaught 
had been hiding in a tank ; all means of flight had been cut off*, by the premises 
being surrounded ; only those escaped altogether who ran avvay in the first instance, 





ind .th^e, bad to swim the Goomtee. In . the afternoon some eighteen prisoners 
.vere decapitated ; these "vv'ere chiefly Khah7.adas, with two or three Chuttrees. 

.In the evening T arranged with* Colonel Wroughtoii to send a regiment of 
jroorkhas, and two guns, to tlie village of Adumpore. My object was to secure the 
;rain there, and to iiurn the village, it being the refuge of Ummer Sing, a noted 
-ebcl ; my spies informed me that Ummer Sing lad fled, and- that the village was 
leserted : I tlicreforo antieipated no resistanc(\ 

On Tuesday. morning, Captain Steel, with the (loorkhas and guns, Mr. .Tenkin- 
30n, with the sowars and the planters, started for Adnmjiore. 1 was busy taking 
out the grain from Moobaruekpore, and, licsides, bad to visit the village of Nugulitec, 
wdiere Mukluloom Buksli, the karinda of Iradnt .lehan, lived. On nearing Aduui- 
pore, the sowars were directed to eneircic the village ; in doing this, they w ere fired 
ii])on : the Goorkhas iinmefliafoly filed off to the right and left, and the guns were 
brought to the fronf. At the lirst discharge (grape) Ummer Sing was wounded. 
After a short time the Goorkhas rushed in, firing at, and cutting down, t!ie enemy, 
The rebels lied, and endeavoured to cross the river; many were shot in this attempt. 
Some sowars dismounted and crossed the river in a small boat, and killed some 
few runaways. Unimer Sing wa.s siiliseqiient !y shot by a iiiusket-ball in the body, 
and was killcil. His body was sent. int(. camp, and was identified by Inmdreds of 
people. The rebels mustored from 120 to 150 strong, and it is computed that 50 of 
them were killed. 

In a former eommnnic,a.tion 1 requested sanction to rewards for I’evtain rebels 
named by me, f have received no reply to that letter. Ummer Sing was among 
those enumerated by me: 1 beg. therefore, that a reply tn.iy be given regarding the 
proposed reward. This man’s death has had a wonderful efli'ct in the district as 
soon as it Ix'c.amc known ; withmit a single e.vcejilion, .'ill* the leaders of gangs fled 
from this part of liie country. 

There were no casiudties on our side. 

In the afternoon I started, wit!) .'>0 men lielonging to Sljunittun Sing, the 
karinda of Hoostuni Sub, for the village of Nngulei'li ; f had sent .')(> men in the 
morning to take possession of the village. ,\fler taking out all the grain I could 
find, I burnt the houses and returned to camp. 

My spies reported that Maiiipa! Sing, Ooditnaraili Sing, and otliers, had 
assembled .500 men at the Gudha. Nullah, lietwcen Munihir and Pi'elkueha ; also, 
that .*100 men were eolk'eted at (’hittoopore, and !)00 at Sudhunpore, a little to the 
north of Peelknch.a, wdtli the ('ctermin.-uion of fighting ns. S’pies were immediately 
sent out to make more particular iiapfirie:'!. 

lathe evening 1 heard that Moi-adfur ,Tohau had smit a message that if any 
indignity w'cre offered to his father or family he would resent, it. 

On Wednesday morning' tradut Jehan w.as hanged, as also Kii.s.'diut .lehnu, 
and the messenger vviio l)rouglit the flag of tniec; and jilayed us lalse. , 'J’lii* . 
women of Iradnt Jehan’s hou''ehold, who had lieen found in tlie stroiigliold, and 
who had been carefully kept inside the bouse, w^cre ])ermitlef! to go away. Jl’he 
whole day was passed in getting .all the grain ami property out of the premi.ses, and 
in .destroying the buildings. • ^ 

On 'IMuirsday' morning the force marched, to C'hittoopore, the place w licre .‘)()0 
men were reported to li.ave been collected, but no vestige of them was to lie seen. 
They had fled, as also the men at the Gudha. Nullah, and at Smlhunpore, on hearing 
of Ummer Sing’s fate. I have forgotten to mention that l.’ulwnnt Sing was 
advancing with a reinforcement of 200 men to thp assistance of Ummer Sing at 
Adumpore, but, bearing the firing of our troo])S, he turneil hack. 

On our road to Cbittooporc we visited tlie village of Kookoodu, the !>raiunins 
^of which place liavc always been noted. as a rebellious tribe. Latterly tliey had 
plundered and destroyed the ijidigo fac-tory .at Koteehun. The ri'siclents of the 
village had fled on (5ur approach ; we took all the grain wc could find, and burnt 

the village. _ . i.- 

The tehsecl and thannah houses of (ihousporc are in c.vecllcnt preservation. 

On Friday morning, Messrs. Carnegy, Jenkinson, and 1 started at 4 a.m., with 
the sowars and 100 Goorkhas, for Munihir, the residence of Mullick Melidee Ruksh. 
This man has been guilty- of many acts ttf revolt, and. .among the I’ost, of having 
driven back the police establishments of Kutghur ami Ghouspore, shortly alter my 
arrival in this district. The Mullick attempted to the last moment to blind us as 
to his real sentiments and condition. He repeatedly sent urzees, and even jiaul up 
balknces of revenue due from him ; but when called on to present himself in person 1

odIv fetjeivcd evasive replies. At-Chittijopore I wwiertiained that haii fleci into 

On -Thnrsday evening- 1 dispatched Sharuttun Sing, vfrith his m'en, and Ajodha 
Persaud, Canoongoe of Unglee, and subsequently Hingun Lall;, Deputy Magistrate, 
to Munihir, to take charge of the Mullick’s effects. On our arrival at Mutiifair, 
we inspected all the property, and having procured carts for its convwance, we 
left the l)ei)iity Magistrate and the Canoohgoe, with the sowars and Shuruttun 
* Sing’s men, to escort it, and proceeded ourselves, with the Goorkhas. towards the 
oarnp. Some property belonging to Mr. Matthews was found in the Mullick’s 
house. Wo overtook the main body of Goorkhas at Peclkucha Ghaut, and got into 
camp at Ghunshamjiore about 1 1 a.m. At 2 p.m. an express was received by sowar 
from Hingun Lall, stating that 300 or 400 Rajkoomars had collected with the 
intention of intercepting the party left behind at Munihir, and* of taking possession 
of all the property. I immediately consulted with Colonel Wroughton, and at 
P.M. a regiment of Goorkiias, with a mountain-train howitzer, under Captain Steel, 
accompanied by Messrs. Carnegy, Jenkinson, and ’myself, were on our way to 
reinforce flinguii Lall ; we reached tlie river in a very short' time, and crossed the 
whole of our force over in less than half-an-hour. Such expedition in turning out 
and proccefling on our jtmrney, I am convinced, will have a due effect upon the 
district. 'The rebels will learn tliat the Goorkhas can prepare and march in a very 
short time* when required to do so. After the force had crossed we learnt that the 
Rajkoom.'U's had dispersed. Hingun Lall had ordered the sowars to remain outside 
the building, with instructions to keep the enemy in play. ‘The sight of the sowars 
must have impi'c.s.scd the rebels with an idea that there was a larger force than 
they had calculated upon, . We returned to camp at sunset. Colonel W'roughton 
wished to return to Jonnpore, as soon as possible, to make up the aniraanition for 
tliC Azimghur force, having received - instructions to co-operate vvith that force 
against certain rebels : wc therefore marched on the following morning to Suro- 
kluinporc, wlicre the tliannah of liudlapore is situated (this is a little tj) the north- 
west of tlic Hudlapore marked in the map). Here also we heard that the rebels 
had fled. The thannah house, a new pukka building, is in good preservation ; itis'“ 
not quite finished. 'I’he t.hani)ahdar^was duly located, and 100 matchlockmen sent 
by Rundhecr Sing, the son of Gujnij Sing, of Singramow, were left to afford him . 
assistance. 

In tlic afternoon some of our party went and destroyed the village of Jugeshur 
Biiksh,. a rebel leader, having previously removed all tlic grain. 

On .Sunday morning, the 4th of October, the force marched towards Runnoo ; 
on our road Messrs. Jenkinson, Carnegy, and I, in company with the sowars, 
visited Nivvada, the residence of Phu lice Sing, a well-known rebel. The. village was 
tleserted ; we removed the grain, and destroyed the huts. Some jiropcrty belonging 
to MV. Waliskc was found. Phullec Sing has been in the employ of the planter at 
Kabnjcra I'or some years past, and lie appears to have taken considerable delight 
in destroying everyihing belonging’ to the factory. Wc encamped at Runnoo. 

lit tile .'d'teriKMui information was received that Muhxlee Hiissun, Nazim of 
Sultanpore. had arrived at Hussunpore, with a rabble of 2,000 men. Mr. Carnegy 
and 1 advoc.iled an immediate attack upon him, arguing that, the longer Mehuee 
Hussun was pennited to organize his forces the mare formidable he would become; 
wc heard also that he had called upon all the talookdars to join him agaiilst 
the Go’. erumeut ; we were overruled, and ilccordingly the next morning we 
cuntinue<l our march. * 

'i'his afternoon Rajah Mulu’sh Narain callefl upon me. At first he raised, 
olijcciioiis to the propositions made by me, but eventually he, promised compliance* 
with si'vcral (IcnmiKls made by me, and he has commenced to keep his word. His 
men have* apprehended tlie brother of Phullee Sing, a man almost as obnoxious to 
order as I’hullee him.sclf. 1 have given the captors .a reward of 100 rupees, and beg 
sanction lo the same. - , 

On ilonday morning- the main body marched into Jounpore ; .Messrs. Carnegy, ' 
Jenkinson, aiul I, going with the sowars to Dhow Kulgunge, the residence of Bulwunt 
Sing. This is the man who was going to aid Ummer Sing with 200 men; yre took 
all the grain W'o could find, and burnt the residence of Bulwunt, 'which, is at a short 
distance' from Oiiow Kulgunge Bazar, and. proceeded to Bisharutpure factory here 
vye stayed during the heat of the day, it being past 11 AiM. wben :we left Dhow 
Kiilgunge, and in the afternofm we returned to Jo.nn{>ore. .1 have no hesitation in 
saying that the effect of our trip will be highly beneficial, .. Tbc rebel l^fidei® bh|Ve 



already fled, and we do not hear of gatherings inskie owr boundary. It is only 
necessary to take the field again to keep in check the turbulent spirits on the Oude 
.frontier. Our presence there will, I feel convinced, go far to prevent semiudars and 
othera from joining the rebel ranks, and it will thereby remove further from us the 
ekments of anarchy and confusion. The revenue is being paid op well. I can 
form no comparison with previous years, n» the demand for the June kist was not 
•made till after the perii^tl when that kist is realised in full, in ordinary years ; in 
other words, the re-rx^cupation only took place in the beginning of September, a 
period when the June kist is usually paiti up in full.

Thr Commissioner of Saiujor to the Secretary to Goremment, Ventral Provinces,

Sir, ' Camp, Dumoh, September 20, 1857. 

MY last letter to you, reporting on the state of aihiirs in this part of the 
country, was dated the i4tl» inst.ant, and in my sluirt letter, ilated the IHtli in.st'ant, 
I reported the safe arrival at Saugor of the Kuropcan fugitives from Lnllutpore. ' 

2. On the morning of the I7tli instaiil, a detachment- from lliis coin inn pro- 
ceeded to Nnrsingghur, under the eommaiul of Major Jenkins, for the purpose of 
reinstituting a thannah at tliat post; our police liaving, some time ago, been driven 
away by the Shahghur Kajah’s troops. 

8. On arriving- near the town, tiiey observed a lai^e party of niatchlocknien 
on the plain, and another p;irty in the small fort manning' the w alls, .and evidently 
intending tofiglit.' But, on seeing our guns coming near to the fort, the enemy 
abandoned the ]) 08 t, and r.au as fast as tliey could to the hank of the river; on 
wliich our Infantry charged up tlie hill and fonml the enemy in the act of crossing 
a deep and rapid ford over the River iSon.ai. 'I'hc Infantry at once opened fire on 
the fugitives and killed about 50 of ( hem ; otlscrs were clrow-ned, and about 00 taken 
prisoners. So rapid was tlio (light that (he enemy had hardly time to return fiye. 
Among the prisoners was ,a man w-ho had been appointed leh.seeldar of the Niur- 
singghur pergunnah by the Rajah of Shahghur. lie and some others of tlie rebels 
were tried and luingeil. 

4. On the morning of the 18th instant, 1 heard that the Dinapore mutineers, 
who had been some time halted at B.anda, had jiroei-edeil towards Nagpde, and on 
the evening of that day I received information from Myhere, through the Native 
Assistant there, that the 50th Regiment at Nagode had mutinied, and that seven of 
the officers had arrived at Myhere. But wh.at had become of Major Ellis, Assistant 
Political Agent, and Mr. Coles, Superintendeijt, I am not aware. I immediately 
recalled the detachment from Nm-singgluir, and it arrived yesierday morning. 

5. Early yesterday morning I heard that the irhief conspirators at Jubhul- 
pore, viz.. Rajah Shuiika Sah, and his .son, Bngeni.-ith Sah..\\ho liad resolved on 
the murder oi" all the Europeans, and the destruirtion of tlio station, harl been tried 
and executed by being blowm.away from guns, and that considerable «".\eitement pre- 
vailed in the‘52n(l Regiment. 

' 6. About half-past 11 i'.m. last niglit, I received an i-xpre.ss from Jnbbulpore, 

stating that the .52n(l Regiment at that station luul mutinied, aiul gone off on the 
night of the 18th instant, taking their arms, and amnuinilion in poiu-h, with them, 
but without injuring any one, or property. 1 immediately reipicsted the officer 
commanding the moveable eolumu to disarm the two companies of the 52nd 
Regiment aUached to the column ; although they had. the <!ay tjcfore, ilonc gOod 
service at Nnrsingghur, yet it was impossible to tru.st them any longer, and this 
was admirably carried out at daylight this morning, f!.e men laying down their 
arms and accoutrements in a perfectly quiet maimer. 

7. This having been done, 1 called a council of war of some of the senior 
officers, to resolve on what was to be done in the present state of affairs, and 1 
have the honor to inclose a copy of the resolutions of the council. 

8. It having been resolved to {ibandon Dumoh for tlie present, the column will 
march towards ^ubbulpore to-morrow nmrning. 

'V 9. The Punnah Rajah having been reported, by the political authorities, to be 
-staunch, abd a portion of his force Ijeing in possession of the thannahs of Siincriah 
and Ho«ta in the Dumoh district ; the latter, however, of which lie had taken from

having; been' attacked by tboae troops, I requested his bhamley^ 

occupy Dumoh on account of the British Government untii lurthb)* ^ders. * 

, ip. I: deeply regret this retrogade movement, but under the circumstances of

■ ll, I have not as yet received any official reports detailing the circamstaoces 
of ithe mutinies at Nagode and Jubbalporc; but from private notes 1. learn that 
neither, of the corps injured, their, officers. 

12. WJien 1. last heard, the 5Gth were at Nagocle, along with the Dinapore 
mutineers, but .what tlieir intentions are 1 c.annot yet say. The 52nd Regiment 
appear to have marched into the district to pick up their detachments, and 1 trust 
will leave these territories without doing further mischief, especially when- they hear 
that this column is moving iowarrls .fubbulpore. 

' 13. On receiving the official reports of the mutinies, and of the proceedings of 
the ilelachmont which retook .Nursinggdiur, 1 will duly forward them to Government, 
and will report fnrtimr in a flay or two.

Minutes of Council of War. 

AT a Council of "N'/ar, cf)mposed of Colonel J. Millar, commanding Nagpore 
Moveable Column, Major W. C. Erskinc, Commissioner, Saugor division, Major 
Jenkins, Deputy Assistant ^^'uartermastcr-Gcncral, Captain Ludlow, Chief Engineer, 
Captain Pinkney, OiHeiritiug Sessions Judg’e, and Lieutenant Nembhard, lieputy 
•Commissioner of Durnoh, on the 20th September, 1H57, after disarming the two 
companies. of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry, whifdt accompanied the Madras 
Field Force, the Coinmissiotif'r laid licfore the (\)uncil two notes, and the 
following \ icw {»f the .state of affairs h[km) which the snlyoined resolutions were 
agreed to. 

Afithentie inlelligenee having been received that the oOtli Bengal Native 
Tnflintry have mutinied at Nagode, and joined tl>e Dinapore mutineers, who arrived 
there from Banda, and that the .'j2iKl Bengal Na.(ive • Infantry Iiave miiliniod at 
.lubbnlporc, and g'one f)frwitli their arms ;tnd forty rounds per man, with* the supposed 
intention of joining some disaff(!eted thakoors on the Lower llcrun, in tlu' .lubbulpore 
district; there will thus remain for the protection of tlu; Duinoli and .lubbulpore 
districts, and to cover those to tl;e south of tiie Nerbudda, the tronjis shown in the 
margin,* of which the Rifles are not altogether to bo depended .on, and may possibly 
have to be disanncfl. Tlie total reliable force i-s thus ;< — .500 Infantry, and bO 
Cavalry, including sick, and G guns. 

The Dumob district is nearly all lying waste in consequence of the rebellion, 
and has been p.liindcred from one end to tin; other by tlie rebels. Domoh Khass is a 
large open town forty-five miles from Sangor, and sixty-eight from .lubbulpore. It 
cannot be doieiuled l)y 200 men without guns, and the jail fort is commanded by a 
hill within jingal shot. 'I'he Jubbulpore district has yet in no way suffered from 
rebellion, and cultivation is going on as usual. Jubbulpore itself is a large commer- 
cial town, and cantonment perfectly ojkui ; for the defence of which the 165 Infantry 
and forty sabres and two guns, now there, arc not sufficient. It is also situated 
near the north bank «)f the Ner!)udda. and about midway cn the high road betw'een 
■ Nagpore .‘ind Mirzapore, which is al.so the main dfik-road between Calcutta and 
Bombay. In the event of this di.slrict remaining staunch and uninjured, forces 
oi>erat inglo the south of Mlaliahad and BniKlelcund will probably be, in great jiart, 
supplied with grain from this, aiid the districts to (he south of the Nerbudda'. 
Although insurrection has not actually as yet broken out in the Jubbulpore district; 
yet disaffection cxi.st8 to a considerable extent, and only a few days ago a, deep-laid 
conspiracy to murder the Europeans and raise the country was discovered by the 
Deputy Commis.sioner, Lieutenant Clerk, and happily nipped in the bud. It is not

■It thus becomes necessary to decide on the following^ points 
li 'Shall Dumoh be Weld or abandoned ? Unanimously determined that it shall 
be abandoned ; that the civil officers and treasure shall accompan)’ the Madras 
column, which will retire to defend Jubliulpore ; that the stamps be destroyed, and 
that as it is impossible to remove the records, only the trcasiiry accounts be taken 
•away. The 200 of the 31st Beng;al Native Infantry, now g;arrisonina^ Dumoh, will 
retire to Saugor and join their head -quarters. 

2. How is the Dumoh district to be temporarily disposed of? 

That Kooriur Shambejoo, an officer of the Vunnali llajah, now holding Hntta 
with a considerable force for the British Government, l)e rccpicsted to lake charge 
of the district; that the police hold the jail and jail fort until his arrival, which will 
probably be to-morrow, when they c.an follow the 31st to Saugor if necessary. 

3. What is to be done with the disarmed im n of the 52ud Bengal Native 
Infantry now in camp ? 

As thc.se men have, up to this time, act<!d again.st the rebeks, and lad aved well, 
their lives would be greatly endangered by being left in this district disarmed ; 
therefore it is the opinion of all, save C.a|)tuin Ludlow, tdini tliey should aeeompnny 
the Madras column to .lubbulpore. Captain Ijiidlov\ is of opinion timt i hey will 
encumber the Madras column, and that, they should l)o sent to Kangor v. itii the 
31st Bengal Native Infantry. 

4. Shall the R.i lies be disarmed ? 

As, up to this time, tli<^ Rifles have behaved well ;• as the letter.-; charging them 
with disafl’cetion contain only assertions, without j)roors juu ticulm’s i as di.sanning 
them, save for very grave reasons, may .seriously <“ompromis(‘ the Nagpf)re autho- 
ritie.s, it is unanimctusly decided that the Rifles be not a.s y(‘t di.sarmed, but that 
they be well looked after ; and in .case of our meeting mutineers, the question of 
their being disarmed be again considered.

IN continuation of iny letter dated the 2(’th instant, I liave. (lie honor to report 
that, in spite of very heavy rain on that night, the eohimn in:;!<‘Iied ch'ven miles on 
the morning of the 21.st, to IJbhana. and y''s1;*rv!a.y tliree mil-’s more, to the bank 
of the Beannee river, ne.ar this; but, owing to the swollen state ol the river, not 
half of the force and baggage has yet arrived on this ground, and 1 fear all will not 
be over till to-morrow afternoon. 

2. The head-quarters of the. fiiutinons ;'»2nd N.afive Infantry, on leaving Jnbbnl- ' 
pore, vvemt to Patnn, a town about ttvciily miles from .lubbulpore, on the left bank 
of the Herun river, to ])ick iq) a eompau'' of the ri*giuu;nt lle.'re on command,, , anti a 
second detachment of 40 men at Knttuhgee, higher up the river. Both parties 
joined the mutineers, except Tauhay, Khan, the jemadar f)f the Kuttnngec detach- 
ment, w'ho remained faithful; and they tot)k Lieutenant McGregor, (he officer 
commanding the detachment at Patuh, prisoner, doing him, however, no injury, but 
stating that unless the olliccr commanding the regiment, wotdd give them their pay- 
up to the 18th instant, and make over to them the subadar and 10 men who ha<l 
remained faithful, they would take Lieutenant IMcGregor with them to Delhi (I

sttiim Irem jebbulpore, on the Mirzapore roadj; with two <eui»a}terii|iifJt4«ntenM^^ 
Barton and Cockburn. These officers were ordered into Jubbuipore, ^and wfere 
allowed by their men to take their departure, and they hwre safely r^ached JubbuI-' 
pore; their men bidding them farewell, with, apparently, much regret, and with 
tea*« in their eyes. ; - 

5. The Saleemabad detachment allowed these officers and the Deputy Collector 
to bring away some 2,000 rupees of treasure, but took some 1,400 rupees '^as their 
pay up to date.” • . ' 

'6. The regiment Is still in the Jupbulpore district, endeavouring, it is said, to 
induce several of the talpokdars and zemindars to join them in plundering Jubbul* 
pojre and villages. 

I inclose a copy of the Officiating Deputy Commissioner of Jubbulpore’s 
letter dated the 19th instant, and of its inclosure from his Assistant, and a trans- 
lation of a paper found in the possession of the chief conspirator at Jubbulpore. 

8. Major Ellis, the Assistant Political Agent at Nagode, and Mr. C. R. Coles, 
the Superintendent of Nagode, arc, I am happy to say, safe at Punnah; and from 
the latter officer 1 have received a note stating his intention to return to Nagode as 
soon as the mutineers leave it. 

9. I learn that the mutineers w'ho went to Nagode, as well as the .“jOth, who 
joined them, intend going to Rywah, but I doubt this. They took the treasure 
(about a lac, I believe) from Mr. Cole’s treasury, but got no arms or ammunition, 
beyond the usual amount in their possession, as Major liampton blew up the 
magazine and destroyed the spare arms. 

10. Kour Sbamleyjonj the Rajah of Punnaij’s General, to whom I made over the 
Dumoh district, as stated iu'my letter of the 20th instant, has taken charge with some 
thousand men and two guns, and promises me to keej) it for our Government, 
and to keep the dak open to Saugor. 

11. I learn, by a note from the Deputy Commissioner of Saugor. dated the 19th, 
that, the previous day, the Brigadier scut a party of 100 of the 42nd Native Infantry, 
200 of the 31st, 100 of the 3rd Irregular Cavalry, and tliree 9-pounders, and, some 
30 European gunners (with European oHiccrs), acc*oinj)aiji(*(l by 200 . Customs 
cbupras.sees and 30 police sowars, to attack the Bankipore Rajah’s array (who had 
assembled at Nurriaolee, a strongly-entrenched village of oyrs about ten miles from 
Saugor). 

12. I most deeply regret to report that our troops found the enemy too strong 
for thcjn. Lieutenant-Colonel Dalzell, commanding the, 31st, was shot dead ; 
Lieutenant Prior, of the 33rd Madras Native Inl'antry (Executive Officer at Saugor), 
was shot through both tiiighs; and Lieutenant Campbell, of the 31st Native 
Infantry, through the wrist. Both the wounded officers arc doing well. Many 
sepoys luid chupprassees were killed and wounded, and the force was obliged to 
retire to. Saugor ; but as yet I have no official dispatch, 

13. This failurA together with the necessary withdrawal of this column from 
Dumoh aitd the neighbouring district of Saugor, must necessarily have the very 
worst effect on the minds t)f our subjects who were inclined to be faithful, and also 
on the minds of the neighbouring chiefs, who wdll l)e again made aware of our weak- 
ness. Wc have also two, if not the .remains of five, mutinous regiments, in these 
territories, many petty disaffected Chiefs, and the state of Bhopal much disturbed ; 
the danger is therefore considerable, and I (rust that large reinforcements may l>e 
sent to the small Madras force now at my disposal, as soon as available. 

14. Jubbul|.W)re and five of the other districts arc not oidy well cultivated, but 
have a large stock of last year ’.s .grain, and if ])re.serv('d will be'uble to supply niiieh 
grain and-cattle for the army aljout to assemble at Allaluibad and elsewhere!

The Deputy Commissioner of Jubbulpore to the Commissioner of Saugor , 

^ ^ JtiUtitlpore, September 19, 18.')7. 

1 HAVE the honor, in continuation, of ray letter of the 12th iilstaot, to report 
that I succeeded in gaining information regarding the alarm on the last dav of the 
Mohurrum, and the intentions of the rebels, that has led tof the' apprehension, • 
conviction, and execution of the two principals. 

2. For some days I was unable to get any clue, and had it not been that the 



r^o^rts from two distinct sources,, one from a raodktear of Tejee Sing, of 
fiy|ranlghur, the other from some sepoys in2the 52nd, I should have been inclined to 
believe the alarm groundless. 

3^ Khoohedl Chund Seth, of Jubbulpore, was the first native who came forward 
and' told me that the report was a true one ; that it had been- the intention of 
l%a,jah ShunkerShah, his son Kuggonauth Shah, accompanied by several semindars, 
with their followers, and in concert with some of the sepoys of the 52nd; to attack 
the cantonments on the last day of the Mohurrum, murder all the Europeans, burn 
the cantonments and afterwards plunder the treasury and city ; that it haxl not 
taken place, on the appointed day for two reasons, first, that they were uncertain 
how many of the sepoys would join them ; secondly, that two of the jemadars cif the 
rebel party had refused to act with them ; it was also hinted that an attempt might 
be made during the Dusscrah. 

4. As 1 have not yet got evidence against many of the /.cmindars supposed to 
bo implicated, or against the two who arc said to have broken witli the rebels, and 
as the case is .still under investigation, 1 refraiu from mentioning their names at 
present. 

5. My informant mentioned two -persons, residents in Poorvva, as capable of 
telling me what was going on there. I immediately sent for them, and' after taking 
their evidence on oath, proceeded to take stops to ascertain the truth of their state- 
ments, which corroborated all that had been previously re{)ortc(l, and proved that 
some sepoys, two of whom I learned to be amongst the worst characters in the 
tegiment, and who have since deserted with their arms, were in the habit of visiting 
ShunkerShah, and Ruggonauth Shah, where they met Sheonauth Sing of Mugur- 
moha, and also- of being constantly with Davi Sing and Opinrao Sing of Bugrai, and 
Juggut Sing of Berkeri ; it was also stated that there’wero a (pjantity of matcli- 
locks and some few hundred men collected in the jungly hills near the two latter 
villages. 

C. A man in whom T had confidence was sent disguised to Poorwa : he was so 
far successful as to be admitted into the confidence of the Rajah, he Heard their 
plans, and his opinion regarding the probability of success was asked; his evidence 
is corroborated by a servant he took with him. 

7. Acting on this information, on the morning of the 14th, 1 went with Lieu- 
tenant Balilvvin and a party of 20 sowars and 40 police, to Poorwa, without having 
previously given any intimation of my intention to any one. The Rajah Shunker 
Shah, Ruggonauth Shah, and some thirteen people in his house, were arrested and 
lodged in jail without the slightest difficulty. 

8. Half the party of police were then sent to Mugurmoha, where they arrested 
Beekun Syig, Sheonauth Sing, and .Tai Sing Deo ; and the remainder to Bugrai, 
■where they were nUt so successful, Devi Sing, having got notice of the arrest in 
Poorwa and gone off to Berkeri, where the police followed, and found that village 
likewise deserted, except by a few Gond cultivators, from whom they learned thaft 
Gujadhur Tewaree, the first sepoy of the 52nd who deserted, was tme of Devi 
Sing’s party. 

9. No arms were found in either village. 1 Imve been told, but the report 
requires confirmation, that Devi Sing and Juggut Sing arc in the jungles on the left 
bank of the Nerbudda, with some 300 or 400 men : under existing circumstances, it 
would not be politic to take away any j)art of the force,' now here, in pursuit; and 
even if that could be done without risk, the nature of the country is such that there 
is little chance of the expe<lition l>eiug .attended with sufcc.ss. 

' 10. On searching Rajah Shunkcr Shah’s and Ruggonauth Sh.ah’s house, several 

papers of a rebellious tendency were found ; one in particuLar, a copy of which is 
annexed to this letter. It is a prayer invoking his Deity to aid him, Shunkcr Shah, 
in the destruction of all Europeans, to upset our Government, and re-establish his 
own ; the paper was found in a silk bag in which he kept his fan, by the bed, from 
which he rose as I entered his house ; the pr.aycr is written on n scrap torn from a 
Government proclamation issued after the massacre at Meerut, and the remainder 
of the proclamation, ■with this piece torn out* o<’ it, has hecMi round, before me, 
amongst his papers. A second prayer, differing immaterially in one or two words, 
was also found ; it appears to be in the handwriting of Ruggonauth Shah, but there 
is-no evidence. of that beyond similarity of handwriting. 

11. On the second night of their imprisonment, a report came from the regi- 
mental Hum that it was the intention of some of the sepoys to attempt to rescue 
the rebels who had been arrested. The Madras force was turned out, and remained 
! , 2 0 



under arms all night. One compai|qfA wa^sent to ^tpn^ the jail guard"; but as 

it was considered advisable not to divtde the sthatlTorce, the prisoners for whom a 
rescu^QUght .have. been .attempted, were takep put of the jail and, brought, up. to the 
Residency. In the course of the nigii^ a few shots were fired in thh* lines, and a 
picquet was fired on, but from a long distance ; after which eight of the*worst 
characters in the regiment set hre to a bungalow, .aud went off with their arms. 
Cavalry patrolled the station through the night, and, excepting what ' hds ' been 
above related, no disturbance of any kind occurred in the city or elsewhere. 

12. At daylight 1 sent off a duffadar with 12 sowars after the deserters; they 
have not yet returned. . 

■ 13. In the case of Rajah Shunker Shah and Ruggonauth Shah the evidence 
was conclusive. It was clearly established that they had, in concert with other 
thakoors and some of the sepoys of the 52nd, conspired to attack and burn the 
station, murder every European, and plunder the treasury and city. They were 
both sentenced to death by the Commission^ under Act XIV of 1857, and bloVn 
away from guns yesterday morning. 

14. This mode of execution was adopted, in preference to hanging, for the 
following reasons : some excitement prevaileil in the lines of the 52nd, and a 
rescue might have been attempted ; it would have taken some tin\e to put up the 
gallows, and it would have been necessary for a large portion of the Madras force 
to have attended on the spot at a djstanca from the Residency ; it was considered 
the most expeditious and safest way of carrying out the sentence. 

15. About 6 o’clock p.m., it was suspected that the sepoys were resolvetl to 
make some move in the course of the night, but nothing was positively known. 
To have acted then on the offensive, and deprived the men of their arms and 
ammunition, would have been the wisest course, had it not been for the three officers 
on detachment at Slccmabad and Patun : any extreme measures on our part would 
have been signing their death-warrants. 

16. Between 9 and 10 o’clock p.m., the regiment rose in a body, excepting one 
native officer and about ten rank and file, and quietly left their lines, taking with 
them their muskets and what ammunition was in their pouches ; ail their other 
property they left behind. 

17. They remained, for some time, in the vicinity of their lines, and afterwards 
moved off round the city, taking the road to Patun, whence it is believed they will 
go to Kuttra Belkhera, to joinThakoor Hindooput, who, with many other thakoors, 
has been long waiting for an opportunity of the kind, to rise. In passing through 
the city the mutineers fired a few shots, and wounded one chowkedar. 

18. Immediately it was known that the 52nd were leaving their linc.s, a party of 
the 33rd moved down to secure the magazine, and a guard of police and sowars 
were placed over the treasury, and I am happy to be able to state that' in a very 
short time, both magazine and treasure were safely lodged in the Residency. 

19. Intimation of what was taking place was sent express to the officers on 
detachment, and as the mutineers arc reported to liave said that they will not injure 
one of their officers, as they have always been treated well and kindly by them, I 
sincerely trust wc shall see Lieutenants Barton, MacGregor, and Cockburn, in here 
before night. 

20. In passing by the city last night, the mutineers stated their intention of 
returning in two or three days ; and when joined by the three detachments out in 
the district, and po.ssibly by the two companies with your column (if they get away), 

I think it not unlikely that they may make an attempt to plunder the city. 

21. At present all is as quiet as possible, but the 50th. having gone at Nagode, 

and the 52na here, we have no longer detachments to keep thakoors inclined to 
plunder in order, and I fear this district will share the same fate as others to the 
north. • . 

22. The remaining two squadrons of the 4th Afadras Light Cavalry leave 
Karaptee on the 21st of this month, and I , have written to request that they will 
come up as quickly as possible; regarding the other three companies of ; the 33rd, 

I am uncertain whether they can be spared or not, bat I am ’in hopes that the 
company from Sconce will be sent up at oriCe. • ' ■ . 

23. I beg to attach copy of a letter dated 19th September, from ‘Lieutenant 

C. Baldwin, Assistant Commissioner, regarding the conduct of the soWars and police 
last evening at the treasury. ■ . ' ^ c, '

,,. 1 HAyU the honor to report that, on the rumour gaining ground last evening 
that the 52ind Regiment had mutinied, 1 proceeded towards the treasury. On my 
way I met Ijl^ulah Buksh, naik of the guard, who informed me that the guard had 
left. I received the same information from the Jemadar of Nujeebs, named Baboo 
Khan, who is on duty at the treasury, and proceeded with him to the cutchery. 
Oh approaching we were cliallenged, and fopnd Ajoodhea Ram, sepoy of the 52nd, 
standing sentry alone over the treasury-door. He and the naik had gallantly 
and faithfully remained on their posts, and while tlie latter came to report, the 
sepoy remained on guard. As soon as the news could reach the lines of the police, 
they turned out in full strength, under .Jemadar fsree Pershad, who although, as 
you arc aware, seriously sick, accompanied them to the treasury, where they 
formed an' efficient and loyal guard. The mounted police were also quickly on the 
spot, and Jemadar Sccundcr Kah gave willing assistance in the protection of the 
treasure, which was safely conveyed to the Agency. 

2. My object in making this report is to bring to notice the meritorious 
•conduct of the naik and sepoy of the 52nd, and that of the officers herein- 
mentioned, as well as of Nunhey Tewarce, and another jemadar of police, Lall 
Khan, who were with the guard.

AFTER respects, the representation is this: that Shaick Dianuth Allee,

, said that the Major Sahib and Masotn S^bib told the ^ Madras sepoys tcl sehe all 
the arms of the regiment, and hill thera^then you \till receive, 30 rupees per man, 
*as reward, and be pronioted to subadar>bahadoors ; this speech*the ,iiaidldar-major 
made to the havildars on duty/ . ^ , 

If he had not said this we would not have deserted and saved pur lives^I;»y: 
flight, as only from the havildar-major*s speech we deserted. ‘ It is. proper 'that 
these men should by some moans or other be sent to us ; Jet them be seised and 
Sent; wc have committed no injury to the Government; and as for the muskets 
and cartridge-boxes which wc brought away with us, we have left Our property’* kin 
lieu thereof; having sold it, take the price — each sepoy left about 30 rupees’ worth 
pf |)roperty.; also send pay for one month and fifteen days. We are men of hon'or* 
and are doing Government service here. Your lordship answered that the 
Madras sepoys are not under my authority, then having become helpless, we'eame 
away here by your order to save our lives; and on the lOth of May, when your 
officers fled, then we, being faitliful to our salt, did not say anything to your 
lordships ; and at that time the Madras regiment was not present, and when the 
Adjutant Sahib was attacked by a sepoy with a bayonet, if we had not been true 
to our salt, why did wo seize the sepoy and make him over to you ? And your 
highness is our lord and master;* but when we did not find any way to save ouc 
lives, we fled and came here, and we had regard to your lordship’s salt ; if not 
at that time wc might have killed you. And if you do not let these sepoys go,, 
then this sahib we will not kill, but having bound him will take him to Delhi ; and 
if you will send those .sepoys, then we will c.^Use the sahib to arrive where you 
are. Moreover, having seized those sepoys, send them with a guard of police, and 
it will be well ; and if life remains, we will again be })resent in your service, we 
will not run away. 

This letter is written on the part of all the sepoys and non-commissioned officers. 
All'the sepoys and non-comrnissioned and commissioned officers send salaam.

The Deputy Commissioner to the Commissioner of Saugor. 

Sir, * Saugor, August 17, 1857. 

NO alteration has taken place in the affairs of this district since the date of 
my last w-eekly report of the 10th August. The rebel Chiefs of Shahghur and 
Banpore apf>ear to compel our malgoozars to join their standards, by threatening, 
to burn and plunder their villages, and by mutilating them, or cutting off their 
noses. 

2. I am sorry to observe that very little land appears to be brought under 
cultivation, and I fear the prospects are worse in the disturbed pergunnabs, from, 
which places 1 can obtain no intelligence. 

3. The whole of the evil- that has fallen on this, and the surrounding districts, 
has been caused by the Rajahs of Banpore and Shahghur ; the disaffection of the 
42nd, and 3i d Irregular Cavalry, would nave had no effect in the district, had it not 
beeii^ for the traitor of Banpore: he took advantage of our difficulties, and after 
deceiving the authorities at Lullutpore; entered the Kooryeepergunnah, in the guise 
of a friend, pretending that he came to assist the Government, all the while plundering 
our villages, and ino'^ting our zemindars to rebellion. 

.4. The Rajah of Banpore has long since assumed the functions of government 
in British territory, his agents demand and receive rent, not only for the present,' 
hut on account of balances of tlic past y^ear, and they designate themselves 
“ the sircar.” . ‘ 



t* ' 6, Most bf the Obareedai^s aiid Chieis of this district have joined the rebel 

imahs, and I now beg to record it,. as my firm conviction, that, to ensure the per- 
inan'ent security ’of this district, the severest examples must be made of these men*, 
even to their extermination ; they have been treated at all times with tl>e greatest 
liberality and consideration by Oovernment : the revenue demanded from them is, 
in many instances, nominal; and this is the return they give to the Btate.' 

G. On the 13th instant information was received that the rebels had assembled 
in considerable numbers at Rutownah, about six miles from Saugor ; the Brigadier 
ordered two guns, with twenty-'cight European artillerymen, and all the sepoys ofl' 
duty,, and two-thirds of the men on guard, with a small party of C/avalry, to attack 
them ; a body of Customs chuprassees, vvith their officers, mid I, with fifteen of the 
district police sowars, aceompaniod the force. 

7. The rebels retreated into thick jungle on our approach ; after firing a rocket 
into the advanced party, their place of shelter was burnt down ; one of the rebels 
yras shot, artd two taken prisoners. I remarked that large bodies of natives of all 
denominations, flocked out to meet the troops ; they appeared delighted to see them; 
and were extremely respectful. 

8. I beg to anne.v a list of dacoitees, and other outrages reported during the 
past week.

Sir, , Saugor, August 24, 1857. 

IN continuation of my weekly report dated the 17th instant, I’havc the honor 
to infonn you that on Monday, the 17th, a force consisting of three guns with 
thirty-five European artillerymen, and all the available sepoys off duty, with a 
party of Customs chuprassees under their Phiropcaii'’ officers, , were dispatched to 
disperse the rebels who had assembled at Kunnera Clond, about eight miles off. 
The rebels fled on receiving information of the approach of the force ; the police 
afterwards captured some grain and cattle that the rebels had plundered, and made 
four prisoners. 

2. On* the IDth instant a detachment of sepoys, with a few sowars, were ordereti 
to proceed to Mouzah Surarcc, about eight miles from Saugor, where the rebels had 
assembled under Doulet Sing, of Shahghur; the rebels, as usual, fled on tlic 
approach of the detachment ; eight of the num were apprehended in the pursuit 
that ensued. They were triofl and four hung, they having been convicted of bearing 
arms against the State, and implicated in dacoitees aiul other outrages on the 
surrounding villages. Sixty-five maunds of mixetl grain aiul fifty head of liorned 
cattle, plundered by the rebels, were captured in the village of Suraree. 

3. On the same day, the 19th instant, the rebels from Sanodah attacked the 
village of Doogasara ; they were repulsed by the zemindar and the men whom he 

, had entertained, with a loss of- seven rebels killed, and five or six wounded. The 
villagers afterward^ cut off the heads of two of the men that had been killed, and 
brought them into Saugor ; the remainder killed were carried off by the rebels. 

4. Since the date of the above attacks, the rebels have retired from Sanodah 
•and Kurrapore, and there are now no rebels within ten miles of Saugor; and thus 
the iron bridge near Sanodah, which they intended to destroy, is left uninjured. 
I sent out a party of police on the 21st instant to Sanodah to destroy and burn the 
gate of the Gharree, so as to prevent its again being held by the rebels; the police 
captured some of our villagers who had joined and assisted the rebels.

Sir, Saugor, August 31, 1857, 

IN continuation of my weekly report dated the 24th instant, I have the honor 
to inform you that oh the morning of Friday, the 28th instant, I received informa- 
tion that the rebels had surrounded the village of Kurrapore, about twelve miles 
from Saugor, and intended immediately to attack it, and murder the , malgoozar 
and his family, who were inimical to them, because he refused to join in the outrages 
which they were committing. 1 immediately applied to Brigadier Sage for a small 
detachment to proceed without delay to the relief of Kurrapore, but I regret tq 
report that just as the detachment (fifty sepoys under a European officer) was on 
the point of starting, information reached me that the calamity I wished to avert, 
had actuallk' taken place, and that Phoonduii Sing, one of the malgoozars of Kurra- 
pore, and Itashce Ram, malgoozar of Pcepuria, and his follower, Nunhey Pany, 
were all murdered by the rebels of Kurrapore. 

2. With a view to open the line of commuhicatioii to Dumoh, and to protect 
the iron bridge at Sanodah, the Brigadier, on the 25th instant, directed a detach- 
ment of the 31st Native Infantry, consisting of fifty men under Major Legard, to 
proceed to the latter ])lace. On the 27th instant Major Legard attacked a party of 
the rebels assembled at Surruskoh, about five miles from Sunodah ; one man was 
killed and his head sent into Saugor, and three of the rebels were t^ken prisoners. 
Prior to Major Legard’s detachment proceeding to Sanodah, I had sent a party 
of police armed with muskets to protect the village of Doogasera (close to Sanodah), 
which had been threatened-by the rebels. 

3. In consequence of the Shahghur rebels h.aving assembled at Barrodra, and 
other villages around Dhana, I deemed it advisable, on the 26th instant, to 
dispatch a parly of sixty Nnjeebs and matchlockmen to“ assist the zemindars in 
holding their village. The zemindars of Dhaua have become very obnoxious to 
the Shahghur rebels in conpequcnco of their refusing to join them, and for having 
attacked the rebels, with their followers, on the 25th instant, at Mouzah llupsullee, 
on which occasion the Dhana people liillcd three of the rebels, and took six prisoners ; 
one of these men, Lalla Doolarch* Lai, had made himself very conspicuous in the 
present disturbances, by aiding and joining Boodun Dovva on his taking possession 
of Rehlee. Several documents are in this office written by Lalla Doolareh, wherein 
he calls upmi various zemindars to join in the rebellion. Another of thc^ prisoners. 
Julkun Lodhee, had been appointed killadar by the Shahghur rebels. Both these 
men, with Ilirdai Saha, nephew of Julkun, were tried and convicted under Act 
No. XI of 1857, and sentenced to be hung. The three remaining prisoners were 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment. 

I have received a letter from the Rajah of Shahghur, in which he professes to 
be a well-wisher to the British Government, and that in invading British territory 
he acted in good faith and to assist the Government ; he further pretends that he 
is prepared tf) send Lieutenant Gordon, and other officers and ladies, from Lullut- 
pore, whom lie has treacherously imprisoned, to Saugor ; but he pretends tha't the 
rains, and the disturbed state of the country, prevents him, when he is well, aware 
that there is not a rebel between this and Barratur (where the ftffiicers are confined) 
who is not a follower, or in the pay, of the Rajah of Shahghur. The Rajah states 
in his letter that some of his hurkaras’ have been hung, and others imprisoned, by 
the authorities at Saugor ; this is entirely false, and the bearers of the Rajah’s 
letters, two men who were employed by Brigadier Sage to convey a letter to the 
Rajah, were im|)risoned by him in irons for fourteen days, and two hurkaras whom 
I dispatched on the 13th instant, with a khureeta from you, have not ^ince been 
heard of.

Sir, Saugi^t September.,?, 1857, 

THE aspect of affairs in this district continues much the saine as reported in 
my last communication dated the 3Ist ultimo. 
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2. Tndur Sing, of Soojneepore, continues, with a fargc body of rebels, to stop 
the communication on the Dumoh rodd about Shahprire. {Several letters dispatched 
by you have been intercepted, and the bearers of letters are , mutilated by this 
miscreant and his followers, who cut off their noses and hands. I imagine the rebels 
must number about 500 strong. 

3. From reports received from Rehlee, I am led to suppose that the Shahghur 
rebels do not number more than 60 men in the fort. The c,ond uct of Rao Kesho, 
Rao of Rehlee, aiid a pensioner -of the British Government, appears very suspi- 
cious, and will have to be closely investigated. 

4. The Banpore rebels appear to be in considerable numbers at Nuraolee: 

from all accounts I calculate there must be about 1,500 men at that pqpt, and with 
theni arc the whole of the late Liillutpore tooman, about 100 men, under Oomrao 
Sing, armed with Government muskets. ' ' 

; 5., Having received intelligence of a body of rebels assembled at Futtehnore, I 

■ directed a party of police, on the 2nd, to attack and seize them with thqir puinder ; 
four prisoners were apprehended • one, after trial,, was sentenced to transportation, 
for life, and the others to imprisonment for ten, seven, and five years resj>ectively ; 
two of the rebels were killed in the attack, and their heads brought intoSaugor; 
two others were wounded, and afterwards died ; all these four men were followers of 
the Banpore Rajali, and formed part of his force at Nurrowlee.

Major Jenkins to Colonel Millar. 

Sir,v •' Camp, Dumoh, September \9) , \Sb7 . 

I HAVE the honor to inform you that, on th^ morning of the 17th instant, I 
proceeded, agreeably to your order, with the force as per margin,* for the purpose 
of collecting grain from certain rebel villages. » 

2. On arriving with a reconnoitering party at Nursinghtir, I found that the

fort was a very strong stone-built place, with a wet ditch, and well covered With 
gardens and stone incmsures. The forV was occupied by about 250 inatchlockmen.. 

3. * Behind the fbrt runs the Sonur river, having a very deep and difficult ford 
immediately behind the fort, and another pretty good ford about half-a-mile lower 
dow’n. 

4. Finding that the enemy were so strongly posted, I extended a portion of the 
Infantry, to cut them off from the lower ford, and^ brought the.guns into position for 
throwing shrapnel. 

5. Before, however, a shot could be fired from the guns, the enemy suddenly' 

retired, and, advancing the Infantry at a run, we c^me on the enemy, retreating in, 
confusion across the upper ford. , . 

6. The river at this ford is about 250 yards wide ; the stones were exceedingly, 
slippery, the water at one place so deep as to oblige, men to swim, and the current 
was running with great force. 

7. The enemy had to make their way across the above difficult ford, under a 
heavy and continuous fire poured in by our men from the bank above, and the 
panic was so great that hardly a shot was fired in return. 

8. Upw.ards of 30 prisoners were taken in the fort and town, 13 of whom were 
hung at Nursinghur by the Civil authorities, and the remainder brought into 
Dumoh. 

9. On the morning of the ISth Lieutenant Nembhard, the Deputy Coinmissioner 
of the district, received a report from Busseah (a village under tne hills, about ten 
miles south-east of Nursinghur), informing him that, during the previous night, the 
enemy had fled in great disorder through the ])lace, and given out that they had 
lost 50 men, killed in the river, and, on hearing this, a number of rebels, who had 
for some time occupied Busseah, flecl with them to the hills. 

10. Captain Ludlow, Field Engineer, havmg dcinolished the outer works of the 

fort, and partly filled up the ditch, the detachment, agreeably to your instructions, 
returned to camp this tlay. *

Sir, Camp, Kvttungee', September 28, 1857. 

1 HAVE the honor to report, for the information of his Excellency the 
Commander-in-chief, tlianks be to God, the Kamptce nioveable column gained a 
complete and deci.sive victory over the. mutineers of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry, 
numl)cring aboui 600' rank and file, and 1,000 insurgent matchlockmen, on the 
27th oi; September, 1857. 

The .52nd Regiment Bengal Native Infantry having biutinied at Jubbulporc, it 
was decided that the town and district of Dum^ should be. abandoned by 
regular troops ; and that the moveable column umler my command, strength' as per 
margin,* having disarmed the detachment of the Bengal 52nd Native Infantry, 
serving with the column,' and taking witli it the Dumoh treasure, amounting to 
upwards of a lac of rupees, and the arms and ammunition of the disarmed men, 
should retire to defend .lubbulpore. 

The column left Dumoh on the 21st instant ; and after having been delayed in 
crossing the Nowtah river for three days, reached Singrampore on the evening of 
the 26th of September, where intelligence was received that the mutineers, 52nd 
Regiment Bengal Native Infantry, numbering about'500 rank and file, had taken 
up a position at Konce, on the west of the *Herun river, about twelve miles below 
Kuttungco. ' , ; ' 

As there wa.s a probability that the mutineers might seize and destroy. the; 
boats on thellerun at Kuttungee, on the road to Jubbulpore, I dispatched, at 2 a.m., 
on the 27th instant, a party under Lieutenant Watson, strength as per margfin,t-to

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secure the boats above referred to. This party was accoropauied by Major Jenkins, 
i^ssistant Quartermaster-General. 

At 5 ^a.m. on the 27th, just as the column was preparing^ to inarch, two troopers 

g alloped into camp with the intellig;ence that the advanced party had been surprised 
y the 52nd mutineers ; that the two officers had been killecl and the party retreat- 
ing on our camp. 1 forthwith gave the order to march, and pushed on. through a 
jungly country with a party, and took possession of the village of Golera, about 
three miles in advance of Singrampore, and which commands the mouth of the pass, 
and to the north of which the ground is open. I waited there a short time for the 
guns and main body to join me. Shortly after the guns came up, the 52od Bengal 
Native Infantry were seen marching along the road in column of sections. Two 
guns were fired into them, on which they left the road and advanced against tis in 
the jungle on both sides, accompanied by the matchlockraen. As the position the 
guns at first took up was too 'much exposed to lire from the jungle, ana the enemy 
were evidently endeavouring to steal round our flanks, 1 retired about 200 yards, 
close to the village, and took a more favorable position, where the ground was a 
little more open. 1 kept the guns on the road, occupied the village and the jungle 
right and left with my Infantry," and posted the Cavalry in rear of the left, where 
the ground was open. After a brisk fire, which lasted for about half-an-liour, the 
enemy were driven back. The baggage liaving now closed up, I placed the treasure, 
guarded by the 33rd, in rear of the guns ; threw out a strong .body of skirmishers 
from the 33rd on the right, a little in front of the loaduig gun, and another lino of 
skirmishers from the 28th an'd 33rd on the left, leaving one company of the 28th 
with the park, and the Rifles to ])rotoct the baggage and rear. In this order we 
advanced slowly through three or four miles of very jungly country, driving the 
enemy before us, and halting occasionally to give them a»few rounds from our guns. 

On reaching the open country near ivuttungec, I pushed on the Cavalry to foci 
for the enemy, who were discovered making olf up the hills, with their baggage, in 
rear of the towm. From the nature of tl»e ground, the Cavalry could not follow 
t^hem, and before the Infantry arrived, the greater number had effected their escape. 
The Rifles, and parties from the 28th and 33rd, however, succeeded ia killing some, 
and taking a few prisoners on the lull, and also in the town, who were afterwards 
hanged. 

On our approaching Kultungee we were agreeably surprised by Ma jor .lenkins 
and Lieutenant Watson riding up to the column; they had succeeded in cutting 
their w'ay through the ambuscade in the dark, and had concealed themsclvc's on the 
lulls until the advance of the column enabled them to» rejoin us. Lieutenant 
Watson, I regret, was wounded on the cheek by a miiskct-ball and knocked off his 
horse; his escape was most miraculous. Major .Jenkins’ charger had two bullets 
through him, and is not likely to survive. i 

At the entrance to the town was found, lying on the j)ul)lic road, the body of 
Captain Maegregor, of the 52n<l Regiment Bengal Native Infantry, with his throat 
cut, a shot in his breast, and a bayonet wound in his body, whom the imitineers 
having made prisoner on the occasion of their mutiny, l»a(i nyirdered at 3 a.m., 
before they proceeded to atthek us. 

My movements during the above operations were much hnmpcrefl by having to 
keep an eye on the 120 disarmed men of the 52nd Bengal Native Infantry, w.ho 
accompanied the columd, arxl by the treasure, large amount of baggage, and people 
retiring with us from Dumoh. 

The whole force behaved well, and proved incontestably, that the Madras sepoy 
has no sympathy with the Bengal mutineer. 

The Cavalry were very forwanl in pursuit of the enemy, and followed them up 
the side of the hill,, capturing some of their baggage. 

The Rifle company of the 1st Nagpore Irregular Infantry were very active in 
ascending the hill, and captured a color-havildar of the 52iid Bengal Native 
Infantry, who was one of the chief ringleaders of the mutiny. T inclose Lieutenant 
Pereira’s report on this subject, and beg to inform you that Ihe C’oininissiouer has 
prohauted the .havildar therein mentioned to Jemadar, and that 1 have promoted the 

two sepoys to havildars. i ^

L beg to add, that I received every assistance from Captain Ludlow, rield

Sir, . Camp, Kuttungee, September 28, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to bring to your notice the marked conduct of the parties 
mentioned in the margin* whilst capturing eolor-havildar Buldeo Sookul, of the 
late 52nd Bengal Native Infantry, and trust that you will be so good as to forward 
their names for the favorable consideration of the officer commanding Nagpore 
moveable column. 

2. On seeing a number of men in red jackets, supposed to be mutineers, running 
hither and thither about the thick jungles skirting the hills of Kuttungee, I advanced 
the Rifles in skirmishing order, .and proceeded in that direction. On arriving at the 
base of one of the hills, private R.amchurrcn saw a man hid behind one of the 
bushes ; he cried out, “ VMio are you ?” and on receiving no reply, haviklar Huttah 
Tewarree and private Ramchurnuj immediately seized the man.; private Shaik 
Emam, who was one of the file.s adjoining, immediately went to their assistance, 
and seized the man’s musket, who w^as just on the point of full cocking it ; on 
seizing him they discovered he was a eolor-havildar of the late 52nd Bengal Native 
Infantry. He begged for "mercy, and said that he would give them 100 rupees to 
shoot him dead ; they replied, “ We are Government servants and don’t require 
your money; Government pays us well;” at this time 1 arrived at this place, and 
ordered him to be brought on as a prisoner. On arriving near the encamping 
ground I ordered him to be brought before the Commissioner of the Saugor anti 
Nerbudda territories, who asked his name, to which he replied Buldeo Sookul, and 
then he was ordered to be .executed. This man is supposed to have been one of 
the principal ringleaders of the mutiny.

Sir, Commissioner's Office, Camp, Dumoh, September 18, 1857. 

"WITH reference to your letter dated the 1st instant, and received yesterday, I 
have the honor to state that, although Koonch actually belongs to the uheema .*Bai 
of Indore, it has long been under British management, according to the regulations, 
and forms a portion of the Jaloun district, by pergunnahs of which it is surrounded ; 
and to send a jmrtion of Holkar’s troops there, w'ould, I fear, only make matters 
worse. 

2. Jaloun is being temporarily managed (with what degree of success I cannot 
say) by the Rais of Goorsurai, on account of the British Government, to whose 
officers he has been told he will have to fender a strict account on our being able 
again to reoccupy the district ; and I think it will be better to let him cuntinue^in 
charge of the wnole district, including Koonch.

1 recommend none (>f Hulkar’s troops being sent to Koonch t but should you'not 
consent to the delay, it will be necessary for you t6 address the Rais of Goorsurai , 
at Jaloun, or he may dispute the right of Holkar to interfere, . j * v

The Commissioner of Saugot to Brigadier Sage, 

Sir, Camp, Berkheree, September 10, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to inclose copies of letters received this morning, giving 
information that the Ramghur and Dinapore mutineers in force have ascended the 
ghauts near Chuttra, in the Rewah territory, and are accompanied by Koer Sing 
and his followers. This man is a relative of the Rewah Rajaii, and the Tatter will 
probably not attempt to resist, even if he does not aid him, and the rebels and 
mutineers wiil probably advance on Nagodc, Jubbulporc, lluinoh, or Saiigor; and 
the sepoys at the two former stations not being entirely to be depcnd<>d on, and the 
thakoors of Jubbulpore being also somewhat doubtftil, it will become absolutely 
necessary for Colonel Millar’s column to fall back on Jubbulpore, should the news 
continue bad. 

2. I have informed Captain Finch, of the 31st Native Infantry, that we cannot 
escort him further, and that he must either proceed with his own detachment to 
Saugor without treasure, or fall back on Dumoh, and 1 believe he has preferred the 
former. 

3. On my arrival at Dumoh, should I find it necessary to give up that district, 
I will inform Lieutenant Dickens of my resolution. 

4. It appears to me that w'e should concentrate our troops at Jubbulpore, 
supposing the news continues bad ; and I agree with Colonel Millar in thinking 
that it would be better to give up Saugor than Jubbulpore. The former district is 
lost for a time, and if you I'emain at Saugor, it will probably be attacked by the 
combined forces of the whole of the Rajahs of Bundelcund, who w'ill rise unless 
the Rewah Ro-jah remains staunch, and by the mutineers, as well as by those from 
Bhopal ; whereas if we concentrate at Jubbulpore, we might make a good stand, 
and if eventually obliged to retire, wc could do so to Nagporc. The Madras troops 
from Nursingporc, Hoshungabad, Baitool, and Sconce also falling buck. 

5. If Saugor was abandoned, of course the fort and the greater part of its 
stores must be destroyed, which would be a serious loss ; but of the two evils 1 
think this would be the lesser. 

6. Of course it is only in the event of the mutineers advancing into these 
territories, that concentration w'ould be necessary.

Brigadier Sage to the Cojnamissioner of Saugor. 

Sir, ; • Fortin Saugor, September 14, ' ISSt. 

I Have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the lOth 
instant, and also a letter of the same date from Colonel Millar. 

2. Having submitted yours to the judgment of the officers commanding regi- 
ments and the Artillery company, also Major Western, the Deputy Commissioner, 
and Major Lamb, the Assistant Adjutant-General, the accompanying reasons for 
concentrating all the forces in the district of Saugor, were unanimously adopted. , 

3. In addition to these, the officers attending the meeting were of opinion that 
any attempt to abandon the fort and magazines would produce on the native mind 
the very worst effects, and would, in reality, be found impracticable with reference 
to the safety of the "Community now living within the fort. 

'4. The moral effect of the arrival of the Madras column has been most happy ; 
all the good men have looked forward to its arrival with satisfaction, and on the 
native Chiefs it has also had a beneficial effect, as proof of which Captain Gordon’s 
party have this day been sent into the fort, and were that column now to retire, we 
should apprehend the very worst results. 

5. Among regiments belonging to the Bengal army, a few have been faithful at 
first, but, exposed to further temptation, have ultimately fallen oflf', and joined their 
comrades. It is greatly to be /eared that if you retire the Madras column, the move 
will be disastrous to those troops who as yet have been true, and are inclined to 
remain so ; and I most earnestly request you will pause before you adopt the plan 
you have proposed. If you cfo carry it out, the worst results to the interests of the 
Government, and to the safety of this small and inadequate garrison, the women and 
children, are to be apprehended in the event of a coalition among the rebels, which 
your retreat will, in all probability, call into existence.

Minutes of Council of IVar. 

IN reply to Major Krskine’s of the 10th instant, and Colonel Millar’s of the 
same date, concentration is essentially necessary for the interests of the State, but 
that concentration must be on Saugor, and not on .Tubbulpore, which has nothing, 
and leads to nothing. 

1. Saugor is the key to all Central India, and if lost, lO.OQO men would be 
required to recover the country. 

2. If wc give up Saugor, the fort and magazines, we supply the enemy with; 
what they have not got, and with w'hat, wc believe, they cannot get, unless we, by ; 
making a false move, give it to them, — a battering or siege-train. 

3. Witliout a siege-train, it is my opinion that the Saugor fort cannot be taken, 
if held by an adequate garrison of reliable troops ; we have provisions for six or 
eight months inside the fort for 300 men, and wo have from 25,000 to 30,000 maimd^:, 
of grain, &c., in the suddor bazar. 

4. 'Lo destroy the guns, carriages, t&aterials of every iption, / and the 
•powder-magazines, would not only entail a heavy loss on the State, but we;shoH|^> 
destroy what we ourselves may want, and that soon. Besides,' it would take ajdi^;; 
time to do this., 

6. With the Madras column, we should have two complete.Euyopeah batteries^ , 

which would enable us to hold out against any force the rebels and the rnuUneers^, 
conjoined can bring against us. The fort has been greatly strepgttiehed ; it capnptV 
be now scaled, and it would be ^difficult to breach the -waUs— Without ..heAyy. ^MhSv., 
almost impossible. ■ i . * 

At Saugor we can receive reinforcements from Cawnporfi ,^(yi4 Chottorpof^ and* 
Heraghaut) ; from Mhow, where there are now 800 Europeans, three regiments of . 
Infantry, and one of Cavalry, according to report ; and the Quartermaster- 
General of the Bombay army has announced the inarch of a column of, 6,0OO men, - 
chiefly Europeans, from Ahmednuggur, as soon as the sea8(m»wiU'permit. 

7. Every consideration should be laid aside to concentrate a force that can be . 



reVied upon ; were we to lose or evacuate this fort, we could not replace the ordnance 
stores, and ammunition, which any emergency miglit' require, in one or two years. 

8. These consideraticyis induce us to. urge on you the concentration, should it 
become absolutely necessary, oh this fort and city. In’ fact, we, with our small 
force, encumbered by ladies, women, and children, in number 170, cannot retire. 

.9. If you fall back on Jubbiilpore, which has no magazines., and is of little 
importance, you fall back on^thc 50th and 52nd Regiments, against both of which 
there are strong suspicions— a wing, of the former some time ago having .refused to 
inarch (as reported) these regiments will most likely join, to souic extent, Kocr 
Sing, and should portions of them remain true, the ladies and children should be 
sent brith from Nagode and Jubbulpore io Sconce, and perhaps tc»«Kainptee, and 
Colonel .laraiesoh and Major*Hampt6n, with all the oHieers and Christians, move on 
Saugor. 

10.. With two European batteries, the Madras column, the good of the four 
Bengal regiments, and Cavalry, concentrated, at Saugor, the, rebels and mutineers 
dare not move towards Nagpore. We should be on .their rear, and prove their 
certain destruction, particularly if joined by the IVlhow and Ahnicdiuiggur forces, 
and we should be, strong enough to hold the fort and magazines, and march on 
Rewah should the Rajah play us false. 

11. The Madras column, in the meantime, pending confirmation of the route 
the rebels may take, and the conduct the Rewah liajah may adopt, should be 
vigorously employed in reducing Gurrakota, .Rehlee, ,&c.. jind not move on Saugor 
until the intentions of the Rewah Rajali and tlie rebels become certainties : then the 
treasure and troops at Dumoh should, with the Madras troops, concentrate at once 
on this place..

Sir, Camp, Saugor, September 18, 1857. 

I HAVE the honor to inclose a copy of a note received tliis morning, dated the 
15th instant, from the Superintendent of Nagode, stating that the mutineers (by 
which is meant those from Dinapore who had assembled at Banda) have actually 
arrived at Kallinger, and would be at Nagode on the IGth or 19th instant; I am 
given to understand th'at these men are without gun-caps, and Iiave but little 
arnmunitiort; but they may have received some, from the Banda Nawab. What, 
their object may be in coming to Nagode is only speculation, and I can hardly^ 
think they would endeavour to move in this direction; but, in the event of their* 
doing so; i intend tp recommend Colonel Millar to fall back on Jubbulpore. My 
reasons for so doing are stated in the accompanying notes in reply to the remark's 
made by the. Council of War, assembled by you on the 14tli instant.. Should 1 
receive any further intelligence I will immediately communicate it to you. 

The effect of withdrawal from this district will, of course, have a very bad , 
effect: but, "under all the circumstances, it cannot be helped should the mutineers, 
'come down. 

I am at present unaware of the whereabouts of Kocr Sing and the Ramghur 
, mutineers. But from the Mirzapore d5k not having. come in for the last three days, 
and no intelligence whatever having been received of Lieutenant Osborne and 
Cblonel Hindc, who. are both believed to have been on the Mirzapore road, lain 
i afraid they (the mutineers) are still somewherot between Mirzapore and the Ghuttra 
'Pass. ' / ■ . 

The Dinapore mutineers cannot exceed in number 1,500.

Notes on the Bemarhs made by the Council of War held at Saugor, on the 

14iA September, l657.' * * 

THE Council having objected to the concentration of troops at Jubbiilporc, 
and proposed Saugor instead, and having at the same time brought forward consi* 
derable strength of arguments in favour of the retention of the Saugor fort and 
magazine, and I being still of opinion that it would be very impolitic and unwise to 
leave Jubbulpore to its fate, 1 must give up the idea of concentrating the whole of 
the troops now^in^ this division at Jubbulpore, and as the Ramghur mutineers, with 
Kocr Sing, have descended ,4;he Chuttra Pass, it will,*perhaDS, be unnecessary to 
concentrate the whole anywhere. The Council states that Juobulporc has- nothing, 
and leads to nothing. 

Jubbulpore is a large and thriving city. The district has been well cultivated 
with khureef, and not been plundered ; the station, which 'is also considerable both 
in size and European population, is distant 240 miles from Mirzapore, 154 miles 
from Nagporc, and 56 miles from Nursingf)ore, and is situated on the main or 
Deccan road, which is metalled the whole way to Mirzafmrc ; the road to Nursingpore 
is also metalled for .nearly half the distance of it, and it, as well as the portion of the 
Deccan road between Nagpore anil Jubbulpore, is traversable for troops and stores 
throughout the year. 

Troops can be obtained from Nagporc and Mirzapore with much more ease 
and speed than ' they could be, at Saugor from any direction. In fact, at Mhow 
and Cawnpore there .arc no available troops for Saugor, nor will there be, for 
a considerable time to come ; on the other hand, troojis .are constantly passing up 
from Calcutta vi^ Mirzapore, others arc stationed at Nagpore, and more are being 
sent up to that station. The troops coming from Ahmednuggiir would reach 
Jubbulpore sooner than they could reach Saugor. 

If the fort of Saugor is so strong as represented, and well supplied with grain, 
•&c., .and it being impossible at present for an enemy to bring siege-guns against it, 
the force now in it could with case hold it against any collection of mutineers and 
rebels, until troops could arrive viil Jubbulpore and other places; whereas Jubbulr 
pore, if deserted, must immediately fall a prey to the enemy. The district of 
Jubbulpore and those in the valley of the Nerbudda would soon follow, and much 
danger ensue to Sconce, Baitool, and the Nagporc divisions. 

The European battery and Madras troops attached to this column are divided, 
a considerable portion of each arm being at Jubbulpore ; consequently it would be 
necessary for the whole to concentrate at Jubbulpore, 

There are a considerable number of European women and children still at 
Jubbulpore,. many of whom arc unable to move at present. The oflicers pf the 
52nd Regiment should not, in my opinion, attempt to leave their men; indeed, if 
they did so, there can be little" doubt that they and thc*women and children at 
Jubbulpore would be destroyed ; but by their remaining there in the Residency, , 
which has been strongly fortified a*nd entrenched, the whole, yirotectcd by the Madras 
.troops of the column, would be safe, and the enemy might be attacked and beaten . 
in the field on succour being received from Nagporc or Mirzapore.. 

If it lie necessary for the column to withdraw from Dumoh, the 50th might , 
retire in this direction, but not on Jubbulpore. With reference to the 10th para- , 
graph of the Notes I would observe, that if the whole of the available staunch 
troops arc required for the garrison of Saugor, which it would appear the Counml :< 
' of War think they are, I am not aware how we should be moving in the enemy's^- 
‘rear on their advancing to Nagpore ; and even if we did vacate tie fort of Saugoi:,' , 
and attack them in the rear,^ they would still have plundered the statidn and 
district of .Jubbulpore before we could attack them. 

Under all the circumstances, therefore, T am of opinion that the Saugor fprce 
being sulficient, in the opinion of the Brigadier, for the purpose, should, under /any - 
cmei-gencv, hold the kirt ami city ; that the 50th should be kept out of the way of > 
the mutinjjcrs , as much as possible, but on no account march to,:or near, Jubbulpore ; ' 
and th.at the moveable column should, in thi? event of the -mustineers of -Ramghur .■ 
and Diuapore proceeding in this or the Jubbulpore direction, fall iback.on and, 
protect Jubbulpore. » , , , . ; , . , ,

Jhorye Sing has been left by the zemindar of Ekownee, nn<l other followers, 
and is in the Allaiiabad district. He finds it difficult to subsist his men, and talks 
of removing into Oude. 

Mirmpore, September 16.~ Burnt Khan, ehowdree of camels, writes from 
Rewah, that ho has forwarded 500 ponies and pack-bullocks to Allahabad, and will 
send 1,000 more. 

September 19 Information received from Captain Onb^rne, of the mutiny at 

Nagode, anti of the arrival of tho ladies from that place at Rewah. 

September 21. — Messrs. Tucker, Simsun, Elliott, and P. Walker pushed on 
from Drummondgungc, at the foot of theChuttra Pass, to llunmuna, in the Rewah 
territory, .and escorted the ladies to Driimmondgunge. 

The country about the Soane is becoming more tranquil, and all the rest of 
the district is quiet. 

Benares . — No narrative received. 

GJtaseepore.~-^M.r. Bachman, Deputy Collector, was sent to the bank of the 
Knrumnnssa, to prevent the passage of the 5th Irregulars. The Naval Brigade had 
not re.ached Bnxar in ton days from Dinapore There is something wrong about 
the steamers, which are constantly breaking down, and are as long as possible on 
the way. It would be good economy to pay by the trip, instead of by the day. 

September 20 — Thirty persons dispatched to Calcutta b> steamer. 

Two ])a<torn carts have been made, and some pnck-bulloeks and doolie-bearers 
sent to the (’ommissariat Office. * 

As the quantity of carts rcquireil by the approaching Europeans will be enor- 
mous, 1 haM‘ issued a notice to all the native officials in the division to do their best 
to have carts made quickly ; also to see about sheep ; and to remember that 
potatoes and other \egetablos required by Europeans will be in great demand in 
the neighbourhood of the Trunk Road. Government have not yet passed any order 
for getting bullocks, which arc as ncccssarj as the carts, and must be broken-iu 
beforehand. I beg to request that 1 may be authorized to purchase 1,000 pair of 
bullocks throughout the division. The carts ought to be regularly numbered,* and 
brigaded in fifties and hundreds, under duQadars and jemadars. As they come in 
from the districts they might be ]jl.iccd under Mr. Gubbins, to be organised ancl 
prepared for use.

Sir, Benares, September 28, 1657, 

WITH referenre to the Government Orders dated 10th instant, to make a, 
very large quantity of carts as quickly as possible, 1 have the honor to transmit 
the remarks of a clever officer of Government, which may jHirhaps be useful, lie 
says, As so very large a number are wanted, in so very short a time, the best plmi 
I think will Ikj — 

“ 1st To select a mtxlel garrec, combining as much strength and chea])ness, 
with as little weight and friction, as possible. 

'‘*2nd. To distribute the parts for wholesale execution to diflerent native crafts- 
men; as, the wheels to some, the polos to others, the frame -work of the garrees to 
others, and so with the iron, bamboo, and rope-work. 

« 3rd. To have a central sirkaree worlishop, under the Magistrate’s own 
constant supervision, in which the different parts might be built together.” 

2. This division of labour need not superse<le the other two plans of contracting 

for complete garrees with all who will engage to make them ; and of actually 
uodertaKrng the manufacture 'in Governme/it workshops. All the diflerent modes 
can be tried ; and that plan eventually preferred by each Magistrate, by which he 
is s^ble to turn out Khe.greatest number of serviceable carts most quickly.

WHEREAS it is expedient to regulate the iipportatipp. 'roaoufactiire^ and sale 
of arms and ammunitiou, and the right to keep or use the same ; It ia exacted as 
follows :~ 

I. In any district or place to which the provisions of this section shall be extended 
by order of the Goveinor-General of India in CdUucil, or of the Executive Government 
of any Presidency, or place, every person shall, within such time as shall be mentioned 
in the order, or, if no time be mentioned therein, within one week from the publication 
of the order in the district or place, g\vc notice, in writing, to the Magistrate or other 

^Officer specified by the Executive Government, of any fire-arms, bayonet, sword, spear, 
spear-head, or oilier deadly weapon to be specified in such order, which shall be in his 
possession, or shall be on his premises in the possession of any of his retainers or 
servants; and shall also give immediate notice, in ;ji'riting,^of all other aims of the like 
description which shall at any subsequent time come into his possession or into the 
possession of any of his retainers or servants a<, aforesaid. The notice shall specify 
the number and description oi* the arms so possessed, aud also, in the ease of arms so 
possessed by retainers or servants, the uume.s of such retainers or servants and in what 
capacities they are respectively employed. 

II. Whoever wilfully neglects to give such notice as aforesaid shall be liable, on 
conviction before a Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding five hundred rupees ; and 
all arms in the possession of sucK person may be seized and shall be confiscated if the 
convicting Magistrate shall so adjudge : anil in case the arms of which he shall so 
neglect to give notice shall exceed what may be considered reasonable for the private 
use of such person, he shall be liable to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for 
a term not exceeding two years, and shall also be liable to a fine not exceeding five 
thousand rupees ; and all the arms and any ammunition or military stores in tin* 
possession of such peison. or un Ins premises, bliall be confiscated. 

III. The Magistrate shall cause to be prepared from such notices a register of the 
names of persons having aims in their possession, and the uumbp and description of 
such arms; and shall also, at the request ol any person giving such notice ^ aforesaid, 
deliver to him a certificate specifying the date of the notice aud ilie number and 
description of arms specified tlicreui.

Sir, Fort William, September 23, 1857. 

THE Act relating to the importation, mannfacture and sale of arras and ammunition, 
and for regulating the right to "keep or use the same, having been passed into law, and 
promulgated on the 12th instant, it is necessary to consider the proper method of carry- 
ing it into effect, and this appears to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to be of 
sufficient importance to warrant him in submitting his views to the Government of India 
for such instruction and correction, as may appear necessary. 

2. Subject to the approval of the Government of India, the Lieutenant-Governor 
proposes to put into force, on and after the Ist October next, within all the territory 
subject to his authority, the last thirty sections of the Act, from section 7 to section 36, 
both included. 

8. He proposes to constitute the Commissioner of Police, in Calcutta, licensing 
officer for Calcutta, under section 8, the licenses to be subject to the conditions noted in 
the margin.* ’ . 

4. He proposes under section 15 to prohibit the tran.sport in any direction, by any 
person or persons not acting on behalf of Government, of arms, ammunition, military 
stores and sulphur, and the transport by any such persons of saltpetre, except towards 
Calcutta, for sale or storage or shipment there ; the above prohibitions being made subject 
to exception in favour of persons licensed to transport such articles by any officer 
empowered to grant licenses under section 8. 

* No. I. That the Pcrctisaion Caps and aininnnition shall be stored alone in a receptacle, which shall not 
be made of any inflatninable material. 

No. 2. That such receptacle for percussion caps and ammunition shall not be opened, or the contents be 
taken therefrom, ihhile any fire or, artificial light* is within the place or room in which such percussion caps and 
ammunition are stored. 

No. 3. That the building in which the said arms» percussion caps and ammunition are stored shall not be 
constructed of grass* leaves, mats, or other such inflammable materials. 

No. 4. That the percussion caps and ammunition when moved from one place to another* shall be placed in a 
box alone, and no fire or artificial light shall accompany the party or parties so convoying i(. 

No. 5. That the book to be kept under Section 9 shall be in the form (a) to be furnished by the licenser. 

No 6. Each arm or packet of ammunition and percussion caps shall have its own number in the stock 
books.

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5. With respect to the issue of*ordcrs regarding the sale ot possession of sulphur, 
under sections 18 to if 2 inclusive, the Lieutenant-Governor proposes to guide him- 
self by such information as he may receive in reply to a call made on the Executive 
Officers in Calcutta and the Mofnssil. 

' 6. Regarding the method of enforcing the earlier sections of the Act, the Lieutenant- 

Governor is desirous of soliciting particular instructions. 

7. These sections of the Act seem not intended or expected to be at once put in 
force over all the territories subject to the British Indian Government, or even apparently 
over any large portion of them ; but “ in any district or place” in which it shall seem to 
the Executive Government requisite to enforce their provisions. 

8. This precautionary form was, doubtless, adopted because of the unavoidable 
irksomeness and serious liability to penalty, with which, the provisions of the sections in 
question, must necessarily affect all persons sulpect to them. 

9. For all persons in districts and places to which those sections may be extended, 
must give notice in writing within one Aveek of the promulgation of the order, of all arms 
a,nd all such deadly Aveapons' named in the order as ihay be in their' possession or in their 
premises in the possession of serA-ants or retainers, and this may include the universal 
lathee of the Debar districts, and will certainly include the all-but universal tulwar, and 
the order may, and probably will, concern districts Avhere very few pcr.sons can read and 
write. 

1 0. A further written notice must also be given in case any such arm should, subse- 
quently to the first notice, come into a person’s possession, or into the possession of 
any of his servants or retainers, and any wilful neglect to give these notices, is to 
be punishable by a fine extending to 500 rupees. 

11. It is needless to remark tliat this, like all penal laws in this country, Avill be 
taken advantage of by enemies and informers to oppress and annoy for evil purposes. 

12. Further, in all districts, to which these sections may be extended, any person 
going armed may be stopped by ‘'any Magistrate, Deputy-Magistrate, or Assistant to a 
Magistrate, or by any European Commissioned Officer in tlio service of Her Majesty, or 
of the East India Company, or by any member of a Volunteer Corps, enrolled by autho- 
rity of Government, while oh duty, or by any Police Officer;” and may be called in 
question touching his right to carry arms in the district, on a journey or otherwise, and 
may be put to his “reasonable proof” of exemption from the provisions of the laAv, if he 
be exempted, or must produce a license or certificate from a Magistrate or other officer 
authorized to grant licenses to go armed, and failing these, may be disarmed by the Police 
Officer, or other functionary as abo\ e described. 

1 3. All this, it is clear, may be tlic occasion of much hindrance and vexation, and 
may unavoidably sometimes so operate, as to inflict offence or degradation, or what will 
reasonably seem offence or degradation, to some of the persons concerned ; besides that, 
it can liardly fail to be used, more or less iu many cases, as an engine of extortion. 

14. So that it Avould he reasonable to suppose heforohaud, A\-hat appears to be the 
purpose of the legislature, uauiely, that the provision.s of the section^ in (luestion, ought 
not to be of general and uni\'ersal application, but should be enforced only at particular 
times and places, upon si)eciai cause then and there appi'chcnded, or having arisen. 

15. The special cause, it is obvious, could only be the occurrence or exj)ectation of 

insurrection, and the consequent evil use of arms, to the detriment of the public peace. 
And on such occasions calling for the enforcement of these nccc.ssarily irk,some and 
troublesome, and possibly offensive provisions, it Avould seem — so the Lieutenant-Governor 
has come to look upon it — as if this irksomeness and possible degradation and offence 
ought not to be imposed indiscriminately upon all, Avhether good subjects, or bad, but 
only upon the bad, or those likely t(> turn out bad subjects, upon an opportunity 
offering. ^ ' 

1(>. To this it may be answered that it is impossible to say Avith certainty, or even 
strong probability, beforehand, wlio Avill, in the case apprehended,, prove themselves to be 
good, and who bad subjects ; and that all must, therefore, be subjected to an inconveni- 
ence, Avhicli, if it prevent and tend to subdue insurrection, must in the end prove benefi- 
cial to the good by counteracting the aims of the bad. And this, no doubt, the Lieutenant- 
Governor must admit, is true, so far as it applies,- that is to say, so far as the impossibility' 
or strong incertitude of discrimination between the well disposed "and evil disposed may 
really exist. , , , 

17. But jn the present circumsfahees of the country, there may be some broad 
obvious distinqlions of classes, as to the discrimination of which no real„, difficulty cpi^d 
possibly exist ; and this, it appears to the Lieutenant-Governor, is the case with the, qli^s 
of European British subjects, and the dcscehd&nls of kuch subjects commonly called Easi 
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Indians, or Eurasians, and European Foreigners, of whom it is certain that they will be 
found, in case of such insurrection as has unhappily occurred in parts of the British Indian 
Territory, on the side of order and not of rebellion, and carrying arms for self defence and 
the repression of outrage, and not on the side of treason ; and as these classes can easily 
he described, and every person belonging to them jnust carry in his visage and outward 
appearance, reasonable i)roof of the 'qualiScations which cause his exemption, it would 
seem, as the Lieutenant-Governor desires respectfully to submit, that no argument can 
be raised by which to justify the omission to exempt them in case of the extension of the 
sections in question to any district or place. For the grievances occasioned by the law, 
however slight they may be, are, the Lieutenant-Governor would submit, pure evil, 
except so far as they may be necessarily imposed for the sake of the public good ; and in 
the case of these classes, who cannot be insurrectionary in the present instance, but, on 
the contrary, are always the objects of murderous attack, by rebels and mutineers, and 
who may always be easily distinguished from any other classes, it appears in no W'ay 
necessary for the public good to impose upon them (whatever may be the necessity in the 
case of othei’S), any of the grievances belonging to the law in question ; but on the con- 
trary, it would rather seem for the benefit of peace and good order, and the pi*evcn.tion or 
repression of outrage and rebellion, that these classes, capable of such easy distinction, 
should be always exempted from any irksomeness or grievance in carrying arms, and 
rather encouraged so to do, than the contrary. 

18. For these reasons I am directed to submit the intention of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, in case he should have occasion to put in force in any district or place, the 
provisions of Sections 1 to (3 inclusive, of the Act in question, invariably, under the 
pow'cr given him by Section 0 to except " Kuropean British subjects and persons 
commonly known as East Indians, or Eurasians and Eurqppan foreigners,” unless he 
sball be otherwise instructed by the Governor General in Council. ' 

19. Undoubtedly, 1 am directed to add, there may be other persons and classes 
whom it will be prof)cr to exempt from the operation of the sections in ((uestion, such as 
zemindars like the I’ajalis of Bettia and Ilutwa, and Suraikhola and Ramghur, and liaja 
Jye Mungul Sing, and. the incumbent of Sasseram Shah Kubeer-ood-decn, and also their 
retainers and followers, and many other such loyal and well-disposed persons of various 
degrees, win* have, in ditlerent parts of the, country, vied with our own countrymen in 
courage and good faith, and in exertions for the support of the Government. Sotnc of 
these will obviously come to mind in case the sections should be extended to their parts 
of the country, and others will be suggested by the local authorities, to whom the 
Lieutenant-Governor proposes to make a retcrence for that purpose. 

20. In order to prevent any vexation or dilliculty arising out of that section which 
requires persons, not having other “reasonable proof” of exemption, to produce a 
certificate of exemption from a Magistrate or other authorized officer, the Lieutenant- 
Governor proposes to supply the local officers with printed forms of such certificates, and 
to direct them to furnish one, free of all cost, and without awaiting application for it, to 
every exempted person, not of the class of European British subject, or European 
Foreigner, or Eunisian. These classes will not need certificates, their appearance being 
always “reasonable prot)f.,” 

21. Submitting then ibese observations upon the law and the manner of enforcing it, 
the Lieutenant-Governor Avill await the directions of the Governor-General in Council, 
and be prepared to act as he may be instructed.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 23rd ultimo, in 
which the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal submits his views, as to the mode in which Act 
XXVIII of 1857 (the Arras Act) shall he carried out. 

2. His Honor proposes at once to bring into force the last thirty sections of the Act, 
Sections 7 to 30 inclusive. To this I am desired to say there is, for the most part, 
no objection. Sections 7 to 11 inclusive have already been put in force under the 
instructiphs’ Conveyed in my letter, dated the SOth ultimo. 

2 R 2 
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B. His Honor protases cortain eonditions in which, under Section 8, licenses to 
manufacture and deal in arms and ammunition, including percussion caps, are to he 
granted, and he intends to constitute the Commissioner of Police licensing officer under 
that section, for the town of Calcutta. Tlie conditions are perhaps more minute than ig 
. necessary, and arc framed apparently more for consprvancy purposes, than with any view 
to the objects of the Act. By one of the conditions, the sale of any ammunition after 
. sunset, unleas the dealing takes place in the dark, is practically prohibited, a precaution 
which does not appear to the CJovernor-General in Council to be required. Moreover, it 
is the opinion of his Lordship in Council that licenses for the manufacture of percussion 
caps and gunpowder should not be granted, except by the Government. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes, under Section 16, to prohibit any unlicensed 
person from transporting arms, ammunition, military stores and sulphur, in any direction, 
except on behalf of Government, and from transporting saltpetre, except towards Calcutta; 
► and his Honor also proposes that the officers who give licenses under Section 8 shall also 
be the officers to give licenses under Section 16. To this there is no objection. 

6. Before extending the provisions of Section 26 to the Lower Provinces, I am 
directed to request that the Lieutenant-Governor will name a" day after which his Honor 
proposes that the possession of csinnon .shall become unlawful. There are places near to 
which it will be desirable to have the means of enforcing this Section at once. 

0. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor asks instructions as to the way in which his Lordship in 
Council desires to give effect to the opening Sections of the Act, Sections 1 to 0, inclusive. 
His Honor considers that these Sections should be enforced only at particular times and 
places and upon special cause, such as the occuirence or expectation of insurrection. In 
this view, the Governor- General in Council agrees. It will be better that these clauses 
should not.be brought into'permanent operation ; and if they are put in force in times of 
emergency only, such exceptions can then be made as the nature of the crisis may suggest. 
But his Lordship in Council doo.s not think it advisable that any local Government 
should lay down that any class, even European British subjects, should “invariably” be 
exempted.

The respectful Petition of the undersigned Christian Inhabitants of Calcutta, on behalf 
of themselves, and of all other Christian Inhabitants of this Presidency, 
Showeth, * 

THAT your petitioners have read the Act which passed the Legislative Council 
on the 5th September instant, and received the assent of the Governor-General on the 
12th instant, and have observed with alarm and regret that the said Act is framed so 
as to apply to all the unuflicial classes alike, without distinction, within the districts to 
which it shall be extended by order of the Governor-General in Council, or of the. 
Executive Government of any place. 

The object and justification of such an Act being, as your petitioners conceive, to 
enable Government to take arms out of the hands of disaffeoted and dangerous persons ; 
your petitioners had hoped, that the said Act w'ould have been confined, in express 
terms, to those classes from whom alone danger could be apprehended. 

Your petitioners feel strongly that to apply the Act to them, equally with the rest 
of India, is to confound the loyal with niurdcrens, mutineers, and rebels, and to cast 
an unwarranted reflection on a body who, having the same interest with the Govern- 
ment of India, have in every way supported it, and exhibited their loyal feeling since 
the commencement of the present outbreak. 

Your petitioners are further of opinion that to give the proposed power to a Magis- 
trate, or Commissioner of Police, of disarming all persons within his district who, in his 
judgment, may endanger the public peace, is to give to one official who may be acting 
under the influence of panic, prejudice, or error, the power to leave all the Christians 
within his district wholly defenceless, or to force them into opposition to Governtnenf if 
they shall resist being placed in such a position ; and your petitioners are led strongly, 
by certain recent proceedings in this town of Calcutta, to the conviction that this is no 
idle or speculative apprehension, and that such powers cannot be safely entrusted to all 
officials of the proposed classes. 

Your petitioners believe that the only result of extending such an Act to the 
Christian population of India, will be to oppress and irritate the loyal, while it will be 
wholly ineffectual as regards the disaffected, who will neither register nor expose their 
arms till the moment for using them shall have arrived. 

Your petitioners submit that the Christian inhabitants of this Presidency are 
entitled of right, as loyal men between whom and the rest of the population of the 
Presidency there is a broad and unraistakeable line drawn, to have that distinction 
acknowledged by the Government at this time, and in the like manner as was done 
with regard to Europeans at the disarming of the Punjaub; to be exempted from the 
operation of a law which is wholly inapplicable, and therefore highly offensive to 
them. 

Your petitioners, therefore, respectfully pray that the Governor-General in Council 
would be pleased to make a declaration such as is contemplated by the exemption 
clauses of the said Act, for the exemption of all Christian inhabitants of this Presidency 
from the application of the said law. ’

1 AM directed by the Governor-General in Council to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter, dated the 5th instant, forwarding a petition from certain Christian inha- 
bitants of Calcutta, praying, on behalf of themselves and of all other Christian inhabitants 
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of the Bengal Presidency, that the Governrhent of India will make a declaration for 
e^cempting them from the application of Act No. XXVm of 1857. 

: 2. The Governor-General in Council is unable to comply with the prayer of this 

petition. At the same time, his Lordship in Council directs me to state that all exemp- 
tions which may be just and reasonable will be made by the Local Government when- 
ever. the Act, or any part of it, shall be put in execution. 

’ ’3. The Governor-General in Council cordially appreciates the loyal feelings of the 
'< petitioners, and of those in whose name they speak, as also the support which they 
, have given to the Government ; but he cannot admit that the fact of the “ Arms Act ’’ 
being general in its terms is any reflection upon their body. 

4. The Governor-General in Council does not share the apprehension of the peti- 
tioners, that any powers which under the Act may be entrusted to Magistrates, or to 
the Commissioner of Police, will be 'abused in the manner supposed by them. 

5. Neither does his Lordship in Council agree in viewing the case of the Funjaub 
as parallel to that of ' Bengal. The Puujaub, when the disarming took place, was a 
newly conquered country, peopled with a hostile race, and it was reasonable to draw a 
broad line of demarcation between its whole native population and all Europeans who 
might become resident there. In Bengal on the contrary, a large portion of the popu- 
lation is loyal and woll-affected to the British Government, and many have given proofs 
of this by exercising influence and risking property and life in support of the Government.. 

6. If then the law should undertake to lay down a line of distinction, and should 
class these men with those who are not to be trusted, it would do a great injustice. If, 
on the contrary, it draws no distinction, but leaves all exemptions to be made according 
to circumstances by the Government which administers the law, no such injustice is 
committed ; and it appears to the Governor-General in Council scarcely possible that 
any Englishman, or any Christian, viewing the case dispassionately, should find offence 
to himself in such a law. Most assuredly no such offence is intended ; and the 
Governor-General in Council has directed me to furnish this explanation to the peti- 
tioners in proof that such is the case.

3. This was assented to by his Lordship in Council, except as to Section 26 

of the Act, and as the assent did not reach the Lieutenant-Governor till the 16th.'of 
October, the enforcement of the Act Was notified on the 20th. idem, as to take place 
from the date of the notification. , . 

4. Regarding Section 26, the instructions of the Governor-General in Council

6. If this be the purpose of the Governor-Geheral in Council, the Lieutenant » 
Governor would submit, with deferpnce, that he sees no exact, way of doing what is 
desired, because he does, not know all the places at w'hich it may be necessary or 
desirable to enforce the surrender, nor has he the command of any means of enforcing 
it, except such as may be from time to time placed at his disposal by the Government 
of India on a special requisition made for that purpose. And it is obvious, that all 
requisitions of that kind arc not, and could not be, always complied with, but must, 
in every case, depend on circumstances only within the knowledge of the Govern- 
ment of India. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor would, therefore, desire to leave the section in 
question, to take effect (as provided therein) one week after the publication of the 
order in the district or place. This, as it appears to the Lientenant-Governbr, will 
give ample time to well-disi»osed persons to avoid the penalties of the Act ; and as ■ 
to ill-disposcd persons, their obedience to the law must be, in this, as in other cases, 
^enforced as soon as, after intimation of their contumacy, the means of coercion 
can bo made available. 

8. A case is now before the Lieutenant- Governor, in which guns are known to 
have been collected in the fort of Tikaree, in the .zillah of Behar, so as to require 
artillery to enforce their surrender, if surrender should be otherwise refused. But 
the Lieutenant-Governor has no means of judging ho\y soon it may be possible to 
obtain the assistance of artillery for this purpose. 

9. This letter should obviously have been sooner submitted. I am directed, 
therefore, to explain, that the delay has arisen from an accident, for which the 
I ieutenaut-Governor desires to express his regret.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 18th instant^ 
relative to the enforcement of Section 26, Act No, XXV 111 of 1857, in Bengal. 

2, The intention of the Governor- General in Council is, that the Lieutenant- ^ 
Governor should name beforehand to the Government of India, the-day from which 
he woidd projiose to make the possession of cannon unlawful in any part of 
Bengal ; in order that, at places where resistance is expected, a force may be at 
hand to exact obedience to the law. The Government of India would then supply 
j^uch a force, if possible; if not possible, it would probably rc(jucst the Licutenant- 
■Governor to delay the enforcement of the surrender of such unlawful cannon. 

3. llis Lordship in Council did not contemplate having a force at every place 
ijyhere the surrender of private cannon may have to be enibreed. But, to take the , . 

itistanco cited by the Lieutenant-Governor, it is very little desirable that section 2^ • 
i should be proclaimed as in force in Behar, and that no notice should be taken J&y * 
the Local Government of the guns in Tikaree Fort, or that if notice be takerf it 
should be ineffectual. This last his Lordship in Council believes is likely to bq the 
case.if the Government should have no force at hand ; whereas, if there be a force 
at hand, it may be expected that a prompt example made at Tikaree wdll have it^ 
effect throughout Bengal. ‘ 

i 4. At the present time, the Government of In^a has not at disposal any 
European troops or ar]Lillery co send to Tikaree, and, therefore, his Lordship in 
tCbuneil is of opinion that no good object would be gained, that some discredit 
|fo the power, and authority of Government would bo'risked, bj^ prof^sing to put in
